This disease is much more 
coBunon than the last; it begins, 
like the true schirrus, in the 
body- of the testicle ;-rbut un¬ 
like that disewe, it almost im¬ 
mediately afibcts the whole body 
at Ua first commencement.

fungoid tumour rather yields to 
the pressure of the fin^r, than 
fluctuates from one side to the 
oilier^ as in hydrocele; and 
lastly , the great weight of the 
swelling when you lift up the 
sides, and the livid appearance 
of the scrotum, mark tbe malig- 
naiit character of this disease. 

Tbe. disease often occurs in 
young people at about the age 
of puberty;—-I have seen it in 
one imtance, in a child four 
yearn old ;, I shewed you the 
other evening the testicle of 
this ohUd, which was loaded 
with tubercles. The period of 
life' at which it may he taid 
tisually oeo^ is between the 
age of 17 and 8fi.

This operation is not unfre- 
qnently required in consequence 
of extensive la<»ration of the; 
inetacaijius. Before shewing* 
you this operation, however, let 
me ob^rve that if any oik of the 
fingers or the thumb remains, it, 
is better not to amputate the' 
hand, as a single finger re¬ 
maining is often exceedii^^ 
ly usefol after injuries of this 
kind.

The amputation of the fore 
anh a^ittle above the wrist is a 
very dangerous operation ; I 
have known tnro instances where 
the forh arm wasampUtated three 
or four laches above the wrist, 
^hich terminated fatally. The 
objection to this operation is 
fhaiyou divide a greatihimber of 
tend^s situated in the forendnak} 
which suppurate after this openi^ 
tipn^ term absoe^ 


ses,which burrow along the arm; 
tendons are exceedingly apt to 
slough, where matter has been 
produced, and in this way 00 - 
dasibn the destruction of life. 
It may-be said, that we also cut 
through spnie tendons in ampu- 
ti^Dg at the wrist joint; this is 
true, but at the wrist joint they 
are so bound down by ligament^ 
that they do not suppurate after 
tbe operation; there is skin 
enough to cover the extremity 
of Iho joint, which unites by 
tbe adhesive process. Such is 
tbe result of experience with 
respect to amputating in this 
part; if you are asked where 
you should amputate ? yoti 
should answer, at one-third 
of the length of the fore-arm in 
tracing it downwards. In ampu¬ 
tating the fore-arin you inay 
make a double flap; one oh 
the inside, and the other on 
the outer side; and this 
mode of opefatiug is often 
adopted. In sawing, take 
care to saw both the bones 
at the same time. A very 
good stump is left in this 
operation: there are four arteriK 
which require to bo secured, 
radial, tbe ulnar, ihe anterior, 
hahd Ute posterior interosseal* 

^ ^'The mnputaiion of upper 
itp ii! to thp 
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of Imputation above tbe knee: 
in a^i^tation above tbo knee, 
however it is nece^ary to make 
i^Ve three inciaion^ as 1 
exiplained to you in the last 
lecture ; laj^PUtating' above 
the elbow ^oint two cir» 
ciilar incisions will be suffi¬ 
cient, one throug’h tlie inte¬ 
guments, and a second through 
the muscles down to the 
bone; having well freed the 
bone from muscle, you will pro¬ 
ceed to saw it through. The 
reason for this diffbrence is, that 
above the knee you require a 
considerable portion of integu¬ 
ment to cover the stump; in the 
upper extremity the muscles arc 
more bounddown to tlie bone. In 
amputating above the elbow, the 
principal artery which requires 
to be secured is the brachial; in 
securing it, take care not to in¬ 
clude the brachial nerve.

arin- The readiness wi th which 
it heals will depend upon the in¬ 
teguments being sufficient to 
cover the whole of the cartila¬ 
ginous surface, and upon the 
constitution of the patient.

The French, in 
performing the operation of am¬ 
putation at the shoulder joints 
make a flap before and behind 
the joint; we do not do this, 
but I do not mean to say that 
their mode is not quite as good 
as ours. There is no necessity 
for the tourniquet in this opera¬ 
tion ; a finger may be put on the 
artery while you are making 
the flap, but even this is unne¬ 
cessary, for all that is required is 
to divide the artery last, and put 
your finger upon it at the 
moment of dividing it. Place 
the patient in a chair; slit up the 
deltoid muscle, and introducing 
the knife, make a flap from the 
head of the os humeri; it is bet¬ 
ter not to make the other incision 
through the integuments, until 
you have dislocated the head of 
the bone from the socket. The 
next thing you have to do is 
to cut into the joint; divi¬ 
ding the capsular ligament, the 
head of the bone is easily dislo¬ 
cated from the socket. Carry 
knifeJn a circular direction^ 
upon the 


artery while you are turning the 
head of the bone from the socket- 
The axi^llary artery is the only 
one which requires to be secured; 
1 have never known a patient 
die from the operation of ampu¬ 
tation at the shoulder joint; but 
1 have beard of cases in which 
the patient has died from hemor¬ 
rhage caused by sloughing of the 
artery some days after th®. 
amputation. 

JmpuiatioH at the Hip JoiiU, 
This operation has been seve¬ 
ral times performed, and in seve¬ 
ral instances with success, t 
recollect the time when this 
operation was a little criticised 
by sur^ons, and I remember the 
following story being told of 
Mr. Bhomfi eld, who performed 
this operation. Mr. Bromfi e ld 
was attending a Nobleman, who 
observed that his bands were a 
little bloody; this led to some 
conversation about our profes¬ 
sion, and Mr. BuoMFEELDsaidhe 
had just been amputating a man's 
thigh at the hip joint. GoodGod! 
Mr. B. exclaimed the Nobleman, 
how can you talk of such hor¬ 
rible tilings ? Three or four 
days after, the Nobleman en¬ 
quired about the patient who had 
undergone this operation, and 
Mr^ Brohfielo replied, that 
had lived forty houn after it.

amputation at the hip-joint,how- 
eTer, Gentlemen, has been so 
often performed with success 
that it may now be considered os 
one of the established operations 
of surg-ery. Mr. Brownley, a 
militaTy surgeon, first performed 
ii dhring the late war: he did 
it without putting any ligature 
oathe art^ in the first instance; 
it was only compressed. Mr. 
Gvtbuie also performed this 
operation with success during 
the late war. Uealso performed 
the amputation through the tro¬ 
chanter mi^or without seciuring 
^e artery in the ^first instance I 
1 compressed the artery myself 
in that case. The ampu¬ 
tation at the hip-joint has 
1^0 performed in the same 
■way successfully by M. Lareby 
and many other Surgeons ; but 
notwithstanding the great res¬ 
pect 1 entertain for these autho¬ 
rities, 1 am disposed to think that 
the operation cannot be sgfely 
performed without securing the 
artery in the first instance. 
When you do not secuie the 
artery in the first mstanofij what 
is likely to happen if this; 
when you have to divide the 
fnipial erteiy nt apw to Pou- 


part’s bganient as possible, eni 
put a ligature upon it, the mtift 
becomes so faint under the 
operation, that he virill be un¬ 
able to support it. 1 have, in 
such a eu^, been obliged to 
suspend it, to give the pa¬ 
tient wine, and chat with 
him in order to rouse the 
vigour both of his body and 
mind. The operation will cer¬ 
tainly be most safely performed 
by tying, in the first instance, 
the femoral artery, under Pou- 
part’s ligament, above the ori¬ 
gin of thearteria profunda. A 
question in the first place arises 
wliether we should perform the 
operation of amputation at the 
hip joint, when it can be done 
through tlie trochanter major. 
1 say no. Unless the disease of 
the thigh-bone extends quite 
up to the joint, as is the case in 
which 1 recently performed the 
operation, it is undoubtedly bet¬ 
ter to saw through the trochan¬ 
ter raiyor, than to cut tho bone 
from the acetabulum. Wlten 
the acetabulum is laid open, 
great constitutional irritatioii is 
produced by the suppurative 
process,—abscess after abacew 
arises, and the life of the pa- 
Uent is put into imminent dan- 
gttr.

LECTURE 61. 

Wedneidmy Evenings,

In adverting id the subjcM^ of 
complaints in the anus, 1 havo 
already mentioned fistula in ano; 

1 shall in this evening^s Lecture 
proceed to the subject of 
Piles. 

Piles, Which are complaints of 
very common occurrence, are 
in the first instances an enlarge¬ 
ment of the hemorrhoidal veins ; 
they are either external or inter¬ 
nal, and the treatment will be 
somewhat different, according 
to the situation of the disease. 
When a person applies to you 
with external piles, ho com¬ 
plains of pain in passing bit mo¬ 
tions, and tenesmus hfter the dis¬ 
charge. On examination of the 
anus, you discover a projection 
of a livid appearance, which in 
two or three days, becomes so 
solid as not to yield to p^sure. 
The b^lo^ i;i coa^lated in tho 
^mofrkduM veins; ^r a time« 
the veins inflamed, the 
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pvtient feels uneasiness in going: 

stool, and observes that his 
foees are tinged with blood. In 
a short time the pressure of the 
faeces, on the internal part of the 
rectum, brings down the pile, 
so that it becomes external. 
The gut is brought down in this 
way, every time the patient has 
a motion, and tie is under the 
necessity of pressing upon the 
part for some time, in order to 
fetom the rectum into its origi> 
nal situation. This is a great 
tax on his time, as well as a 
cause of considerable suffering *, 
the bleeding is at this time very 
considerable, and the discharge 
is attended with great irri¬ 
tability of the rectum. 

At length inflammation takes 
place, which adds greatly to the 
patient’s suffering, and he is 
often unable to retiu'n the rec¬ 
tum, when it has descended. A 
person* is thus exposed to 
considerable inconvenience and 
•uffering from this complaint, 
and he is very anxious after a 
tinie to have it removed. Pro¬ 
lapsus ani is to be considered as 
the effect of internal piles. 1 
knew a person w ho held a situa¬ 
tion, which required his attend¬ 
ance in the early part of the day, 
who was under the necessity of 
rising at a very early‘hour in 
order that be might have his 


evacuation, and have suflicleni 
timo to return the rectum. A 
piece of lint, dipped in oil, 
should be applied, when a con¬ 
siderable bleeding takes place 
from the pile or piles. Thero 
is sometimes a discharge of mat¬ 
ter, and now and then the piles 
become ulcerated. With respect 
to the causes of this complaint 
it sometimes arises from costive¬ 
ness, and the pressure of hard¬ 
ened fseces on the rectum, and 
is very often a consequence of 
of long-continued diarrhoea; so 
that opposite causes occasionally 
produce the same effect. It very 
often arises from disease of the 
liver, and congestion of the veins 
in the intestinal canal. The 
difficulty of transmitting the 
blood through the vena porta 
occasions a congestion in the 
hemorrhoidal veins, and ob¬ 
structed secretions in the intes¬ 
tinal canal lead to the same 
efl'ect. It is a very common con¬ 
sequence of pthisis pulmonalis; 
the subjects of 4hat -disease are 
very commonly sooner or later 
the subjects of internal piles, 
with prolapsus ani. When 
piles have existed for a consi¬ 
derable length of time^ excres^ 
cences are produced in conse-r 
quence of inffammation. Thefts 
lUre thtM dilferent states of tke < 
rMum under this diieuM : ^ 



u it if aiTected by external 
piles; secondly, by internal 
piles> accompanied by prolapsus 
ani; and, thirdly, by excres¬ 
cences, which are the remnants 
of the piles, and which possess & 
higfh degree of vascularity. The 
mode in which these excres¬ 
cences are produced is as fol¬ 
lows :—The inflammation of 
the pile glues the sides of the 
veins together; adhesive matter 
is poured out, which becomes 
organised, and a hard swelling, 
in wdiich there is a number of 
vessels, is produced. These ex¬ 
crescences project from the sur¬ 
face a little way up the anus, 
which is chafed and rendered 
extremely irritable from this 
cause. Here are preparations 
in which you will have an op¬ 
portunity of seeing them hang¬ 
ing in festoons several inches 
from the extremity of the anus. 
With respect to the treatment 
of this disease, if you are con¬ 
sulted for external piles, and 
find a little livid projection at 
the anus, which has existed 
only for a short time, and yields 
readily to pressure, you should 
give some active aperient, 
avoiding carefully, however, 
any purgative which has a par- 
t^iaT influence on the rectum, 
; example, aloes. You

phate of magnesia, with inf«- 
siem of senna, so as to produce 
a copious secretion from the ia- 
testines. Saline purges produce, 
the greatest effect when you 
wish for a considerable seeretion 
from the intestines; where you 
wish for a secretion of bile from 
the liver, give the submuriate of 
mercury, or the blue pill, with 
saline purgatives. In this way 
you relieve the veins of the in¬ 
testinal tube, and remove eon- 
gestion. In addition to this you 
will apply leeches to the swollen 
part; the best local application 
is the liquor plumbi subacetatis 
dihitus. In this way you will 
generally succeed in getting rid 
of the disease in this stage. If 
the pile has continued till it has 
become solid,you will then pur¬ 
sue a different plan. Put the 
point of your lancet into the 
pile, just puncturing the part, 
and squeezing it between your 
Angers, you will press out a clot 
of coagulated blood. When 
the pile has become diminished, 
and the vein ceases to be swollen, 
the liquor plumbi subacetatis 
dilutes with a purgative will get 
rid of the disease. So much 
for the treatment of external 
piles in their commencement; 
the treatment of internal piles is 
more ^ 
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ihi fredmeni ^ htetiid 
PtUg. 

It requites a ^rrcat deal of et- 
perience in many caaes to enable 
a lorgfeon to make up bU mind 
ds to the best treatment of par¬ 
ticular diseases, and 1 will state 
te you tbe result of my experi- 
diiee bn this Subject. 1 am g-o- 
fng to make some eorifcssions, 
but t have not tbe slig-btcst ob¬ 
jection that they should be 
made known to the world, be¬ 
cause they may prove useful to 
dthers. Internal piles com¬ 
mence by a sense of Weig-ht and 
paiU in the sacrum; you are 
Seldom consulted, however, 
Until the disease shews it¬ 
self by prolapsus ani. As a 
piolapsus aiii is entirely the ef- 
feti of the piles, this effect will 
seaVcely cease unless the causes 
of it are removed. You may 
diminish it in some measure by 
aUrbgent applications, and it is 
fight to tiy to do so, hilt you 
tflll seldom ultimately succeed. 
With this view, when the part 
has descended, you may use a 
decoction of oak bark and 
alum, injecting into the rectum 
dfith a common gonorrhoea 
cyrihge, two grainr, which may 
be intreasBd to tour grains of 
dtum in an Oitffce or;tbft ;deeoc^ 
tion of the oak bafif. this' 


treatment will seldom avatt 
when the disease has bdvanc^ 
to any considerable extent; the 
only way of effecting a cure ih 
such cases will be to remove the 
piles, and tbe question then 
arises how they may be best re¬ 
moved—a question which expe¬ 
rience can alone solve. 1 used 
to think the removal of the 
piles by excision the best 
mode; because I found the pain 
produced by it very trifling as 
compared with tbe ligature, 
and the prolapsus very easily 
cured in this way. , 1 remember 
a case of a Major in the army, 
who had prolapsus from internal 
piles, and who suffered so much 
when the piles were tied, that 
he could not submit to this 
operation, but upon my cutting 
them off with a pair of scissars, 
the pain was so trifling that he 
thought nothing of it. If I had 
never met with any adverse 
circumstances, 1 should still 
recommend the removal by 
excision, but 1 must now state

1 
was informed that he was ex¬ 
ceedingly ill, and the next 
morning, when I went to sec 
him, he told me, as well as he 
could, that he was almost dead;

died. The last case with which 
1 shall terminate this sad cata¬ 
logue, is that, of the wife of a 
medical man in the country, 
who came to London with three 
piles. They were accQm[)anied 
with some irritation, and 1 only 
removed one of them. There was 
no hemorrhage, but three days 
after she complained of a good 
deal of tenderness in the abdo¬ 
men, and 1 was quite sure there 
was peritoneal inflammation. 
The symptoms increased, and 
on that day week she died. On 
examination 1 found the perito¬ 
neum much inflamed; she had 
the appearance of one who had 
died of puerperal fever. 1 have 
felt it my duty to state to you 
the consequences of performing 
the operation of e^Cfsion for 
internal piles, in oiw to im¬ 


press on your .minds that it is- 
safer to treat such cases by a 
ligature, than by excision. The 
application of a ligature, how¬ 
ever, is exceedingly painful, if 
it be drawn tightly; it should, 
only be applied so as to interrupt 
the circulation, and destroy the 
life of the part, without exciting 
much pain. Leave the ligature 
on the part, but if the pile be of 
considerable size, as the ligature 
is apt to slip, more especially if 
the peduncle be large, a strait 
needle, tliroaded with a double 
ligature, should be passed 
through the centre of the pile 
and tied on each side. This will 
excite little pain and prevent 
the ligature from slipping off; 
the time in which the ligature 
comes away is from five to six 
days. A patient will come to 
the Hospital, have the ligati^^ 
applied, and walk aw'ay after it 
is done; it is most prudent, 
however, to remain for some 
time in the recumbent posture 
after the operation. This very, 
morning a gentleman had a 
ligatore applied, and thought, 
so little of the operation, 
that he would not go, 
home to lie .on, his sofa, as I, 
advised him.

knows to destroy life; Mr. 
CsviKeBAiiKt applied a 
tore to an elderly gestteman 
from the country: the ligature 
produced gangrene, which eir- 
tended beyond it into the rec¬ 
tum, and of this gangrene the 
patient died. Even this simple 
operation ii not unattended with 
danger, if the patient neglects 
himself. He should keep the 
recumbent posture, and remain 
as quiet as possible, so that the 
circulation may not bo hurried. 
Both excision and the ligature, 
therefore, will occasionally de¬ 
stroy life; but 1 am quite satis6ed 
from experience, that upon the 
whole, the ligature is most safe. 
This is the advantage, gentle¬ 
men, of having lived beyond the 
middle period of life. A young 
man may have been in the habit 
of removing piles by excision ; 
he may do this twenty times 
with success, and consequently 
believe that the operation is 
perfectly safe. At length he 
meets with disappointments si¬ 
milar to those of which I have 
enumerated four instances: he 
wiH thee retrato his steps, and 
eomider whether he has been

that the ligature is decidedly the 
safer operation. But there ar^ 
other circumstances to be at¬ 
tended to, in the treatment of 
this disease; internal piles are. 
accompanied with^a high degree 
of fever; they are covered with 
adhesive matter surrounding the 
rectum, and the sphincter ani is 
affected with spasmodic symp¬ 
toms. Ought you, under such 
circumstances, to purge the pa¬ 
tient very freely? Certainly 
not. Apply leeches, fomenta¬ 
tions, and poultices to the part, 
and take blood from the arm . 
for excitii^ the intestines to ac¬ 
tion adds^lo ..^<"ch to the irrita¬ 
tion, that if you venture to purge 
the patient once, he will not bn 
able to bear it a*sccond time.* 
You must endeavour to allay the 
irritation by local and general 
treatment; if the inflammation 
continues for a considerable 
time, you must give an aperient 
once in three or four days, but 
it must not be oftener repeated, 
Someti mes i nternal pilesundergo 
a natural cure. A celebrated lite¬ 
rary character, to whoso case I 
before alluded, who was under 
the necessity of rising at an early 
hour in the morning to perform 
bis evacuations, became, at an 
advanced age, the subject of 
inflammation of the rectum.

1 remember Dr. Fox 
had a patient who suffered ex- 
ceeding^ly ftom this cause ; the 
part was excoriated; he had 
constant tenesmus, and he had 
taken a great quantity of medi¬ 
cine without benefft. 1 snipped 
off the excrescences with a pair 
of eoissars* and the patient was 
iaBQndiately relieved. As the 
jiirolapsus " remains for some 
tihse after' the removal of 

the piles; the best treatipeut 
ip to iqject astringent lotions 
into the intestine, and to 

dpply the ctHgdentum gallm to 
the part .if the prolapsus is ob- 
atinato, you msy make a little 
irieislon by the'sidc of the sphinc¬ 
ter kni with a view of producing 
tlwadhesii^eibflammalioQ., sons 
to glue the rectum to the cellular 
tissue surrounding it. This can¬ 
not however be done withot dan¬ 
ger in certain constitutions.

These ap¬ 
pearances may excite your sur¬ 
prise when you meet with them;

The 
most advaiic^ age in which 
1 have met with them is twenty- 
two. The child, whose case I 
described to you, who sat upon 
a needle which entered the 


bladder, and formed the nucleus 
of stone, had a polypus which 
extended for a considerable

inches in length up the bowel. 
It was extremely vascular, 
of the same size throughout, 
and of a florid red colour, having 
nothing of the character of a 
pile. 1 found it hanging down 
from the centre of the anus, and 
on taking hold of it I drew 
down the rectum by it. This 
was the first case of the kind I 
had seen; 1 bad never before 
heard of the disease.

point of personal appearance, 
childish state of mind, 
and enfeebled constitution, he 
seemed at least fifteen years 
older. 

The swelling of the elbow 
bad existed for upwards of a 
year and notwithstanding every 
plan of treatment that h^ been 
adopted, obstinately increased, 
it was evident there could be no 
hope of recovery but from the 
removal of the diseased limb 
and but slender hope even from 
it/ in consequence of the man’s 
extreme debility. After the 
operation, for threeor four days, 
be seemed to be doing well; 
about this time, however, he 
lost his apetite, became feverish, 
had considerable oppression of 
the chest, with diiliciilty of 
breathing, a quick, weak pulse, 
and, on the Monday week after 
the operation, at nine o’clock 
in the evening he died. The 
pist mortem examination has 
not yet been made.

the neck, consequent abscesses 
and ulcerations; together with 
a Bcrophulous swelling of the 
left elbow joint. By the exhild- 
tion of oxymur, hydrarg, edm 
tinct, cinchon, and a highly^ 
nutritious diet, seve^l of the 
ulcers in the neck healed; 
disease of the elbow, however, 
continued to increase, and 'll 
vvas obvious that the irritation 
which it produced would inevi¬ 
tably destroy him if permitted to 
continue. The state of his con- 
sitution, hovever, was so weak, 
and the action, of the heart so 
exceedingly debilitated, it was 
even feared that the pow^ers 
of the system might sink from 
the shock which an amputation 
would necessarily occasion, and 
on Thursday last, when this 
lad was taken into the operating* 
theatre, his pulse could not be 
felt at 'either wrist, so feeble 
was the vascular action; of course 
under these circumstances it was 
doomed prudent to defer the 
operation, and Mr. Key ordered 
him to be taken back to the 
ward until a future period. On 
Friday, the lad was found to 
have rallied in a trifling degree, 
and Mr. Key removed the arm, 
about a third of its length 
downwards. It was astonish¬ 
ing to observe on the following 
day, the ease of body, and trdb- 
quillity of mind, which the ror 
moval of the disease had pro¬ 
duced. During the night, his 
constitution received the benefit 
of several hours uninterrupted; 
sleep, a degree of repose he had 
for some months been an enti^- 
stranger to, and it wasparti^i ^ 
larly pleasiiig to notice on ^ 
succeedingduy (Sfiturdiw) IM: ;

The foregoing case muit be eonaf- 
dered in every point of view, eX-.

and treated accordingly; a lew weeka 
afterwards the true nature of the dioh ' 
ease waa discovered by another prae». 
titioner, and an attempt very preperiy

LECTURE 52. 

The first subject for our con¬ 
sideration this evening' will be 
Polypi of the ^ote. 

There are four different spe¬ 
cies of nasal polypi, the first 
and most common of which 
is the 

Gelaiinout Polypi/Lt. 

Polypi of this description g-row 
from a narrow pedicle, are com¬ 
posed of a very soft substance^ 
resembling jelly, hence their 
name, and are very slightly 
vucttlar; the second kind is 
the 

Hydatid Polypi. 

These are formed by a coi- 
lectipn of hydatids, and have 
thfli s^kpeairance of bags or blad- 
di^ df ijrater \ tbeae there 

p gCfttMilya eopiotti serom dis- 


These have similar symptoms 
and appearances to scirrhous 
tumours in other parts ctf the 
body, are painful at intervals, 
ulcerate, and during this stage 
occasionally bleed ; the fourth 
and last kind is the 

Fungoid Polyput. 

These are the four different 
kinds of polypi of the nose. 
Now, gentlemen, I shall first 
describe to you the 

Cc/a#i» 0 ttf Polypus. 

It is yellow, and semi-trans¬ 
parent, very thinly streaked 
with vessels, never being suf¬ 
ficiently vascular to give it a 
red appearance. It hangs from 
the schneiderean membrane by 
a small pedicle, therefore loose 
in the n6se, and if you stand 
c^posite the patient, and he 
draws . in and forces out his 
breath through the nostrils,you 
will hp then enabled to see it 
advaned, and again retreat to 
the posterior nae^. The Utrge 
'»ie hf the pdly^, 
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will often prevent this free 
motion. It g^enerally has its 
origin in the middle chamber of 
the noscj between the sii[>erior 
and inferior turbinated bones. 
Here is a preparation {shewing 
it to ihe,^ class') in which you see 
it giTowing* from the side of the 
antrum. 

Polypi of the nose of this de¬ 
scription often acquire a very 
considerable magnitude. When 
this is the case they extend into 
the posterior nare.s, and often 
hang- over theedg:e of the velum 
pendulum palati, so that you 
can frequently sec them at the 
bach of the mouth, and if they 
are not quite so larg-c as to al¬ 
low of this; they may be dis¬ 
tinctly felt on passing- hack the 
finger. Two of the large.st of 
this kind of polypi that 1 ever 
saw were from Sudbury in 
Suffolk. Here is one of them; 
it is of a sixo which rendered 
its removal by the forceps im¬ 
possible ; here i.s another pre¬ 
paration in which you see it 
expends through the velum, and 
here are others of a smaller size 
belonging to the same species. 
It not unfreqiiently liapjr>cns 
when their removal is attempt¬ 
ed by the forceps that they will 
become broken; and some little 
adteM is Qilen re^oisite to pre-. 


vent this difficulty; they are 
Urmly attached to the pituitary 
membrane of the nose, and 
unless the points of the forceps 
are applied near their bases, you 
cannot expect to be successful 
in extracting cveiy part of tl^m, 
coDsecpiently they will again 
, form, and the operation he 
.again required. When you 
h:ip[>en to pull away along 
with the polypi portions of the 
bone and membrane .you destroy 
the sources from whence they 
origiualo, and in such cases 
prevent tlicir return. 

Now, gentlemen, the remedy 
for the.se polypi i.s extraction by 
miiuns of f.ircejLS. 'Fhose gene¬ 
rally enij)loyed are long, and 
have small points, the insides of 
wiiich points or blades arc made 
rough to prevent their slipping 
from the pedicle and thereby 
losing tl'.eir hold ; the manner 
of using the forceps is this: I 
pass up a probe in a direction 
between the superior and in¬ 
ferior turbinated bones, and feel 
for, and a.secrtain the precise 
situation of the pedicle; I give 
the probe the direction which 
I have just stated to you, be¬ 
cause 1 have invariably found 
these polyyi springing from th^ 
middle chamber of tbb nose. I' 
have nevef knowit 
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vise from the ieptiun narium. 
Well^ having satisfied myself of 
the Bituatfon of tho pedicle, by 
means of the probe, then let it 
remain as a direction for the 
forceps, and having carried the 
points of the forceps to the 
pedicle, thus guided by the 
probe, seize the pedicle ai\d 
tear it oft'by a sudden jerk of 
the forceps ; by adopting this 
mode polypi may be effectual ly 
removed. Always take care to 
lay hold of the pedicle, for if 
you do not, and on the contrary 
grasp the body or end of the 
polypus, you will then break it 
off, and the introduction of th^ 
forceps will be aig-ain and again , 
required. Using the probe as a 
director will be found a great | 
assistance; the forceps are im¬ 
mediately conveyed by it to the 
pedicle. 1 just now said that 
the polypus should be torn off 
by a sudden jerk; this i.s of 
importance, and you should 
keep it in your recollection. If 
you remove the polypus by gra¬ 
dual efforts, that is, by gradually 
withdrawing the forceps, you 
will not accomplish that which 
ought to be your object, viz. 
Itipeventing the return of the 
diabase; by a sudden jerk you 
1^, oltea enabled to tear away 
of the pituitary mem- 


I brane, and even the Iwne itsplf 
to which the polypus may 
attach^. By this you succeed, 
ui destroying ilie source from, 
whence it sprung.anideffecXb^^ 
obviate a repetition of the com¬ 
plaint ; always recpilect there¬ 
fore to use a jerk, and not pull 
the forceps gradually. 

If the person should be very 
young, upd the nose small, you 
may remove the polypus with a 
pair of forceps similar to such 
contained in our conimoo pocket 
instrument case«; indeod such 
are the forceps which 1 often 
employ for the extraction of 
na.*;al polypi ; if however the 
polypi should grow far back, 
then you will succeed best with 
the forceps 1 first mentioned.. 
Sometimes i take away polypi 
by merely using a pair of probe 
{pointed scissars: after cutting 
through the pedicle, if you de- 
■ sire the patient to blow his nose 
the air w ill force it out of the 
nostril; but I should tell you, 
that when thus removed^ they 
are more likely to return than, 
when extracted by the forceps, 
because you do not with the 
scissars take away as with tjhe 
forceps the pituitary meinbrafie« 
and this is the source from 
whence these polypi spring- 
But, gentlemen, polypi not 
H3L 
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upfrequently extend into the 
Ulterior nareij even back at 
Ikr u the ipine, in which litua- 
iloB yon nay not only often feel 
them with the finj^eri but when of 
thli mejrnitode frequently lee 
them; these polypi mustberemo- 
Ved by a pair of forceps exceed¬ 
ingly curved; their curve should 
describe at least hal a circle, the 
curve of course being of such a 
size as to admit its free intro¬ 
duction into the mouth ; these 
forciips should be passed to the 
back of the month, then their 
points, or blades, arc to be car¬ 
ried tip the posterior narcs,when, 
having satisfied yourself in Iho 
manner before directed that you 
have hold of the pedicle, you are 
to break it otT by moving the | 
'forceps in a direction down-! 
wards and backwards. Another 
way, when the polypus is large, 
and when the pedicle grow.s 
from the side of the antrum is, 
to divide the pedicle by means of 
Curved scissars, and then with 
your finger hook down the po¬ 
lypus at the back of the mouth 
iVomover thevelum pendulunipa- 
lati|; in this vt'ay it falls into the 
throat, and produces a sensation 
of choaking ; retching is the con¬ 
sequence, and the polypus will 
be thrown upon the floor before

Reading, had a patient with a 
polypus of this kind, removed 
in the manner I have just men¬ 
tioned to you; it was a very 
large one, and when 1 first went 
to Reading 1 put a ligature upon 
it, but this did not prove of any 
use, it only .succeeded in getting 
away a small portion of it; the 
root was not removed: the po¬ 
lypus soon became again as large 
as ever, and 1 am now of opin¬ 
ion, that a ligature in these cases 
should never be applied. 

If, .'ifter the operation has 
been performed, you think any 
portion of the polypus remains, 
yon .should, by means of a probe, 
pa.ss up a piere of lint to the 
spot, to prevent any annoyance 
from hemorrhage; the lint pre¬ 
vious to its introduction may be 
dipped in a solution of alum; 
indeed, where patients have ob¬ 
jected to have the polypi re¬ 
moved by the forceps or scissars 
it has been recommended to Q.se 
injections of solutions of alum, 
or the oxyimir: hydrarg.

FungMd Nasal Polypus. 

There is a case of this kind 
at present in the other hospital*. 
The first case of tltis description 
that t saw was in a young gen- 
tieniah seventeen years of age:

yes. This I did by li^iire, hut 
much sooner than lexi)ected ;'for 
as soon as it was applied the 
tumour dropped into my hand, 
the silk baring completely cut 
it through. There was slight 
after hemorrhage which was 
easily subdued by plugging the 
nostril with lint. Shortly after 
the o(>eration he left London 
for Portsmouth. The disease 
soon returned, and was again 
removed by Mr. Copland Hut- 
OHiNsuN. Subsequently to this 
itre-a[)peAred, and ultimately the 
patient was destroyed. After 
his death the body was examin¬ 
ed by Dr. Mac Arthur, and he 
found that the tumour had very 
extensive attachments ; that 
its base was extremely broad 
and diffused—now 1 had pre¬ 
viously thought that the disease 
had been confined to a single 
spot, or 1 certainly should not 
have attempted its removal. 1 
therefore recommend you not to 
extract these polypi by the for¬ 
ceps—excise them with scissars, 
ordestroythemby ligature; their 
extensive adhesions wnll,ineither' 
case, render the operation una¬ 
vailing and ineffectual; and 
what is still worse, will do in¬ 
jury by exciting irritatioa,: 
whereby the disease will 
^gnomted. in sfinh 
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aliaii in fiitufe try what effect 
will be produced by the muriate 
of antimony. But the disease 
may extend so far up tlie nares 
as to affect some other imrl of 
still greater importance than the 
place where it originated,—thus 
the cribriform plate of the eth¬ 
moid hone may become des¬ 
troyed, and afterwards the brain' 
itself partake of its malignant 
influence. Well though there 
can be no hope of the (iisca.sed 
person ever getting cured in 
Mich cases as these; yet it may 
happen that by judicious treat¬ 
ment, the inconvenience of the 
malady, together with the de¬ 
formity it occasions, may be 
materially diminished; but to 
produce a cure under such un¬ 
toward circumstances would be 
impossible, 

Hisease resembling Polypus in 
Children. 

Before quitting this subject, 
gentlemen, there is another oc¬ 
currence connected with it 
which 1 wish to mention to you, 
it is this: you will often have 
children brought to you by their 
parents on account of supposed 
polvpi of the nose; when you 
examine tlie children you will 
probably Vflind io their nostrils 
.p^ectipns, the appearance 
^'^wJuich might have deemved 
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you as well as the parents, had 
1 not mentioned the Inaiter ifi 
you; be assured, when yon 
observe these red projections in 
the nhstrils of young children, 
tlial they are not polypi; the dis¬ 
ease is merely an enlargement or 
thickening of the pituitary mem¬ 
brane, and if you try to remove 
or draw it away by means of the 
forceps, you will probably tear 
off a portion of the tuibiiiated 
bone; the forceps must not be 
applied in such cases, sneh a 
practice would be exceedingly 
inqiroper; what you are to do 
is this: touch them by means of 
a small bougie formed of nitrate 
I of silver; from this application 
they will, in a short time turn 
white, and very soon disappear 
altogether ; you may rely upon 
it, that this is the only treat¬ 
ment required in such affections, 
and there is no necessity for sub¬ 
mitting these poor little deli¬ 
cate creatures io any other oper¬ 
ation. 

The next subject for our con¬ 
sideration is 

Enlarged Tonsil Gfands, 
Children will be brppght^to you 
with swellings in their throats, 
and it will be stated that they 
have great difficulty of breath¬ 
ing—sle^ with their mouths 
widely 'diste^ed, ihe skin at 
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the same time covered by a pro- j 
fuse ^rspiration; apon feelings | 
the th^at, looking into the! 
ynouth, or passing back the 
finger, ii will he readily ascer- 
tai&f^ that one or both tonsil 
glands is enlarged. The com¬ 
plaint is generally the result of 
one of the diseases common to 
children aS the small pox or 
measles, and the inflammation 
vrbich produced it of the scro¬ 
fulous kind; sometimes the 
enlarged part is attached to the 
gland by a distinct small pedi¬ 
cle ; at other times the base of 
tlie swelling is of considerable 
size. 

Conititutimal Treatment of en¬ 
larged Tonsil Glands. 

To prevent the growth of 
these enlargements, and their i 
formation altogether, the best 
medicine that can lie given for the 
accomplishment o*f these purpo¬ 
ses is the oxymuriate of mercury, 
and it will be found highly ad¬ 
vantageous to combine it with 
the tinctures of bark, and rhu¬ 
barb, I usnally prescribe it thus:

state of the patient. Having 
already, on several occasions, 
explained to you the manner in 
which small doses of mercury 
act on the system in removing 
chronic inflammation, by restor¬ 
ing the secretions, it cannot be 
necessary for me to again dilate 
upon that subject. By uniting 
the mercury, asabove, with bark 
and rhubarb, you will improve 
I the appetite, strengthen the 
I stomach and bowels, and gra¬ 
dually restore the vigour of the 
constitution. It is not of any 
great consequence what particu¬ 
lar tonic you employ, should 
there be any objection to those 
1 have just mentioned. Indeed, 
in very delicate children you 
W'ill find it prudent to often vary 
the medicine, and a very benefi¬ 
cial one may be found composed 
of two grains of rhubarb and five 
grains of carbonate of iron. Your 
own judgment will direct you in 
what manner the medicines 
should be regulated. 

Local Treatment of enlarged 
Tonsil Glands. 

The application of the nitrate 
of silver will often succeed in 
getting rid of these tumours; 
yon are to press down the 
tongue with one finger, then 
holding the nitrate of silver in 
itfe iyoiy cfiie between Ihi^ 
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tad Hhomb of the other hand, 
gently apply it to the surface of 
theswelling; the application may 
be repeated ifnccessary; where 
the caustic is applied^ the part 
will soon become white and 
scale olT; a succession of these 
produced by a succession of ap’ 
plications, will often eflect a 
cure. 

The sulphate of copper is 
sometimes used instead of the 
nitrate of silver, and succeeds 
very well. Alum is likewise a 
good application, but it requires 
to be applied a greater number 
of times than the lunar caustic; 
where, therefore, no inconve¬ 
nience would arise to the patient 
or practitioner from distant re¬ 
sidence or other circmnstances, 
^t may be used with advantage, 
and as an internal remedy, a 
medicine formed of the extracts 
of stramonium and coniiim; but 
I have never known it prove 
effectual, at least, not entirely 
BO. Well, then, when they are 
too large to admit of cure, by 
the plans already described to 
yon—or when they resist the 
proposed methods, you are to 
remove them by ligature; it is 
easily applied, and may he done 
hy first losing it through the 
eye of a probe, then carrying 
it overthb eonnl, and bringing 
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it out below tie it in fieont 
of the diseased gland; you mnst 
of course previously give to year 
probe the requisite curve; jf 
your finger should not be sufil- 
ciently long to make the knot, 
you should then use what is 
called the tonsil iron, an initru- 
ment well adapted for the. pur¬ 
pose, and would do much better 
for performing the operation 
altogether, than either the probe 
or finger. The operation pen¬ 
sions very little fiain or ioconvcn 
oience. 1 have had a child, 7 
years of age, come to my house' 
have a ligature thus applied^ 
and afterwards walk back tO; 
Islington. 

If the tumour is not of that 
form which will admit of a li« 
gature being put on in the way 
mentioned, you must then pass 
the ligature tbrongh the oentre 
of the swelling, by means of a 
needle, and tie it above and be-^ 
low ; in this case your ligature 
must, of necessity, be double ; 
in this way you will sucoeed as 
effectually u with the other 
mode, in producing a separation* 
of the enlarged part.

faaro^ltp the bniy thing between 
the ttestirds is a shiatl projection 
df daKiiaglnb'iis sbbstance, at- 
taebbd to the tip of the nose ; 
thie tdft'palate in these cases is 
generally wanting, and the tnr- 
bifliitted bbne exposed. The de¬ 
formity in those instanices is most 
WifligMly. 

In 4he operation for the re¬ 
moval of hare-lip, yonr single 
principle is union by adhesion 
or Arst intention. In single hare¬ 
lip you must perform the opera¬ 
tion tbus, / here the luo ned lectu- 
fer}$kewed the operation on the 
detM '>ta^tett nennding to the 
dnUliription givea,)' pace off the 
edge of the'divided lip on each 
siddby means ofn small bistoury; 
in executing this step of the 
operation,-take care that you cut 
off ^bugh, for uhmqdlately at 
the mar^n the parts aie hud 


and callous, and will not neadrly 
unite. Well, having pared off a 
sufficient quantity of both edges 
all that remains to be done is to 
apply the ligatures, of which 
there are to be but two, this 
number will be found quite 
adequate. No.v, it is of great 
importance that you should be 
careful where the ligatures are 
applied, and 1 advise you to be 
particular in your adoption of 
' the rules which I give on this 
point: Well then, introduce one 
ligature immediately at the edge 
of the lip, that is, at the lowest 
part of the divided portions 
where the red part or line of the 
lip begins, and the dtherligatura 
is to be introduced exactly raid- 
way between the first and the 
extent of the Wound, towards 
the nose ; thus the la^t ligature 
will be situated half way between 
the angles of the w'ound, at the 
lower part, and the fissure at 
the upper. As your object 
should be to cause the edges of 
^he wound to unite as soon as 
possible, any thing calculated 
to retard that effect should be 
studiously avoided, and as wax 
is known to have a tendency to 
induce suppuration and ulcera-. 
tion, it should not be rubbed, 
over Ihe ligatiues. Again,

Itt pertbming^ the operation 
for hflre lip there \fin sometimes 
be' considerable bleedings front 
the superior labial artery; there 
will not be any necessity for 
applying^ a distirict ligatnre to 
the vessel, because you can 
easily tie the li^iire at the 
atig^ies of the lip in snch a man¬ 
ner as shall compr6^s the artery 
and Stop the bleedihg; it is 
very improper to put a ligature 
on the vessel, as it interferes 
With union by adhesion from 
its producing* suppuration, the 
pus, of COurte, would form 
between the edges of the 
wound. On tlie fourth day 
after the operation the middle 
ligature may be removed, and 
bn the fifth or siitfh, the other. 
In this respect, I am merely 
speaking of what generally'ibay 
be done; as regnfds the time of 
removal, you niiust be governed 
by the state in Which you find 
the parts, if adhenon had not 
taken place h Would 'not be 
{fibper to take aWuy the liga- 
tfiies on the fourth or fifth 
day>ydU^shoiild wkitk short 
tiftte ^tbhger. instead of «ilk 
ligfVtoiba ^silver fniis'Used to hn 
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^tbe bdgies df Hhe Up; Iheir* 
most properly, haVe bdbn bs- 
litUinished; ^tis true Un- 
swered very well, as -fin* 
k^ping the edges of the intern¬ 
ments in apposition 'was edh- 
oeHied; but the great Obfeetion 
to them was, that when, oh the 
fourth or fifth day you addea- 
voured to take them oiit, efae' 
difficulty of withdrawing them 
often occasioned the adhdsioliB 
which had been formed to be 
completely torn thlrough, dud 
your operation so far idefbueil; 
the pain which the ektraction 
of the pins produces is consider¬ 
able, and the adhesions 
gently broken from the resist- . 
ance, struggles, and cries of dm 
child. Now, as TCgatds tlm 
silk ligattfres, you have 
to divide them by a pidr of aen^' 
sars, and the ends can be dis¬ 
placed without using ^ slight¬ 
est force. 

When the edges of the' lip 
have been bronghttogetherrand 
the sutures Applied, .^no after 
treatment will beiiebanary, ’ex^ 
cepfiog what 1 tiave wlready 
I communicated to ybu ; yoa 
niiiiit not ttp|dy pouHiods, .«s 
they Would give Ti« to 
punitive process instead of tlie 
adhtmlAe. ITour bdat^^ptaD Will 
be tb l«t bSMirefoaiif ever 
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the wound; lei it clot there, 
vui not »pon^ it ofT. This 
will be the best bond of union, 
and the adhesions which take 
place under this seldom give way. 

. Another point for our con* 
■ideration, is the age when the 
operation ought to be performed. 
Should it be attempted on very 
young'infants, or should we 
wait until a more advanced 
period? To this question, an 
answer is easily given, and 1 
reply never operate on very 
young infants, but defer it until 
the completion of dentition. In 
very early life, there is always 
great danger from operations;and 
leveral infants, within my own 
knowledge, have died in con¬ 
vulsions, after the operation for 
hare-lip. Some years since, 
when 1 was at Yarmouth, 1 was 
told of a case that had termi¬ 
nated fatally; convulsions car¬ 
ried off the infant a few days 
after the operation. Not the 
slightest blame was attribu¬ 
table. to the practitioner; ex¬ 
perience had not then establish, 
ed the propriety of delaying the 
operation Ujll a more advanced 
age. . 1 was once asked, if 1 
wcmld operate ;oo a very young 
infiuit, for hare, lip, whose i>a- 
rents ^ rasided in^ Kunehurch-; 
jleeet? 1 ^replied andj 


shortly after went, and did it. 1, 
promised to call on the fourth 
day, but received a message, 
saying that it was not necessary 
for me to do so, as the child 
was dead. Some years ago 
a gentleman from Suffolk 
brought his infant to town to 
undergo the operation; it was 
performed ; pins were em¬ 
ployed. Two days after the 
operation diarrhoea came on; 
on the day following it was so 
excessive that the pins were 
removed: at the expiration o^ 
two other days the child was car¬ 
ried off. A woman once brought 
her infant to me on a Monday 
morning for the purpose of 
having it operated on for 
hare-lip. 1 completed it, and 
directed her to bring the child 
I again on the following Thurs¬ 
day ; she came, and told me the 
infant had died. 

Now, if parents should urge 
you much to perform the opera¬ 
tion on very young infants, ex¬ 
plain the danger which attends 
it in very early life. Tell them 
of its fatal results ; when, 
should they still press it, the 
blame will be ou them, and sot 
you. Children when so very 
young are not competent to., 
undergo oporatiaiu, jmd 
ought not to perfors^ tim 'lbr 
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^Vk^re-lip otiless the children 
2»ve reached the a^e of two 
years. After that period they 
possess some degree of strength, 
wd are much less disposed to 
irritation and convulsions. 

I have still to mention the 
operation required for double 
hare lip. It has been recom¬ 
mended to cut away tiiat por¬ 
tion of skin which sometimes 
exists between the two fissures. 
That however is not tlie best 
plan; indeed it is a very had one. 
Always allow that portion of 
skin to remain, you will find it 
a great support, and of consi¬ 
derable utility in rendering the 
operation perfect. Therefore 
you are to pare the edges of this 
portion of skin in the same man¬ 
ner as you were directed in the 
first operation. But you must 
not, when a hare-lip is double, 
operate at both sides on the same 
day. You must let one side get 
well, and then you may operate 
on the other. It now and then 
happens that the jaw will pro¬ 
ject very much in these cases, 
aiKl will sometimes even shoot 
forward, and be attached to the 
tip of the nose. When the jaw 
does progect the deformity may¬ 
be very much diminished after 
wounds have quite healed,' 
J&y. rhiiidti^^ the most Pro¬ 
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minent part, a flat pie^ of lead 
inclosed in lint ; it may be readily 
confined to the situation by tape 
or black ribbon carried round the 
back of the head. When at¬ 
tached to the tip of the nose it 
should be separated from that 
part and the operations then per¬ 
formed as before, that is, one de¬ 
ferred till the other is well, and 
the deformity to be remoted by- 
adopting the method just men¬ 
tioned. 

We sometimes perform an 
operation on the under lip simi¬ 
lar to the one 1 have described 
to you for single hare-lip, in 
consequence of 

Cancer Labii, 

Which disease generally arises 
from the use of a pipe, and the 
manner in which it happens is 
this:—the adhesive nature of 
the clay of which the pipe ia 
made, causes it to adhere to the 
lip; at length the cuticle be¬ 
comes torn off, and the conti¬ 
nued irritation frets the sore 
into true cancerous disease.' I 
am quite sure that it is produced 
in this way, for 1 never saw the 
disease in the upper lip mere 
than once. That the disease hi 
of a scirrhous nature, even at the 
beginning, any surgeon most be 
satisfied: it is hard, hat a bleed¬ 
ing sur&ce, everted edgea, and* 
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gliModa; there ia lihe- 
i)|rii|e felt in i^ lU particular pe- 
rjp^, ^ho moat dreadful pain.— 
h hjive aeon in theae oaaes all 
foregoing real cancerous 
B^n^toma. 

Ab operation for the complete 
removaiiL of the disease ia the 
patient's only real hope of suc> 
cpfi)^ The oxyde of arsenic is 
said to have cured the disease— 
to h^ve completely eradicated 
it, I epo state, however, that 
this application (as well as 
ojLbers of a similar nature) baa, 
by its irritative qualities, produ¬ 
ced a rapiddiseaae of the glands, 
shorUy aft^r liaving been applied 
to the ujLcer on the lip. 

In removing the disease with 
thp hDUo> you should make an 
opeoje^ in the lip, ainular to 
what has been advised in single 
harf-Up ; that is, it should 
hp a triangular portion of 
the lip, including the dis¬ 
ease a^tirely cut out; the 
iatnCFOients can then be easily 
apj^ximated, and kept in their 
pUmpUP situation by os many 
as the size of the 
wpHiyi shall seem to require; 
speaking, tw.o will be 
qpite sgflcieat. In re- 
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you divide: the. ipferiqjr 
artery; and you may stop ^ 
hemorrhage by adopting t^u 
same method as. was recomepded 
in the hare-lip operation, before, 
we part, I must entreat your, 
patience, while 1 describe to 
you, the disuse called 
Tic Douloureux. 

It is a dreadfully painful affec¬ 
tion of the nerves of the face, 
but of what nature it is difRcult 
to say—the nerves in this dis¬ 
ease ate not in an inflamed state 
most certainly, for under the 
most horrid suffering, they are 
found of a natural colour; the 
nerves are not increased either 
in their usual size, but on the 
contrary, are found to be rather 
diminished. lMC|j Thomas dis¬ 
sected a gentleman, in whom 
the aub-orbitar nerve had been 
affected, and the nerve on that 
side'was found considerably less 
than the nerve of the o]>posite 
side. Again, 1 think the dis¬ 
ease to be one of diminished 
action, rather than of increased; 
and it has been found that sti¬ 
mulating,exciting medicines, are 
more beneficial than those of an 
opposite character.

After I had once diyidcd 
the nerve for this complaint, 1 j 
asked the Lady who had been | 
the subject of the operation, 
w'hich g^ave her the most pain, 
the division of the nerve, or 
the disease? Oh! said site, 
the operation, is a bed of roses in 
comparison with the a^ony oc¬ 
casioned by the disease. 1 was 
at one time. vi.sitin^ u patient 
afllictcd witli it, in company 
with Mr. Row of Burton Cres¬ 
cent, when the pain absolutely 
w^as .so severe that it caused tlie 
person to roll out of bud, and 
fall on the floor at the time of 
our beings in the room. 

It is in general like the pain 
of electricity- -patients will ex¬ 
claim, ” Oh! I had a shock at 
that moment.’’ JLt produces a 
kind of Aickcringp tiirough the 
nerves ; its motions are like sum¬ 
mer lightning, and the pain can¬ 
not be compared to any thing 
more appropriate than to the 
horrid sensations created by 
electric shocks.

If they enquire of you whether 
I tho operation will be attended 
with permanent beneflt, you 
should say that it is doubtful,' 
but you rattier think not.. In¬ 
deed the result of thq operation 
is doubtfql enough, for tho 
will sorneljiines return, 
immediately, but whether by i^lie 
same nerve is questionable. A 
person came several times from 
Bury to undergo the operation, 
and the pain used to return be¬ 
fore sensation, that is, a nunib-: 
ness of a part of the cbepl|^ and 
I upper lip would still continue, 

! notwithstanding the pain wasaa 
! severe as ever; the divided oe^ve 
in this case was the sub-orbitv; 
well then, the division of thp. 
nerve does not always lopPiE^ 
.in giving rciief sp Ipqg A* pi^ 
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baw expected; Well, if 
,ii ^<mld be deemed requisite to 
divide the sub-orbitar nerve, it 
should be done a quarter of an 
inch below the orbit; the nerve 
pauei out of the foramen half 
ah inch below, so that you 
are' to di^de it mid-way be¬ 
tween the foramen and the 
edg'e of the orbit—if you 
divide it lower than this 
you will leave some branches 
which will still continue the 
disease; the proper mode to 
adopt for dividing^ it is to intro¬ 
duce a sharp pointed bistoury 
at the distance from the orbit 
already stated, and carrying the 
point of the instrument close 
upon the bone, you hook up the 
nerve on its edge, then press 
upon the skin over the edge 
with your finger and at the same 
withdraw the knife through the 
opening by which it entered; in 
this way as you take out the 
kiiife the nerve will be divided; 
you ought to ask the patient if 
be feels a numbness of the upper 
lip, and if he should not, 3 'our 
operation will be incomplete. 
When necessary, the supra-or- 
bitar branch is to be divided in 
a suailar manner, by introducing 
the knife under the integuments 
of the Aiperciliary ridge, and 
dit throi^^h the nerve iaune- 


dietely as it emerges ilrom the 
supra-orbitar foramen, l»ny the 
point of the knife from the nose 
outwards. 

When the submental nerve 
requires division you need not 
make any incision through the 
integuments but may perform 
the operation by placing the 
knife within the mouth and di¬ 
recting its point downwards to 
the mental foramen where the 
I nerve passes out, and by gliding 
the knife along the bone at that 
part the nerve is sure to be di¬ 
vided ; in performing this ope¬ 
ration you may direct your knife 
by the bicuspidati teeth, the 
anterior maxillary foramina be¬ 
ing just below thejn. 

The best Medical Treatment cf 
Tic Dofdoureux, 
with which I am acquainted, is 
the exhibition of the carbonate 
of iron. Mr. Hutchins, of 
Nottingham, ha published a 
work on the disease now im- 
der consideration, in which he 
speaks strongly in favour of the 
above medicine; it certainly is 
an admirable remedy—and 
profession is much indebted to 
^r. H. for having recommended 
it. 1 may here remark, it ig 
much to be regretted that coun¬ 
try practitioners do not nwgo 
frequentljr publish the rsauU^f 
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tIteirtftiMiTatioRS and experience' 
much valuable knowledg-e is 
lost to the 'world from their 
neglect of this important duly. 

In speaking* of the carbonate 
of iron, and of medicine in g-ene- 
ral when g-iven for tho cnro of 
Tic Douloureux, it cannot of 
course succeed should the dis¬ 
ease he otherwise than fiinc- 
tionaK—if it should he caustKl 
us in the case of Dr. Pember¬ 
ton for ox.anipIc, (who .suffered 
more proViably than any other 
humanbeinjrfrom malady), 
by a piece of bone projecting- 
into the brain, medicines will 
prove utterly unavailing- a.s re¬ 
gards cure- -and temporary ease 
is all that can be afforded.

CUE.VriS'l’RY. 

In our la.st number w'e ob¬ 
serve an error respecting llie 
temperature at which Mercury 
is stated to boil. It should 
have been GOO® instead of 400®. 

We have examined the pror 
f)crty of e.xpansion by heat, as it 
alfecU aeriform and liquid bodies, 

. at sonic length, because it is im¬ 
portant that tliis property of 
heat, and tho manner in which 
it affects th^rn, should be well 
understood before we can pro¬ 
ceed to the consideration of 
more direct chemical action. 

Solids , li kc flaids, are also fomid 
to be sensibly expanded by heat; 
in fact there is not a sii^le sub¬ 
stance which is not affected by it 
inagreaterorless degree. Solids, 
I 
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Ukeatiforni and liquid bodies,ex-1 
pand by beat in different ratios; | 
and this effect is more observ¬ 
able inmotallicbodicstbaii in any 
other. The rate of their ex¬ 
pansion is known by an instru¬ 
ment called the Pyrometer, 
which consists of an index,deli¬ 
cately fixed on a cylinder,against 
the gfraduated arc of a circle: 
when the instrument is used for 
measuring the expansion of 
metals, one end of a small rod 
or cylinder of metal is placed 
against the index, very nnar the 
centre on wliicli it revolves ; 
the other at the same time 
being placed against an im¬ 
moveable piece of metal or 
wood, lleatupplied to the cylin¬ 
der of metal expands it in every 
direction, but of course to a 
greater extent in the length 
way of the cylinder, tiiuu late¬ 
rally; and consequently one end 
is pressed against the index,and 
the other against the fixed 
point just adverted to. The 
Index being moveable yields 
to the pressure, which drives it 
round the graduated arc to a 
particular point, determined by 
the intensity of heat given to 
,the metal. The comparative 
dListanoes, in the graduated arc. 
io w^i^b the index is driven by 
heat^ when the same 


length and diameters of diffe¬ 
rent metals are employed, indi¬ 
cate their respective expan¬ 
sibility. 

This quality of heat in ex¬ 
panding the metals is a great 
disadvantage to many of the arts: 
an important one is that of pre¬ 
venting our Time-keepers from 
going at the same rate under 
different temperatures, and con¬ 
sequently in dilTcreiit climates ; 
thus, a clock taken to the East 
Indies will liave the length of 
its [)e!idulum increased by heat, 
and tiicn.forexvill lose time. This 
is not only the ca.se in hot cli¬ 
mates, hut also here, in the sum¬ 
mer scuhou ; h'jncc the necessity 
ofslmrleningtho pendulum, and 
regulating this expansion in hot 
weather. Thrononiefers have a 
mechanical contrivance for coun¬ 
teracting the eiTi>ct of expan.sion 
within tliemselves: the princi¬ 
ple of which is founded on the 
comparative expansibility of me¬ 
tals. A self-regiilatiugpenduliim 
on this [)rinciplo is used in clocks 
of a superior manufacture. 

In conseqiiencc of the expan¬ 
sion of motals by heat, the iron 
railings before our areas, &C; en¬ 
large the sockets in which they 
are placed, and bisconie loose 
in their fbet when cqntniet^ 
ed in cold weather^: 
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ly w&ter is admitted to their 
lower ends, which rusts, and 
ultimately destroys them: this 
fact may be observed in walkiii;;' 
the streets of London. The 
iron bridge over the. Thames 
was nearly thrown down in con¬ 
sequence of tiiis property of X‘V- 
pan.don, durinj^ the first stuniuer 
after its erection.

6'asc imperforatv Anus. By John 

T. Sharpless, M., D. of Philadel¬ 
phia. 

In January last I was called, during 
my tour of duly in the Dispensary, to 
see a female child, three weeks old, 
with imperforale anus, which had not 
been disoorered till the infant was ten 
days old. On oxuniinatiou 1 found the 
situation of the anus closed by a thick 
dense membrane, the fmccs passing 
forward ipio the vagina, through an 
opening the siae of a quill. By the 
probe 1 could discover that the reutum 
was quite enlarged to about half an 
inch of where the anus should be, and 
the stools having a free passage for¬ 
ward. The child from birth had been 
sutyect to great tenesmus, which per¬ 
haps arose from the tortuous course of 
the excrements. 

In the presence of my friends l>rs. J. 
K. Mitchell, and 8. M. Fox, 1 intro¬ 
duced a small trochar much curved, 
through the opening into the vagina, 
and protruded the stilet through the 
closing membrane, which wns exceed¬ 
ingly Ipugh and bard, requiring great 
foroo to acvomplish it. The opening 
thus formed was enlarged to the size of 
a goose quill by the bistoury, and a 
tont placed in, with directions to tho 
parent to withdraw it as soon as an 
inclination to stool took place, which 
ooQl.dnlw^.beforetoJdJby the strain¬ 
ing. This ilus (lone, hat the opening 


was so small, and the fieees being do* 
termiiied forward by a ledge of flesh, 
little passed. 

The object intended, was to dilate 
the opening by UmiIs, but IhiiT plan 
was soon found unavailing, and with a 
bistoury 1 divided this ledge and en¬ 
larged the whole passage, forming an 
uuobslructed outlel of llio natural 
size. 

I now introduced a piece of the 
largest stomach lulie, two inches in 
langMi, and exiending far above tho 
opening into the vagina. This tube 
w:is wrapped with bougie plaster to a 
considerable size, opposite the forward 
passage, to prevent any matters going 
that way. Thi.s w'as willidrnwn every 
day when no disposition to stool ex- 
isleil, and cleaned, and iuimediatrly 
returned. The bowels were kept 
laxative by castor oil, and the faiecs 
all passed Ihroiigh the tube. Thu 
irritation of the foreign body soon sub¬ 
sided, the leiiesniiis disappeared, and 
in two months the opening through 
the. reuLo-vagiiial septum was closed. 
Thu tube wa.s now left oul .several hours 
every day, so llial any sphincter that 
might exist, should be called into 
action. In a short time a natural con¬ 
traction seemed to take place; the 
edges of the wound hceamc cal¬ 
lous and cicatrized, and in four months 
the child was perfefdly well—present¬ 
ing such an appearance that no person 
ignorant of the case, could, upon the 
most minutest examination, discover 
that any malformation had ever ox- 
isted.

had frequent opportunities of witness- 
ini' this disease, and of further testing 
*be powers of the remedy. 

This experience has nut only con¬ 
firmed all that I funnerly stated ns to 
the eilieacy of the article, hut has cna- i 
bled me to arUI some facts, which 1 i 
de,;m of suilirient importance, to heg 
you to place with those iilnMdy re¬ 
corded, for the purpose of imparting a 
a furl cuiiKdeiice in a reiiieiiy, for wiiicli 
1 know no fair siihstitiito. In its com- : 
mcnecmcnl, constipation is iisiiiiliy un- ' 
attended by fever. In its early stages, 
acidity frequently prevails in Llic 
stomach. The secretions of the prtmm 
via; are cliieny of slime, which fre¬ 
quently is very tongli and thick. The 
first evacuations are composed mostly 
of it. The fliarconl unites intimately 
with this slime, ronning balls varying 
in size, from half an inch to two or 
three inches in diameter. The dura¬ 
tion of the disease appears to depend 
in a great degree upon the quantity of 
this slime, from its continued secre¬ 
tion. When the quantity K great, the 
balls funned with the eliareoal are 
sometimes so large as to require some 
more active cathartics to expel them. 
This has frequently occurred with me. 
In one uf the casea, the first evacua¬ 
tion was produced on llic evening of 
the fourth—in the other on the even¬ 
ing of the filth day from the first exhi¬ 
bition of Llic charcoal by the free. use. 
of castor oil. Where slime is daily 
discharged by the foriiier, for more 
than four or five days, 1 have derived 
advantage froia the blue pill, given 
intermediately, as an alterative, be- 
Iveen the doses of charcoal. In no 
case has the curebecn complete, where 
the charcoal has beca ’tfisoonlinued

whilst the stools exhibited anJ''slime. 
In all the cases which I have obserred, 
the fever, if it existed previously, has 
abated upon the use of this article, nor 
has it arisen to any extent, nor con-' 
tinned long during the exhibtUon of 
it. Much or violent pain is rare 
whilst the tdiiircoal is given, and when 
it does occur, it i»uot of long continu¬ 
ance. Occasional pain.s shooting 
Uiruiigli the huwals are all that Is 
•siialty experienced, and sorootiraes 
these arc wholly absent. Severe pain 
is soaietiiiies felt in the loins, sacrum 
and hips. This is g:?nernliy one- 
slant—voniiliiigs occasionally take 
place, and then the discharge is eom- 
pased of a ropy slime with acid. 

These vomitings I have never known 
to recur so frcqiionlly as to interfere 
with the admiiiistralinii of charcoal. 
1ft most instances, a dose of it imme- 
dialcly relieves this symptom. 1 have 
ropeatc.dly met with cases where stools 
were not obtained earlier than the 
lifthday—and such is my confidence in 
the chsrcnal, that 1 would continue its 
i use for a much ionger period, if relief 
was not scumer afforded, 1 have now 
prescribed it in numerous cases—rb. 
peatedly in consultations, where every 
remedy eommnniy resorted to had 
been trietl in vain—and in ho instance 
has it failed lo realize my utmost ex- 
poelations, with only one exception, 
and that was a case of relapse, at¬ 
tended with suppressed menstmation, 
from exposure to wet, which termi¬ 
nated in black vomit on the fourth 
day. In this case, constipation wu 
rather an attendant on yellow fevet 
Ilian the primary disease: indeed, 1 
never saw a belter marked case of 
yellow fever than this was from the 
commencement. No one artide was 
retained on tbe stomach for twenty 
minutes, from Use ooianwficeBint to

reciting; that the' men of the same 
companies enjoyed divers liberties and 
franchises within the city of london, 
the suburbs and liberties thereof, by 
virtue of divers Acts of Parliament, 
and divers charters, and letters patent, 
bis said Mnjosty did grant and confirm 
unto the said Masters and Governors

least atientioa io the state d 
medical science i& Europe, dar¬ 
ing: the few last years can feil 
of being* struck at the unwearied 
exertions which oiir continental 
neighbours have been making 
towards its improvement. To 
eimmorate the individuals who 
have been thus usefully engttged 
would be to mention a long list 
of names, many of which are 
familiar to our readers; or to 
recai>itulate the improvements 
which they have effected in the 
different branches of medicine, 
would occupy a far larger space 
than we could at present spare * 
siiiiice it to say, that from the 
manner in which their exertions 
are directed, they must ultimate¬ 
ly tend to promote the great 
object for which medicine as a 
science exists—the discovery of 
means by which disease may 
with certainty be relieved. To 
arrive at anpr thing like certain¬ 
ty in the practice of medicine, 
we must first possess a clear 
conception of the natune of the 
diseases we meet with, and this 
can only be obtained by close 
atteutionto the symptoms which 
disease presents' in its different 
stages—minuto observation of 
the appeankiiM whi^ are 
found after death, then (thi^ 
being ^onct^ly reodoM)" by 
careful cobf^nfon of the oae 
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with the othiNi and persevering 
everts. to> iracse ibe connexion 
betw^n them. Medicine can 
be advsmced but by these means, 
by close observation on the one 
band of the clfects of disease, 
and reflection on the other to 
discover its causes. It is gra- 
ti/ying to perceive that this 
mode of studying disease is be¬ 
coming general, that a new cm 
has arisen in the history of me¬ 
dicine, mainly lirought about by 
the zeal and industry of the 
French. They are continually 
sending forth to the world ne.v 
facts, which tend to throw 
fresh light on pathology; and 
a work oti medicine is valued 
by them just in proportion to 
the ntimber of cases which are 
brought forward to elucidate 
the particular disease treated of, 
a circumstance that accounts for 
the numerous interesting cases 
generally to be found in their 
medical publicatians. 

The Volume before us treats of 
the aftectionsof the spinal cord. 
Which, though not so frequent 
in their occurrence as many 
others; are still important in 
their consequences, and have 
been too much overlooked. M. 
OtLmiot's Work is divided into 
thinn^irtsin the itst, he has 
tonaidMi 
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spinal marrow ; in the second, 
its functions ; and in the third, 
its diseases: to this last part jhe 
has devoted the greatest portion 
of the book, the other two be¬ 
ing passed over in a more cur¬ 
sory manner. We shall briefly 
nolict‘ the functions of the spi- 
nul marrow, but shall dwell 
more at large on the pathologi¬ 
cal pari of the volume. 

The spinal cord is fortunately 
so situated as to allow of direct 
experiments being made on it; 
by the experiments of diflerent 
indi\ Idiuils scvcnil of its proper¬ 
ties are already well ascertained; 
by those of Mr. C. Bell *, and 
3f. Magenoic we know that 
motion, or the pow'cr of motion, 
resides in the anterior, and sen¬ 
sation or the power of sensation in 
the posterior roots or filaments 
of the spinal nerves, and that 
they usually lose both these 
powers wlicn separated from the 
spinal marrow. We have fre¬ 
quent opportunities of witness¬ 
ing the offects of injury of this 
organ on the human body, how 
paralysis of the parts below 
the injury takes place, and in¬ 
stantaneous death is the result

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'wben the mischief is done to 
the upper portion of the cord; 
thus we see that it exercises an 
influence on motion, sensation, 
and all the important functions 
of life. The influence of the 
spinal marrow on the heart’s 
action, is not so direct and me¬ 
diate as on respiration, w'hich 
has been proved by the experi¬ 
ments of Wilson * and Cliftc. 
M. Ollivier speaking* of res¬ 
piration says:— 

“ Tills fiiiiclion (rRSpiratioii) iis tn- 
tirrly (ii^pritdiinl al least in (lie 11111111- 
luircmns iinimals, on ilin spinal mar¬ 
row : so close a dcpendancc is explain¬ 
ed liy llic ■ coiiiirxioii wliirli i-'xisls 
liclwccii tJie iicrviis snpplyiiifr tlio 
organs of rc.sninition, and lliis organ 
from which they arise. LI' lliu origin 
of the eighth pair of nerves is removed 
from an animal belonging to lliis class, 
he iinnu-diaiely dies, aitlniiigh all llin 
other nerves connected with respira¬ 
tion, remain entire. In the same 
nanner do persons gencFally die, who 
receiveiiuuriesoii the cervical portion 
ufthe spinal cord : the closer the seal 
uftlieiuischicr ill to the origin of irds 
pair of nerves, tliu more rapidly do 
they expire.” p. til. 

M. 0. notices the opinion of 
Mr. Brodie on the develoi>e- 
ment of culoric in the animal 
economy, published in the PAi- 
losophicul Tramacliom for 1811, 
v^here that surgeon stales that 
he conceives the brain to bo the 
principal agent of this pheno¬ 
menon. Mr. Brodie’s experi¬ 
ments have been repeated fcy 
M CHossAT,t who seems to

have come to a dlffereBi cooelu- 
sion, and says that the braWi 
alone is not concerned in the 
production of the animal heat; 
nor does Mr. Brodie assert that' 
it is, he thinks it to be the chief, 
but not the ^ole agent in its 
production. M. Ciiossat’s ex¬ 
periments on the spinal cord are 
interesting, and clearly show* 
that it has considerable influence 
on the animal heat; he has ob¬ 
served that when divided just 
below the occiput (artificial 
respiration being kept up), as 
well as between the second, 
third and seventh cervical, and 
first dorsal vertebne, diminution 
of the animal heat takes place 
to the same degree as has been 
produced by injuries of the 
brain; he also divided the spinal 
marrow on several dogs, be¬ 
tween each vertebree, begin¬ 
ning from the first dorsal, and 
the heat diminished more gra¬ 
dually, and death was protracted 
in proportion as the division was 
performed low down. Having 
thus stated the connexion be¬ 
tween the spinal marrow and 
the most important functions 
of the body, in order that the 
symptoms attending its dis¬ 
eases may be the better un¬ 
derstood, wc shall proceed to 
consider ih^ variobs affeotinm 
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Th0 effects of injury of the 
tpi^ cord were, not unknown 
to the ancients, and Galen 
more particularly has described 
tjbem with considerable accu> 
racy; the information we pos¬ 
sess resspecting* them is nearly 
ill »tatu fuo as when that phi¬ 
losopher wrote. But sinco 
time our knowledge of the dis¬ 
eases of the spinal cord has 
been improved, and several cu¬ 
rious instances of malfor.ma- 
tion of this org'an have been re¬ 
corded ; to these last M 
Ollivier also directs the at¬ 
tention of his readers, being* un¬ 
willing- to overlook any of the 
changes which the spinal mar¬ 
row undergoes. i 

M. O. classes the affections of 
this organ under ten heads, each 
of which is considered in a dis¬ 
tinct section; they are 1. Mal¬ 
formation ; 2 . Wasting or 
Atrophy ; 3. Wounds and 
Contusions; 4 .Compression; 
f>. Concussion, of the Spinal 
Marrow; 6. Effusions into 
the Vertebral Canal ; 7 . In¬ 
flammation of the Arach¬ 
noid Covering of the Cord ; 
8 . Inflammation of the Cord 
itself; 9 . Morbid Tissues de¬ 
veloped in the Spinal Marrow 
or its Membranes ; and lastly. 
The 0i8£44ie depending, ac¬ 


cording to some authors, on the 
Alterations which take 
place in this Organ and ita 
Coverings. In the considera¬ 
tion of these affections we shall 
follow the arrangement of M. 
Ollivier. 

Chap. 1.—The imperfections 
in the formation of the spinal 
marrow are various, the most 
extraordinary of which is that 
where its organization is not 
developed, and the organ is 
wanting altogether. Morgagni 
I has collected several cases of 
this kind in his work on the 
Seat anti^ Causes of Disease, 
(Epist xii.) and in the writings 
of other continental authors si¬ 
milar ones may be found. Bnt 
this singular phenomenon has 
been always observed in com¬ 
pany with another no less curi¬ 
ous, and that is the absence of 
the brain. M. O. speaking of 
this circumstance, says.— 

" It appears that tlie absence of the 
spinai marrow always involves that of 
tac brain i for the for nier has never been 
observed lobe wanlina wbentbe lat¬ 
ter was present, whilst numerous in- 
atuoccs nave occurred of persons with¬ 
out the brain having had the spinal 
marrow. This diOerenee is a conse¬ 
quence of the manner in which the two 
organs are devuioi>cd.** p. 84. 

A foBliis arrived at its iiill 
time without the cerebrum, ceire- 
bellum, and spinal marrow, but 
in other respects well formed, 
and which lived two holing 
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^filr pMsenttid tb ihe Academy 
U W1, tiy VuvvtL. In 1712, 
tiKiiat’ CBS6 of knottier fbetas with 
tlSkivi^raiiika^ion^^^^ dcfec> 
tiW, whidi lived twenty-one 
htMn, and took some nourish¬ 
ment, was related to the Aca¬ 
demy by Mbrev. Af.OLLlVlER, 
unable to explain how life can 
ba maintained without those im¬ 
portant organs, thinks that the 
abmnce of the spinal marrow 
is' only apparent and not real, 
ahhoiigh be himself cit,es a case 
from Morgagm, from which 
there can be no doubt as to the 
ndn-existenoD of both the brain 
aiid the cord. Morgagni says, 
that Van-Horne dissected in 
the year ldC5, a seven months’ 
foatns, in which there was no 
cranial cavity, so that the head 
was one solid osseous mass, nor 
the slightest trace of cerebrum, 
cereberllum, or spinal marrow ; 
in , fact, there was no opening 
through the veriebre. in some 
ofihe oases, however, on record, 
and' mere particularly in one 
minutely examined by M. 
LxLiiBMANO, an account of 
w^ich he gives in his inaugural 
th^s*, a yellow fluid enclosed 
1 ^ membranous coverings, has I

Besides this defect in the de" 
velopemcnt of the spinal mar¬ 
row', llicre are several others 
occasionally met w'ith, an irre¬ 
gular formation of the upper 
part of the cord (vt hoii it exists) 
in those instances where the 
foetus is born without the brain 
or head altogether; a division 
of the marrow into halves; va¬ 
rieties in its length aud breadth 
and cavities existing in it. 
These three la&t mentioned al¬ 
terations in this organ are not 
unfreqifently produced by an afi- 
fecUoq qalled Cqngbnitaj:. 
Oropsy of the Cord, water 
existing between the cord and 
its coverings from birth, wbieh 
on this account will be oon^ 
Bidenid at preseotr *01010 wbo 
have , 

ining the gpinal oord moit have 
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often found water in this situa¬ 
tion in the adalt ; it is therefore 
not at all a rare occurrence. 
But when this complaint exists 
from birth it is characterized by 
a swelling* in one>or more points 
in the direction of the spine, or 
perhaps throiigfhout its whole 
extent, a symptom seldom pre- | 
tent in the adult; and this is i 
. owing to the different slates of 
the vertebrae in the two periods 
of life, at which the affection 
occurs. The follow'iiig is M. 
Olliviek’s description of the 
form and .situation of the swel¬ 
ling in congenital dropsy of 
the cord.

The symptoms atieudix^. in¬ 
juries of the cord vary according 
to their seat, and the dan^t 
is increased as Uitt mischief done 
approximalcs' flie upi*er part of 
the neck, or rather death i^ 
more siieedy, foyr most of these 
cases, partlcuiarly when the in¬ 
jury is in the upper half, terminate 
fatally. We have related an 
inshince of iustantaneeU^ daaih 
being: produced bj a wound of 
the spinal coni,, between the 
Atlas and Dr^atOf whioh is 
the usual result ni'hon ■ jit (S ii\- 
jured in this pari. When the 
mischief is between the, se^n^ 
and fifth ceryibalvortebroi,great 
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of speech, deglatition 
and respiration, and paralysis of 
the upper extremities are ob¬ 
served, nor are any of these cir¬ 
cumstances difficult of explana¬ 
tion, when wc for a moment 
reffeoi on the ori'yin of the 
nerves supplying- the parts af 
fected. When the injury is be¬ 
low the point from which the 
nerves g-oing to form'the axil¬ 
lary plexus arise, the uf>per ex¬ 
tremities are unimpaired, wliilst 
the lower suJfcr.—Of respira¬ 
tion wo have before spoken, it 
is generally affectod even when 
the mischief occurs below the 
origin of the nerves supplying 
the diaphragm, which M. De- 
PUYTREN attributes to the in¬ 
flammation extending from the 
seat of the ijijury to them. The 
bladder is usually paralysed , and 
the penis erect, which last 
symptom Mr. O. explains by the 
concussion that the cerebellun 
often sufTer-s in these accidents. 
In some cases the fieccs pass off* 
involuntarily, whilst in others 
they do not By the .symptoms 
present, the particular part in¬ 
jured may in general be known 
with a tolbrable degree of cer- 
tmnty, though some few cases 
of injury of the cord, not pre¬ 
senting the appearances we 
have indicated have been re¬ 


corded. llie. antiphlogistic 
plan of treatment is for the most 
part adopted in these injuries, 
more with a view to afford tem¬ 
porary than permanent relief; 
the urine requires to be drawn 
olT once or twice a day. Mr. 
H. Cline thought that when 
the spinal marrow was the re- 
.sull of fracture, with depression 
of the arches of one or more 
vertebrte, the patient might be 
relieved on the cause of the com- 
pi-eissioii being removed; with 
this view he suggested that in 
those cases where the nature of 
the accident wa.s evident the 
portions of depressed bone 
should be raised. The opera¬ 
tion was performed in 1814, by 
Mr H. Cline himself at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, but without 
success, and in 1892, by Mr. 
'Tyrrell, with a similar result 
—it has failed in the only two 
cares in which it has been 
tried, but we hope that future 
attempts will be crowned with 
better success ; two failures cer¬ 
tainly are not sufficient to decide 
against the performance of an 
operation, at once so rational in 
its conception—simple in ita iii- 
ventton—not difficult of exeev- 
tion-^Dor painful to the patient.

Ch. VL —Effusion into the 
vertebral canal is often disco¬ 
vered on examination after 
death; biit the symptoms which 
it presents arc not sufficient to 
enable one to decide with cer¬ 
tainty during the life of the pa¬ 
tient, that it has taken place. 
The fluid effused may consist of 
blood, or of serum either pure, 
or mixod with blood or pus; 
and is situated sometimes exte¬ 
rior to the dura mater, at others 
between it and the arachnoid 
membrane, or between the tu¬ 
nica araclmoides and pia mater, 
add lastly in the substance of 
the marrow itself. Effusion in 
these situations is often connec¬ 
ted with effusion into the brain, 
or between its membranes. The 
causes of this affection are rup- 
tiib of the vessels from external 
vibledoe, or any other circum- 
stittee; and an increased action 
oftlm vessels of the part No 


particular plan of treatment has 
been recommended in tbisdis* 
case, because its presence dur¬ 
ing life cannot with certainty 
be ascertained. 'When the effu¬ 
sion is so considerable as to 
cause compression, the symp¬ 
toms wilt be the same as those 
we have mentioned above; when 
it is slight, absorption is very 
likely to take place. M. Olli- 
viER quotes the following in¬ 
teresting case, to shew how the 
medullary substance may be ab¬ 
sorbed in the length of the spi¬ 
nal marrow, and pure serum 
filling the whole cavity of the 
pia-mater be substituted in its 
place. The case fell under the 
care of M. Rullier, and was 
published in the middle of last 
year by M. Mag endie, in his 
Journal de PAjfsiologid. It has 
appeared in some of the journals 
of this country, but we should 
be ashamed for such a- paltry 
reason as this, to be guilty of 
the wilful suppression of useful 
information from many, who 
might, by such conduct, be de¬ 
prived of it altogether.

on the aiit of Jahtiarsi, laift: he. fell 
down by accident with bis face on the 
ground, and remained in this position 
without beingable to make any use of 
bis arms in attempting to rise, until 
some one eame to nis assistance. His 
hands from this time wore stilf, and 
bent, involuntarily contracted, and 
were so twisted that the palms of the 
hands were turned upwards and out¬ 
wards. The swelling formed by the 
spine became painful and grailiially 
increased. Thu shoulders, especially 
the right, were raised, and the head 
was sunk between them. The patient 
could not, ill walking, onntroul Ibe 
motions of his arms, whicli obeyed 
those of the ti link. Biistera, cauteries 
and moiEas applied in the course of 
the spine, and particularly in the 
neighbourhood of the swelling afford¬ 
ed no relief; and a siinihir result at> 
tended numerous oilier means, Iwtb 
external and internal, which were 
tried for seven successive years. 

WiUi the esceplion of the upper 
limbs, the olliers possessed their vo¬ 
luntary motions, and the patient walk¬ 
ed about. The arms were complelely 
stilT, and firmly conlfacleu, often pain¬ 
ful, and always very uneasy, they were 
turned towards llie sides from which 
they could not bu separated at. any 
great distance without considerable 
oxertiofi. The fore arms were in a 
state of forced proiialion, and the 
bands flexed. The fingers were closed, 
and during sleep the nails would 
wound the skin, if the patient bad nut 
befure-haud taken the precaution of 
putting his hands one in the other, so 
that Um fingers should form a mutual 
support to each other at the time of 
thinr contraction. 

The want of power in the arms was 
emnpiete ; nevertlieless, by great pain 
and exertion, and with some assist¬ 
ance, M. L. could, a pen being placed 
between bis fingers, put his signature 
to a paper by a kind of locomotive 
power or nearly tbe whole arm. The 
peetoralei major and miner were in a 
state of perpidual contraction, as well 
■s tbe muscles, which separate tbe 
upper extremities from the trunk. It 
was difficult to decide to what de^e 
tko tfoBltactad aUte of the intercostals 
Pf tlif 9911IWO1II diffioiiit;

'Phe contracted parts preserved their 
sensibility; the hands ceased to be of 
use liecause they were motionless { hot 
like the rest of the body were scasiblo 
to all tlie changes of temperature, and 
the slightest touch. . All quick or long 
continued friction oflbe parts afieetcoi 
produced pain. Tbe moral and intel* 
led ual faculties remained entire, Tho 

{ lalicnt had cough with expeetoratioBi 
or a few months before M. Ruliier was 
called to him ; the matter was ropy, 
white, and in estcrual appearance 
exactly like cream, but was with dilli- 
culU expectorated; he also hnd hoe- 
tic iCvcr. lie experienced intolerable 
pain when he lay on tbe back. Diges¬ 
tion was impaired, accompanied with 
llatuleiicy and pain in the stomach. 
Bowels ohstinalely coslivo, and the 
patient could not void liis fmees, but 
with repeated eftbrls and oonsidarable 
pain. The urine scanty and turbid 
was pa.ssed with case. Such were the 
symptoms which this patient presented 
till his death, which look place on tho 
aisl of Ocloher, after a long and pain¬ 
ful illness.

The intcreating details con¬ 
tained in this case eonopensate 
for itsleng^th; they are highly 
instructive and merit close atten¬ 
tion. M. O. has met in some 
eig'ht or ten cases, with a gaseous 
fluid, colourless and ihodorons 
under the membranes of the 
cord ; Whether it was the result 
of a change that took place be¬ 
fore or after death he is not able 
to decide.

tion of the muscles in the nci<^h- 
bourhood of the affected part> 
which now and then exists to 
such a degree that the head 
and trunk are drawn backwards 
with it; convulsions, paralysis, 
and difliculty of respiration are 
also occasionally present ; but 
the two lirst symptoms arc those 
characteristic of the disease. 
The antiphlogistic treatment 
must be adopted, and regulated 
according to the severity of the 
complaint, which, hovv^cver, is 
frequently fatal. The appear¬ 
ances observed in the part after 
death are a loaded state of the 
vessels of the pia mater and dura 
mater, sanguineous serous, or 
sero - purulent effusions, and 
flakes of lymph adhering to the 
arachnoid membrane. We re¬ 
peat that the coverings of tlie 
brain generally participate in 
the disease. 

Inflammation of the cord itself 
is attended with most of the 
symptoms of inflammation of its 
coverings, and these vary accord- 
i%. to the B^i ai^ severity of 
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the complamt Best^ihopidii 
in the particular part inflamed, 
if the disease be acute there will 
bo the same effects present^ per¬ 
haps to a slighter degree, as we 
mentioned in injuries and com¬ 
pression of the cord. The same 
treatment in this complaint, as 
in the former, must be pursued, 
and the patient be kept in a 
state of absolute rest; all motion 
increases his sufferings. The 
morbid changes, produced by 
this disease, arc an injection of 
the cord with red vessels, indu¬ 
ration, softening, and absorption 
of the organ. 

The two concluding chapters 
treat of the morbid tissues deve¬ 
loped in the cord and its mem¬ 
branes, and the diseases which 
according to some authors de¬ 
pend on an alteration of these 
parts. Wo have dwelt so long 
on the other chapters that we 
must pass these over for the 
present in silence. We have 
presented our readers with what 
we conceive, to be the most in¬ 
structive part of the work, and 
hope that it may be the means 
of directing the attention of 
those, wbo^have the opportunity, 
to a class of affections, many of 
which have as yet been little 
benefitted by the remedies re¬ 
commended for their relief. M.

QVe canes; or rather more, ilhis** 
tinatfve of the difTerent affections 
of the spinal niurrovv; most of 
them bad been publishcHl be-

ferred to is useful—the division 
and subdivision of the work arc 
go^, and the whole displays 
considerable seal and industry; 
but we think that M.Oi.liviek’s 
O kcr^ons would have been better 
directedj if instead of cursorily 
examini^ all the diseases of the. 
spina) marrow, he had bestowed 
his lime and talents on the con¬ 
sideration of a part. .

LEPROSY. 


The follow'ing description of 
the species of leprosy commonly, 
met with in India, is from the 
interesting work entitled—, 
Sketches in^ India, written by 
Mr. Huggins, late an indigo 
planter in the district of 'Pirr- 
hoot:— 

"A person attacked willi the species

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It ii thtifeFore necetMry to Ite 
cwEttiouv, that no inflammable 
bo(»6S be placed near quick¬ 
lime when kept in the Labora- 
tbty ; or even in buildings imder 
common circunistanees, aa water 
may accidentally come in con¬ 
tact with it and occajiion much 
mischief. As water produces 
the heat from chan^ing^ its 
form when united with linie, 
it is obvious that wet inflamma¬ 
ble bodies are as likely to inflame 
as dry ones, and wc have no 
doubt,judg‘ing from several cases 
that have fallen under our ob¬ 
servation, that tires have hap¬ 
pened from this cause. When 
dry plaistcr of Paris (Gypsum) 
is mixed with water, the whole 
soon becomes solid, and consi¬ 
derable heat is evolved. Take 
the saltcallod nitrate or' copper, 
wet it and fold it up in a sheet 
of tin foil, pressing the whole 
well together : the water, in 
virtue of chemical aflinitv, will 
pass from the state of a liquid 
to a solid, and siifHcieitt heat 
will be producf'd to ignite the 
tin foil, and presently occasion 
it to burst into flame, liiqnid 
solution of salts, when sudden¬ 
ly crystalizod, produce a good 
deal of heat. When gaseous 
bodies change their form, and 
pass to that of a liquid, or solid 
the same effects arc observed. 
It is from this cause that the 
heat which is produced by our 
common fires is generated. In 
the progress of combustion a 
part of the air of the atmosphere 
IS converted into a solid, by 
combining with the burning 
body, and therefore heat is con¬ 
stantly given out as the process 
goes on, agreeable to the above 
law. We shall have occasion- 
to B^eethe Uinoiy of combus¬ 


tion at some length hereafter;:^: 
It is found by experiment, that 
if a change of form is cdfectod 
in bodies by mtthanieul cruscs , ’ 
that the same results obtain, as 
if that change was brought 
about by ehtmical affinities. 
Hammering a piece of iron, for: 
instance, will increase its tem¬ 
perature in ^ consequence of tho 
operation forcing its particles 
closer together, and therefore 
contracting its dimensions. Iron 
may be made red hot by harnmer- 
iijg.a fact generally well known. 
Friction, which is a succession 
of percussion, produces heat, it is' 
presumed in the same way. The 
I air of our atmosphere, if strongly 
! compressed in a ciiiiilc.'isiiiir ‘ 
syringe, will give out siitticient 
heat to set amadou (an inflam¬ 
mable fungus) on fire. A con¬ 
densation of a portion of the air 
ill the lungs, is said to produce 
animal heat; the truth of this 
w'e shall examine hereafter. 


HOSPITAL REPORl’S. 


GUY^s HOSPITAL. 

Two operations were per¬ 
formed here on Tuesday last, 
by Mr. Key ; one for single 
hare-lip, and the other was for ' 
the removal of a fungus from 
the right testicle of F. T. set. 34. 
This man was admitted into the ' 
hospital on the'lfith of Oct; last, 
having an exceedingly obstinate 
stricture of the urethra, situated 
immediately imder the symphi¬ 
sis pubis; at the same time his ’ 
testicles were very much swol¬ 
len, and very painful. H.e was 
in the hospital several weeks 
before a bougie could be passed ;; 
through the strietuitt t this^ ^ 
however, was at 
l^hed- by-'Mf.'' 
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jutenptft; indeed, v this is 

. Qot ^urpri^in^ as the stric¬ 
ture wa* paiticularly , severe.— 
The njKtlira bed a knotty feel 
fbr p^iy the aj^ace of ah inch, 
shewing- that the inflamraatien 
whiph produced it was of no 
ordinary extent, Uupng the 
intcoduction of the bougie., 
tJj© patient took four times a 
day, Aye grains pf the soda ex- 
sicqat in piint water—-This nie- 
^ciitp had ail astonishing elfect 
in diinipishing the pain and ir- 
ritabiUty of the urethra; and i 
after baying taken it, there was 
likewi^ invariably experienced 
less pain in making water: by 
coiiuiining the use of the bougie 
and, this medicine, the stricture 
was cured some weeks since. We 
have bpfore stated that when this 
man was admitted he had., in 
addition to bis stricture a swel¬ 
ling of both testicles; and in 
front of the body of the right, 
there could be felt a irHing 
fluctuation; this was afterwards 
found to have been pus, as it 
made its escape in consequence 
of the abscess breaking through 
the skin of the scrotum.— 
Out of the opening made by 
this ahsecss, there soon sprouted 
a fungus, dissimilar to fungus 
hsematodeSf not being of a ma¬ 
lignant character, entirely of a 
local nature, and in nineteen 
cases out of tvypnty, the result 
stricture. For a shoit time 
after its first pi^urance it was 
attenipmd to be cured by pres¬ 
sure, but this plan of Raiment 
occasioned sn much irritation 
that it^was qiuickly Eetln^Mi^i^ii-

sonce rapidly decreased *, SuInw- 
quebtly/kowever, it seemedlhat 
the arsenic bad become ah^ 
sorbed—as tlie patient had.

together with great uneasiness 
of the chest, some difiiouUy of 
breathing, and Sjevere pains ia 
the head: under these cijECum- 
stanccs, the arsenic - was. eery 
prudently discontinued. 

The fungus now rapidly re- 
turned to its former size, and at 
the recommendation of WLr.*f B-Ar 
VKus’ pre8snrc(by means ofaj^d 
of lint and straps of adbf^iye 
phister) was again tried.' 'tt 
succeeded remarKahlv well, 
about tlnee weeks, and brought 
down the fungus to a level with 
the skin of the scrotum, but 
beyond this barrier the epeusy 
could not be driven, and there¬ 
fore this mode of attaelk 
was once more abandoned'; ' 
there was no alternative but the 
extirpation of the tiutiour 
means of the. operating knifi^.

Saturday 2r). This day a soft 
fungus excrescence, situated 
near the outer angle of the eye,’ 
but not including it, and about 
four inches in diameter, was re¬ 
moved by Mr. Lynn, from the 
temple of John Donahougu, 
aged 65. 

Tha patient stated that this 
excresence had originated from 
a wart about two years ago, that 
within the last twelvemonths 
it had rapidly increased, and 
often bled profusely; it had 
none of that gristly or cartilagi¬ 
nous lubstanf^ so frequently ob¬ 
served in schirrous productions. 
Tbe margin of the fungus was 
reflected backwards, and con¬ 
cealed its seek in all its circum- 
and leaving skin lying 


beneath it entirely free from 
excoriation: hence it may be 
inferred tlial the secretions from 
the surface were not acrimonious, 
and another proof of the absence 
of vicious humour, was the to- 
|tal freedom of the ac^aoent 
glands from enlargement or 
pain. It w^as deemed expedient 
to extirpate this fungous tumour 
under tbe hope that the removal 
of its root might prevent its re¬ 
production, or, if that should 
fail, 1 liat so much of tbe diseased 
structure might be prevented 
from any longer incommoding 
the patient by its existence. 

Mr. Lynn made a circular 
incision round the base of the 
tumour, at the first stroke of 
which, the superior superficial 
branch of the temporal artery 
was wounded, and a considera¬ 
ble gush of blood immediately 
followed ; an assistant however 
restraine<l tiiis in some measure, 
and the operation proceeded 
without difficulty. 

In the dissection of the tu¬ 
mour, and its capsule, several 
other branches of the temporal 
artery were also cut through, 
some of them rather large ones, 
and three or four of these, as 
well as the one mentioned 
above, were secured by ligatures. 
The surface of the wound after 
the operation, although the 
incision was made close round 
tbe heck of the tumour, was 
about as large as the diameter 
of the largest part of the tumour 
itself, owing to the retraction 
of the integument when cut 
through.

Persons are those substances 
\i'hicb. in small qiiantitles, pro¬ 
duce deleterious effects on the 
human body. Thou^^h this is 
considered the best detiiiition of 
poisons, yet there is no sub¬ 
stance considered as poisonous, 
whieh in very small doses i.s 
not ce^ble of producing- a be¬ 
neficial effect. Several of the 
poisom; indeed,, in minute aud 
well n'j'iilhledd"'>i‘-*.|ir nl'if-' the j 
beat possible ellecls ; arsenic is 
an example of tbis.' 

Poisons are derived from four 
aouroes, viz: there are those 
from the animgi and vegetable 
—there are thcminercf 
and ehemieal poisons—and the 
' last is furnished by man himself, 
called morbid poiaons. 

Yon wilj find such a difference 
with regard to the effects of 
morbid poiaona, when compared 
with the other three, that you 
will speedily relinquish any 
opinion yon. inlght have formed 
respecting a supposed recipro¬ 
city nt action between them. 

In .tracing the operations of 
poiaons, we find some of tlmm 
afl^ the Yh^nlar system, others

the nervous, while manypp^oM 
affect both nervous and vaaov^. 
systems at the same time* ..In 
looking at poisons from many 
aiiimub, fur example, we find 
the first action in the arterial 
system, while tlie influence of 
others evideutly begins .in tlte. 
nerves. The poison communi¬ 
cated hy the viper aud rattle 
I snake attacks the arterial sys- 
tein first; that from the bite of 
a rabid animal influences tlm 
nervous system first; .>but ulti¬ 
mately in these cases both be¬ 
come attected ; thus then some 
poisons affect the nervous system 
others the arterial, and others 
both. 

With regard to the vegetable 
{)oisons ; all of these act on the 
nervous system; persons who 
have been destroyed by these 
poisons, have been aaid, upon 
examination, after death, to 
luive had inflammation of the 
inner coat of the stdmach, be¬ 
cause in some instances the ves¬ 
sels have been found larger and 
more filled with blood than in 
others. This appearance how¬ 
ever is common in cases of sod¬

actions of life; the first effects 
manifest themselves in the ner¬ 
vous system, producing great 
depression on the mental and 
bodily powers and through 
which influence the persons are 
destroyed. It renders the pa¬ 
tients at an early period of the 
complaint incapable of being 
roused , so great Is the depressing 
itillncnce on the nerves. 

Many of the morbid poisons 
act directly on the arterial sya- 
lom; as for example, small pox;

1 advise you, gentlemen, to 
read the paper which 1 before 
alluded to, published by J)r. Ba- 
BiNC3TO?i, in which a complete 
history of the di.sease was given, 
and you will there see that tlie 
loss of blood docs not tend in 
the sliyiliteKt degree, to relieve 
the malady. 

The two first cases that I saw 
were treated by bleeding; the 
loss of blood reduced the 
stM'ngth. but did not mitigate 
the symptoms: on the contrary, 
1 think the irritability was in¬ 
creased from the weakness 
which the venesection occasi¬ 
oned. 

A rabid animal will at first 
lap fluids, but cannot take solids; 
will throw his meat among the 
straw, and bite at every thing 
near him : his master will take 
his food to him, W'ho will be 
treated by the animal at first in 
the customary manner: as the 
disease advances, however, the 
respect and attachment to the 
master becomes lost, and the 
animal will bite him likewise. 
—'After lapping a little water, 
the dog will take, hold of 
the vessel between its teeth 
and then dash it to the ground; 
thus it will be observed that 
the natural character of. the 
noimal remains for a long ti jne 


unchanged. A ^ntleman luring 
in a village had a pointer with 
this disease; he behaved as well 
as usual in the field,—would 
.stand, bark, and bring the game;

Treatment 6j Hydrophobia^ 
and 1 shall then conclude. The 
l>est mod(^ that can be adopted 
is, immediately after the part 
has been bitten, to cut it out; 
you should first ascertain at 
what de[)th the teeth have en¬ 
tered, hy means of a probe, and 
then take care to excise a suffi¬ 
cient quantity, and leave no 
part of the injured integument, 
cellular membrane, or muscle 
remain. If persons should object 
to the use of the knife—foolishly 
object to have the poisoned part 
cut away, 1 advise you in such 
cases to let sink into the wound 
a small piece of the potassa fusa: 
this will readily dissolve, and 
becoming liquid, its cauterizing 
influence will be communicated 
to each part of the wound, and 
tlgis destroy the influence of the 
poison: the best plan decide^j ; 
is the immediate excision of the . 
part, and where it has beeiBy^

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Wb saccessfu) in provenlin<*t1i(> 
disease; if this practice should 
be opposed j the next best plan 
is the employment of the pouissa 
ftisa. 1 am speaking* of these 
means, you will observe, as pre¬ 
ventives, and as for miHlicul re¬ 
medies, when the symptoms of 
hydrophobia have once appear¬ 
ed, 1 am not acquainted with 
any. Every medicine, I believe, 
has been tried over and ovtT 
again, and all have been found 
alike ineifectual; the only thing- 
in the way of medicine that \ 
think calculated to do good is 
that which has lately been 
adopted in France, vias. the in¬ 
jection of warm water into the 
veins. To make tlie employ¬ 
ment of the remedy safe, how¬ 
ever, and to prevent pressure of 
the brain, the same quantity of 
blood should be previously ab¬ 
stracted, as it is intended there 
should be water injected ; with 
this precaution, 1 think the 
remedy a very pro/)cr and 
feasible one. I may here 
remark that the blood need 
not be abstracted before the in¬ 
jection of the water, but may be 
let flow from one vein while 
the water is thrown in 
at another, and this pro¬ 
bably would be the better 
plan.

It lemains that I- should say 
a jbw woi^ on the subject of 
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vegetableatid mineral poisons: 
One of the vegetable poisons is 
hemlock; I have liot m}*self 
scon any instance of its proving 
destructive to life; the cbmmon 
j effc^cts which it produces are 
' giddiness, vomiting, and very 
seven? pain in the head. The 
(•fleets of this poison are known 
rather from history than from 
any recent observations wliicli 
have been made with rcsf)ect 
to it. The Greeks were in the 
habit of putting to death by 
thi.s poison, persons who had 
forfeited their lives to their 
country'; and it was by this 
poison, a.s most of you are aware, 
that Socrates was do.stroyed. 
It does not appear from the ac¬ 
counts which history has tran.s- 
mitted to us, llmt SoruATES 
suffered tnucli in his last mo- 
iiuTits, since we arc told that, 
during'the lime he was drink¬ 
ing the hemlock, he said a 
cock should be sacrificed to 
.Esculaimcs for tbc ea.se with 
which be departed life. To¬ 
bacco is a highly poisonous 
substance, though it is rarely 
given in such qiiantiti(-?s as to 
prove destructive to existence.— 
I have known it, however, des¬ 
troy life both when used as an 
i injection, and when applied ex¬ 
ternally. 1 will mention a cir¬ 
cumstance which occurred to 
me, in order to put you upon 
your guard with respect to the 
I (ise of tobacco enemas.

she became insensible, and in 
that state she died. 'I'his was 
not more than three quarters of 
an hour after she had taken the 
tobacco enema. On this account 
1 mentioned to you when i was 
on the subject of hernia that it 
was dan^rous to use this sub¬ 
stance without feeling your way 
in its employment. It is better 
not to inject at first more than 
half a dram of tobacco in half 
a pint of water; if the patient 
should not be aiTected by this 
q^uantity, another half dram may 
tmn be employed. I am aware 
that two drams or more are 
sometimes injected witbuiit any 
bad consequences, but this is in 
cases where the patient has con¬ 
siderable strength ol consti¬ 
tution. Where the constitu¬ 
tion is delicate and weakly even 
a dram of tobacco used in an in¬ 
jection will soineiiines prove 
destructive to life. 1 shall now 
mention to you another circum¬ 
stance respecting the external 
application of tobacco. ‘ The 
mother pf a boy, who was the 
subject of tinea capitis having 
heard that tobacco was the best 
remedy for this complaint, went 
to a ,tobacco dealer, and bought 
aobie tobacco juice, w^hicb, as 1 
afterwards learnt, is prepaid in 
the following way:— 

A quantity of moist to¬ 


bacco is placed between two 
rollers, and very strongly 
pressed, so that the juice 
exudes, and in this way an ex¬ 
tract of tobacco is produced of 
the very strongest kind. It is 
used for the purpose of destroy¬ 
ing insects, and it is also em¬ 
ployed in eruptive complaints of 
sheep and other animals. The 
woman })ut this preparation on 
the head of the boy, at one 
o’clock in the afternoon: very 
soon after ho became pale, and 
extremely sick. Feeling that 
purging was coming on, ho 
went to a nt^cossary, at the back 
of the house, where he staid so 
long, that his mother went to 
look after him, and found him 
with his clothes unbuttoned, sit¬ 
ting in an almost insensible 
state, with his head resting on 
his shoulder, He had had a 
copioifS evacuation into his 
clothes; he w'as carried up 
stairs, put to bed, and at four 
in the afternoon bo died. A 
surgeon in the nelglibourhood 
hearing of these circumstances, 
communicated them to me. 1 
attended for the purpose of ex¬ 
amining- the body, and did not 
find any appearance of disease. 
There was a little elTusion of 
Iluid betw'ecn the scalp and the 
bone, but none in (he membrane 
or ventricles of the brain.

that its pulse is reduced. With 
respect.to the treatment of per¬ 
sons who have taken consider¬ 
able -quantities of opium, active 
eipetics should t>e immediately 
a4mihifiiered if you have an op¬ 
portunity of doing so; such as 
the sulphate of zinc or the sul¬ 
phate of copper. But it will 
ofieq, happen that you have not 
substances at hand; you 
must Oudeavour in that case to 
excite as much irritation as pos¬ 
sible in the throat, with a view 
of producing vomiting.

This instnunent ena- • 
blcs us not merely to remove the 
poison from the stomach, but 
also to throw iu water in cousi- 
dorable quantities, and to intro¬ 
duce stimulating remedies after 
the bpiiini i:^; rurnoveu, for tlie 
purpose of restoring the func- . 
tiuus of the nervous system.; 
and this in cases where emetics 
cannot be even sw^allowed, 1 . 
certainly do expect the happiest 
results in such cases from .the 
invention of this instrument. 
The man who .first suggested:.

been fairly tried and foiuid use- . 
less, must be destitute of under¬ 
standing.

1 w itncssod very 
kt^y aa, iustance of an over 
djpse of this siihatauee producing 
the most violent convulsive, 
symptoms. The quantity of 
iodine taken was. loss than that 
which is often given, but it was 
BA evef'Hlqso to this patient. 
Hiere were 40 drops of the 
tiacture in a mixture of 6 ounces, 
and he was.desired to. take three 
luhle-spoonaful three times a- 
day. He had only tak(sn three- 
fourths of the mixture when he 
was seized with the most violent 
Minvulsions. Uis hands, legs, 
aod feet were kept in constant 
involuntary motion, and he de¬ 
clared that during the whole 
night he resembled a person in 
the act of fighting and wrest¬ 
ling. l>r. Marcet mentioned 
to me a case of a lady on the 
ephtineot, who destroyed her¬ 
self by taking this medipiiie; she 
thought she could manage it 
hdrseif; took it for several days, 
andidcareaSed the doses. She was 
seiiM^ with violent vomiting, 
purging, excessive fuiiu in the 
stomach aadcoQvulsivesymptonis 
and in this state she died. It is 
a dangerous reixiedy when used 
internally, and 1 do not think its 
merits as an internal medicizw 
are at air equal lothase which it 
possesses as an external applica¬ 
tion. 

i.^lkproceed to say a few 
the mineral poisons.— 
AiiemeWa poison very.common¬ 
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ly taken for the purpose of com¬ 
mitting toieide. Very soon alter 
this poison is swallowed,the most 
excruciating pain is felt in the 
stomach; besides this effectou 
the stomach it produces excessive 
vomiting, violent spasmodie coo- 
traclions of the muscles of the 
abdomen, twiicbings aod< con¬ 
vulsive motions of the bands.^ 
The |;/ain is so horrible that much 
as we may lament tlie want of 
firmness which leads to the com¬ 
mission of suicide, we deplore 
still more the suHering occa¬ 
sioned by a poison which pro¬ 
duces such excruciating torture 
as arsenic. A person who has 
taken a suflScient quantity of ar¬ 
senic to destroy life dies Abmvt 
nine hours after having.taken lfi. 
During that time he sulfen the 
most excruciating agony until 
within two hours of his death, 
when, his pain is somewhat mi¬ 
tigated ; he is then convulsed, 
his body is perfectly pallid, and 
covered with a cold fjcrspiration, 
and his fieces pass off involunta^ 
rily. On examination of the body 
after death a very large qnantdy 
of mucus appears to be thrown 
out in cousc(|uence of the irrita¬ 
tion produced by the arsenic,— 
This is a sort of defence set up 
by nature, a quantity of mucila- 
gincus matter being produced, 
which is for a time capable of 
sup(H>rting the oxide .of arsmaic 
so as to keep it ffom the coate 
of the stomach. Whentbequan- 
tity is large, the poison jpoae- 
trates through th'm mucilagtiMHis 
secretioD affeetsthe internalCDais 
of the stomach, and. pnxjiiifiea 
gangrene. The ioffaiiimatiQii 
however is not genial but affects 
only particular jpots. When the 
pfiteon passes ihn Ixiuiids of tbb 
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•tomach, and enters the duode- 
mun, it stilt prodneos ulcerated 
spots of a gangrenous colour^ 
the inflammation not being* g:ene- 
raliy difflised. If^ therefore, you 
.should be called upon in a Court 
of Justice to say whether you 
believe a person to have been 
poisoned by arsenic, your jndg> 
ment must be guided by the fol¬ 
lowing appearances : If the per¬ 
son has died by the eflects of 
arsenic, you will find a large 
quantity of mucus seci-eted in 
the stomach, a part of the arse¬ 
nic supported in the mucus,gan¬ 
grenous spots in the inlernal 
part of the stomach. Maving 
found' tliese appearances, and 
carefully washed out the sto¬ 
mach, it is better to send the 
contents to some person who is 
in the habit of making chemical 
experiments. A medical man, 
unless he is a first-rate chemist, 
ought not to depend npon his 
own experiments in cases w'here 
the lives of individuals may, 
perhaps, be involvedin tlio deci¬ 
sion; He should content liim- 
self with carefully collecting 
the contents of the stomacli, aiul 
sending them to be analysed by 
tt jMvfessed chemist. Tfie dose 
of arsenic, when it is given as a 
medicine, is five droi^)s of the 
arseniate of potash three times a 
day' at the commencement. 'L’his 
dose may be incnuised at the 
utmost to fifteen drops. Few 
stomachs can bear it to that e.\- 
tent, and in general, when I 
give this medicine with a view 
to the removal of any pc'riodical 
disease of the interniittaut form, 
1 beg^in with five drops three 
times a day, and very rarely in- 
ctoase it beyond twelve drops. 
The bad effects which this mo-, 


dicine produces after a time 
often lead us to regret that we 
should have employed it at all. 
It occasions pain in the stomach, 
a disordered state of the bowels, 
tedematous swellings in the face, 
and in the hands and feet, from 
w hich it is o ten a long time 
before the patient recovers. 
With re.spect to the external 
application of arsenic you should 
be v€‘ry much on your guard in 
its employment. 1 remember a 
imtient in the other hospital 
who liad a fungus in the eye to 
w^hich the solution of arsenic 
was very liberally applied; he 
complained very much of pain 
in the stomach, and the result 
was that he died of inflam¬ 
mation 111 that organ. On ex¬ 
amination of the body after 
death the stomach exhibited the 
peculiar inllanimatory appear¬ 
ances produced by tiie poison of 
arsenic. It is a curious circum¬ 
stance that if arsenic be injected 
into the blood-vessels it kills by 
{»roducing infiammation in the 
stomacli. There are few subjects 
which have been attended to less 
tiian the disposition that exists 
in some parks of the body to be 
acted upon iiy certain medicines 
to the exclusion of other parts. 
Thus if ipecacuanlia be injected 
into the veins it still acts by pro- 
duci ng vom i ling; i f ars.eni c be i n- 
jected it produces vomiting and 
inflammation of the stomach ; in¬ 
troduced in this way it destroys 
life in three or four hours, and 
if in large doses, it will some¬ 
times destroy in twenty minutes. 
If oxymuriate of mercury be in¬ 
jected into the veins it producer 
the destruction of life by inflam¬ 
mation, not only of the stoinui^'i: 
butjof thfl int^stiue^: when re-t. 
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eeived into the stomech it acts 
both on the stomach and intes¬ 
tines ; and when injected into 
the Veins it acts equally on both. 
Arsenic produces inflammation of 
the stomach only, and not of 
the intestinal canal. Tartrite 
of antimony and ipecacuanha 
both produce vomiting’, when 
injected into the veins. It ap- 
]>ears, therefore, that you can 
only influence certain parts of 
the body, by particular medi¬ 
cines, in whatever way those 
medicines may be introduced 
into the circulation. Certain 
substances have unifornilyspeci- 
fle effects on particular parts of 
the body; thus canlharides act 
on the neck of the bladder, 
aloes on the rectum, and other 
mrd'cines which we are in the 
habit of u ing*, have an in- 
iiut'ucc^ on one part of the body, 
to the exclusion of all the rest. 
This subject is well deserving” 
of attention ; it has been but 
little investigahxl, and affords 
an ample field for research and 
useful discovery. The oxymu- 
riate of mercury is often used for 
thepurpo.se of destroying life ; it 
produces vomiting and purging, 
great depression of strength, 
coldness of tho extremities, 
and death frequently ensues 
in the course of a Yew hours. 
With respect to the means 
which should be employed 
with a view of removing 
the oXymuriate of mercury 
from the stomach, I will tell 
you what I believe to^1>e the 
best remedy to resort to at the 
moment, for it will often hap¬ 
pen that you cannot obtain the 
bii^ chemical preparations for 
Itis well known 
that'the carbonate Of potash or 
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soda decomposes tins auhetanoe. 
What I should advise yon to 
do, thereforei would be to mix 
a quantity of soap with warm 
water, and making it as thick 
a lather as you can, give it in 
largo quantities to the patient, 
i have myself tried this remedy, 
and my patient recovered, W'he- 
ther font hoc, or propttr hoc I 
Svill not decide, but my belief 
is, that 1 could not have admi¬ 
nistered a better remedy than 
that which suggested itself to 
me on the sudden, if 1 had been 
in Apothecaries Hall. The alkali 
of tho soiip immediately decom¬ 
poses the oxymuriate of mercury 
while the greasy matter sheaths 
the stomacli, and checks the 
further influence of any portion 
of the substance which might 
remain. 'I’liis, therefore, ap¬ 
pears to be the best extempora¬ 
neous remedy you can employ in 
such cases. Diluents should be 
given to a very,considerable ex-' 
tent as well as the alkali. It 
may appear that 1 am disposed 
to think too well of the instru¬ 
ment to which I before adverted, 
when I state that I believe the 
syringe may also be .successfully 
employed for the purpose of re¬ 
moving the oxymuriate of mctr- 
cury from the stomach. 1 should- 
certainly prefer it to any other 
means •; but instead of using 
simple water, I should throw 
in a quantity of soap and 
water; then withdraw it: I 
should repeat this operation until 
the stpmach was entirely 
cleansed, it has been suggested 
that although this irt^^trument 
may be used with success for the 
purpose of removing the v^e- 
table poisons from stomaeb, 
yet it would not succeed in cases

At all events 
this deserves .a trial. ^ They who 
Mipp'i»e thalthe arM-iiic adlirrr^lo 
the int^nal coats of thestomacli 
HO that it cannot be removed, 
have .never made any experi¬ 
ments with the oxide of ar:»enic; 
it does not adhere to the coats, 
but it is lifted from them by 
mucus. \Vith respect to the 
induoMco pf -leady 1 have but 
* little to obserrc- in colica pic- 
tonum, whore we Jiave an op- 
I>orUiuity of observing' its cllects, 
no inflammation ap}»eurs to be 
produced in the stomach. 'J'his 
disease scums to be entirely 
spasmodic; U mull be rig-ht to 
administer largru quantities of 
castor oil; and emetics in it. 1 
have known tmrsons suddenly 
lose the use of one side ffpm the 
effects of lead. 1 once observed 
that a boy '^ho was at work at 
liry house, had {laraplegria ; and 
1 asked him how, he came to 
lose the use of his aide. Why, 
sir; said he, very foolishly; 1 
had some lead in my pocket, as 
1 was gpin^^ home to my mas¬ 
ter’s; and on the road 1 bought 
•p.niP gooseberries, and put 
tfaeni intO; . pocket.-—

lead only froitsweel^; 

so i finished my gooseberries, 
and on the fo^owing inorning t 
lost the use of my side. 1 shall 
conclude this lecture by shew¬ 
ing you the efibet of a power¬ 
ful poison, called Ticunas, 
wiUi which the Indians in the 
back settlerments of Pemerara 
arm their arrows. There is a 
very minute portion of the poi¬ 
son on a stick in this litt|e box, 
which is suf^cient, however, to 
poison every one of you. I 
shall insert a small. particle, I 
know not what fraction of a 
grain, into the cellular tissue of 
a rabbit, and yon will see that 
in the space of three or four 
minutes the animal will die 
without .-l|•penring to suffer the 
least pain. It will probably 
continue to eat the pn^sley op 
the table till it dies. 

The first rabbit on which 
tlje learned professor performed 
the experiment, walked about the 
table, and partook of lys parsley, 
but declined dying at the end 
of four minutes. Whether the 
poison were not effectually in¬ 
troduced W'ithin the cciliilar tis¬ 
sue, or whether this rabbit were 
blessed with an idiosyncracy 
which rendered him insensible 
to its efft cts, we w'ill not decide; 
certain it is that he continued 
to eat his parsley with a provok¬ 
ing viyaciousness till the ;mp.- 
ment when we loft the thea¬ 
tre.

CHEMISTRY. 

We stated in our last number, 
the maxim generally adopted 
by chemists, viz. whenever 
bodies puss, from a rarer to a 
denser state, heat is invariably 
jiroduced.*’ That this is incor¬ 
rect as a general fact we have no 
hesitation in affirming. We havo 
observed in many of oiir exf>cri- 
ments, that, notwithstanding 
heal is very frequently produced 
by the passage of a body from 
a rarer to a denser state, (as 
for instance, in those we de¬ 
tailed in onr last number,) 
yet it sometimes happens'that 
heat is given out in large quan¬ 
tities when bodies pass to an 
opppsite state, (i. c.) when they 
enlarge or become expanded ip 
volume. The frequent occur¬ 
rence of similar facts have so 
changed our opinions respecting 
the cause and nature of heat 
from those generally received, 
that we set aside the mor* 
tioo of latent heat altpgetW^ 
as absdi^^Wd shottM;. o bd^ r p ,: 
Isr ite infoEoiRttoB' bqmI 
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of OUT the term 

latent he^*' is employed by 
chemists, to express a supposed 
quantity of the meatier of heat, 
or caloric, which is presumed to 
exist in combination with ano- 
tlier body; and which they state 
to be insensible to our feelings 
or our thermometers, in virtue 
of a certain law of combination, 
analog'ous to chemical athnity. 
'i’his latent heat they believe is 
liberated, and becomes “ sensi¬ 
ble heat/’ when bodies change 
their forms, or pass from a rarer 
to a denser state, in consequence 
of the capacUj/fim it is called, of 
the bodies for heat being altered 
by this change of state. This 
implies, and which they alfinii 
to be true, that heat is material. 
It is said, in illustration of 
this part of the subject of latent; 
heat, that if Vi^e abstract a 
given portion of it from 
steam, we reduce the steam to 
water; !ind if from water we | 
abstract another proportion of 1 
latent heat, the particles will 
fall nearer each other, and the 
water will become solid or ice. 
On the other hand, if wc apply 
heat to ic(v, it will first become 
liquid, and on the application of 
another portion it v» ill be con¬ 
verted into vapour, or assume 
the asriform stai". 

On this new of the subject, 
alt fluids arc nothing more than 
a mixture of some solid particles 
of matter with latent heat, and 
they differ from gaseous bodies 
simply, in possessing a smaller 
portion of it. From this it fol¬ 
lows, that whenever a gaseous 
. bo4y is condensed into a liquid: 
liquid body is condensed 
a .solid; thobody so con- 
. pqpt P^- 


laat-. 

with a large portion of latent 
heat, otherwise the change could 
not take place. 

If this doctrine be true, heat 
must always * be given out 
whenever a body is condens¬ 
ed in volume ; a conclusfqn 
on which the above maxipi 
originated, we believe, rather 
than from accurate observation. 
As the doctrine of the material¬ 
ity of heat teaches us. that.all 
bodies owe their state of densj^ 
to the quantity of heat winch 
is mixed with them, ga^us 
bodies must contain more latexit 
heat than liquids, and liquids 
more latent heat than rolijds ; 
for instance, steam being euri- 
form, contains more latent heat 
than waWr, and water bcii^ 
liquid more than icc, which 
is .solid, so that the difl'erent 
states of bodies, at diiiqrant 
times, uecottssarily presumes a 
greater portion of latent heat 
in combination with them 
at one time, or in one state 
than in another- 

Many of . the plienomcna, of 
heat which take place in matter 
on a change of form, may be ac¬ 
counted for on this theory;; but 
there are others, as wo have 
previously observed, wbicli can¬ 
not be reconciled to it, but pn 
the contrary, appears to us to 
establish a very different opi¬ 
nion. From among the many 
exporimsDts to, which wc jd- 
lude, wo shall select ^he follow 
ipg, and regret that ttec pressurp 
of other matter preyeiirU us from 
extending them to greaterlenj|^h. 

Pass up into a large jar of am- 
moniacalgas, ( which agre^ble 
to the above theory, ia a mixture 
of aminonia and -the matter of 
heat,) standi^ 
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afew drams of water; the 
whole of the ammonia will in¬ 
stantly be absorbed by the water 
and pass into the fluid State, 
yet little or no heat will 
be produced : now according* to 
the foregoing theory consider¬ 
able heat ought to have been 
set at liberty by the great con¬ 
densation it suffers, and to have 
become sensible; or else what 
becomes of that large portion of 
latent heat, which was mixed 
with, and necessary for the am¬ 
monia to exist in the state 
of gas. Again, mix two jars 
of carbonic acid gas with 
one of ammoniacal gas, both 
the guses will be instant¬ 
ly condensed into a solid 
(Carb: Ammonia), and notwith¬ 
standing the condensation has 
been so great in both gases, yet 
little beat will bo produced. 
We again ask what becomes of 
the heat which preserves the 
carbonicacid in the state ofagas, 
as well as that which was em¬ 
ployed to constitute the gase¬ 
ous form of ihe ammonia i xMix 
together a jar of ammoniacal 
gas, and ajar of muriatic acid 
gas; both gases will be con¬ 
densed into a solid the mur. of 
ammon. and yet no heat will 
be liberated. 

We might extend these ex¬ 
periments a great length, not 
only in gasbdiis, but also in 
liquid and solid bodies, but 
we do not think it necessary to 
do so, even if more of our Jour¬ 
nal could bo devoted to the sub¬ 
ject; as those above enumerated 
must convince every impartial 
person who will take the trou¬ 
ble to examine'' them correctly, 
that a change of form does not 
psodaco a comptfative increase 


of temperature, when bodies pats 
from a rarer to a denser medium; 
on the contrary, as we stated 
in the commencement of this 
paper, the opposite effect is 
sometimes produced. This we 
shall have occasion to notice 
hereafter. 

The second part of the law, 
namely, ** that all bodies passing 
from a denser to a rarer state 
absorb heat or caloric’* is 
equally erroneous with the first. 
But as we stated experiments in 
support of the opinion, that all 
bodies give out caloric by con¬ 
densation, before we submitted 
our experiments against it to 
our readers; so also we shall 
detail some experiments to prove 
that cold is produced when 
bodies p).ass from a denser to a 
rarer state, before we proceed 
to state those which support 
an opposite opinion : because 
we wish our readers to have an 
opportunity of judging for them¬ 
selves, and forming their own 
conclusions on this important 
subject. We must defer it, 
hQwever,iintil next week, when 
we shall again resume the 
subject. 


ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL. 

8yin[j<toms of Stone; operation of 
lithotomy proposed, not performed; 
pout marttm examination, no stoiie 
found; fungus of tite bladder. 

Stephen W.mt. 61, labourer, 
was admitted into St. Thomas's 
Hospital, (Isaac’s ward) Feh. 
15th,. 1824, under the care of 
Mr. Travers, with symptoms 
of stone. The patient complain¬ 
ed of great pain in makiog 
water, ^which extended dbWa 

the and was very jievere 
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at the extremity of the penii. 
His urine would, when passing- 
in a full stream, cease for an 
instant, and then flow ag-ain ; it 
was sometimes bloody, particu¬ 
larly after taking- exercise; at 
other times turbid, and giving a 
white sediment. He also hud 
frequent disposition to void his 
urine. These symptoms had 
existed for some time prior 
to his admission. The man 
was sounded by Mr. Tkavkrs, 
as well as by the other surg-eons 
belonging- to these institutions, 
most of whom believed that 
they felt a stone in tlie bladder, 
so .strong was the impression on 
their minds of a calculus being 
there, that the x>aticut was or¬ 
dered to be brought into the 
theatre, for the purpose of sub¬ 
mitting to the operation of litho¬ 
tomy^ but on one of the sur¬ 
geons (Mr. Kev) stating that he 
could not feel the stone, Mr. 
Travers very properly de¬ 
clined operating. A short time 
after this, Sir A. Cooper, one 
night after surgical lecture, 
sounded the patient, and con¬ 
curred with Mr. Key that there 
was no stone ; these two, how¬ 
ever, were the only surgeons 
who were iM>t. of opiniou that 
there was a calculus in the blad¬ 
der. The balsam of copaiba, the 
liquor potassm with opium and 
other medicines ofa similar nature 
were ordered but without produc¬ 
ing any good. The symptoms 
became worse, the patient had 
very distressing pains in the loins 
and his feet and legs swelled con¬ 
siderably. He was cupped in the 
lqiii8, a warm plaster was applied 
to part, leecltes to the peri- 
nebni, and anodyne injection 
wta nMd i lie ako took a good 


deal of opium but without afford¬ 
ing anything more than tempo¬ 
rary relief. He gradually sunk, 
and on Wednesday (May 4th) 
hedied, having lived nearly three 
niontlis from the time of nis ad¬ 
mission. 

Examination of tkf body .—The 
body was examined twenty six 
hours after death by one of Mr. 
Travers’s dressers, in the pre¬ 
sence of two or three pupils. 

Ex (ernai Appearances .—Body 
emaciated, and pale, excepting 
the lips which were livid. 

Chest .—Right lungs were ad¬ 
hering to the pleura costalis, 
hitenilly and posteriorly, and to 
the diaphragm inferiorly ; of a 
livid hue posteriorly, but of the 
natural colour anteriorly, inter¬ 
nally they presented a redder 
a[ipearance than [latiiral. Left 
lungs were adhering in'a simi¬ 
lar manner to tlie pleura cos¬ 
talis as the right. The adhe¬ 
sions on both sides ap¬ 
peared to be of old standing, 
although those on the right 
were firmer than those on the 
left side. Left lungs i n the same 
state as the right. Pleura cos¬ 
talis presented nothing remark¬ 
able, excepting where it had 
adhered to the lungs, and then 
it was covered with white lymph 
which was thin but firm. Right 
bronchia red and contained some 
rauco-purulcnt matter>-left, na¬ 
tural and empty. Heart was of 
the usual siae, and not in any 
way diseased; the left ventri¬ 
cle contained some dark co¬ 
loured blood. The aorta was^ 
rather enlarged,at its arch,-^ 
There was no effusion what¬ 
ever either into the chest or 
pericardium. 

Abdomen.^Liyn was lafge. 
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but'^^:£iteii]tl]|y * ^all bladder dis¬ 
tended With bila; the vessels on 
the'botor coat of t^he stomach i 
were injected with blood ; in¬ 
testines healthy. The organs 
of gfttneratiou were the parts to 
which the attention was parti¬ 
cularly directed ; previous to ex¬ 
amining them, a sound was in¬ 
troduced into tiie bladder, in 
order to ascertain the sensation 
that would bj communiciited by 
it,which was as follows:—when 
the sound was pushed against 
the bladder, nptiiiiij;!^ more than 
usual could be felt, but when 
moved across with a rotatory mo¬ 
tion, it appeared as if there was 
some forevg-n body in the blad¬ 
der, hilt no sound could be 
heard. The bladder was then 
ojioned. On the fing-er beinj,- 
put into it, a considerable roug-h- 
iiess could be felt, and on look¬ 
ing into it two fungous tumours, 
each about an inch long we re seen 
projecting just at the point W'liere 
tl)^ ureters enter the bladder.— 
Tfte internal coat of the bladder 
wasi very red, and ulcerated in 
ono Or two places. The bladder 
was very nmcli contracted in 
size. Botii kidneys presented the 
saniO appearance externally; they 
were rough on their outer surface, 
of a pale yellow colour, and co¬ 
vered with tubercles or small yel- J 
low bodies of the size of a mil¬ 
let seed which were rather hard. 
On being cat into, the kidneys 
w'ete found to be considerably dis¬ 
organized, presenting through- 
outv yellow appearance. There 
wws a little urine in each. The 
left kidney w^s a little larger 
tha'tt'the rigbl.' Ureters—left of 
the' uAual size and healthy. Right | 
considerably distended and in-j 
flanSBd; 


Prostate not tnach enlarged; 

Head and spinal marrow were 
not examined.

Compound Fracture — Amputa¬ 
tion -Death. 

Thursday, April 28th.—The 
patient i,s extremely low ; pulse 
small and w'cak ; tongue dry 
and covered with a brown fur 
in tho middle, but red at the 
edges ; countenance indicative 
of great prostration of strength: 
indisposition to speak ; bowels 
ojicnod three or four times by 
some castor oil. Discharge from 
the wound increased in quantity, 
and of a very offensive smell: 
slight blackness on the front of 
the leg as if the jmrl were 
threatened with gangrene; wine 
porter and stimulaling medicines 
ordered to ho continued. 

It being apparent that tho 
patient was sinking fast, it was 
thoiiglit that the only chance 
for her life was to remove the 
limb, and consequently an oper¬ 
ation was propo.sed, to w'hich 
.she constmiod. Mr. Travers 
then said that ho would perform 
it to-morrow at one o'clock. 

29.—-Patient rather w’eaker 
than yesterday: at half-past 
. one o^clock she was brought 
into the female operating theatre 
to undergo the operation; the 
tourniquet being applied, and 
the artery in the groin com¬ 
pressed as well, an assistant 
supported the limb whilst the 
operator proceeded to amputate 
about three inches above the 
' knee joint, llie usual stej:^' 
the Ofieration having been ebbi- 

pleted, geeat care was takea.t^ ~ 
as IHSle blood as podiibtsBfaovIdr 
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be lost; three vesseUwere sooa 
'secured, the wound wae dress¬ 
ed, and the f>atient removed/rom 
the theatre in twenty ti![inutes ' 
from the time she was first 
broug^ht in. About four ounces 
of blood were lost. During the 
operation the pulient was quite 
faint — and brandy and wine 
were adininisterod, which re¬ 
vived her a little. 

On examining- the limb there 
was found an oblique fracture of 
the tibia and fibula, about three 
inches above the uncle joint, 
together With an extensive lace¬ 
ration of the inlegumcnt extend¬ 
ing from two indies below the 
head of the tibia to the inner 
malleolus; no attempt ut union 
of the bone had been set up. 

The patient w’us pretty easy 
after the operation ; but gradu¬ 
ally sank and died on Monday, 
(May 3rd). The body was not 
examined. 

We will ask Mr. Travkrs one 
or two questions concerning this 
case. 1. If the operation afforded 
the patient a chance of recovery 
on the Friday, a fortiori would 
it not have given her a better 
ch.^nce if it had been performed 
on the Thursday when it was 
first suggested ? 2. If this be true, 
why was the operation deferred 
till the Friday ? 

Few accidents have been ad¬ 
mitted this week.

Oil examination, it was found 
that the scalp had been divided 
over the vertex of the head, 
about an inch behind the coro¬ 
nal suture, which exteiidod irte- 
gitlariy froni^the squamous por-.

ran towards the orbit." From 
the line of separation thus pro<* |^, 
duced, the parietal and frontal 
bones were denuded t as far, 
down as the transverse suture,- 
leaving the superciliary ridgeS; 
and the superior parts of the 
orbits exposed. The scalp 
which covered these hones was 
at the same time turned.down 
over the face, and descended as 
low as the mouth. The frontal, 
bone was fractured across in a 
transverse direction, coibdwh-

the fractured parts together, is 
superior to any in use at the 
preseut day.

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SURGICAL LECTURES. 

T'AfSlffi Sf. Thomai's Hoapital, 
Monday Eifening, 

April 18, 1821. 
LECTURE 54. 

■The subject of this evcningr’s 
Lecture will be the Veucreal 
Disease. 

There are two poisons com- 
uiunicated, by venerea 1 inter¬ 
course ; one the poison of 
gonorrhoea, which, falling upon 
a mucous surface, produces from 
that surfuco a discliargo of mat¬ 
ter which is infectious; the 
other, the poison of sipliylis, 
wdiich> applied to the surface of 
the skin, or as far as is known 
at present to any surface, f>ro- 
duces inflammation and ulcera¬ 
tion, forming a sore which is 
call^ chancre; which, being 
received into the absorbent 
glands, occasions bubo, and 
which being convcytTi into the 
circulation, produces inflamma¬ 
tion and ulceration in the throat, 
on'the skin, the periosteum and 
the bones. 

O/yinUmt Conorrhtca. 

When gonorrhcnal matter is 
applied to the urethra, the fol¬ 
lowing symptoni.s generally ariKe 
in thi^ or four days aiu>r its 
s^lication : The patient Orst 


experiences a sense of titillation 
in the urellira, as if a drop of 
urine were contained in it. This 
directs his attention toHbe part, 
and he finds that the lips of tiie 
urethra are red, and that there 
is a slight mucous discharge.—' 
The next circumstances which 
take place these: the urethra 
begins to be alTected with con¬ 
siderable heat, and he expe¬ 
riences pain in discharging his 
urine; - this state is ciUled 
arrlor urin»;. The pain in¬ 
creases till it becomes in many 
cases excessively severe; there 
is an appcaraiiccof threads mix¬ 
ed with the urine, which arises 
from the adhesive inflammation 
in the laciiiuc of the urethra. 
'J'he next effect is a considerable 
diminution in the stream, the 
swollen state of the urethra con¬ 
tracting the size of the canal. 
The urine is often discharged in 
two, three, or more streams, 
in conseqiienoAofthe contracted 
aud irregular state of the uretha. 
At first the discharge ,Jibm 
the urethra is mucoujfy but 
after a little time it assumes a 
purulent appearance. The mat¬ 
ter becomes yellowj, and if the 
inflammation is very consider¬ 
able, green; and it is often tnter-- 
mixdd with blood, so as to give 
a SHnio:.s appearance to Uje dis- 
cliarge. You are enabled there¬ 
fore from tl»e colour and appear¬ 
ance of the matter, to ^ 
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the degree of inOammatioo io 
the ureth^. These are the cir- 
cumstances whicli occur -with 
respect to tho appearunce of the 
matter. 1 slionld observe tfjyoii 
that although the appearance of 
this fluid is purulent, it has not 
really the character of common 
pus. If you examine the dis> 
charge by the ara of a magni¬ 
fying you will find that 

though ttjere may be some few 
globulc.sof pus, the greater part 
of the discharge is mucous. The 
time this matter will continue 
to discharge is quite indefinite. 
It is said that gonorrheua will 
wear itself out, but it will sooner 
w»ear out the patience of -«the 
patient. 1 have known it con¬ 
tinue for months, and 1 shall 
have occasion to mention a case 
in which it continued to be in¬ 
fections during all that time. 
Itsomctimes continues forso long 
a time, notwithstanding all the 
means which may be employed 
for its cure, as to be an oppro¬ 
brium to our art. In no case, 
bow'ever, ought yoti to rely on 
the efforts of nature for its cure, 
for in general you may very 
much expedite llie cure by adopt¬ 
ing a judicious method of treat¬ 
ment. Besides these external 
efl'cets on the urethra, gonor- 
rlicea takes also an iiiiemal 
course. It docs not confine 
itself in its external effects to 
the beginning of the urethra, but 
often produces an erisyt>elatous 
inflaiuniation of 1l i- •. his.-io and 
frsenum, occasioning etiusion 
into the prepuce and phymosis. 
The absorbent vessels on the 
dorsum penis, often become en¬ 
larged and hard, and produce 
little abscesses, which go on to 
•uppuraiioD. The glands of the 


groin are symplttlietieally affeci- 
ted, and in a first gonorrhqRa 
seldom fail to become Enlarged 
and painful. Where this e.tfcct 
takes place from gonorrhoea* 
several glands of the groin are 
affected at the same time, 
whereas in the absorption of 
tho poison of siphylis a single 
gland only is enlarged on each 
side. Abscesses are very rarely 
occ^isioiied by a sympathetic en¬ 
largement of the glands of the 
groin from gonorrhiea; they 
may almostalways be prevented 
by proper attention on the part 
of the surgeon. W^hen 1 say 
the glands of the groin are sym¬ 
pathetically affected 1 am aware 
that this is not a strictly proper 
tci*m for this species of irritation, 
because the swelling undoubt¬ 
edly crises in consequence of the 
gonori'hoRal inllnrnmati'^n run- 
ing along the course of the .ab¬ 
sorbent glands ; it is a continu¬ 
ation of the innammatiori along 
tfie course of the absorbent ves¬ 
sels. With respect to the inter¬ 
nal course of gonorrhoea, the 
effusion in the urethra often 
proceeds further than the ori¬ 
ginal seat of the inflammation. 
Sw'elling and suppuration often 
takes place in the months of the 
laennte: matter is very com¬ 
monly accumulated in the lacn- 
ine, and especially in the lacuna 
magna, which may be known by 
a swelling and fluctuation on 
the sides of the frociiiim. Irrita¬ 
tion and inflammation also takes 
place in the corpora spongiosa, 
producing that painful state of 
the parts termed chordee, in 
which the penis feels as if it were 
bound down, so OvS to prevent a- 
complete extension. The penis 
is sometimes burved, and somes 
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tbraitself. When thcinflamma-' 
tion runs hig^h it extends dov;n 
to the bulb of the lire!iira. Many 
years ag'o, 1 had an opportu¬ 
nity of examining^ the urethra 
of a titan who was excuMdod. 
and who had goriorriicra at the 
lime of his execution. 'I’lic in¬ 
flammation had exuuided do>vii 
to the bulb of the urethra : for 
an inch or an inch and u half 
down the urethra, was exceed¬ 
ing’ red, and there was some ef¬ 
fusion of matter on tije internal 
surface; the urethrn wn^^ red at 
the bulb, but not of so deep a 
colour. Theinllamination there¬ 
fore is notcOLilined to an inch or 
an inch and a Hal fdow n t he iiivl li¬ 
ra,biituften extends over tin- bulb 
of the uretlira, and in this way 
])roduces strictures. In the 
CHse to which I allude the 
goiiorrhceal iiillnmmaiion had ex¬ 
tended at least seven inches down 
the urethra. Iti ‘•eneral on ex- 
aniinkitiGii of a .subject who has 
died under gonorrlKea you will 
find a small t|uantUY of purulent 
matter at the extremily of the 
penis,’ and itUlaminalioi) extend¬ 
ing about an inch aiul a half 
down the urethra, which, if ex¬ 
posed to the iiir for '2-1 hours, 
assumes a florid redues.s. With 
espect to the manner in which 
this disease is performed, I have 
heard some very curious aiuf 
laughable disquisitions <ui this 
subject, by persons who prefer 
entering into such Sf.eculatious 
to making observations for then:- 
selres. There can be no doubt 
that t he disease is produced by 
the direct application of the poi¬ 
son to tlie lips of the urethra, 
for you will find that the first 
symptom which takes place is a 
pouluig'Atiiteof the lips of Ihej 


urethra, arising fitom inflaihlkHi- 
lion. The lips are first at¬ 
tacked, and the inffamitiation 
gradually extends ^ itself to the 
internal surface of the urethra ; 
the disease begins from without, 
and cxicTitls ilself to the inter¬ 
nal surface. So much for the 
manner in wlilch the poison is 
rcceived. We find that the dis 
charge from- gonorrheea is very 
nmcli affected by (Mnstitntional 
esnses. A man shall have an 
abundant discliargo fro.m the 
urctlir:;, considerable pain, and 
eve I chordee, and if lie should 
get a fever, the discharge dis- 
appes'fs. the pain ceases, and 
he will be enliivly free from all 
syrnploms of tbe disease? for a 
period of from seventeen to 
twenty day.';. As soon, how¬ 
ever, as he begins to recover 
from his te^ (‘l^ tlie discharge of 
inatlcr will be removed, the 
pa'll and c.liordce will return, 
and a long ti'.ne may elapse be¬ 
fore the disease can be removed. 
Tliese constitutional causes sus¬ 
pend the action of gonorrhoea, 
but the .\vm[ tonis will return as 
soon as the constitutional irri¬ 
tation ceases. Von will gene¬ 
rally find the enreof gonorrhoea 
diUicult in proportion as the con- 
.stiliition of the patient -is dis- 
pOf.ed to strumous affections. If 
a patient has pimples in his face, 
enlargement of the glands of 
the neck, a thin delicate skin 
and irritable fibre, you may ex¬ 
pect to have great difiiculty in 
curing him of gonorrhena.

Of the Treatment of Gonorrhoea, 
The treatment of gonorrbOBa 
is founded on two principles ; 
the disease may be either treated 
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siniply by diminishiogr inflaoi- 
matioii, or it may be treated by 
|irodiu'ini;r a chaiig-c in the ac¬ 
tion ol' the part, by which tlie 
disease is removed in a short 
period. These are the two 
principles on which siir»:eons 
act in the treatment of yonor- 
rlioca. In the first place, ;ren- 
tlemen, let me observe to you 
that no greater folly, and indeed 
cruelty, can be committed, than 
that of g^iving mercury to pa¬ 
tients for the cure of t!n> disease. 
A man who gives mercury in 
gonorrhoea really deserves to be 
Hogged out of his {fr<)fe.':f.ioii, 
because be must be quite igno¬ 
rant of the principles on which 
this disease is to be cured. To 
give mercury to a young and 
irritable person, who is pro¬ 
bably constantly ex|)Oscd to \i- 
cissitude.s of lempt-iaLure for a 
disease which docs not rt.quire 
it; thus e.'cposing (he health 
and even the life of the patient 
to danger, i.s in thepn sont state 
of our knowledge, perfectly «in- 
pardonalle. It is lamentable to 
reflect on the inimher of lives 
wliicli must have been de.stroyed 
by pthisis and otherwise, in con¬ 
sequence of the imprudent e.v- 
Jiibition of mercury for a dis¬ 
ease wliicli did not require it, 
which prevailed among the 
older surgeons At the i»rescnt 
time, however, a surgeon miis.t 
be cither grosiiy ignorant, or 
shamefuliy negligent of the didy 
which he*owe.> to the character 
of his profesaion, and to the 
common dictates of humanity, if 
he persists in giving mercury 
for this disease., Let those per¬ 
sons who sujipose that gonor¬ 
rhoea can be cured by mercury, 
jCQUQd otir wards and sec 


wlietbor mercury has any effect 
on that disease. Look, gentle¬ 
men, at 100 patients ill our foul 
wards, many of whom come into 
the Ho.spiial with siphylis and 
UTonorrhci'a, and many,] am sorry 
to .-cay. who have only gonor- 
rlnea, but who are invariably 
carried to these w'ards. What 
is the miserable treatment 
of these patients? You are 
a ware, gentlemen, that I scarce¬ 
ly ever enter the foul wards of 
tile other ho:.pitul;—when a par¬ 
ticular case demands my atten¬ 
tion, I* have the patient removed 
to a clean w-ard. 1 wrill tell you 
why 1 do not outer these wards, 
geiitiemeri. I abstain from en¬ 
tering them, because patients 
under goiiorrhaja arc compelled 
to undergo so infamous a system 
of treatment that 1 cannot bear 
to witness it. I’o compel au 
nnrortnnate patient to undergo 
a coij^se of mercury, for a dis- 
e.-ine w'liich does not require it, 
is a proce4;ding which reflects 
disgrace a^ul diidionour on the 
character of a medical institu¬ 
tion. No consideration shall in- 
<hice me to repreSuS rny feelings 
on this subject—no authority 
sliall H'ttrain me from giv¬ 
ing full expression to those 
feelings. As long as 1 continue 
a ,\nrgeon of Chiy's liuspital, I 
w ill endeavour to do rny duty, 
but 1 care ind whether I con¬ 
tinue a surgeon of that Hospital 
another day. I do say that the 
pn^sent treatment of patients 
under goiiorrhfea in these Hos¬ 
pitals, by putting them unne- 
cesfiarily onder a course of mer¬ 
cury for live or six week.s, is 
infamous and disgraceful. The 
health of a patient is perhaps 
irremediably destroyed by this 
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very ntuch the inclination to 
mahcwatbr^ it should hot be per¬ 
sisted in; if it docs not j)roduce 
this effect, it is a very excellent 
dilifent. 'J he penis should he 
suffCTed hanji;;^ for a consider¬ 
able time ill yvarni water, which 
will relieve the inrinrnmution. 
and produce nearly all the jfood 
of a warm Imlii. When the 
ardor uriiiie and pain from chor- 
dtee is very severe, tvventy drops 
of the liquor polasse, with 
from three to five jjrrains of the 
extraction of conia ,in the mistura 
campliorata, may he given with 
considerable advantage. This 
is the plan which you wshould 
pursue during the first weeh. 
You may then apply lint dipped 
in the liquor plurnhi suhucetatis, 
to the part. Do not use an in¬ 
jection in the lirst instance, 
hut pursue the idan 1 have 
jiointed out to you during the 
first ten days. At the end of 
this time, when the inllainiita- 
tion has in a great degree siib.dd- 
ed,yoii may begin,by giving the 
p.'tiient the bulsamurn copaibas 
An ounce of the balsam may 
be mixed with an ounce of 
the mucilage of acacia and 
four ounces of the mistura 
camphorata, and a table'spoon- 
ful given morning and evening. 
Having given this mixture for 
two days, the discharge will be 
very considerably diminislied, 
and you may then order an in¬ 
jection of the liquor pliimbi su- 
bacetatis dilutus. This is the 
mode, gentlenica, in which 
gonorrhoea as far as 1 laiow, is 
to be cured in the safest and nio.st 
expeditious maurur. In the

'Phe inflammation 
of a secor.d clap is compara¬ 
tively siiglit, and in general it 
will only be necessary to give 
the balsam copaihiv*- for a week,

They 
w'lio have tried cnbebs, and do 
not acknowledge its value, us a 
remedy for gonorrlicea, cannot 
have made any accurate obser¬ 
vations on tbe .subject. It is a 
remedy of a most admirable and 
useful kind, and may be given 
with advantage even in the in¬ 
flammatory stages of gonorrhoea, 
provided the inflammation does 
not run excessively high. It is 
a most useful remedy also for 
the cure of gleet, a.s it is called, 
where gonorrha^a has contiuucd 
for a great length of time. In 
the very early stages of gonor¬ 
rhoea, when the inflammation is 
just beginning, it often succeeds 
in removing the disease in a very 
short sf>ace of time. J have one 
more observation to make with 
respect to Ibis remedy, namely, 
that the greatest advantage may 
be derived from combining iU 
use witli that of tho balsam of 
copaiba. An ounce of the bal¬ 
sam of copaiba, an ounce of the 
mucilage of acacia, and two 
drachms of ciibebs in four ounces 
of the misUira qamphorala makes 
an admirable mixture when the 
balsam of copaiba alone is be* 
gimupg to lose its effect. 8ucb|

‘^Bodies passi.ng from a denser 
to u rarer state absorb caloric.’' 
Vve promised, in our last riurn- 
bor, to r.tate .some experiments in 
fa vor of this law before we j joint- 
eu out our ohjeclioiis to its appli¬ 
cation. We shall tlierefore state 
1 hem at once, ix ttigether some 
jiowdered Muriate of Ammonia, 

I (srdajunroniac) and water; the 
* ^;aI auirnoiiia-C vviil .‘Oon dissolve, 

■ or, in otiu r words, rajudiy pass 
from a solid to a lim'd state, and a 
great a* sorption of heat lake 
jdaco: so much so a.s to j)roduce 
a lcm[>eratnre nsany degrees 
lower Ham before the mixture. 
Nitrate of potassa, (nitre) will 
also produce a r imilar alfection in 
the temperature of the mixture in 
which it is dissolved, or rather 
when dissolving. Nitre & sal am¬ 
moniac, when Judiciously mixed 
together and thrown into just 
Sufficieni water to dissolve 
them, produce a degt;ee 
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mklit of lUittmff. This may be 
provef), by iotroducing othio tube 
or .rther Teiisel of glass, cootainiog 
water, into a mixture of powdered 
sal ammoniac and nitre, aiul pour¬ 
ing on the mixture a small quan> 
tity of'Water; the water iu the 
tube 'W*ill be frozen in a few 
minutes. While nientiouing this 
experiment; we may observe, 
that we strongly recommend this 
process for cooling wine in sum¬ 
mer. We speak confidently on the 
subject, because we have been iu 
the habit of irmploying it when¬ 
ever we indulge ourselves W'itb 
drinking cooled wine in. the 
height of summer. The pro¬ 
cess is one by wiiiuh we are 
enabled to produce any degree 
of temperature we can (Tesire for- 
this purpose. All that is ne¬ 
cessary to be done to cool wine 
by this processis, to put the b .tile 
of wine in a common wash-hand, 
or other basin, with a mixture of 
sal ammoniau and ntir^*, and 
to pour a little water on the 
mixture just round the bottle, 
The wine iu about half an hour 
will have sufitcienIly cooled for 
drinking. This melliud is also 
ii»espensive, as the same salU 
may be nsed over and over again: 
The solution of the salts, after 
thfjf' have beeu used for cooling 
’* may be; evaporat- 'i 


ed by placing them in the jitxni 
where they will soon crystalise 
and be ready again for use, as at 
first. No loss will lake place, 
therefore, no expence, after the 
first cost of the salts (about 
tivo shilirngs) will be Incurred. 
Vie have often been surprised that 
this plan is not more commonly 
employed tlian it seems to be, for 
with the exception of one friend, 
we know of no one who adopts it. 
We therefore notice it in this 
place, trusting that some of our 
readers will try the experiment, as 
a matter of science as well as of 
personal convenience. 

Common salt and snow when 
"mixed together soon become fluid, 
and so much heat is absorbed by 
this change of fonn, that the ther^ 
moinetor falls, when introduced- 
iuto it, 32 degrees below, the 
freeziog point of water. This 
was the greatest degree of cold 
that Faiirenheit produced, he 
therefore fixed his zero at this 
point;—hence the reason why the 
freezing point of water in his ther- 
roometor, w hich is generally used 
in this country, is placed at d2o> 
More recent experiments, how¬ 
ever, have enabled philosophers 
to sink the degree of cold by arti¬ 
ficial means AO” bel<>w liie /vro 
of Fahrenheit, which is 82'^4>elow 
the freezing point of water. T%is 
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U^one by mining cryatols of three 
'j!»iirt 5 DHir. of liioe and one of 
snow. fii all experiments of 
this kind the cold is said to be 
produced by the passing of solid 
bodies to the fluid state. 

Tlie passage of fluids to the 
ttiiform state, is fouud to occasion 
a great absorption of beat. Thus 
water heated to 600 degrees un¬ 
der pressure, will fall to 212” when 
the pressure is removed and a por¬ 
tion of the water is eiinblod to as¬ 
sume the state of vapor, in which 
state it absorbs that extra portion 
of heat which caused the water to 
indicate 600" before tite small 
portion which forms itself into 
vapour could assume this form. 
The fall of temperature, eflccted 
by the conversion of a small 
portion of water into steam in 
this case is 38R". Evaporation 
produces cold wbenevrr it takes 
|ilace, in consequence, is said, 
of the fluid assuming the tri¬ 
form state. Thus aether, by 
its evaporation from the bulb'of a 
thermometer, sinks it to 32* in the 
height of summer. Spirits of 
wine acts in the same way; Jience 
the reason why the, hand always 
ftels cold when spirit is poured 
on it. Water also by evaporation 
produces cold, and for this 
reason it is sprinkled over 
the outside of the tents in 
the East Indies. , Common wine 
coolers, butter coolers, &c. owe 
thdr value to this circumstance, 
ftr the composition of which they 


Bitt made is porous, and therefore 
evaporation of the water which 
oozes through' to their surface, is 
always taking place, and reducing 
the temperature below the mean 
of the apartment, in which they 
are placed. We have observed 
the Spontaneous evaporation of 
water, from the bulb of Mr. Gur¬ 
ney's llierniometer, to sink the 
fluid in the stem three inches. 
Water may be frozen under the 
exhausted receiver of an air pump, 
because evaporation in vacuo takes 
place very rapidly from the sur¬ 
face, which carries oft' so much 
heat from the surrounding media 
as to freeze the water. These 
facts and experiments favor the 
theory of latent heat. Our rea¬ 
sons for opposing tb>s doctrine, 
we must defer until next week. 

CHEMICAL TEST OF THE 

PRESENCE OF ACETATE 

OF MORPHINE. 

We perceive from the Gazette 
de Sante that M. Dublanc, Apo* 
thecary at Paris, has announced 
to the Acadumy of Sciences 
that he has discovered iu the tinc¬ 
ture of galls made with alcohol a 
most accurate test for ascertaining 
the presence of Morphine in li¬ 
quids which contain that substance 
whether it be in conbination with 
the acetic or sulphuric acids, or 
even, which proves the value 
of the test, if it be uncombin* 
ed with any acid ; for then it must 
be in very small qnantities on ac- 
countof the difficulty of its sdu* 
tion. The tincture of galls will 
be a test much preferable to Am¬ 
monia, the action of which is 
fonnded on the greater affinity 
it has for the acids with 
morphine may be united: Af. Bp-

jLn consequence of the import 
tance of the subject we have made 
a ^reat many experiments on the 
acetate and sulphate of morphine, 
and simple morphine itself, in or¬ 
der to ascertain llie comparative 
value of ammonia and tincture of 
galls as tests for discovering the 
presence of these substances, and 
lye fbink that we have discovered 
a test preferable to either. 

Id a solution of the acetate 
of morphine, we presented the 
end of a clean glass rod on 
which was adhering a drop 
of Tincture of galls, as prepared 
and sold m the shops.—no pre¬ 
cipitate whatever was produced. 
A drop of the tinct. of galls 
made with pure a/coAof was now 
presented to the solution of 
acetate of morphine, and a 
while precipitate immediately 
fell in the test glass; siip])Osing 
it posssible tltat this precipitate 
was occasioned by the liberation 
of the extra portion of galls 
which the pure spirit had taken 
up, we dropped some of it into 
water, but no precipitate occur¬ 
red I so that the precipitate just 
noticed must have been produ¬ 
ced by the presence of morphine. 

. In another portion of the so¬ 
lution of acetate of morphine, we 
added a drop of the liquid ammo¬ 
nia; a very white precipitate 
was produced, which from its 
appearance wc judged to be a 
Hydrate of Morphine, because

with the acetic acid. Liqi»Pqtamie 
was now added to a solution oC 
the acetate of Morphine, and it 
produced a precipitate exactly 
similar to that effected by the 
tincture of galls.

Theliydrosuiphurotof potash 
produced a dense white pre¬ 
cipitate when it was dropped 
into a solution of acetate of 
morphine, but this was not at all 
characteristic of the presence of 
morphine, it being the same as 
that which is produced when it 
is dropped into distilled water. 
The iiydrosulphatc of ammonia, 
and hydrosiilphate of lime, were 
employed ultemately but pro¬ 
duced no peculiar precipitate.

When 
tincture of galls is droppedinio 
a solution of lead, vi^ich also is 
poisonous, it occasions a siiiiilar 
precipitate to that produced from 
a sojutioii of morphine, whether . 
the acetate, citrate, or a simple 
solution of lead in a weaker 
acid be employed, ^olu'ion of 
copper, also poisonous, occasions 
the same coloured precipitate 
with tincture of galls with 
solution of silver it also pro¬ 
duces the same. Iodine on the 
contrary differs in all these poi¬ 
sonous substances. May it not, 
therefore, be regarded as more 
valuable , than either of the tests 
hitherto noticed ?

The 
monkeys, and other animals 
wounded by these poisoned 
arrows, full into violent convul¬ 
sions, which shews that the 
poison acts principally on the 
nervous system; nevertheless, 
the savagres eat it without hoing- 
incommoded by it. It is not 
known from whatvcg^etablcs the 
wobrara is extracted ; Barcroft, 
and other travellers say that it 
is taken from a plant of a climb¬ 
ing species; M. Vircy thinks it 
not impossible that the poison* 
ous juice of the cerhtra may be 
used in it.

stricture, you are< made acquaint¬ 
ed ivith the real nature of the 
complaint by the foUo.wiog 
symptoms:—The first is, the re^ 
tentiop of a fiv>v drops of ufuM 
in the urethru, after the wbolq: 
appears to have* hef hi discharged ; 
so that whoa the p^nia has beufl^ 
relunieU into the small rlothes., 
the VuMHi hecomes slightly 
ted, and if yen press on ,4h« 
under side of the urethra^:, a 
few drops more will .ha 
voided, whicli li.id roHoct^^ 
botweeu the neck of the 
bladder ai|d ilial pigrl of the 
i urethra 'where the strictare- 
IU sUuaU?d. The next cir^cufli* 
stance you notice is au iniUble 
state of the bladder; this is evin¬ 
ced by the person not being ena'' - 
bled to sleep so lo'ng u usual. 
without discharging: bis uriri^

out being o^Uged to empty Iito 
bladder; but wl^n hohM^jpo^.

The next 
ciroumstiince observable h the 
division of the stream, the rea¬ 
son of which is' that the urethra 
is in an uneven .state from the iiT«»- 
gfidar swelling which siirroiinii..i 
it, and consequently the urine 
is thrown with an inequality of 
force ai^ainst its di lie rent .sides : 
sometimes the slream spills into 
two, bocomlii"- l(ij'licd; sornc- 
timo^ it is spiral; at other limes 
itfOrm.s,as it wore,a thiiisheath.

tence of stricture. In addition, 
there will .sometimes be a dis-. 
chaf/re from the urcthrs, which 
renders the linen of a bluish- 
white, similar to the appear¬ 
ances produced by noctur¬ 
nal einis.sioiis: if the indi¬ 
vidual ride) luu'ch on horse¬ 
back the urine will be hi^h 
^depeodi^. upou: the 


de^ee of exritement ex- 
istinj^ in ^ the ' urcthfa. The 
next thing* which the pa¬ 
tient notices is, that he dis- 
charg-es his urine by drops; and 
from the irritable .state of the 
bladder, the water i.s constantly 
dropj)ing or distil ling away from 
iheorilirc of the urethra. An in-' 
dividual then having permanent 
stricture, first observes a few 
drops of water remain after the 
whole seemed to have been dis¬ 
charged—then noticed a -fine 
.<ipiral, or divided stream—and, 
lastly, discimrge.s his water by 
drops only; in this last state, 
li>r the purpose of facilitating 
the escai'c of the urine, 
and preventing its being re¬ 
tained by the lacuna) of the 
urethra, lu* draw.s out the penis 
with considerable force; and 
thus, to expres.s it in the 
clearest way, milks himself .—{a 
load htt^'h.) 

^Veil, the next circumstance 
you o!).serve is the discharge of 
a coasitlerab!" quantity of .mu¬ 
cous along with the urine; this 
is owing to the inflammation 
having extended to the mucous 
membrane of the bladder; the 
urine, when discharged, is as 
trr*ns{);ii\ nt as ustial; but when 
it has couled, the niucQUB, . 
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apfiean.to the 
vessel, ^s the iiifleiainatioo oi 
the membrane increases, the 
urine becomes yellow; but if 
heated, the yellowness is not 
seen; and when allowed to 
stand, us I before stated, the 
mucous vviU sink to tlio l.ottoni. 
These facts will exjdain to yon 
whether the urine contains inu- 
cons or pus. When the disease 
is of a very aggravated nature, 
the urine will become quite 
white, but in all the stages of 
the complaint, the colour of the 
water will be according^ to the 
degree of innaminatol'y excite¬ 
ment; and when very severe, 
it will be charg-ed with a con¬ 
siderable quantity of pus. ^ 
When the urine is bloody, it is 
a proof that the ulcerated pro¬ 
cess has commenced: and if there 
be no blood, it is a proof that 
there are no ulcers. 

In that state of stricture when 
the urine is filled with pus, the 
patient has frequent ajfid severe 
rigors, or even below that slate 
of inflammation the person will 
have frequent shivering fits, and 
upon going into his room you 
would suppose that ho had an 
intermittentand would order him 
bark, in these cases, however, 
ttnatAi^Icine Jias no effect, and 
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upon your gaa|d in thq^ easpsp 
there are mfmifeiLt sue* 
ceeded by severe iilthoiigh 
tliey do not come on with thM 
regularity that'they do ip inter-’ 
niittents and at a diflerent time 
of the day. In addition to these, 
.symptoms, piles will be sorpe- 
times produced, and occasionally 
direct inguinal hernia; tjkiis last 
complaint is the consequence 
of the extreme force that is em-'^ 
ployed to evacuate the urine. 

Upon the dhirction of those 
who die of stricture, (and 1.think 
persons not iinfrequontly die of 
this complaint, though not so 
many now as formerly), the fol¬ 
lowing circumstances are ob¬ 
served :—the scat of the stricture 
anterior to the bulb, just where 
it Joins the corpus spongiosum; 
this part is naturFilly contracted 
and small, and it is here that 
you will be obstructed, if you 
attempt to pass a straight bou-. 
gie. The next situation in 
which we find stricture is in 
the membranous portion of th^ 
nreihra, or tluit part between 
the bulb and prostate gland; 
—the next situation is in the 
postate gland itself; there 
is no part of the uiptbra which

The Cause of permanent Stric¬ 
ture of the Urethra 
is inflammation of the chronic 
kind; this occasions a greater 
determination of blood to 
the part, and produces a dis¬ 
position of adhesive matter on 
the outer side of the urethra; 
the urethra itself becomes thick¬ 
ened, which, together with be¬ 
ing pressed upon by the adhesive 
matter collected in the intersti- 
cial spaces surrounding the ure¬ 
thra, produce the stricture in 
question. 

As to the manner in which 
stricture is produced, I am op¬ 
posed, on this point, to Mr. 
HONTERf, one of the greatest 
iUrgftal authorities that over 
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the efiase of striietiire, 1 sboiild 
say, in ninety-nine cases out of 
every hundred, it was the result 
of gonorrhoea. It is quite true 
that children, on whom not ifae 
slightest suspicion of their ha¬ 
ving gonorrliti^a could fall, oc¬ 
casionally have stricture. I have 
lately met with a case of this 
description, and it was caused by 
I the child having received an in¬ 
jury when on horseback; but 
still I would say, that in ninety- 
nine cases out of every hundred, 
stricture is the result of neglected 
gonorrhoEia, riding or drinking 
hard, or any excess when the 
patient is laboring under that 
complaint. 

Treatment of permanent Stric¬ 
ture. 

There are three principal ob¬ 
jects to be attended to ; the first 
of which is, to cure the com¬ 
plaint by dilatation ; the second, 
absorption; and the third, to 
destroy it altogether. The first 
is eiTected by mechanical means ; 
the second, by the influence of 
medicines; and the third, burn¬ 
ing it away by means of caustic. 
The first, or cure by dilatation, is 
accomplished by means of bou¬ 
gies ; these are of various sizes,

instances when injadiciously 
employed. Caution is required in 
the use of nitrate of silver to pre> 
vent its g-etlin^ in contact with 
any other parts than wlierc its 
presence is absolutely necessary; 
and let me advise you not to use 
the caustic alkali as a rubstilute 
for lunar caustic,it is muQh too so- 
luble>and by running' over an ex¬ 
tended surface is calculated to 
produce a gteat dcgrrcc of in- 
llatnmation. 1 have known 
eig'ht applications of the lunar 
caustic completely succeed in 
cuskigr stricture, when every 
other means had failed ; in this 
case there was a fistula in pe- 
rinmo, behind the stricture. 

I have BOW to make two or 
three observations on the conse¬ 
quences of introducinif bougies;

Btrument and desire limpaitieat,if 
possible, to retidn his uriiie, that 
it may not irritate the wound* 
and also to prevent its escaping 
through the opening and be¬ 
coming extravasated in the sur¬ 
rounding cellular substance. In 
this w'ay you give time for a 
clot of blood to form over the 
surface of the wound,—a slight 
degree of inflammation is ex¬ 
cited, and it becomes healed by 
the adhesive process without 
any further miscriief. Ano¬ 
ther' circumstance 1 wish to 
mention to you is, that the pas¬ 
sing of a bougie is sometimes 
fittcnded with very considera¬ 
ble hemorrhage from theuretbrA. 
A practitioner once called upon 
me in a great hurry, , but 
whose name I will not 
mention, fori do not wish to 
hurt him, althongh he is not at 
all calculated to practice surge¬ 
ry; well, this person called upon 
me and requested me to go im¬ 
mediately and see a patient of 
his, who bad a profuse bleeding 
from the penis, occasioned by 
the introduction of a bougie; I 
went and found as he had stated; 
I pressed a roller upon the peri¬ 
neum, whicli instantly checked 
the flow of blood; a short time.

When called to a 
case of abcess in perimeo, the 
be.st plan of treatment that you 
can pursue is immediately to 
introduce a catheter, made of 
elastic giim,(which is much less 
likely to injure the patient than 
a melajic one) this will relievo 
tbeTetention, and obviate much 
irritation ; apply leeches and 
. evaporating lotion.s to the'swvl- 
and keep the bowids open 
,bw xeoling iaxatiy^. W.ell, if 
metres, should not buc*. 


eeed in dispelling th^ Uinumr, 
tbc moment that you can dijii- 
tinctly feel flucftiatipn/ you 
should make such ah opening 
with the labret, as will allow.

An 
abscess of this description very 
much neglected, has been 
known to break into the rectum, 
and the urine to be aftenvards 
discharged through thht unna¬ 
tural course. In the treatment 
of absce.sses of the lacunae of 
the urethra and perineum, it is 
of the utmo.st importance that 
you should attend to the state 
of the patient’s general health, 
for these aljsccsscs often form 
in broken constitutions, and it 
is impossible that you can cure 
them while the systbiin i.s in. a 
depraved and debiiltatocl state, 
you should therefore prescribe 
alterative, tonic mpdiciues, nu¬ 
tritive diet, and couiltiy air; 
atteut|on, to thp ! state of tbe 
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ooAititatibn ^ill sometimes cuK 
these abscesses after every local 
remedy has failed. 

Abscesses of the perineum are 
often produced from the unshilful 
manner in which catheters and 
bougies are sometimes intro¬ 
duced! and by using bougies of 
too large or too small a size. 

There are sotaie cases of 
stricture so bad, so obstinate, 
that, use what instrument you 
will, and with all po.ssib1e 
care, yet you will not succeed in 
overcoming the resistance ; you 
must recollect the case lately in 
the other hospital, where 1 
was under the necessity of cut¬ 
ting down upon a stricture, and 
immediately behind which was 
a urinary calculus; upon search¬ 
ing a little further I found a 
second, and then the catheter 
passed with ease into the blad¬ 
der. 

Well, 1 mentioned to you at 
another part of the lecture that 
urinaiy fistulm in ano sometimes 
exist, and that the introduction 
of a catheter into the bladder is 
not sufficiebt to cure them, as 
the urine will notwithstanding 
still continue to escape by the 
sinuous opening. Urinary fistula 
n ano is fistula in perinseo and 
fistula in alio blei^ed. The 
flnt case of the kind that I ever 


saw was in a gentkiym /lroiil 
Kent; two surgeons attended 
him, OTIC of whom w'as myself. 
The other surgeon injected the 
sinus ; the patient was directed 
to frequently introduce a cathe¬ 
ter : he came to town a short 
time afterw'ards, and told me 
that he continued to pass the 
catheter for six weeks, when, 
concluding that he wa.s cured, 
he ceased to employ it. The 
urine, however, returned by its 
former course, and he again 
came to town for the purpose, 
if piissihlc, of getting the un¬ 
pleasant disease cured. What I 
did was to make the same inci- 
.sion ill the perineum, as is made 
by the lateral stone operation ; 
my object was to divide the si¬ 
nus into two; this succeeded 
in producing a complete cure.

Pew (and I mention it tp 
his credit, for it showed a re¬ 
flecting mind) recollecting tlrat 
an immersion of his body in cold 
water always caused him to 
expel the contents of his blad¬ 
der, recommended hispatient to 
jump into a cistern of cold water 
thni was standing in the yard of 
his house. He did so and the 
experiment comple tely succeed¬ 
ed, there was perfect retention 
before the immersion, but after 
it the urine was expelled with 
the utmost facility. 

There are some very anoma¬ 
lous cases of spasmodic stricture. 
Mr. Western, a surgeon, wrs 
in a Chemist's shop, into which 
a man came and asked for a half 
pint of lime-water; this he 
irnmediatt'ly drank, upon being 
questioned aa to what he took it 
for, he said that it was to relieve 
a retention of urine produced 
by stricture; the linie-waier 
rdieved him, for immediately 
after taking it, he passed his 
urine. Owing to constitutional 
peculiarities iiiedicinea that will 
be .successful with one patient, 
will fail iiivanother: You must, 
therefore, have recourse to all,

cannot forbear calling the 
attention of the Profc»aion and 
the public, to the gratifying 
fact, that the publication in 
The Lancet, of Sir A.stley 
Cooper's manly and indignant 
observations, on the■ infamous 
treatment of patients for gonoi- 
rheea, which had long prevailed 
in the Borough Hospitals, has 
been almost immediately^ fol¬ 
lowed by an oflicial announce¬ 
ment, that the practiee' 
pg the heiUth> ai^ 
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tjents, by uiineoeWry saliva¬ 
tions, will be no longer a 
part of the system, and that 
the venereal wards of Guy’s 
hospital will shortly be opened 
under new and improved regu- 
lationa.

^ Itt oiir jownai' of last Week we 
detailed; Stinia experiments wliidi

«tat«b If this was a constant and 
ttoelrinj^ effect when bodies so 
changtHi thdr atatfss^ we lui^hl be 
' disposed to believe^ in union with 
■Our chemijc^al bralhren, that the 
matter of heat, is actually absorb¬ 
ed j or combined with bodies, when 
they enlarge in their ditnens ons, 
and lhatto this circuiuslanRe alone 
bodies might owe their particular 
atate, in the scale of - deiisit es. 
'J his effect, however, is not general, 
and as there are several pheno¬ 
mena connected with . this part 
of lire subject of our inquiry 
rqnKtantly taking place in our 
. expcriuieiits which seem to iiiiprise 
H coutrory opinion, we naturiilly 
feel more dissatisfied with the 
. present theory of latent heat, and 
lopk,^r some more rational soiu- 
. tion of the pi'uUleui* Previous to 
giving our own opinion on this 
. subject we shWlI stute a few of the 
experimenU wlbach we now allude 
to* , 

It is a familiar fact, that the 
. explosion qf gunpowder produces 
conaiderable heat. Perhaps it is 
not so well known that Ibe whole 
. of the gunpowder passes from the 
s^lid. to the mriforni State in thd 
act of expliisioh. The farbon or 
charcoal of the gunpowder is con' 
yerted into carbonic acid gas, the 
empjhiur into sulphuric and sub 
pBUrpua acid gW^es, and. the nitre 
td oXygeit gas in order to form 
the acids in question. 1$ere, tben< 
we have every part ol^ji^e eoffd 
mhntanrfit in«tantanfnnslv con¬ 
verted ihluarri/arM mii/ffr, wbieb 


is thpg^'eaNst cbai^, ^ the rate 
of eapaosion that chn he «^tpd; 
and yet instep of ferfd, Whi(^ 
agreeable to the, theory of lat^t 
heal oiiglu to be intense, we baVc 
jtist.lbe contrary effect proi^cea, 
namely great heat. This cirCiiu*- 
stanre if not alone suilRcienf to 
up^et the doctrine of latent tieat at 
all events offers as decided an 
exception to this latter part oLthe 
law ivhich we are examining, 
(naiiiely, that “all bodies passing 
from a denser to a rarer state 
absorb caloric"^ as the experi- 
menls we described irt a former 
nuinber do to the first part of * our 
subject “all boilies passing from 
a fai-er to a il- riser .stale give 
out laloric.*' VVitbout frirrtter 
cofninent on this fact, we shall 
proceed to notice a few others 
equally decided'in their results. 

Take a few grains of fuliniii- 
ating mercury, and place if on 
paper—now touch this solid ppw~ 
dtr with ihe end of a glass rod 
moistened with sulphuric acid, 
'or strike it smartly with a ham¬ 
mer on an anvil, and it will ex¬ 
plode. During the expTosiott it 
will instantaneously, he conveited 
into gastons iMaffcr; and yet, 
in.^tead of cold, great heat will> be 
produced. 

The explosion of fulniinaling 
silver, fulminating gold, See. are 
sinking instanrea of-heat being 
produced by bodies passing from 
the solid to the gaseous or mriform 
state.

or rays, of light when divided by 
the prism; a fact discovered by 
J)r. Herschel. ^Ve admit the 
fact, and for this specious reason

Pia mater ra¬ 
ther vascular anteriorly, but that 
part co vering the upper and pos¬ 
terior half uf the hemisjdicrcs 
of the cerebrurn was iquite scar¬ 
let arising from bloodextravasa-

Ventricles 
containing rather more fluid than 
na^ni, which wa.'k of a dark 
coknxr.

Friday May 14. —Mr. Brodik 
amputated the thigh of a inaii, 
aged 28 years, who was afflicted 
with a disease of the knee joint. 

Having made the first circular 
incision, four inches above the 
knee, Mr. Brodie found that the 
integuments were not completely 
divided, therefore it was carried 
de'per down to the muscles. 
After the limb was removed, a 
coiisidenihle difficulty was ex¬ 
perienced from the arteries l>eing 
numerous, and (he li^atuies slip¬ 
ping olf one or two of them, 
w’kich required to be again se¬ 
cured. li was found to be im¬ 
possible to take up one with the 
tenaculum, so, after two or three 
futile attempts, Mr. Brodie ran a 
ciUrved needle jnund tlie vessel, 
including the surro.andiiig parts 
for an eiglitii of an inch, and by 
tiglUeniog tiietigaUirethe bleeding 
Was stopped.

the accident. The uiieurism was 
now in the ham, about the sixe of 
a hen’s egg, but there appeared to 
be a quantity of blood extrava- 
sated in the course of the arteyr. 
IHr. Ewbank first made an inci¬ 
sion nearly midway between the 
knee and the pubis, at the edge of 
the sartorius muscle, and three 
inches in length ; the muscle was 
then turned aside, the sheath of 
the femoral artery cut throngh, 
and that vessel tied; but a little 
ditficuity arose from its adhering 
closely, and rather firmly to its 
sheath. When the ligatu e was 
tightened, all pulsation, of course, 
ceased ill the tumour; and the 
edges of the wound were broujjht 
together with adhesive plaster.

NEW METHOD OF DESTROYING 
STONES IN THE BLADDER’ 
WITHOUT THE OPERATION 
OF LITHOTOMY. 

At a meeting of the Royal, 
Institute OP Franck, held on 
the “Z^d of March last, M. ie 
Baron Percy read a report on a 
paper by Dr.CiviALE, entitled, 
‘ New method of deulroying Hones 
in the hladtler» withoot thtpptra^. 
tian of Lithotomy.'* The report 
.after giving a history of the dif- 
ferfiiU means that have been em¬ 
ployed for this distressing com¬ 
plaint, notices thosewhicb have 
been. more recently proposed, 
with a view to avoid a very pain¬ 
ful and dangerous operation. Be- 
lon^rigto this class, is electricity 
which by means of the voltaic 
pile, is capable of dissolving the 
stone; but numerous obstacles 
oppose themselves to the com¬ 
plete success of this ingenioas 
method. Various mechanical 
means have been tried for the 
purpose of breaking and destroy¬ 
ing stones in the bimlder. All 
were Aware of the great advan¬ 
tages to be derived from this plan 
but no one had yet devised an 
instrument that could be used 
with success. Butin 1818, 
Doctor CiviALE planted, io 
the Minister of thp, Intp^pr,

Fahis. ,.The ^fiwt thing* to be | 
done, and perlmps the most dtf- | 
hcult of all, consiUted in intro> 
diicing a strait Bound into thei 
bladder. One cannot determine 
if aiiji' of the medical men >vho 
claim the invention of the strait 
sound, had rjuUy employed it 
before M. Civiale, but the 
fact is, that Desault, Des- 
OHAMPS, and Lassonne, had 
conceived one of the same kind, 
and had even found some old 
sounds which were entirely 
straight. It is with the iirs 
irilrodaction of the straight 
sound that we must begin ; and

I am not 
aware of any plan of treatment 
that ia likely to be successful for 
th6 removal of this disease ; it 
appears to be entirely out of our 
reach. 
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In a late number we called the 
attention of our readers to one in- 
fanmus bye-law of this body, and 
have now to notice another, 
which, was passed in the begin¬ 
ning of last year, not less atro¬ 
cious or mischievous: we allude 
to the following.

It is a general rule, in daw, 
that a corporation l^ charter 
cannot make bye laws inconsis¬ 
tent with the intention and o*h 
jeet of its character,^ but onghit 
to frame every law so as to ad^ 
vanee tlie object of the charter, t 
Now the object of the charter 
of the Royal College of 
Suhgeons in London, as stated 
in the preamble, is the ‘promo¬ 
tion and encouragement of the 
science and practice of Sucgeiry. 
What can be more directly op? 
posed to its intentions thaii a 
measure increasing so much as 
this does the expence of a Chi- 
rurgical education I We atew- 
ed when considering the former 
bye-law, that the freest compe* 
tition would be the best means 
of promoting chirurgical sconce. 
This bye-law has a strong ,ten¬ 
dency to lessen competition; it 
drives out ofthe competUipnall 
those wke cannot, aflbrd: the 
additional expenen.- creat^^by 
the measn^ 
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lisf^ftUjBAtely too, the elTect 
of OToi^y additiOQ to the neces¬ 
sary expence of a surgical edu- 
caiiony is, to exclude from the 
profesiion the very men who 
would be most likely to exalt 
the scierice. The science of 
^Miffgory, like every'other science, 
16 to \)e acquired by industrious 
ap 4 >lication—and by industrious 
application only. Who is like¬ 
liest to bestow the necessary 
laborl he who is poor, or he 
who is rich? he who has the. 
strongest motives to exertion, 
or he who has scarcely any? 
he who bus nothing but his pro¬ 
fessional abilities to trust to for 
existence, or he who is indepen¬ 
dent of them ?—Surely he who 
is poorest, and who has conse¬ 
quently the most powerful in¬ 
centives to application; and 
this is the man who will find 
himself excluded from the pro- 
ibsston by this regulation. 

Another rule of law is that 
every bye-law to be valid must 
he reasonable in Itself;^ it must 
also be for the common benefit 
of tiid corporation, and not for 
that of a particular member or 
pet pr mmben only.*

Is it for the benefit of the whole 
corporation that the power of 
lecturing should be confined 
to a few privilcdged indivi¬ 
duals ? Whythe Examiners make 
these regulations is obvious 
enough. This junta consists as 
our readers well know chiefly of 
hospital surgeons, some of whom 
lecture during the winter. Here 
then is the reason for the prefe¬ 
rence shewn to hospital siir- 
gedns and winter lectures. The 
object of the bye-law ob¬ 
viously IS to compel all students 
to attend their lectures, however 
superior tlioiie of any summer 
lecturer may be^—^in fewer words 
their object is to put money into 
their own pockets let chirurgical 
science fare as it may. 'What 
other reason can they possibly 
have for making these regulatU 
ons ? Will they tell us there is 
something in the naturb-pf ehi-, 
rurgical science which prevciDta 
its being taught in oumther !■ li it 
so rare as to require condeosa^a 
by the frosts oT winter 'it 
for conveyance to - the 
the studentF ?. Or do the 
thies of the College intend to 
sen that nobody is or cao be i||[. 
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)>6iaea8ion of it but them^lveij 
and consequently that none bat 
themelves can teach it f 

The King^ himself has not 
power to create a monopoly in 
firvoar of any person, yet this 
junta of petty tyrants arrogate 
to themselves the power ofcreat* 
ing a monopoly and that too in 
their own favour 1! 1 

Neither of the two bye-laws 
we have more particularly con¬ 
sidered, have yet, we believe 
been ratified and confirmed by 
the Chancellor, Lord Treasurer 
or Chief Justice, or three of them 
pursuant 1 q the statute 19th 
Henry VII. c. 7. The College 
is therefore liable to a penalty of 
forty pounds for each law made 
without such consent. We hopa I 
the Chancellor Treasurer and 
Judges will not be prevailed 
upon to ratify them, but if they 
do confirm them the question of 
legality will remain just where 
it is :■ for it has been decided that 
the approval of the Chancellor 
"■ doth not corroborate any 
df the ordinations made by any 
corporation but leaves them to 
ttdufflrmed as good or disaffirmed 
as'bnilawfttl by the law, the sole 
benefit the corporation obtains 
by such an allowance is that it 
not incur the penalty of 
pounds/* 


We some time since reobm- 
mended the profession to peti¬ 
tion Parliament to abrogate tlie 
present, and grant tliem a 
charter, which might so ooj^i- 
tute the college, that the per^ 
sons, having the power of 
making bye-laws should jbe 
elected by the whole body of 
the members of the College. 

This recommendation we now 
most earnestly renew. Such a 
measure will be equally neces¬ 
sary, whether these odious bye¬ 
laws aro put into execution, or 
minullcd either by the Chancel¬ 
lor’s and Judges refusal to con¬ 
firm them, or by the Examiners 
themselves. For, as the College 
is at present constituted, it' is 
not in the nature of tiling that 
any measure beneficial either to 
the profession or to society at 
large can emanate from it. It is 
an invariable law of human aa-^ 
lure, that every man will, if he ■ 
can, promote his own interest, 
in preference to that of others ; 
we may deplore the existeiice: 
of this law ; we may endeavour 
to hide it from ourselves ; but 
we cannot alter it.

In most of 
fhem thb promotion 'Of Chirur- 
gteaV Science on which the 
health and. happiness of society 
so ameh .-depend, is, as might 
ibei'expeieted* sacrificed to the 
onpidity of the few in power.

. CJHfiMISTtlY. 

As we have ia our prevtont 
nambera stafed oamelses to be 
uabeliercrajn the present theory 
of Heat, we deem it bfit tkia^o 
follow the subject by ^staling to 
our readers what Cur private 
opinion on this may be; and we 
fully intended doii^ ao in this 
number of our journal, but on 
preparing the subject for the 
purpose, we hnd that we cannot 
satisfactorily convey our opinions 
without first noticing some facts 
connected with the radiation and 
conduction of heat, and also with 
electrical temperature. We are 
therefore obliged to postpone it 
until we shall have noticed those 
further phenomena of beat, which 
will be necessary to be referred 
to, in support of Our dbetrine. In 
regard to these pheiiomeBa we 
shall fit St notice, the ** Cea- 
ducting power of hodiee,'* £xpe- 
liment teaches ua. that ;di&rent 
substances conduct heat in differ¬ 
ent ratios; in other words, aeme 
substancea permit Or allow, heat to 
pass easily through their bodies, 
while ethers will scarcely aUflsy.

The particles 
of air which aie heated in the at¬ 
mosphere, always ascend and fly 
upwards, because they are ex- 
pnnded by the heat, and therefore 
rendered lighter than those around 
them, but if atmospheric air be 
heated and thrown into a volume 
of hydrogen gas, they will not 
rise, nor will the ** beat ascend 
simply because the heated parti¬ 
cles of atumphoric air remain still 
specifically heavier than the hy¬ 
drogen gaii. So also, notwith¬ 
standing hot water rises to the 
surface of cold, yet it will not 
rise through the atmosphere, un¬ 
less, indeed it be so far expanded 
as to be tohverted into steam or 
vapour, in Which case it is found 
to be specifically lighter. We 
may fairly conclude that in every 
case where heat appears to as¬ 
cend, that it is not a property 
of heat itself,' or the levity of 
its nsture, but that it simply 
expands either the particles of 
some liquid, or air, which become 
specifically lighter than they 
were before, therefore rise up¬ 
ward and cany the heat which 
they Imve acquired along with 
them; therefore, instead of say¬ 
ing tiiat ** beat is the lightest 
body kaoWn;** we nmy with more 
propriety observe that heated par- 
tieliis if eoBimon > matter are 
cold onos. 


We ore ^iiiiciilar'in etpcsb^ 
these errors, because they mis- 
lend ibe fdlowers of truth and 
tnjttie the true interests of science 
by impressing false ikbtions on the 
mind, which are earned, with all 
their baneful effects into every 
inquiry, and prejndice, as we 
every day see, even the results of 
expdrimento themselves. 

Agreeably to the steve law, 
water and other fluids are heated 
under common circumstances^ by 
first heating the particles whicn 
are at the bottom of the vessel 
and in contact with the source of 
heat; these become specifically 
lighter by this means, and conse¬ 
quently rise through the floid 
above to the surface, they are 
succeeded by anolhei set of parti¬ 
cles, by a third.&c., which heated, 
pass up in the same way, uhtil; 
the whole becomes of a given 
temperature. . The heating of 
water is effected not by its con^ 
ducting power, but by a change 
of gravity and situation. A piece 
of iron placed upright on the fire 
would, on the contrary be helat^ 
by the conducting property b£ 
iron, and not by a change in the 
situation of its particles, because 
they are solid and immpveable 4 : 

When liquid particles are com¬ 
pressed into solids they then con¬ 
duct heat rapidly;—it is mifly 
their easily movealMe utote . tbit 
appears to render them non-e^ 
ducting bodies. As heated paifw 
ticles are tighter, and rise amoiig 
cool ones, we may expect that cool 
ones will consequently fall amoiig 
warm ones, this is really the cast^ 
and proves the reason why some 
situations near the sea are comM

Cor 
the convenience of dressing 
issues or seton in cases of'disea¬ 
sed vertebne, where the slight¬ 
est motion of the body should be 
avoided. The situation of the 
latter opening, and its length, 
must vary according to the part 
affected in the individual to 
whose case it is adapted ; but 
it should not exceed six or seven 
inches in width, for fear of 
taking off too much of the sup¬ 
port of the body. When the 
spinels in a very tender state, 
the firm pad should be exchanged 
for a softer one, made with 
feathers.

Fig. 1 ttiiows tlie apparatus complete, 
with the reading table. The tran-duor 
for the, spine is left open, and ttic two 
portions of the iiifprior division are 
placed at different elevations ; that on 
the right side is the position fur fractured 
thiglis, that on the left for fractured knee- 
pans. 

Fig. 9 gives another view of the ap¬ 
paratus, showing tile situation of the 
central opening, and the inferior division 
in the horizontal position, adapted to 
fractures of the leg.

In gene¬ 
ral, a considerable inflammation 
of the skin ensued, matter form¬ 
ed, and the feathers fell out.

At the end of four w^ks the 
pigeon was killed, tiy a.ccurate 
anatomical investigation, 1 found 
the roots of the hair were sur¬ 
rounded with a smalt portion of 
thickened cellular tissOe; by the 
aid of. a magnifying glassj some 
minute threads could be dis¬ 
cerned at the points of the hairs, 
which had become thinner. 
These eiicpcrimcnts were fre¬ 
quently repeated with the hairs 
of other animals and with neafT 
ly the same results; the follow¬ 
ing were the most successful. 

Fifth Experiment, 

. A bunch of feathers was cut 
from the back ofa pigeon within 
an inch of the skin; a lon^tbick 
needle was carried through each 
feather, till the point penetrated ! 
tbe c^ttremily,: and reaching the | 
skin of the biid produced a de¬ 
gree, of pain which indicated 
that it had gone far enough.-rr*

I made an experiment with 
hairs on' mysell In six small 
punctures^ which 1 made with a 
Cataract needle, shaped like a 
lanoct, in myleft fore-arm 1 plaob* 
ed some haiVs which were taken 
from the eye brows of a f^nd, 
and sectired them with strips of 
adhesive plaster. For some dny*

Tenth Eanperimentf with daws. 

1 took out the first phalanx of 
a pi^on’s toe, and carefully se¬ 
parated the claw from it. I 
then plucked from the tail of 
the bird a youn^ strong* feather, 
and placed the claw on the bed 
of tlie feather, which was filled 
with blood and serum. 'I'he 
next day the claw appeared to 
■ be completely inclosed, the ex- 
travasated biood having* dried 
over it. On the eigfhth day the 
point of the claw first appeared, 
and twodays after the whole claw 
appeared abot'e the cuticle, and 
on being: touched fell out; the 
.inside was quite hollow. The 
experiment appeared to have 
entirely failed. 1 observed ac-, 
oidentally, however, some few 
days after, in the same spot, a 
small white point, which 1 at 
first took for the upper part 
of the horny sheath of a 
new feather, but which, as it 
continued to increase, 1 dis¬ 
covered to be a new claw, 
the old one having been thrown 
olT. like cuticle. The young 
claw was at first soft, and of a 
whiter colour than the old one, 
but H hardened gradually, and 
became first of a yellowish, and 
at length of a brown colour, the 
old claw having been perfectly 
black.

Eleventh EjpperimenL 

The transplanting of the spurs 
pf young cocks to the wounded 
surface of their combs is an ex¬ 
periment so" well known, and 
which has been, so often re¬ 
peated, that 1 shall not dwell 
upon it. In many parts of Ger¬ 
many, as in Mecblenburg, for 
instance, the old women are 
very dexterous iti castrating 
cocks, and in transplanting their 
spurs to their combs. The 
transplanted spurs often grow 
to the height of several inches. 

In transplanting the spurs of 
young cocks to the feet of fowls, 
or ftigeoDs, 1 succeeded best 
when 1 made a crucial incision 
with the point of a bistoury, half 
a line from the flat basis of the 
spur; I then planted it in a 
wound made in a similar man¬ 
ner in the fool of the other bird, 
and covered it with a circular 
piece of adhesive plaster. . 

1 never observed any forma¬ 
tion of matter, when the trans¬ 
planted part did not take root. 

- 1 made a wound in a young 
pigeon, on the skin surrounding 
the root of the bill, and stuck 
upon it the spur of a young eock, 
which looked at first like a little 
corn oh the foot. It did not 
appear to increase in the' first 
week, but afterwards it grew 
very fast. The pigeon was lulled ? 
a few months anw, when » gn-

1 stuck the spur of a very youngs 
cock, about the size of a millet- 
grain, on a wart which was 
situated on my left thumb, and 
which was half cut away. It 
grew very quickly, and at the 
end of a month it liad attained 
a considerable size, when I cut 
oif the wart at the root. 

Tmlfth EarperimetU , wilhfiieeeii 
of skin. 

1 made a wound at the roof of 
the bill of an old pigeon, while 
Dr. Clot, physician to the hospi¬ 
tal at Marseilles, who lias fre¬ 
quently assisted me in these 
experiments, cut off a piece of 
akin, of the size of four lines, 
from ilie wattle of a young cock. 
The piece of skin was united 
with the wound by strips of ad¬ 
hesive plaster. When the strifis 
of plaster were removed, a few 
days after, the part had assumed 
a livid glossy colour, but it ad¬ 
hered firmly. Some time after 
the skin separated, and there 
was an appearance of a small 
' red prominence et the part. 

Jiiirteaith Experiment. 

1 scalped the upper part of a 
pigeon’s head, so as to expose 
the parietes, a part of the occiput 
and osfrontis being still covered 
with pericranium, A corre¬ 
sponding flap from the inner 
aide of the thigh of a pig 
Tourteen days old, was fastened 
to the wound by six sutures.— 
The edges of the wound seemed 
to be closely united to it by 
'.hlooAahd lymph. After lome 
days the' f&nWi wtunb 


little swetiingi began to 
on the. skin of tte bird, were 
witbdrav^n, and appeared to> bo 
moist with lymph. The: flap 
continued firmly adhecMit> and 
the bird was lively. Aiitto end 
of eight days some,fine bristles, 
which had been carefully shaved 
off the skin of the pig braqra the 
operation, made their ajppear- 
anco; they were about as long 
as a beard of three or (our days 
growth. 

On the tenth day I opened (he 
left jugular vein of the pigeon; 
1 suffered it to lose as much 
as would fill a table-spoon, while 
an assistant took two teawipoonB- 
full from the carotid of a young 
pig. At the same instont the 
blood was introdued idto the 
vein of the pigeon, and probably 
carried dirtujtly to the heart; the 
bird being seized wilh two suc¬ 
cessive convulsions, distortion of 
the eyes, gcneneral sltflteess fol¬ 
lowed in a few seconds by dralh. 
On opening it I found the right 
ventricle of the heart filted wilh 
blood; in other respects nothing 
remarkable. 

Emricenth Etperimmt. 

The neck of a chicken four 
w'eeks old, was exposed by the 
excision of a piece of skin of the 
size of 2 ineWs, and a piece of 
skin taken from the inside of the 
thigh of a pig 4 weeks old, was 
introduced into the exposed sur¬ 
face. The flap of the skin ap¬ 
peared to uuite with the cutis of 
the bird by the first intention.

The name may make some of 
you smile, at least those of you 
who have not felt it, A chordcc 
is a j)Hiiif(iI erection of tlic penis, 
and durin"- the erection, the 
penis is drawTi cither violently 
back or to one side.. The cause 
of the coiiipiuint is an inflamma¬ 
tory condition of the corpus

To remove this hanlness you 
should din^ct the liniment, liy- 
drar^. to be rubbed on tlie {.art 
night and morning; or you may 
order it to be kept covered by 
plasters of the curat, sapoiiis ;

Of Mfedittgs from the Urethra. 

We arc sometimes called to 
persons having coiusiderable 
hemorrhage from the urethra. 
It sometimes occurs from the 
rupture of a vessel during in¬ 
flammation ; at other times, and 
more 'frequently .so, it is caused 
by the introduction of a catheter 
or bougie. From whatever cause 
it proceeds the

hand a little nearer, towardi 
you : proceeding carefully in 
this way, you will at last learn 
the precise spot from whence 
the blood flow's, which you will 
generally find to bo from that 
part of the urethra opposite the 
symphysi.s pubis. If you conti^ 
niie to pre.ss with your Anger 
and lliuiub f >r a quarter of an 
hour or twenty minutes the 
bleeding will cease; but as this 
w'ould be tedious and often in- 
convoiiient, a com]>ress placed 
upon the part, and secured by a 
roller carried round the loins 
and brought up between the 
thighs, will answer equally 
well, and perhaps better, as it 
may be wrorn for an hour or two 
if deemed necessary. 1 have 
gone into a room and found a. 
pension soused all Oyer with 
water in consequence of a 
bleeding of this description; such 
a practice is useless and absurd. 
You may give to the patient 
some aperient medicine, and ta 
lessen the disposition to hemorr¬ 
hage you may take blood from 
the arm.

Inflammation of the Testicle and 
Epididijmis, 
l^Adpihpl0u{;ici^^ 
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of patholo^, used to be caliod 
hernia hurnoralU, in conse¬ 
quence of a belief that it arose 
from a fluxion of liumors to the 
testicles. The inflammation of 
the testicles g'enerally shews it¬ 
self from within tea to fourteen 
days after the appearance of the 
gonorrhoeal di.scimrjjc. 'I'he 
symptom indicative of inflam¬ 
mation of the testicles, is a 
sensation of a drof> of urine in 
tlie periu-jeum : at this tiriic the 
inflainmatioij is proceeding-down 
the iircl}ira,and before it reaches 
the testicle, afl'ectstiic prostate, 
verurnontannm, vasa deferentia, 
])roceed.s np the cord to the ah- 
domintil ring, then attacks tlie 
epididymis, and linally the tes¬ 
ticle itself: while the inflamma¬ 
tion is coaiined to the epididy¬ 
mis the patient feels little or no 
pain, but when it has passed to 
the body of the testicle, then 
there will be felt excessive pain 
in consequence of the unyield¬ 
ing- nature of the Uincia albu¬ 
ginea. The scrotum is some¬ 
times reddened, arising from the 
degree of violence -which cha- 
racterizes the inflammation. 
The pain does not, generally 
^pgeidtiDg, correspond' to the 
inuiitnued course of the inflam- 
iptt^Oujuat now descril^ to you, 
and m fact the inflammation it- 
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self often appears less regular 
in its progress. The introduc¬ 
tion of a bougie is a common 
cause of this cuniplair»t ; and let 
me tell you, that when it gives 
niucli pain or excites inilamma- 
mation, it should not be used 
for tbreo or four days iogetVicr.

To be pursued is, first to order 
the patient a suspensory bandage 
(indeed if the gonorrhoea bo at 
all violent it is not riglit to at¬ 
tempt its cure without one *, it 
will often prove a preventive to 
inflamed testicles). Well, then 
first order a suspensory bandage ; 
give the patient two or three ca¬ 
lomel and colucynth pills and in 
the morning a dose of infusion of 
senna with s'.ilphatc of magne¬ 
sia. Apply to the testis a lotion 
composed of one ounce of spirits 
of wine and five ounces of water ’ 
or, muriate of ammonia and 
water and a small quantity of the 
spirit. These means lusually suc¬ 
ceed in overcoming the disease 
if they should not, you must take 
blood from the scrotum but not 
by the application of leeches, at 
least not in private practice as

'I'he 
distinction betwetMi :i sympatlic- 
tic bubo and one from syphilis, 
consists, in this circumstance; 
in general, one gland only is 
enlarged in syphilis, hut in a 
sympathetic bubo, you nio-^t fre¬ 
quently find a oliain of glands 
affected ; in the groin there arc 
two sets of glands, one just a- 
bove poiipart's ligament, and the 
other about two inches or an 
inch and u half below it. The 
lower tier is seldom eulargied 
from sympathy, the upper fre¬ 
quently. Whether llie gland 
will supfuiratc or not depends 
greatly on the mode of lieat- 
jnent—if merciirv be given, it 
will be hurried into a siippiira- 
i}\c process, therefore it should 
not used, so as to produce a 
mercurial action in the system, 
connected with aperients, it h 
proper. The plan of treatment 
in sympathetic bubo, is the same 
as that for inflammation in any 
other part of the body ; you 
purge the patient, apply leeches 
and an evaporating lotion, and 
advise him to diminish his quan¬ 
tity of exercise. By this plan, it 
goon gives way, and it is his 
own fault if it suppurates. The 
glans penis is covered with a 
plesOB Of absorbents, and by 


making a small puncture lA^ 
the skin of the dead snbiect 
and introducing some quick¬ 
silver under it, those of the 
dorsum receive the mercury', and 
by this means you inject the 
glands of the groin. Irritation 
by sympathy, or from the vene¬ 
real virus, extends in this direc¬ 
tion. The plexus on llie glans 
becomes inflamed, the absorbents 
on the dorsum irritated, and 
then the glands of »he groin en¬ 
larged ; liicy are enlarged by a 
continued sympathy rather than 
tlie sympathy by which one part 
becomes aiTected by another at a 
distance from it, it is by a con¬ 
tinuation of the inflammation, 
which commences at the mouth 
of the absorbents and iermiiiatcs 
in the gland. 

Gleet. 

TIkj disease of which I shall 
now proceed to speak, is pro- 
tr.'icted in its length and diilicult 
to cure; but first 1 have a few 
words to say on tlie nature of 
gleet. Gleet is said to be that 
sfuge of gDuorrlieea when the 
discharge ceases to be infectious. 
1 doubt whether there is such a 
complaint as gleet according to 
this definition, for I cannot help 
believing that a gonorrhoea ne¬ 
ver ceases to be infectious. Go¬ 
norrhoea when neglected sinks 
into a gleet, and is known by 
the change of the colour of the 
discharge, and the pain attend¬ 
ing the inflammatory stag-o ceas¬ 
ing. In this state is the dis¬ 
charge infectious or not? 1 
doubt niy'self whether a gonor¬ 
rhoea ever loses its power-pf 
causing infection as long as any 
discharge from the urethra ip-

It requires the same remedies as 
are Used in gonorrhoea; bulraro 
of copaiba or some form of tur¬ 
pentine will be iound the best, 
and to these you add such local 
treatment as the state of the iu- 
flkmmation demands. But with 
re^ ar l to goncnhuial rheiima- 
tnm some form of turpentine 
must be .exhibited ; either tlie 
spirit of turpentime, the bahum 
copaiba, or olibhiuiin. When 
you have practiced a little you 
wi.ll,lind this to be true. 1 do 
not recollect to have met with a 
description of it in any surgical 
work, but whoever has practiced 
at ali must have frequently met 
with it.

I'here is a circumstance which 
1 am exceedingly anxious to 
dweJl on, I allude to a discharge 
from YOung females, and l hope 
that there is not one here this 
evening but will be strongly im¬ 
pressed with theimporUuice of, 
the subject. Children from one 
year old, and even under, up to 
the age of puberty are frequently 
the subject of a purulent dis¬ 
charge from the pudendum, 
chiefly originating beneath the 
preputium cliloridis; the nym- 
phai orifice of the vagina and the 
meatus urinarius, are in an in¬ 
flamed stale, and pour out a dis-^ 
charge, llie bed linen and 
n^st of ,tbe clothes are marked 
by it. It now and then happens 
to a nervous woman, to be,

and she suspects her child 
having acted iii an impfO}|;i^; 
manner; and perhaps not quite 
clear herself, she is more reai||r

appease any local inflammation 
by the use of such lotions, as the 
liquor plumb],dilutus; aipongc 
dipped in these, should be in¬ 
troduced into the vag-lnn, and 
be allowed to remain there-, 
it should however be orieh re¬ 
moved and cleaned. It is ne¬ 
cessary that the patient should 
take aperiont medicines.

1 observed, when speaking of 
^leet in males, that is was doubt- 
ftil whether the dischargee, as 
long' ns it continued, ever cea.sed 
to be infections. The same ob¬ 
servation applies to females.— 
The learned j)roressor here re¬ 
lated the experiment detailed 
by Mr. HuMtkr, in his w'ork on 
syphilis, shewing the length of 
time the infection may he pro¬ 
pagated by a'fomaU;,"after the 
appearance of the discharge. 


CHEMISTKY. 

If we examine the difierent 
substances about us, under coin- 
moh circumstances, wc (ind them 
all of the same temperature, 
whether they bo in the solid 
liquid, or ^riform state; or if we 
place a heated body iii the open 
84 r, it soon loses its previously 
acquired heat, and becomes of 
the same general temperature 
with those around it. We stated 
iQj)uf l|iit number that sqipe bo¬ 
dies ^at ilirough 


their substances from ohe pari 
to another, while others on the 
contrary refused to do so at nil, 
at least so far as we are enabled 
to detect; perhaps it may be 
conceived that this property of 
bodies is the cause Of the uni¬ 
form temperature observed in 
nature by transmitting any in¬ 
creased heat which may ac- 
cuniulale from one situation to 
another where thetomf>erature is 
less, and thus diffusing the heat 
in a general and uniform manner. 
'I'hut this is the fact in some cases 
maybe true,but generally it is not 
so for heat is diffused Ihrougliout 
nature, md by induction, but by 
a jiropcrty called I'afiuitivn. Ail 
bodies have this pro|;»erly of send¬ 
ing rays of heat from their sur- 
lacc:>, and whenever they possess 
more of it than exist in others 
they radiate Jjcal with groat 
rapidity; and as the heat by this 
means is driven off in every di¬ 
rection from any heated body,that 
body soon parts with its extra por¬ 
tion of heat, becomes reduced to 
the general temperature and 
linda an equilibrium in a time 
dependent on its rate of radia¬ 
tion. The heat which wc feel 
when we approach w'ithin a 
short distauec of a red hot can¬ 
nonball is that which is rtidiat- 
ivg from the surface of the ball, 
and passinpr off in every direc- 
I lion with incalculable velocity, 
infringing on our bodjes^ and in 
fact every other substance with- 
I in the induence of its rays, and 
causes the sensation which we 
experience. As the beat does 
not again return, it soon expends 
itself, and the ball acquires 
mean temperature of surropodr. 
I injg bodies. It may be obfeerveW 
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tW. bodies in tbe. iihmediate 
neighbourhood of a heated sub¬ 
stance, acquire an increase of 
t^perature : this they do by 
eonductirig the heat which, h 
radiated hom the heated body 
into tiieir substances; hut these 
bodies being: obedient to the 

same law of radiation, fomi semi 
off their newly-ac<iuired heat to 
other bodies ; these receive and 
part with it ag-ain to others; and 
thus % radiation heat is jiassed 
from object to object, and a uni- 
* form and general temperature is 
preserved throughout natn«'. 

AH bodies do not. radiate heat 
with the same facility, and many 
interesting experiments may be 
made to prove this fact. I'ill a 
copper tea-kettle with boiling 
water, having previously bright¬ 
ened one side of it, and suffered 
the other to rcmiain in its usual 
black state, which it acquires 
by the soot from the lire. Now 
place a delicate thermometer 
three accniMtely measured inches 
from each side of tlie kettle, 
and you will observe that the 
thtTraometer on the black side 
will rise several tlcgrees, while 
that on the bright side will 
scately be affected. This experi¬ 
ment teaches us tliE t the heat is 
radiated, or sent off from, the 
black side of iho kettle with 
more rapidity than from the jkj- 
lished.—Again, heat two metal 
balls, of the ^ame si^c, to the 
same 'temperature, by placiilg 
them either in a sand bath of 
boiimg water, let one have a 
polished surface, aiid let the 
other be blackened. Now re-

1 apprehend to contain tho taor- 
phium, and to tho cjrt^osition of 
this fact, my present and imme¬ 
diate purpose is contlned. 

This residuum of tbn>c pounds, 
was rnaoerated in a mixture coii- 
sist.in§f of fourteen pints of dis¬ 
tilled water and two pints of 
Strang acetic acid, for twelve 
hours, three times, end to the 
liquor when drawn ofl‘. ammo¬ 
nia was added in excess, when 
u chang-e to a creamy stiite en¬ 
sued. 'I he creamy substance 
was shortly precipitated, and 
being separated from the fluid, 
was w'ashed repeatedly in dis¬ 
tilled water, and wjien dried 
weighed 38 drachms 20 grains. 
This substance I apprehend to 
be morpkium, so called, (impure) 
and when divided by means of 
boiling Milphuric letlier and al¬

ON THE CURE OF HYDRO¬ 
PHOBIA. 

{[From Ilufeland'n Juuntol der prntinche^ 
Hoilkuude.—Morel), j 

Blitters under the tongue in 
hydrophobia, long knoum in 
Greece under the name of 
Lyttait. liy Dr. X.\nthos, 
of SiphnuH, in Greece. 

At the end of Jaminry 1823, 
asmany of my coiintryntjn. corn- 
fuelled by the events vvhich oc¬ 
curred in our country, were 
travelling^ from Russia throufirh 
Germany to Marseilles, 1 .^aw 
one of them who came from 
Trapezunt,who had been bitten 
by a dog^ in Hanover. 

He had a considerable wound 
in the middle of the ri^ht thijrh. 
which pained him in walking^. 
Notwithstanding' my advice, 
that he should atop on his journey 
till the wound was hoalod, he 
insisted on setting nut the same 
day with bis coanlryinen, and 
took nothing witli him but a 
little mild salve. Early in the 
niontli of May, 1 met this man 
again with 27 of my country¬ 
men, in Zurich, and was happy 
to find the wound in a short 
time completely healed. The 
man said it was a lucky cir¬ 
cumstance that the,dog wns not 
mad: upon which a Greek, from 
the Pelofionnesus, considerahl^' 
adviuiced in year,s, and well ac¬ 
quainted with the customs of 
our .country, observed, that if 
the dog bad been mad, it would 
Dpt have beeu.pf much coiise- 
qaencei, all that would have 


been necessary was to cut out 
tbe !y\nni» soon as possible^ 
I iii im-di;.iel} put the question 
to him, *What do you mean 
by the Lyexais V He replied, 
‘ in persons who have been bit-^ 
ten by mad dogs, there appea; 
on the ninth day, little blisters 
under the tongue, which w'e call 
Lyssais ; these must be cut off 
with a sharp knife, and the 
bleedl.'ig suffered to continue 
till the poison is discharged.* 
Acquainted with tho informa¬ 
tion} which Dr. Marochetti 
had commiiniratcd on this sub¬ 
ject, I i^onsidered the testimony 
of this old Greek, extremely 
important. 1 inquired of my 
other cor.ntrymen, who had li ved 
in varloiK provinces of Greece, 
whether they wore acquainted 
with this practice; mo d of them 
Jin:iiwcred in the affirmative ; 
icome assured me that they had 
often witnessed it. 

As my cx)untrymen w ere too 
much dispersed in different places 
to enable me personally to ob¬ 
tain particular informtition on 
this subject from each of them, 
[ sent CA^rtain questions from 
Heidelbiirv, and obtained from 
Aran, the fuliowinganswerfrom 
Polychronis, a Thessalian. 

** if a man is bitten by a mad 
dog, on the tiinlii day small blis¬ 
ters, called Lytsais appear un¬ 
der the tongue ; they are about 
thesizc^of a pea, some of them 
smaller! they are rather dark 
coloured, and* look like flesh.— 
I'liey are situated on the under 
side of the tongue, near the 
membranous band; particularly 
on the side of the veins. If you 
observe the tongue of a sound 
iiian> and then examino that ..of 
a man who has beeb bitteitijjk: 
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b mad do^iyou wiU.imm^atelJ 
sea tlie difTercnce. 

' “ At soon as these Ly^sais are 
observed, they must be out out 
with a sharp knife, and the 
bleeding* continued, till the 
poison-is discharged, if this is 
neglected, or deferred too long, 
as for instanoe till tlie twentieth 
day the brain becomes alVocted, | 
and the patient will die in deplo¬ 
rable convulsions." 

Seven Greeks, wlso w’ere 

staying at A-, p.Hrtly natives 

of Thessaly and Epirns, and 
partly from the islands of Greece, 
conlirmcd this testimony. Ano¬ 
ther from Lag'.ira, near Larissa, 
wrote to the same etlVct, add'.ng 
that in his country after the 
Lffssais had been cut out, and 
the wound s'.ifl’ered to bleed a 
considerable time, a red 'not irpii 
was often apjjlied to the port 
for several days. An Erurot, 
K. \V. wrote mo word from Basil, 
that in his country, when the 
Lyssitis were out out, and the 
wound had bled coi)i ju>ly itw^*? 
the custom toru’n it with garlic 
and common salt. He assures 
me that he has often seen 
this done, and that when 
this plan has been carefully 
pursued the patient after the 
fortietli day is oitt of all danger. 
He adds, that the inlKibilants of 
the neighbouring mountains, 
after the Lysnah have been cut 
out wash out a gun-barrel with 
water, and make the patient i 
wash mouth with the rm- ! 

Thirteen Greeks staying at 
Bazil confirmed this testimony, 

with some slight varinions. 

A Peloponnesian#®<* years old, 
faml been trade from 

ii^ to twenty in RussUf 


who had since resided at Odessa, 
and who is now in Switzerland, 
tells me that he has often, em¬ 
ployed this method in Russia 
with the happiest success. 

lo ^otiio parts of Greece, it is 
tlie custom to apply squeezed 
i river crawfish to the bitten part; 
a drink is also prejiared by 
squeezing these crawfish, and 
pouring upon them wine or 
water. Theinliahitantsof many 
provinces of Greece, have great 
faith in tfio efl'cacy of crawfish 
in cases of hydrophobia, and use 
them both internally and exter¬ 
nally. 

Tlioy do not neglect also to 
treat the bitten part by burning, 
excision, cschnrotics, &c. 

From all this infornialion it 
appears that the treatment of 
I hydrophobia throughout Greece 
is the same, namely, hy excision 
of the lyssais.''' A question now 
I arises whether the peasant by 
w'hom Marochetti saw this treat¬ 
ment successfully employed, 
learnt it from a Grech, or in 
Greece itself. That it had its ori¬ 
gin in Greece, is evident from the 
name Ly.ssais, which is used 
throughout that country. Mr. 
Sieber the traveller bus lately 
declared, that lie has discovered a 
remedy Tor hydrophobia in Greece 
which he does not, how'evcr,dis- 
closo, as he has a view lo indem¬ 
nifying. himself by selling the 
socri*!. Whether this remedy is 
that wTirch lias been pointed out, 
or some other, lime will shew. 
In the mean time 1 should have 
thought mvj^elf wanting in the 
duty which i owe to niy fellow- 
men, if i had not as soon as poi-

1 think the above commiinica- 
tibn deserves the greatest atten¬ 
tion, and 1 beg leave to thank 
Dr. Xanlhos for it in the name of 
the public. It shews lu the true 
country in which this discovery 
was made, which is probal>1y one 
of great antirpiity. The state- 
nient is conftrnied by the strong- 
estevidence, that of a great num- 
bet of Greeks coming from diffe¬ 
rent districts,many of whom were 
advabred in years. 1 must confess 
that 1 received M. Marochetti’s 
paper on the subject some years 
ago, but 1 declined inserting it, 
until something should be ascer¬ 
tained by accurate observation, 
as 1 had jnst before been dis¬ 
appointed in my trials of the 
Alima Plantago which had 
been recommended from the 
same quarter. 

. My friend-Dr. Rvst gave an 
account of these blisters in his 
magazine, and further observa- 
tHHM oil the phenomena of blis- 
tars under the tongue ib hydro¬ 
phobia made at the instance 

ofithe {Russian Government.— 
The result was, that they were 
diioffirqpediD saiaiiy aases-wbich 
oebuxied ip the hospitals. 'Htiit 
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they were hot always i&jDpver^ 
is probably to be atl^ut^ to 
the examination being made U} 0 . 
late, sjhw Dr. Xanilios o^rves 
that they are only to be found 
within a" certain time after ihe 
bite. In France the blisters have 
bc«en observed, and in some cases 
treated with success. 

The present compunication 
must give additioual ijufwrtance 
to tills subject, and cajls uponall 
physicians to give tiie utmost 
attention to it, a.s it may enable 
us to make advances in the,know¬ 
ledge and treatment of'aii hitherto 
intractable disease, and to free 
mankiiiii from one of thqir most 
formidable scourges. 

A method is here pointed out 
of preventing the disease, and it 
is not itnprobable that tliis uni¬ 
versal practice is one of the chief 
causes of the unfrequeucy of hy¬ 
drophobia in the Levant. 


Canes illustrating the virtues of 
Ole^m Terebinthina: in the 
rvre of Puerperal Fever. • ■ 
Read before the Medical Soci¬ 
ety of Charleston. S. C. By 
Isaac A. Johnson, M. D.

Case I. . 

Mrs. C. D. aged thirty-five 
years, was delivered of a dead 
child on the 19th of August 1820. 
She seemi^ tolerably well until 
the 21st, w'hen she complained 
of .severe paips in,the headed 
abdomen, the latter being cd.n- 
siderably. tumefied and Sor«: lo 
the touch. $he w »»\ery reuUess, 
>er tongue ftirted. 
add frequent, > tbtliVfflt 
presslon of the dSielnrgB^ 
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inb? had ber bowels been evaeu'' 
atcd since her confinement->in 
conseqaeneeof wFiich, asolation 
of Epsom salts and magnesia was 
administered, which had the ef¬ 
fect of piirpngr the bowels, but 
did not. contribute much towards 
alleviating the pain and swellinjf 
of the aMomen. Visitln" her 
the following* morning', (‘22 Jshe 
still complained of gfreat iineaH- 
ness about the abdomen. I there¬ 
fore prescribed the spirit of tur¬ 
pentine andca>tor oil,equal parts, 
in doses of half an onnee every 
hour until the bowels wore freely 
evacuated. On visiting' her in the 
evening I was not ajitllo grati¬ 
fied to find her greatly relieved 
of pains, and that .she imdpa sed 
a tolerably comforlablo day.— 
Thus encouraged', I continued 
the medicine untit the following 
morning-, (23J) when 1 !:l* inter- 

ened. The most alarmoig symp¬ 
toms being subdued by I lie ftir- 
pentine, on the morning of the 
2-llh it wnsnmiUod, and the case 
treated as one of common fever 
until the 2Stij, when tlse abdo¬ 
men becoming greatly eniarged, 
attended vvit!i every mark of ap¬ 
proaching ascites, demuridod my 
attention—the usual treatment 
for which was resorted to, and in 
due course of time she was res- 
tor€*d to health. 

Case. 2.—Mrs. J. W. aged 25 
years,on the day after hercon- 
finem- nt, (Oct. 5th, 1820) was 
seized with severe pains, in the 
head, hack, and abdomen, the 
last considerably tunxliod and 
tender, acconipaniedyvith a total 
supp^fision of the lochial dis- 
—her bowels were con- 
iftpilted—pulse full and tewie— 
iqpItabiUty of stomach so great 
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that the saline tetharties, though 
administered in small doses, 
were rejected. In this condi¬ 
tion, 1 resorted to the oil of 
turpentine and castor oil, in 
equal j>arts, a half an ounce of 
which wms given every hour un¬ 
til it opcmied freely. This had 
the desired elfect—every dose 
was retained, and in a short 
time it operated freely, subdu¬ 
ing the pain and swelling of the 
abdomen almost completely by 
the morning of the 7th. I con¬ 
sidered it advisable, however, 
to continue this treatment until 
the 8tli, when the presence of 
fever ronderod it necessary ,to 
recur to ^olU(; febrifuge medicine 
with occasional doses of the 
cathartic ; but little more being 
now I'pq.jired, some gentle tonic 
M'as given, and in a few' days 
she perfectly recovered. 

CiuteS .—.March the .5th, 1822, 
Mrs. J. \V. was delivered of a 
heuUhif child. She had been 
much f:;ti?ued, and her nrind 
disturbed for some days previou 
to licr confinement, which no!* 
only rcndei'ed herli^bourdifiicult 
bat wastlic cause of a very severe 
illne.ss, notwithstanding evci'V 
prwrantion was taken to prevent 
it. On the 7th day after her con¬ 
finement slie was seized with lan¬ 
cinating pains about the abdoMen 
w hich soon became hard and sore 
to the touch, accompanied with 
severe rigors and fevw, difficulty 
of breatliing, and in short by 
every .symptom indicating puer¬ 
peral fever. This lady, having 
obtained relief from the turpen¬ 
tine on a former occasion,expres¬ 
sed a great desire to be allowed 
to take it again-^but from Uie 
fulness of the pulse and fever, I 
preferted the stUiae cathartic,' 
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A^rehensive that .this" new: 
remedy" probably he too 
not yet per¬ 
fectly satiiilied of its virtues) the 
sah-fiulphutp mixiuro (a.s used in 
a former case) was aecordini^ly 
prescribed But on my return iii 
Oieevenin;;, not iindin;; any re¬ 
lief procured, and the patfcnt 
still de.drihij^ the turpentine, I re¬ 
solved to try it in the manner 
above-meiilioned. The inediciiiu 
■WM taken throuijh the ni^hl 
with the ^^rcatest advuntH;;;fe— 
and having'slept several hours, 
&he awoke comparatively free 
from pain. The medicine was 
continued during the next day, 
(Idth) and on the following 
morning she was so much heftier 
that she sat up in bed, drank 
chamoriiile tea, and in a fevv days { 
was quite restored. Mr.s. W. has 
since repeatediy declared “ that 
t]b,e tiirpentine hhd twice saved 
her life." 

CaAe.4.—Hagan, aged about 
forty years, a servaulof theUon. 
W. J. was delivered on the loth 
of May 1822, by instruments, of 
a deadchild-~iMidh\ consequence 
of the great extTlions uiiavoiuH- 
bly used on tiie occasion, the 
most serious symptoms were to 
bo apprehended. On vi&iting her 
tjlic following morning (eight or 
nine hours after her delivery) I 
fpund.ilmt she could neither re¬ 
tain her urine nor faeces: she 
complained of great pain hikI 
sorpuoi's aboijt the abdomen, ac¬ 
companied hy a full and hurried | 
pulse, with pain and numbness | 
pf her Ipwer extremities.

region.—On visiting her llte 
following morning, (the 17th,) 
and landing that she had 
oblaliK-d but little benefit from 
tho medicine she hadalieady ta¬ 
ken, we believed that the turpen¬ 
tine rniglit now be Ibimd ii-seful. 
Accoruiiigly a tou-spoonful of it 
was adn)ini,stored every two 
hoMR i:: a little milk, (the most 
agreeable nicnstru'.jm) with al- 
U'i'iiatc doses of the camphorated 
jiilap, now prepared with a lar¬ 
ger portioii of^pi^itG of nitre.— 
When we visited !ier at noon the 
kMi.‘liciaI eiretl. of the joedocino 
wiu, evident, and hy cvtMiIng all 
that we could have wished for 
was aUaiiied. Tho patient had 
slcj'.tconjlbrtably, which was the 
first she had enjoyed since her 
confaiemcnt. Slic could now in 
u g^ea^ measure retain her urine 
and fffices—her bowels had been 
gently evacuated—she coidd turn 
I in liCT bed without assistance- 
I the j/hin and sorenc.ss of the ab- 
I dome.i were much relieved, and 
she was in every respect much 
Ivetter.

ST. THOMAS'S HOSPITAL. 


G. V.— aged 20, musician, 
admitted into Jacob’s ward, 
April, 8th, 1824, with an en¬ 
largement of the right testicle, 
was examined in the oiierat- 
iiig tlieatre May 22tid by the ■; 
Surgeons, in order to determine 
wbetlier’the testicle ought to 
be removed or not. TIio history 
of the case is this. A boiittlie mid¬ 
dle of May, 1823, the patient 
had a gonorrhum which re¬ 
mained on hi .11 fifteen weeks, 
beforeHwas qiiite cured. About 
a'month after the first appear¬ 
ance of the d:*i * .irji-. the riglit 
testicle swelled, nut the running 
continued jnst the same. He 
applied cold lotions to the swel¬ 
ling for six or seven weeks, 
wore a suspensory bandage, 
which relieved the pain, and 
considerably reduced the swel¬ 
ling, although not to its natural 
size. Last' October, a month 
after the discharge had stopped, 
the same testicle became en¬ 
larged again, which he attri- 
bntes to taking a good deal 
of exeycise, and leaving off 
the bandage w'hich he had be- 
fotro worn. At this he felt 
an enlargement at the upper 
and .back .part pf^tb^ testicle,

(beginning of December) this 
increased and became incor¬ 
porated with the body of the 
testicle. I'rom this timb the 
whole has been gradually in¬ 
creasing in size, giving him 
acute pain in the loins on taking 
exercise or indulging iij any ex¬ 
cess. 'Phe application of cold 
always gave him temporary re¬ 
lief. 

Indulged a good deal in sex¬ 
ual intercour.’^e before the testicle 
became enlarged, but since has 
had little or no desire. Has 
been in the habit of staying up 
late at nights. Ratlier tall, 
dark hair and eyes, countenanco 
of a leaden hue, general health 
pretty good. Since the pati¬ 
ent's admission into the hos¬ 
pital, the testicle has been poul¬ 
ticed, and repeatedly bled with 
leeches; .friction with mercurial 
ointment, arid camphor, and 
mercury with opium internally 
have been employed without 
producing any relief. The swell¬ 
ing lias also been punctured 
twice ; the first time it was done, 
a little serum was evacuated 
the second nothing but blood. 

DewriptioH cf the Testicle .— 
The testicle measures from the 
bottom of the penis to the pe- 
rinseura 10 inches; across from 
one side to the other 9 inches. 
Is very hard at the upper and back

MIDDLESEX HOSPITAL. 

May 2D.‘-^harles Osborn, a 
healthy young luan iEtat. 26. was 
brought here from Park Crescent 
about five o’clock this evening un¬ 
der the hdlowiiig circuuistances 
In ascending a ladder his foot 
slipped and he was projected from 
tile height of several feet on his 
back, into the area of a building. 
Upon examination it was found 
that a total loss both of sensation, 
and voluntary motion of the lower 
extremities had been produced by 
the accident. Most of the mus¬ 
cles of the abdomen appeared also 
to iuive lost their seosibilily and 
when the patient was pinched here, 
or in the lower extremities no uii- 
easiuess was occasioned. The loss 
of sensation appeared to have ter- ■ 
iniiiated or commenced around the 
body about tw'o inches above the 
Umbilicus ; and at this line of sepa¬ 
ration of the insensible lower half 
from the superior part which re¬ 
tained ita sensibility to iiiipres- 
sifuiB, an increased perception or 
irritability on pressure might be' 
noticed. In the upper extremities 
there was a loss of voluntary 
movement only, and partially also 
of sensation, which latter percep¬ 
tion, tliotigli evidently diminished, 
was not entirely absent. Upon . 
examining the spine no displace- 
I nient presented itself nor was there 
any external appearance of injury 
to the spinous processes or dis¬ 
coloration of the integumettts. 
There was however a tenderneM 
on pressure at the line of demark- 
ation already referred to, which on 
the back,^as just below the inf^ 
rtqr angles of the Scapnlm.

one who has seen anything of 
practice in his profession must 
know that secondary symptoms 
occaKionally appear after sores, 
which at the time he was led to 
suppose where not syphilitic.—

but still a sore may not have 


the character of typbilisj aod 
yet be so. 

We shall now trace ijhc 
varieties of chancre, and the 
causes which more frequently 
produce them. The first cir¬ 
cumstance which gives rise to 
variety, iji the appearance of 
chancre is,—1st, When the 
chancre is produced by the ap¬ 
plication of the venereal virus 
lo a surface that is broken.— 
Now if the poison be applied 
to ji ?orc or an excoriation, it 
produces ultimately a syphilitic 
action, ns is witnessed after¬ 
wards in bubo and secondary 
symptoms; but it is a long 
time before the venen a1 action 
is c\cile<i, and in these cases 
you will find that the sore has 
neither a surrounding hardness, 
nor a livid colour. When 
chancre is produced by the ap- 
[iliculiop of the virus to an ex- 
.coriation or tear, you must be 
contented by judging of its chc- 
racter from other circumstances; 
it may have the appearance of 
being syphilitic, but you ^must 
hesitate before you give a posi¬ 
tive opinion, it requires time le

If they 
say yes/' the probability is, 
that it is not syphilitic, but it is 
no infallible criterion; there¬ 
fore treat the sore as you would 
any otberi by c^mon means at 
first, and wait the issue to see 
wbethet it is venereal or not.

If it happoM to 
be on the edge of the prepuce, 
a good deal of efrusion into tbe 
cellular membrane tekes place, 
and phymosisis produced; when 
the sore is situated just Where 
the skin doubles over the pefiisi 
it is exceedingly tr6ubleioihe« 
there is considerable swelling, 
also a difficulty in drawing b&ck 
theskin: in this situation it seTddm 
fails to produce phymosis, ftom 
what cause it is scarcely neces¬ 
sary to explain to you,-^ the in¬ 
flammation leads to an eflUblbn 
into the cellular tissue, and the 
result is phymosis. If the 
I chancre be on the corona glandis 
or between it and the ' lfasnum, 
you often find it extending deep, 
and producing sloughing of the 
part, and even of the glans 
itself, which is not at all an an* 
common result of deep seated 
chancre at the corona glandis. 

The next circumstance which 
gives rise to a variety in the ap¬ 
pearance, is when it ulcerates 
deeply into the cellular tissue;

'When the chancre is on the sur- 
iiiicoof the skin, and does not ul- 
iraratc deep, it is a discaise slow 
in its progress, and easy of cure, 
hnt if on t!ic other hand it ex¬ 
tends deep into the part, it pro¬ 
ceeds with rapidity, and those 
acquainted with the disease, 
dread it, as they know) iig the ex¬ 
tent of sloughing whic!) will be 
produced. Ifiut, gentleman, of all 
the causes of variclicK of chan¬ 
cre, one of tlie most common, is 
the habit and constitution of 
the patient. If each of you, 
(which God forbid,) had a 
chancre this evening, and you 
all used t’lc same applications, 
in four or five days scarcely two 
of yon, woiilc! have the chancre 
of the same appearance. Go into 
the admission rooms of these hos¬ 
pitals on faking-indays, and you 
will not see two men with chan¬ 
cres alike, The variety is not 
only produced by the previous 
^bdebf living “and the consti- 
the 


act of ifitemperante, tit 

any kind, or ahythlp^ that 
hurries the circulatidn, will alter 
the action of the part.' So if 
two patients be attacked with 
chancre, the one not of an irri-» 
table habit, and the other being 
vei-y irritable, you will find in the 
flrst that there would be scarcMy 
any inflammation, w^hilstin the 
second it would be violent, and 
of an erysipelatous character; 
indeed, under these circum¬ 
stances, if the part be not very 
carefully managed, it will be in 
considerable danger. So a man 
with chanbre to-day W'hibh ha® 
a healtliy appearance shall to 
night indulge in some act of de¬ 
bauchery, to-morrow he wdll 
have a bloody discharge from 
the sore, inflammation round the 
edges, and an witable state of 
the parts, wdiich you wdll soon 
And assuming a sloughing dispo¬ 
sition. Thus, then, if fhe con¬ 
stitution be irritable naturally, 
from intemperate habits, or inat¬ 
tention to rest, the most serioius 
state of chancre may arise. Peo¬ 
ple pursuing a particular busi¬ 
ness, such us journeymen bakers, 
whose habits are of the most 
irregular kind, are frequently 
aflected with chancres ^bing 
into the sloughing proces^ Site 
for instance hbW these 'pieoflfo'

sively irritable. When the 
chancre proceeds to a sloughing 
state, from any of the causes 1 
have mentioned, the pulse will 
be generally from 12.0 to 130; 
you will also find a considerable 
erysipelatous infiammation ex¬ 
tending round the chancre, and 
in a short time the sloughing 
process commences, by which 
the penis is lost. These varieties 
of chancre you have an oppor¬ 
tunity every week pf seeing for 
yourselves and if you have not ob¬ 
served them, it shews a shameful 
■ neglect of your duty. The time 
at which chancre appears alter 
connexion is from four to seven 
days; but if there is a gonor- 
rheea also, it prevents the ap¬ 
pearance of the chancre so early, 
—thus-if a person be aifected 
wlfii the two poisons, the one 
dehkys the appearance of the 
dther. If the matter of a chan¬ 
ty be applied to the urethra, it 
M^^not produoiS a gooorrhcsal 
but • ^ and tba, 
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sore will pour out a serous fluidL 
mixed with the red particles of 
blood,—not at all purulmit, but 
a bloody serum—which is the 
matter from the chancre, and 
not in any respect gonorrhceal. 
The matter of gonorrhosa does 
nor produce chancre,—^for if 
leeches bo applied to the pre¬ 
puce, and the gonorrhceal mat¬ 
ter afterwards comes in contact 
with the leech bites, a sore is 
produced,not of a chancrous cha¬ 
racter, and it heals by common 
means. The poison of ohanero 
will not produce a gonorrhosa, 
nor the poison of gonorrhosa 
induce a chancre. 

Having thus endeavoured to 
explain the character of chan¬ 
cre, 1 shall now speak of the 
treatment it requires; and hen 
let me remind you that I sh^l 
deliver no speculative opintons, 
nothing but what you may see 
everyday exemplified in prac¬ 
tice. The first point to be con¬ 
sidered respecting the cure of 
chancre is, shall causiie be ap¬ 
plied to it or not! He who 
uses caustic to chancres pumiai 
a line of practice liable to be 
productive of much nifchief.

stitution. I would ask the per¬ 
son who uses caustic for the 
cure of chancres, how is chancre 
prodnced f We know that there 
can be no sore without the ulce¬ 
rative or absorbent process, and 
the chancrouB matter applied to 
a part causing- a sore in that 
part must be absorbed and taken 
into the system. Caustic to 
chancres is a very objectionable 
application; but it is the acme 
df Tolly to endeavour to cure a 
{mtiont by means of it, without 
adopting- a proper mercurial 
tfreatment to counteract the 
odnslitntional effects that will 
otherwise be produced by the 
absorption of the venereal virus. 
A' young- person with whom

With my old master, g:6t a 
chancre which, to use his ex- 
pnssion, he burned out by the 
application of caustic; 1 laug^hed 
at him for being-so foolish, the 
caustic produced a slough and 
cored the chancre, iwd I thought 
MfaingmoreoftbPeircumstance.

IrriiM andsloughingchaneri. 

Every now and then a chan¬ 
cre becomes irritable fVom causes 
already pointed oat. Directly 
yon see a chancre assume an 
irritable character, desist from 
the use of mercury. To know 
when to stop the mercury, is the 
great secret in the treatment of 
the venereal disease. It is in 
consequence of mercury being 
given in this state to the 
patient that it does so much 
harm, producing those slongb- 
ing chancres that not unfre¬ 
quently destroy life. Thus, 
when a sore becomes irritable 
under the use of mercury, and 
the inflammation extends. lay| 
it aside and have recourse to | 
simple applications, such as pop¬ 
py fomentations and poultices, to 
lessen the irritation. After you 
have purged the patient, give 
opium combined with saline 
mixture; as good a medicine 
as you can employ under 
these oircomStances is tire 
liquor ammonia acetatis. In 
tirii way you will diminish the 
irritation; and when the sur¬ 
rounding inflammation is got rid 
bf^retom td tlrje mereary, taking 
to dikoo utiims it if the 


irritabiUty shodd tetum^ 
Some advise the compoind de¬ 
coction of sarsaparilla, 1 
believe that it has the power of 
diminishing to a consMerable 
degree the irritability of consti¬ 
tution from which many persons 
suffer during an attack of syphi¬ 
lis ; with this view give it by 
all means; but as to its curing 
syphilis, 1 do not believe a word 
of it. You may suspend the sy-. 
philitic symptoms for a time, but 
they will soon re-appear, and a 
person who trusts to this alone 
will be a martyr to a disease, 
which might have been easily 
cured. But more of this when 
making some general remarks 
on syphilis. If a person with 
irritable chancre, is guilty of 
iutemperanoc, addicts himself to 
any excess, br is careless of his 
health, the sore will slough, 
and often end in the destruction 
of the penis. Do not think that 
it is a rare occiirrenre for the 
penis to be destroyed by syphi¬ 
lis; no, n chancre that has re¬

CHEMISTRY. 

An enquiry into the sourees 
from which heat iederived. arid 
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bottion under tome circtumteoee 
or other; and,therefore,in the 
true tense of the word, these 
elemebts may be termed com¬ 
bustible bodies/' Such, for in¬ 
stance, are the metals, carbon, 
sulphur, phos|>horu8, boron, and 
hydrogen. The other kind of 
elementary bodies necessary to 
combustion, and which {Hissess 
opposite properties, from com- 
bastible bodies,are termed ‘'sup¬ 
porters of combustion," because 
they support the action,bctwccn 
the combustible and themselves. 
These are only four in num¬ 
ber; namely, oxygen, chlorine, 
iodine, and fluorine. Now we 
£nd that under the heads of 
combustible bodies, and sup¬ 
porters of combustion, all the 
elements of Chemistry may be 
arranged ; and this is the ar- 
rAUgemont we shall adopt lb 
our' future papers. 

We stated^hatthere were 
elementary bodies whicli could 
not be classed amongst the com¬ 
bustible bodies, four only of 
which we have stated to belong 
to the opposite class; one there¬ 
fore is not arranged either as a 
combustible or a supporter, this 
body is nitrogen or azote, and is 
the only body in nature that

O.i the CO itiary, it is an essential por¬ 
tion of that system of tissues to 
which it is attached and subsiTvient—en¬ 
joying the. samefr/nr/ of vitality—depen- 
derrt on t>ie same sort of (ganglionic) 
neives—therefory govern»*il hy the Kama 
laws, suscL‘]itihleof the same eialtatioiia 
a id diininntioiis of aetioii with them.—

than that of the arteries from any cause, 
it follows that the arteries will becdaliu 
morbidly small and hold a. smaller 
quantity of bloori, and the surplni.'of 
that Incouiprcsslble fluid which they 
exclinie is arcunmlated, where ? in the 
weaker, less resisting tubes, the veina.

Any rnnii of obMervatUm will know, 
tlmt ill a. tertian whicji shail attack h» 
patient at ten a.M. tlie pulie at aeveai, 
eight or nine a.M. in aiteady prctema- 
tnraiiy frequent, and iKmie!inie!i even of 
couaiileraliln voiiinie aiiU iiurducsit—it iH 
oniy a^ itie octiun of the arteries in¬ 
creases prf^ouiinunily over ilmi of tlie 
veins, tiiHt the pulse of chill becomes 
stpaller and the norrors and <ither phe¬ 
nomena of that stage take place.

Gentlemen, we shall proceed 
to speak this evening of syphi¬ 
litic bubo, and venereal sore 
throat. 

, Syphilitic Bubo. 

The venereal poison is taken 
from the chancre on the penis, 
to the glands of the groin, and 
in its course, usually irritates 
ope of them. Now and then, the 
matter proceeds through them 
without producing any irritation, 
but .more frequently it excites 
indammation, and the commen 
effects of inflammation if it is 
noi : Ot|posed; that is, if a pro¬ 
per treatment be not pursued, 
the gland inflames and' suppR-* 
rates. It commonly happens ; 
01 % one gland isjafliected 
either groin in sypttiUs; howand 


glands are enlarged, it- is from 
irritation, and not the absorption 
of the venereal poison. When 
there is only one gland enlarged 
and it goes into a suppurating 
state,! t is usually the consequence 
of the stimulus of the syphilitic 
virus. Therefore you may con¬ 
clude, if several glands be en¬ 
larged, that it is not the effect 
of syphilis. The symptoms pro¬ 
duced when a bubo goes into a 
state of suppuration, are the same 
as those which take place in 
common abcess, with this ex¬ 
ception, ths^ there are evening 
exacerbations; and in this re¬ 
spect, precirely the same effect 
is produced, a? when syphilis 
attacks Any other part of the 
body, the exacerbations coming 
on in the aftenioon, and gene¬ 
rally lasting till two or three iq 
the morning. The symptoms 
then are the same as those of 
^eosimbn abcess, with the excep- 
tiea el evening exacerbations.

lowing'circamstances. You ask 
the patient if he has a sore on 
the penis; if there be none 
and ho has never had one, 
your opinion ought to be that 
the bubo is not syphilitic. There 
is no example of venereal bub<j 
ever htwing occurred without a 
sore. If there bo no sore at the 
time you see the patient, you in- 
fjuiro how long it is since he has 
had one, if he answers a week, 
fortnight, or even three weeks 
ago, still Uic swelling may be 
syphilitic; it is not at all neces¬ 
sary for the sore to exist at the 
time the bubo appears, for the 
irritation of tito gland may occur 
a fortnight or three weeks after 
the appearance of the sore. I'he 
.sw^clling may be retarded from 
various circumstances, if the pa¬ 
tient has a diurrhosa on him, or 
has taken opening medicine; 
these and many other causes I 
may delay its appearance. The 
next circumstance to which you 
direct your attention is, whether 
the enlarged gland is situated at 
Foupart’s ligament, or below it; 
you know that there are two 
orders. or rows of absorbent 
glands in the groin. Tfae^ first 
row.is in the .line of Poupart's 
ligament, extending nearly from 
the spinous process of the ilium 
to Uiepttbis>.bttthe]ow this is an¬ 


other tier sitiUkted at the distanee 
of an inch «ii|d a hltlf nr two 
inrobes fdom tfeB fill*- , the 
swelling be in a line with Pou- 
part’s ligament, you may decide 
that it is a syphilitic bubo, but 
you may determine that it is not 
syphilitic, if it be in the lower 
order. When you see a swelling 
in the groin, about an inch and 
a half below Poupart's ligament, 
you inquire if tberfe be any sore 
on the foot or leg, or any irrita¬ 
tion on the back or nates, for in 
such ca.scs the glands are gene¬ 
rally affected. The lower order 
of glands arc more frequently af¬ 
fected from any irritation on the 
thigh and leg than on the back or 
nates, because the greater num¬ 
ber of the absorbents from these 
last parts terminate iu Clie upper 
row ofabsorbent'glands. You de¬ 
termine that it is not syphilitic,if 
the swelling be in thelowfer row 
of the glands. When you are- 
called on to treat a syphilitic 
bubo, you order the patient to 
take five grains of blue pill com* 
bined with a quarter of a grain 
of opium night and morhing, 
with the same view as you givn 
it in chancre, the opinm rabfiues 
the disposition to an irritable ac-^ 
tion being set up in the cohstitu-’ 
tion by the mercury, and 
it is given in 



bluepHV ypU; ieldom ! 
tjiose dire effecU from the syphi* 
litic disease as when the mercn* 
ry is given-alone. Therefore 
yott will give the blao pill com¬ 
bined with opium. If you find 
the pain in the evening not sub¬ 
dued you way give ten grains of 
the blue pill at night and five in 
the morning. Rut at the same 
time, that you employ constitu¬ 
tional remedies, local means 
should not be neglected, evapo¬ 
rating lotions should be applied 
to the part, a bandage .should be 
put round the waist, and a linen 
wetted with a lotion composed 
of an ounce of spirits of wine, 
to five OUDCGS of water, should 
bo kept to the swelling, and 
fastened by tape to the band¬ 
age. But, gentlemen, it some- 
tiipes happens notwithstanding 
the means that yoii employ, the 
pain, swelling, and the disposi¬ 
tion of the gland to suppurate 
increase; this will bo known bj 
sharp paius darting through the 
part, and a pulsating feel in it,

! log common inflammation when 
it occurs in any part of the body 
to suppuration, therefore it is 
wrong when any inflammatory 
disposition exists in the bubo to 
continue the mercury, for you 
will most probably induce sup¬ 
puration, w'hcn you might hav'c 
prevented it. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances it is right to employ 
lotions and leeclies, and purge 
the patient.

I do not believe that 
syphilis itself ever produces 
them ; no, gentlemen, they arise 
either from a defect in the con¬ 
stitution of the patient, or from 
the fault of the medical man. 
I do not believe that nodes evt?i- 
arise from the syphilitic virus 
alone, but principally from the 
injudicious treatment of syphilis, 
where mercury has been incau¬ 
tiously administered, thereby in¬ 
creasing the irritability of the 
patient, and leading to w'ofse 
consequences than the disease, 
for which it was originally 
given. In order to subdue this 
irritable state of constitution, 
give opium an^ the compound 
decoction of sarsaparilla, which 
have the power of lessening the 
irritability of the system, and 
relieving the patient.

state. There is an increased 
number of blood vessels over 
which the skin hangs loosely, 
and the ragged edges of the 
sore are owing to a want of 
action in the part, the blood 
being retaijicd in it on account 
of there not being snflicient free¬ 
dom to carry itjnto tlic system. 
This Uivul of sore arises then 
from the cellular tissue, and it is 
diliicnlt to give life to it, be¬ 
cause it becomes considerably 
excavated niid the skin hang.s 
loosely over it. The best treat- 
nii?nt that you can employ is a 
saturated solution of the nitrate 
of silver, dossils of lint wotted 
with this lotion should be daily- 
applied to the surface and edges 
of the wound, and the liquor 
calcis with lime water should 
also be used. Oil silk should 
be put over the wound to pre¬ 
vent i getting dry; for if it be¬ 


comes dry, there is^^gfreat danger 
of the gangrene spreading,there¬ 
fore the part should be kept-wet, 
and this you do by covering it 
with the oil silk to prevont eva¬ 
poration. This then is the treat¬ 
ment of a phagedenic ylcer. 
Mr.Welbaiik,asurgeon in Chan¬ 
cery Lane, has recommended the 
application of the nitric acid in 
an undiluted state, with the view 
of forming a new surface. This 
gentlemen has tried it with ad¬ 
vantage, at the same time pre- 
.serving the constitution by re- 
.storiiig the secretions, and sup¬ 
porting the patient by a most 
nutritious diet. You should give 
bark and ammonia in combina¬ 
tion w ilh the opium, and do all 
that you can to restore the secre¬ 
tions, for this ought to be tho 
first principle of your treat¬ 
ment.

These 
three are the only parts liable 
to the syphilitic action after the 
venereal virus has entered the 
blood; and with respect to the 
orgpans essential to lifts these 
are not capable of having- a sy¬ 
philitic action excited in them, 
only in those parts of the body 
subjected to the influence of ex¬ 
ternal causes, is the syplnlitic 
action observed—the internal 
organs are entirely free from it

Ihit still worse ef¬ 
fects of the disease are seen on 
the pharynx, just opfiosite to the 
ibouUi; it is not unfrequcnlly 
that ulceration proceeds through 
it, and the cellular membrane 
behind to the vertebrae ; but the 
worst effects of all produced 
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the syphilittc actioDi are fowid 
OB the larynx, which require 
immediate attention as soon as 
they shew themselves ; and in a 
short space of time, if not check¬ 
ed destroy life. Attending* this 
affection there is always loss of 
thq voico, so that you are 
obliged to put your car, to the 
patient’s mouth, ho speaks in so 
low a whisper. If he has no 
primary symptoms of syphilis on 
him at the time, you are not led 
at 'first to suspect that it is sy¬ 
philitic, although whenever a 
person comes to you with loss 
of voice, you should alw'ays ask, 
Howiong it is since he had any 
sore on his yard f 'What space 
of timo has elapsed since he had 
syphilis ? This effect of the 
syphilitic disease more frequent¬ 
ly destroys life than any olher- 
llere is a specimen (exhibiting 
it to the class) taken from a fe¬ 
male who died of this complaint. 
Slie was admitted into the lios- 
jutal with a bronchocele; she 
had dilHculty of breathing and 
little power of utterance, which 
were attributed to the pressure 
of the tumour on the larynx. 
When she had been in the hos¬ 
pital a little time, a syphilitic 
eruption made its appearance, 
by which it .was discomed she 
had not very long ago had sy-

but the diseaae had proceeded 
too far, and she died a few doyai 
after. On examiniitg the throat 
chancres were found, one on 
each side of the upper part of 
the larynx; there was no 
scasc whatever of the lungs. 
Tiie ulceration had proceeded to 
the laryngeal artery; this had 
given way, and part of the 
blood passed into the trachea. 
Portions of the thyroid cartilages 
are sometimes ossified in thia 
disease, and coughed Up, One 
of the cornua of the thyroid car¬ 
tilage was coughed up by a pa¬ 
tient of Mr. Forster’s at the other. 
hospital; it was converted into 
bone: the patient did very well. 

The treatment required in 
syphilitic sore throat is as folo 
lows:—It will be necessary to 
make use of mercury, if the part 
is not too irritable, and the sore 
has no other character than in a 
healthy person, and does not 
affect the mouth more than is 
generally done when syphilis 
appeam in,a|l9l|^1|^r:pBrt.

When an aper¬ 
ture has been produced in tlic 
roof of the mouth, I put a piece 
of lint into the opening, and the 
consequence is that the person 
does not speak through his nose 


sotnuch, and is not exposed to 
the obsorwtions of hi-; fiiends. 
As soon as exfoliation has taken 
place, it will be right to intro- 
daco some extraneous siibslanco 
to nil up the aperture ; and the 
best instrument I know is one 
contrived by -\lr. Weis'*, whom 
you ail know to bo an extremely 
ingenious man. A gentleman 
of rank and fortune, affected 
with sore Tn the roof of the 
mouth, applied to Mr. W I'lss to 
know whether he could make 
him something which would fill 
up the ojieiiing, and remain 
there without producing incon¬ 
venience. IMr. Weiss imme¬ 
diately produced an instrument 
wiiich gave the gentleman the 
greatest comfort and satbfac- 
lioii, anil aiisvver.s much better 
than any other witli whic'i I aru 
acqui-iileJ.*

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When there is disease on the 
soft palate nothing- can be worn, 
because any instrument unless 
kept near the bone would excite 
in/lammation. M. Roux of La 
Charite at Paris, in a case of 
division of the soft palate, per¬ 
formed an operation for the pur¬ 
pose of closing the aperture, and 
on the same principle as the ope- 
ration for hare lip. 'Phe ope¬ 
ration was successful; it is cer¬ 
tainly a very ingenious one. I 
think a gentleman at tho west 
end of tho town lias also per¬ 
formed this operation, if any of 
you recollect his name, I .shall be 
obliged if you wdll mention it; 
(here several students stated that 
it was Mr. AtcocK,) Mr Alcock 


theoi gentlemen, has-also per¬ 
formed this operation. Sir Astley 
then said that he thought the 
union of a division of the soft 
palate had been attempted by 
some one else, w’hen one of tho 
pupils replied that it had been 
by Mr. Brodie.

The 
edges being removed, and the 
bleeding from the divided por- 
tioDs having ceased, two liga¬ 
tures were introduced by means 
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of a ftmaU curved needle*, at 
tlic distance of about three 
eighths of an inch, or less, from 
the inner margins, and at equal 
distances Yroui each other, and 
from the extremities of the 
cleft. 

“ It may seem needlessly mi¬ 
nute to describe every trifling 
circumstance; hut 'withoutstrict 
attciitioui the ligatures may he 
passed lower on one side than 
on the othert, so as to muke 
one portion of the uvul.a lower 
than the opposite ; the ligatures 
may* 1)0 drawn so tigidly as to 
cut their way out before union 
lakes place ; or they may he so 
relaxed as not to Ining the di¬ 
vided parts into aceurale con¬ 
tact ; or thougli m^iitly adapted 
at first, if the knot bo of a kind 
capable of yielding'^, it may 
give way, and dtfeat, the de¬ 
sign of the operalioM. Nav, 
even the intervention of a very 
slight coagulum of blood ; or of 
the' cxtrcniely Icnacious s-aliva 
or miicus so abundantly tlirowii

,Niiie days af&r the formtT, 
the operation was ag'arh per¬ 
formed j in the same manner as 
Bb^re. Tlie parts were nmcli 
less irritable than on the first 
occasion; but still the copious¬ 
ness of glairy secretion adher- 
ffreatly diminished any ex- 
pfectatioii of extensive union; 
a' little more was gained, and 
but a little. The inconve¬ 
nience of this operation was so 
slight, that he did not avail 
Irimsejf of a lodging which he 
had in the first instance pro¬ 
vided near my residence. He 
walked home a considerable 
distance, and called to see me 
once or twice a day, as he 
pleased. 

[* Regreting the small ex¬ 
tent of onion effected, 1 feared 
that the parts might haye been 
in some degree bruised in re¬ 
moving the edges by tho scis¬ 
sors Although perfect union 
by the first intention had been 
effected in a recent case of hare¬ 
lip, in which 1 had removed 


the edges of the lip by the same 
instrument} ; 1 therefore sought 
to avoid any possibility of 
bruising the parts, by substitut¬ 
ing the knife for the scissors at 
the next operation, which was 
performed after an interval of a 
a fortnight. , 

'' The mechanical difficiflti^.

Tho operation was twice 
repeated at intervals of about a 
fortniglit, and each time with 
less iiiconveiiionce than the pre¬ 
ceding ; two or three days* ab¬ 
sence from his avocations being 
the most irksome circumstance. 
Each lime sopie addition to the 
former extent of union was 
effected. 

The patient's health having 
become somewhat disordered, 
which he uUribiitod to the heat

plus acting for those for hare-lip 
were preferred on this occasion. 
/ 10th, The internal edges of 

the uvula were removed by the 
thfha-edge scissors as before, and 
(we pins, adapted to the form of 
the pitts, Were inserted at con¬ 
venient ^stances on each side. 
This change in the mode of ope¬ 
rating somev^hat increased the 
me^nsiieal difficaitiefl 1 far the 
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removal of the points and the I 
passing of the ligatures ro und | 
the pins, at the bottom of 
a deep cavity, and connected 
with the parts naturally very ir¬ 
ritable, are somewhat different 
circumstances from those when 
the parts are situated externally 
and admit of being firmly sup¬ 
ported by the hands of an assis¬ 
tant. The parts were, however, 
brought into accurate contact. 

Diet to consist of bread and 
milk. See. 

Ho experienced greater im- 
easinoss during the first 24 
hours after this operation, than 
when the ligatures only were 
used; but there was no irrita¬ 
tion of the tongue nor of the pa¬ 
late from the ends of tlie pins, 
which were intentionally left 
slightly projecting. 

17. The upper pin was re¬ 
moved ; the parts in close con¬ 
tact ; but as the support of the 
lower pin remained,, no certain 
conclusion was drawn whetlier 
aflhcsion had taken place or not. 
His tcngiio was pale and furred, 
which had previously happened 
whilsthe was restrained to spoon 
diet. He was, therefore, permit¬ 
ted to resume hk usual diet. 

“ 19. The palate as on tlie 
17th. He attended to business as 
usual. His tongue, &c. improved 
since last report. No inconveni¬ 
ence from the remaining pin and 
ligature: it was therefore al¬ 
lowed to remain. 

“ 20. The ligature and lower 
pin were removed, and, to the 
great delight of the patient, the 
union extended to the lowest 
point of the uvula.

tion of the edges. 

** * His voice compared with 
its original state prior to the 
first operation, is strikingly im- 
firoved; and he now performs 
his business w'ith alacrity and 
comfort, and to the satisfaction 
of his employers, as well as 
that of their customers. Before 
tlie operation the defect in his 
sf)eech was so great as to ren¬ 
der his intercourse with stran¬ 
gers extremely irksome; and 
the consciousness of his de¬ 
lect was ever present to his 
mind.* 

** October 27. In high spirits 
at the improvement which he 
perceives in his speech, and the 
i satisfaction with which he is 
thereby enabled to transact his 
business. 

“ November 5. Speech and 
confidence improving. 

Ho promised to appoint a 
day for a drawing to be made 
from the palate ; but although 
he occasionally called upon me, 
his leisure did n^t permit this 
intention to bp carried into 
eli’ect. 

** It is proper to observe, that 
in cases of defective or cleft pa¬ 
late, the indistinctness of articu¬ 
lation generally arises from two 
causes ; the first and principal is 
the physical defect which ad¬ 
mits the air top freely into tba 
nostrils ; by which the |%cidiar 
iMaowkI of the Tolce 
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dnoed.- Thk the^tient, whilst 
theparts continue preternaturally 
open, is unable to remedy any 
effort,' however desirous he may 
be: the other cause alluded to 
arises from habit, in not placing 
the tip of the tongue properly 
at the root of the front teeth in 
such sounds as c soft, s, ih, &c. 
The first of these causes is fully 
'remedied by the union of the di¬ 
vided palate; the latter ref|uires 
that the defective sounds should 
be ascertained and counteracted 
by diligent attention, whenever 
these stumbling-blocks occur. 

The patient whose case is 
above described lost the nasal 
sound of voice after the last ope¬ 
ration ; but the effect of careless 
habit was still perceptible when 
he spoke heedlessly in some diffi¬ 
cult words; yet when his atten¬ 
tion was directed to any particu¬ 
lar sound, and the defective 
word distinctly pronounced by 
another, and the position of the 
the tongue, lips, &c. shown, his 
utterance was perfectly distinct 
and free from any obvious pecu¬ 
liarity. 

“ Notwithstanding the diffi¬ 
culties in this case were greater 
than may be anticipated in the 
management of any similar in¬ 
stance, (for 1 have candidiy 
stated the unforeseen inconve¬ 
niences experienced, and the 
defects resulting'therefrom, that 
they may be obviated by fu¬ 
ture operators) ; yet the patient, 
far from regreting that the 
operations ha^ Leen performed, 
is so satisfied with the benefit 
which has resulted, that be has 
expressed —** 1 am so far con¬ 
vinced of this, that was I now in 
Ihe MtfaesitiMtbaei when I fint

saw you, nothing should binder 
another trial." 

" In conclusion, it may not 
be unuseful to remark, that the 
principles and mode of treat¬ 
ment adopted in the preceding 
case, are not confined merely 
to that deficiency or division of 
the palate existing at the time 
of birth, which has been termed 
congenital; but arc equally ap¬ 
plicable to many of those unfor¬ 
tunate instances in which pa¬ 
tients have siiffored the loss of 
a portion of the soft palate 
I through disease." *

If the recent attempt of the 
surgeons of St. Thomas’s Hospi¬ 
tal, to suppress the publication 
of hospital reports, were not in 
some degree calculated to cast a 
stain on the character of the pro¬ 
fession, we should deem it scarce¬ 
ly worth while to take any di¬ 
rect notice of the contemptible

within the walls of that Institu¬ 
tion.

Tlie medical students, of Paris, a 
body distinguished for tlieir spirit, 
iiitctligenec^ unanimity, and higii 
sense of honour, would never have 
suffered such a man to resume his 
functions, without as ample and 
humiliating a concession, as the 
insult, which he had ventured to 
offer, was gross, and unwarrant¬ 
able. We think, however, that, 
under nil the circumstances, the 
ridicule with which the fipttch 
was treated by the students of St. 
Thomas’s, was better suited to the 
impotent nature of the threat. 
What could be more absurd, than 
the hectoring tone assumed by 
hfr. Travers? What moreludi-

RQYAL ACADEMY OF MEDE-

and mode of the alterations of the 
cerebro^-spinal nervous system, 
and to state the indications of 
treatment to be drawn from them? 

Second' —To determine, by 
observation and precise experi¬ 
ments, what are the way, the 
conditions, and tlie mode of ab¬ 
sorption in man, in heallli and in 
disease, and in animals with a 
double circulation ? 

The treatises on these two ques¬ 
tions, written in Latin or French, 
with a motto at the beviniiing- of 
each, and another corresponding 
to this to be sealed in a letter, 
which is to contain the name and 
address of the author, must be 
sent, post free, before the first of 
March, 1825 for the first question ; 
and before the first of March, 
182G, for the second, to the Secre¬ 
tary of th^ Academy at Paris, 
Rue de Poitiers, No. 8. 

It is impossible to see the ex 
exertions tliat are made abroad 
to promote the cultivation of 
medical science, and not contrast 
them with the apathy inauifesfed 
at home by the public medical 
bodies of this country.

has been benefited ] There can 
be but. one opinion on the subject 
in the minds of those who have 
uo sinister interest to make them.. 
think otherwise. The College 
has taken considerable pains to 
enrich its museum, and the ad¬ 
vantages to be derived from it 
are all that the profession derives 
from this corporate body. ITie 
College has appointed a professor¬ 
ship, and some lectures on zoology 
I and comparative anatomy, to bs 
delivered every year ; but where- 
ever we see a desire on the part of 
the College to he of service to the 
profession, its intentions are 
frustrated by the want of know¬ 
ledge exliibiicd in carrying them 
into eflectAV hen the slender benefit 
which the College has conferred 
on the profession, be compared 
with the amount of evil it has in¬ 
flicted, every impartial person, 
must acknowledge, that it would 
have been a fortunate circumstance 
for the surgical profession of this 
country, if it had never existed. 
We sincerely recommend the Ex- 
ami n krs to bestir themselves ; and 
though little good can be expected 
from them, as they are at present 
elected, yet they might imitate 
the Academy of Medicine at Paris, 
and thus benefit the profession, 
without, in the slighest degree 
injuring themscli^es. We must 
however, confess that we do not 
expect this advice will be followed 
by men, who possessing no desire 
for the advaniement of science 
themselves, have no idea of eo- 
couraging it in others. .

We stated in our last journal 
that oxygen, chlorine, iodine, and 
fluorine, were alone snpportew of 
combustion, while all other sub¬ 
stances in nature, except nKro^ 
geu, were capable of biirniog When 
in contact with one or-btfiHr of' 
these supporters undei' favQiirabte 
circumstances, and were therefore 
combustible bodicf. In oiir 
periments to prdve that nO Kufi- 
stance in nature will burn unless 
one dr other of tbe ahoVe .Aip- 
porters be proient, we shaH seldct 
those substances which are genc- 
raily known to be the ibost.'ta-. 
flammable, akkd submit tb^ t6 Ae

N;p^horBs, perhaps, Is "as in- 
mninuihle a fubstance ns we are 
acquainted witb» by « inflamma¬ 
ble,^ we meaa that it is capable of 
yi^jt dM at a low temp^ffi- 
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ture. ' Take, tlMBrefore, a piece of 
phosphorus, and introduce il into 
a glass retort, furnished with a 
stop cock and cap, exhaust the 
atmospheric air (rom it, and now 
appiv a spirit lamp to that part of 
the retort where the phospiiorus 
rests,aiid carry the heattorediicss 
or even until (he glass fuses, and 
yet the phosphorus will not in¬ 
flame, simply because the sup¬ 
porter, viz. the oxygen of tlic at¬ 
mospheric air, has hern removed 
from I he retort; but if, while the 
glass remains even considerably 
reduced in temperalurc, any one 
of the supporters above enume¬ 
rated be admitted to it, it will iu- 
Btantly inflame and burn vividly. 
A more simple method of making 
the experiment, is to put a piece 
of phosphorus in a common 
Ounce phial, and place the 
thumb on the mouth of i', so as 
to prevent the passage of any air 
into the bottle; hold it over a 
lamp until the pbusphorus in- 
fhimes and consumes the small 
portion of oxygen present, and it 
it will be observed, (hat the phos¬ 
phorus will then cease burning. If 
the thumb be removed from, the 
mouth of the phial so as to admit 
more ai*-, the phosphorus will 
iustantly recommence burning; 
hilt may as instantly be extiii- 
gtiished by preventing the access 
of air to it. Put a piece of phos¬ 
phorus in a tea cup or glass 
tumbler,'and pour boiling water 
on it, tlie phosphorus, in virtue 
of its specilic gravity, will remain 
at the bottom,' and notwithstand¬ 
ing the temperature of the water 
is mote than suflictefit for its in¬ 
flammation, yet it will not take fire 
beoanae it is excluded from the 
presence of a supporter; and to 

prore tjiaX this is actually theftsci 


let a ifneitti of otygen gai he 
passed down through the water 
on* the phosphorus, by pressing 
H bladder of oxygen through a to¬ 
bacco pipe: it will be seen that 
as soon as the oxygen comes in 
contact uidi the phosphorus, 
that it will take fire and burn 
under the water, so lung as oxygen 
be pressed upon it. Although 
pure oxygen gus be preferable for 
this experiment, yet atmospheric 
air will Micceed almost as well,,as 
it contains suflicietit oxygen for 
the sup]>ort of the combustinn 
of pbospliurus. This experiment 
hliows us that it is not heat but a 
supporter of combustion oply, that 
is wanted to enable phosphorus 
to burn under hot water. 

Hydrogen gas, the next inllam- 
mahfe simple body, may be pro¬ 
ved not to*' burn absent from a 
sup]iortcr of combustion, by 
plunging a lighted taper into it 
under these circumstances; for, 
instead of taking fire, it will ex¬ 
tinguish the taper. To make the 
experiment—fill a tall jar, stand¬ 
ing over the pnuematic trough 
with hydrogen gas,now take it oft*, 
and suddenly introduce a lighted 
taper into the jar, taking care to 
keep the mouth of the jar down¬ 
wards, otherwise the hydrogen 
will escape in consequence of its 
great comparative lightness; the 
result of the experiment will be, 
that the hydrogen will burn at 
the mouih of the jar, where it is 
in actual contact with the atmos¬ 
phere in the<^form of a thin blue 
flame, being ignited by the lighted 
taper as it passed ; but the taper 
itself, and the hydrogen, wit|m 
the jar, being insolated by 
film of flame, will neither of tbiite 
bum; in iact, the taper will be 
t^tiogeUlied, bot my' be i|it^ 
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Iaiid1e<) Bi it ii ttken out through 
the film of flame, at the mouth of 
the jar, and be again extinguished 
by being introduced a second time 
into the hydrogen gas. Fill a re¬ 
tort or other glass vessel, with 
pure hydrogen gas, and throw 
into it a piece of phosphorus, now 
if a red heat be given to the phos¬ 
phorus, it will not inflame. These 
experiments prove that although 
hydrogen is conihustiblt*, that it 
is not a supporter of combustion. 

Numerous experiments might be 
mentioned which corroborate the 
theory we have noticed, and we 
may observe through all expe¬ 
riments of the kind, there is but 
one which throws any thing like 
doubt upon its truth, which ex¬ 
periment is, that if sulphur, (one 
of the comhiislibles) be heated in 
an exhausted vessel with copper, 
(another combustible,) that these 
two simple elemeuts will undergo 
combustion. As this is a solitary 
instance, and as onr knowledge 
of sulphur is not at all perfect, we 
ought not to receive the experi¬ 
ment in opposition to the above 
Ittw of combustion; but we 
should rather conclude, that^*^com. 
bustion is the effect of intense che¬ 
mical action between two elements, 
one a supporter, the other a eom- 
bustiide body, of different and 
opposite proficrties, and, therefore, 
tiiat unless both these elements 
are present at the same time, iiq 
such action can take place, or 
can such effects as those denomi¬ 
nated jjCrebe produced.^'

(Sitiulg of the 23d. of liforck.^ 
Kf. Itard read a paper on the 
spontaneous development of the 
prussic acid in the alvine evacua¬ 
tions. He quoted two cases of thia 
kind.Thc subject of the first case 
had an inflammation of the intea- 
tines, tho other presented symp¬ 
toms of inflammation of the liv,er. 
In both the individuals, the stools 
smelt strongly of bitter almonds, 
M. Itard regards these facts 
as important in a medioo-legftl 
point of view, and concludes 
from them, that the existence 
merely of the smell of prussic 
acid in the fmees should not lead 
one believe that tlie person had 
been poisoned with this medi¬ 
cine. M. pELENs related on 
this occasion several facts, which 
shewed thatprussicacid bad been 
found in the perspiration, urine, 
and expectoration, accounting 
for the blue colour of these 
liquids. 

Mr. Dupuv observed, that 
cows fed in certain pastures gave 
blue milk. M. Vikey quoted a 
case where cows fed with the 
frunug jiadus, exhaled a very 
strong smell of bitter almonds. 
The existence of prussic acid 
in the excrements of these ani¬ 
mals was ascertained by the 
existence of the sulphate of iron. 
M. Maro related, that in Ger¬ 
many some persons bad been 
pdisoued by eating sausages, 
in all of whom a great quantity 
of prossio acid was spontaoeoosly 
developed.

quantity of wine. Liq. calcis with 
iniictlage and opium, W'cre applied 
locally, with a view' to lessen the 
irritation, and by forming an arti- 
licial covering to the wound there¬ 
by confine the discharge, and pre¬ 
vent an extension of the excoria¬ 
tion; a li.;ht poultice was applied 
over the dressings.

When he 
came in he had gonorrlima, which 
shows that mercury will not cure 
gonorrbr»a,,and the mischief it al¬ 
ways produces when taken to ex¬ 
cess, is local iudammation. Mr. T. 
thinks from the appearance of the 
skill around tlic liubo,thal il he had 
stayed out forty-eight hours longer 
the parts would have sloughed. 

A case of Diseased Spine cured 
hy isvsea and recumbent pos¬ 
ture. 

M. V. 30, Ann’s ward, admitted 
8th April, lived as a servant and 
worked hard, general health not 
goed.

WESTMINSTER HOSPITAL, 

Saturday June 12.- -The integu¬ 
ments in the groin of Richaod 
'VTAR iiEif, who was admitted into 
this UoBjpital, witli an extensive 
brnise in the left Hypochondriac, 
and pubic regions, have sloughed, 
and the part hag been thereby 
completely laid ba^, 'fur the space 
of five or six inchetin length, and 
four in breadlh.

tion- Fumigations are useful in 
clearing the nose of the accii- 
inulatcd incrustations. Steaming 
the nose with hot water assists 
in separating the incrustations, 
and affords considerable relief to 
the patient. Such isthe treatment 
under ordiaary circumstances.— 
If the bones of the nose have not 
become affected there will be no 
great difliculty in conducting 
the cure, but there are cases in 
which very considerable diRicUl- 
ties will be encountered, and in 
which the most horrible defor¬ 
mities will frequently be the re- 
bhU. In general you are to consi¬ 
der these deformities, as the re¬ 
sult, not of syphilis, but of the 
improper treatment of that dis¬ 
ease. 1 will tell you what very 
often happens in cases of syphi 
litic disease in the nose. The pa¬ 
tient undergoes a mercurial treat¬ 
ment, and the sores appear to be 
t;ured; but when the mercury 
has been left off for a time, and 
the person has returned to his 
ordinary employments, he finds 
*ifae discharge again appearing in 
the nose, and as it becomes of¬ 
fensive, applies to a medical man. 
founder anch chrcoaistaneea it 


18 frequently supposed that, 
though he has undergone a 
treatment which is usually suf¬ 
ficient for tho cure of syphi¬ 
lis, the disease is yet not com¬ 
pletely subdued, and be is put 
under a second course of mercury. 
This, gentlemen, is not only un¬ 
necessary,but extremely inj urious 
to the patient. The disease of 
the nose is not the-.result of sy¬ 
philis, but it arises from the 
process of exfoliation in an ex¬ 
posed portion of bone. During 
the time the mercury is given' 
the sores lieal, and the bone be¬ 
comes dry. There is no discharge 
at this period, but after a time 
the process of exfoliation pro¬ 
duces irritation and ulceration of 
the mucous membraneofthonose, 
whicli is generally, but erro¬ 
neously, supposed to be syphili¬ 
tic. If the patient be time after 
time subjected to^fresh courses of 
mercury, these add to the mis¬ 
chief, and the most horrible de- 
. formitics often ensue. The mer¬ 
cury instead of assisting the ex¬ 
foliation which is^ing on, adds 
to the infiamiptlliqh, and pro¬ 
duces other," bW most extensive 
exfoliations. tJnder proper treat¬ 
ment no person, perhaps, ever 
lost bis nose from syphilis, jMit

Tent the great doformity which 
will arifie in such cases if an open^ 
ing be formed through the skin, 
in the upper part of the nose, a 
prQbe should be introduced to 
feel for the loose ossa nasi, which 
should be removed by a pair of 
forceps. The nose will be some> 
what altered; there will be still 
some deformity^ but not that hor¬ 
rible deformity which ensues, if 
the skin is allowed to give w'ay 
in the upper part of the nose. 
Evaporating lotions should at 
the same time be employed, to 
prevent ulceration taking place 
through the skin. 1 witi^ssed, 
very early in life, a naost aufor- 
tunate case ordneaseititlia'ilQBe, 
which was occasioned by mal* 
treatment, and which ruined the 
hUppiness and prosperity of the 
individual in whom it occurred. 
This person bad' embarked in 
business with the greatest possi¬ 
ble degree of succoss, and his 
prospects were of the most Mat¬ 
tering description. He retirod 
for a tiaaly j^iaS hb in 

cbnsequehiSl^illli^ oose^ 

accompanied^ with inixiiistations 
which wak believed by his sur¬ 
geon to have been in the fiiat 
Ipiri^ce syphilitic. A slight 
^urse was employed 
^ and ^ got appa- 


fenily well, but a short time 
after, the discharge from his 
nose returned. This led the 
surgeon to think that ho had 
not been completely cured, and 
he accordingly put him upon a 
second course of mercury. Ex¬ 
tensive exfoliations took place 
and the bridge of his nose was 
sunk. Under these circumstances 
he was ashamed of appearing in 
business, and was under the ne¬ 
cessity of consigning it to other 
hands. The disease of the nose 
was still not entirely subdued, 
and he was put under a third 
course of mereury. This led to 
inflammation of the skin, the 
ossa nasi separated through it, 
£md the most horrible deformity 
was produced. The state of his 
breath, and the smell issuing 
from his nose were most offen- 
bive; he was obliged to seclude 
himself entirely from all society, 
his prospects in life were com¬ 
pletely ruined; his business went 
to decMy, and he died in poverty 
and wretchedness. As these cir¬ 
cumstances occurred to a man in 
a higher statcof society than that 
in which we usually meet with 
such deplorable cases, they made 
a strong impression on my mind. 
Be upon yonr.guard, therefore, 
aginnst treating ainenewed dis- 
chargefrom the iroaeai syphilitic#

on th? s|ipposition that the mer¬ 
cury previously employed, has 
not been sufficient to subdue 
the disease. 

The next subject of which I 
shall speak, is that of. 

SifphiHlic Eruplwns. 

Syphilitic eruptions, are the 
mildest of the secondary symp¬ 
toms of the venereal disease, and 
in general admit of an easy cure. 
The common character of syphi¬ 
litic eruptions is, that (hey are 
of a copper colour, rising a li' tle 
above the surface of the skin, 
and if they go bn to ulceration, 
forms thick incnistatiori first. 
They are attended with very lit¬ 
tle pain : an itching, rather than 
n'painful sensation is felt in the 
part, which increases a little in 
the evening. There is a great 
variety in the character of vene¬ 
real eruptions with respect to 
size; in fact, you very rarely see 
the eruptions in one patient ex¬ 
actly like those which occur in 
another. Go round the syphi¬ 
litic wards to-morrow, and exa¬ 
mine the appearances of the 
eruptions in the different pa¬ 
tients who have that symptom; 
you will scarcely find them ex¬ 
actly alike in any two patients, 
in point of colour or size. In 
some you will find the eruptions 


of considerable magnitude, apr 
pearihg as if a portion of copper 
skin was laid down upon the 
surface, but unattended with ulr 
ceration. In others you will ob¬ 
serve deep ulceration with a very 
ragged edge; in others there 
will be scaly eruptions covering 
very large surfaces in various 
parts of the body. Ibere is 
greater variety in the character 
of venereal eruptions, than in 
any other .symptom of the dis¬ 
ease. You may satisfy your¬ 
selves of this fact by going round 
the hosjiilals, and at the same 
time appreciate tho pretensions 
of those persons, who ascribe 
one uniform character to this 
symptom of the disease. Willi 
Tesjjcct to thepafts in which ve¬ 
nereal eruptions most frequently 
appear in the^first instance, they 
are the head, face, and roots of 
the hair. Incrustations form 
about the hair of the head, and 
scabs appear on the forehead, 
breast, the palms of the hands, 
and sometimes the .soles of the 
feet. The palms IJie* hands 
are more frequently attacked 
with vcnewl than 

other patts of the body, because 
there is more vigour of circula¬ 
tion in these parts; the parts 
where the circulation is 
feeble, are less liable to 
V - ■ 4-- ■■■ 'v 
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iMked. Tbe treataMiit ofyene- 
fdal erQ{>tioiii Is of Uib most 
simple kind. Yqu w3l pursue 
the- suue constitatioDal treai- 
meot which I have already ad¬ 
vised; give ten grains of the 
blue pill united with opium, at 
night and five in the morning; 
or five grains at night, and five 
in the morning. Thepilula sub- 
muriatis hydrargyri composite, 
or Plummer’s pill, combined with 
the decoction of sarsaparilla is 
sometimes employed for the cure 
of this Venereal symptom. Five j 
grains of Plummer’s pill may be 
given at iiigbt, and half a pint 
of the decoction drunk daily, j 
The compound decoction of sar* | 
saparilla Will remove this i^p- 
tom for a time, bat the disease 
will reappear, and you are never 
sure that the patient will not re¬ 
turn with syphilitic symptoms. 
Evqn Plummer’s pill united with 
the compound decoction of sersa- 
panlla, unless it be continued for 
a very considerable time, cannot 
be depended upon. It should be 
given Veseks at least to 

t^ inontb£'^ '|»TCveat a return 
of the disea^, ne dAQitions will 
oflieit yield i^ a very short time, 
hut uhlesi you'eohiinue tlmme- 
dieiim tiK the sypHilitic action is 
' 4||i^yed, the disease will return^ 
^RdChiiig canbe ttoreubsUrd— 
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aottdng can shew a greeter ig¬ 
norance of the true principle of 
treatment which should be fol¬ 
lowed in this disease, than to 
suspend the use of the medieine,as 
soon as the symptoms disappear* 
—Venereal eruptions sometimes 
shew im irrifable disposition as 
well as other symptoms of the di¬ 
sease, from which the parts will 
be in danger of sloughing. 
Whenever this irritable disposi¬ 
tion appears, suspend the use of 
mercury, and give the com¬ 
pound decoction of sarsaparilla 
alone in considerable quan¬ 
tities. It will be better uot 
to combine the decoction with 
mercury in any form; if you add 
any thing, lei it be ppium and 
nitric acid. The opium lessens 
irritability, and the nitric acid 
bas sometimes a specific action 
on sores of this kind. Irritable 
eruptions, are voiy. often improv¬ 
ed by the exhibition of nitric 
acid, which not only has a speci¬ 
fic effect on them, but restores 
the general health of the patient* 
If the opium disagrees with the 
stomach of the patient, it will 
defeat the object of restoring his 
general health, and in that case 
should not Iw combined with the 
nitric Mid. With respect to locaf 
treatment, the best application is 
mercurial ointment >rith opitvn t

Thera v on the table a great 
variety of preparations, exhi¬ 
biting specimens of nodes, which 
will be worth yonr examina¬ 
tion after the lecture. The ske¬ 
leton on the table affords a cu¬ 
rious illustration of thq effect pro¬ 
duced by mercuryon the bones. 
Though the treatment of nodes, 
when attended to early, is very 
simple, cases sometimes occur 
in which considerable difficulty 
arises. You will sometimes 
find a considerable quantity of 
serous fluid fluctuating between 
the periosteum and bone. When 
this fluctuation is unaccompanied 
with inflammation and redness 
of the skin there will be no 
necessity to cut down upon 
the bone; if you do so, you will 
run the risk of producing exfoli¬ 
ation. Such a ffuctuation as this, 
may be removed by adding a lit¬ 
tle to the influence of the mer¬ 
cury. 1 have seen large accu¬ 
mulations of serum in the fore¬ 
head, and shin-bone entirely ab¬ 
sorbed by giving an additional 
quantity of mercury, and assist¬ 
ing absorption by the aj^plication 
of a blister.

to a case, in which exfoliation 
of the bones of the skull is ac¬ 
companied with symptoms of 
pre.ss(irc on the brain, you may 
infer that matter has formed be¬ 
tween the dura mater and the 
bone, and it will bo right to 
apply the trephine. This ob¬ 
servation applies not only to 
cases of syphilitic disease, but 
to ail cases of exfoliation of the 
bones of the skull, accompanied 
with coma. Here is a skull 
(exhihitin.^ it to the close), 
originally affected by syphilis *, 
sec, gentl'cmeri, what a lantern 
it became. The subject of this 
disease died, as 1 believe, chieily 
I from the injudicious continuance 
of mercury. Ho was a man of 
bad constitution, and thero was 
great difficulty in curing the 
primary symptoms of the disease. 
He had subsoqncDlly a node on 
the forehead, which" was fol¬ 
lowed by infiammation and stip- 
purattoii of other parts of the 
head, till the ulcerative process 
extended over the whole giir- 
face. He died ultimately of 
anasarca. It can scarcely have 
escaped your observation; that 
patients applying for admission 
the hospital, frerinently com- 
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plain of having^ pains all ovev 
them. They will tell you tha^ 
they have pains down their arms 
and log's, which become worse 
at niglit when they arc warm 
in bed, and that they have for¬ 
merly had some venereal com¬ 
plaint, for which mercury has 
been given till the mouth lias 
been rendered severely sore. If 
you ask them whether they 
were exposed to cold during the 
time they took the mercury, 
they will answer in the aftirma- 
tivc. Such persons, gentle¬ 
men, we do not admit into 
the hospitals; we only tell 
them to take care of them¬ 
selves, and to keep them¬ 
selves as warm as possible, and 
that after a time the disease 
W'ill disappear. These pains 
are readily distinguishable from 
those which proceed from the 
syphilitic poison. Syphilitic 
pains commonly attack the 
shins, but they never put their 
hands to this part of the body. 
They complain of pains from 
the upper to the lower part of 
the arm, pains about the chest 
and about the hips. These are 
mercurial, not venereal, pains. 
You have an opportunity of see¬ 
ing an example of this disease 
in the skeleton on the table, in 
which the i^rcury ha» affected j 


the ribs« the ttennim^ -ih» 
tibia, and in' short almost 
every bone in the body. A 
deposit of earthy matter is fom- 
ed between tlie pexieeteom 
and the bone, so as to case the 
surface of the bone. Patients 
suffer exceedingly feoas mbccu- 
real diseases of the bones, much 
more indeed than from syphili¬ 
tic pains. You should direct 
them to pay strict attention to 
temperature, and give them the 
compound decoction of sarsapa¬ 
rilla. This plan of treatment 
will be sufficient for the cure of 
this disease. 1 shall in the next 
evening’s Lecture close the sub¬ 
ject of syphilis by some general 
remarks on that disease. 



‘ HOLE AND CORNER’ SURGERY 
AT ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL. 


A very slender portion of 
common sense might have ena¬ 
bled any man to foresee that 
the attack made on the Press by 
the Champions of '' Hole and 
Comer Surgery" .would not 
only be perfectly abortive, but 
I that it could not fail, in its con¬ 
sequences, to prove most inju¬ 
rious to the reputation 
terests of the assailants, 
is the sitiiatioji in whi^ the 
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" Ghampioni of ** Hole and 
Cornw SiiTgjfity'' at St tho- 
mas'a Hospital hovr stand? 
They have separated themselves 
from theirprofessional brethren; 
they have virtually dissolved 
the union which subsisted be¬ 
tween the two Hospitals: after 
endeavouring in vain to procure 
the co-operation of the sur- 
g^eons of Guy's Hospital, they 
have had the intrepidity to come 
single-handed into tiic field>and 
if they have not succeeded in 
their attempt tb gag tlie press, 
and suppress the publication of 
Hospital'cases, it is to their im- 
Wcility and not to any want of 
zeal ill the cause of ** Hole and 
Corner Surgery" that their fei- 
lure is tb be ascribed. It is 
singular that men, who on most 
occasions have so keen an eye 
to their own interest, should in 
the present instance have used 
so much diligence to aocomplish 
their own degradation. AH the 
arguments, if they can be so 
termed, which have been urged 
in favour ^44be concealment of 
Hospitii^ are ibanded,

but vieW^a of'vtiiat are si^poaed 
io be the private interests of the 
operating sargebnt. Before we 
i|^«ert to any of these arguments. 
Ui tta eoiuider m place 
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what will be the probable etfect 
<if an avowal, on the part 
of the Burgeons of a particu¬ 
lar Hospital, that they arc 
anxious to conceal from the 
public the surgical practice of 
that Hospital, aod that they 
will ondeavour, by every means 
in their power to suppress iho 
publication of the cases, which 
come under their superintend¬ 
ence. It cannot escape obser¬ 
vation, that there are two classes 
of surgical operations, namely, 
successful and unsucoessful; 
and that it is only to the piibli- 
ditioiiof the iiiisticcessful that 
the' Hole and CWnpr’ Surgeons 
object; because,wcapprehend, 
it is quite evident, that, much 
as these men hate and dread the 
Press, they would never have 
avowed their hostility, or made 
any direct attack upon it, if all 
their successful operations had 
been regularly published, while 
all their unsuccessful operations 
had been imiformly suppressed. 
The obvious conclusion, there¬ 
fore, which the public will draw 
from the conduct of the cham¬ 
pions of * Hole and Corner Sur¬ 
gery,' is, that the nUmbef of uh- 
sQCcessful o;>erations,aod of cases 
unskilfully treated, bean such 
a small proportion to the success¬ 
ful cases, that the susgeons of 



St; niomas^i Hospital are aBX* | 
ious to conceal from the public 
eye the general surgical practice 
of that Institution. Wo will 
not at present, stop to inquire 
how far such a conclusion may 
or may not be justified by tlw 
actual state of the practice of St. 
Thomas’s Hospital; it is sufiir 
cient for our present purpose to 
shew that it is a conclusion fair¬ 
ly, and indeed necessarily drawn 
from the promises supplied by 
the weak and injudicious con¬ 
duct of the Champions of^ Hole 
and Corner Surgery.’ If the re¬ 
cent attack on the Press bad suc¬ 
ceeded, the assailants would 
still have committed suicide on 
their own reputations, for the 
public, will not fail to appreciate 
the talents of the Surgeons of a 
pabUc;hospital, who endeavour 
to conceal from them the know¬ 
ledge of what passes within its 
walls. The attack, however, was 
as impotent as it was injudicious ; 
the surgeons of St. Thomas’s 
Ho^ital are wholly divested of 
all power; they have not the 
smallest influence or authority 
in that institution, beyond the 
discharge • of their chirurgical 
functions; and even in the exer¬ 
cise of. these fenetionSi as we 
stated in our last number, so 
little confideoce is placed in their

particular branch of ^surgical 
practice. This is not an hypo- 
thclicai case; at St. Thomas’s 
hospital, a surgeon Las certmoly 
had the tnisfortuiie to perform' 
the operation of Llthotjipny on 
pDiWNis, who M ho in the 


bladder^ in seforal ea^ 4 , 
he has therefore a stro^ in¬ 
terest in sdppretting the publi¬ 
cation of all fntofe cases in which 
he may be equally unfortunate. 
The last case of this kind was 
one in which, as many of oiir 
readers will recollect, the most 
diligent search for a stone was 
made by the operator, by bis 
assistants, by bis dressers, and by 
many of the assembled students 
without success; fortunately, 
however, a stone was produced 
on the following day by the 
night nurse, who found it in the 
Identical vessel which had been 
repeatedly examined and emptied 
by the aforesaid persons immedi¬ 
ately after the operation ! Whe¬ 
ther .this is to be regarded as a 
fortunate or unfortunate case we 
do not pretend to decide; the 
subsequent finding of the stone 
by the night nurse, was no doubt 
disbelieved by many persons, 
and we confess, that consider-- 
ing it as a question of evidence, 
it has a very suspicious appear¬ 
ance. We maintmn, howbver, 
that whatever effoct the pub^ 
liration of this, fit vviy^^ 
unfortunate operation may have 
on the reputatton, or peod< 
nlary emoluments of Hospi¬ 
tal Surgeon, the interests 6ni|| 
iodividtmleiiiaotfbf a moiMiitbe

fiem acknowledge of the manner 
in which he discharges his pub¬ 
lic duty^ and of the results, whe¬ 
ther successful or uosuccessful, 
of^ his chirurgical operations.

CHEMISTRY. 

In our last number we staled 
that a body, however combusti- 
blein itself,would not burn with¬ 
out the presence of a supporter 
of combustion; wo may mako 
the same remark in regard to the 
supporter ; it w'ill not burn 
without the presence of a com¬ 
bustible body; in fact a supporter 
of combustionis,not inflammable 
under any circumstance and al¬ 
though in appearance sometimes 
.seems to burn,yet it is a well sub- 
.stantiated fact that tliis is never 
the case. 

Oxygen gas is the most power¬ 
ful supporter of combustion 
known, and under common cir¬ 
cumstances, is the only one. Into 
a jar of oxygen gas introduce a 
wood match, just visibly red and 
it will instantly kindle into flame; 
a taper will be relighted if plung¬ 
ed into oxygen while the wick 
remains glowing red. These are 
common experiments which 
prove the power oxygen pos¬ 
sesses of supporting combus¬ 
tion, foi; in both these cases 
the piTocess of combustion »ap 
much increased by the pre* 
icmcc of pure oxygen that 
fhiiiie, which is the most intense 
state of combustion j is instantly 
effected^ If iron or steel be hea- 
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ijQi white hot and introduced into | 
oxygen, so great is its power of 
supporting combustion, that the 
iron will burn with the greatest 
brilliancy. A. very beautiful expe* 
rimeat may bo made by boating a 
steel file white hot nnd suddenly- 
plunging it into ajar of oxygen, 
it will scintillate i n the most plea¬ 
sing manncrwtiile burning in the 
giis, and throw off sparks, so in¬ 
tensely hoi, that they will melt 
the glass where they fall in the 
vessel; and will be found after 
the experiment sunk firmly into 
tlic sides and bottom of the jar. 
Although oxygen is such a pow¬ 
erful supporter of cornbustion,yet 
the above experiments prove, it 
will not itself iofiame; nor is it 
combustible, for if this were the 
case it would take fire on plung¬ 
ing a lighted taper into it and be 
instantly consumed. The atmos¬ 
phere contains . about a quarter 
p .rt of oxygen gas in its composi¬ 


tion. The adulteration of the re¬ 
maining three parts, which arc 
nitrogen, acts mechanically, ii 
preventing the rapid contact o 
the oxygen with the combustibh 
body when it is imperfectly sup¬ 
ported by this n)istare,and henct 
the reason why a body burns so 
much more rapidly wh^ iotro- 
duceid Into pure oxygen.

On a former occasion I endea- 
voared to prove by numerous 
facta that the greater part of 
those dropsies called pcutsivcs, 
the cause of -which authors at¬ 
tribute to a general debility, to 
atony of the lymphatic vessels, 
in reality depended oh obstruc¬ 
tion to the venous circulation. 

1 related cases in which dropsy 
of particular parts corres¬ 
ponded with an obliteration of 
the veins of those parts. 1 
shewed that partial dropsies 
could not be explained by ad¬ 
mitting the common opinion of 
their cause; and also, that their 
production might on the con¬ 
trary be easily conceived ac¬ 
cording to the theory which 1 
pro{^sed. In fine, how is it 
possible^ to conceive a local 
dropsy, and adopt the opinion of 
those who think that passive 
dropsies are produced by a ge¬ 
neral debility?

A great quantity of serum was found 
in the abdomen, and also in the nvri- 
cardium; the heart was about throe 
times as large as the patient’s fist.

llioiw of an artery of the saine calibre; 
its interior was obstructed by a solid 
fibrinoQS clot adhering to the surface of 
the pariistes.

A young prl, ast. 18 years, of a strong 
and vigorous constitution, bad suffered 
for the last two years, pains in the right 
sboiUder, when she was admitted into 
the llotii Dim, J9lh of July 1820; 
there was on the right shoulder an indo¬ 
lent tumour of the size of a nut. Thi.s 
gill, refusing to submit to tlm operation, 
which was proiiosed by the r^ef sar- 
geon M. DuruYTiiEN, soon left the in¬ 
stitution, but she returned bii tbeSSnd 
of October 1832.—Her general health 
at this time did not appear much de¬ 
ranged. The tumour had acquired the 
size of the head of a full grown fcctus, 
ami occupied the posterior and eztemal 
part of the shoulder and arm, extending 
from the acromion to the insertion of 
the deltoid, and from the outer ridge of 
this muscle to the fossa infra spinata. 
Another tumour whicli appeared to com¬ 
municate with thtt first was situated iu 
the hollow of the arm pit, aud extended 
under the pectoral muscles, which it 
rals^. TV following are the prin¬ 
cipal circumstances wliich were ob¬ 
served :—the arm (right) was swollen 
and painful; the patient expectorated a 
great quantity of dark coloured blood, 
for which she was bled. This did not 
arrest tiie hceinorrhage, ami the patient 
died on the 18th of November about six 
weeks after her admission.

In this interesting’ case, as in 
the preceding, it is seen that the 
swelling attacked the part in 
which the veins were inpermea- 
blc. Hie opposite limb was also 
slightly oMlematous, which may 
be easily conceived, since the 
vena cava superior itself oblite¬ 
rated, could neither receive nor 
transmit to the heart the blood 
of the veins of this limb, a cir¬ 
cumstance equivalent to a certain 
point, to the obliteration itself 
of these veins.* 

These new cases will, 1 hope, 
cairy conviction to the minds of 
those who may still entertain 
some doubts as to the truths of 
the ideas which 1 have proposed 
relatively to the etiology, ot if 
they like, to the physiology of 
dropsies called potaiveff.- As for 
the' old doctrine, on the canse of 
tbes^ coihpiaints {dehUit^fdtony 
of the lymphatic ■ testeU,) it is 
evidlehtly ‘ inadmissible.

In general, 
the same rules should be ob¬ 
served in the exhibition of 
Quinine, as in that of cinchona. 
The minute bulk of the former^ 
however, renders attention to 
the stomach and bowels of the 
patient less necessary; purges 
or emetics before its exhibition 
are seldom reqaired. The dose 
is from one to three and six 
grains; among tlie various 
forms in which it is given, the 
author prefers the powder.-— 
With respect to the expense of 
this remedy, the dose of the 
Quinine is so minute, that it can 
scarcely be considered a dearet 
medicine than cinchona.

June BSrd.—Mr. Tyrrell com- 
meiiced his Hctore to day by giv¬ 
ing the case of* the little boy on 
whom he operated for cataract on 
Friday. He was admitted for a 
capsular cataract ef the right eye, 
with a partial opacity of the cornea 
and total disorganization of the 
cornea of the left eye. The acci¬ 
dent producing these results oc¬ 
curred about three years since, 
from an explosion of gunpowder, 
and it is most probable that some 
foreign body penetrated the cornea 
and the lens of Uie right eye, and 
caused a partial sloughing of the 
cornea, and an absorption of the 
lens. Mr. T. before the operation 
said, that he thought the sub¬ 
stance of tbe lens was absorbed, 
and bis reasons for thinking so 
were, that the membrane did not 
appear equally opake, but the 
opacity was ^nse towards the 
centre, and' tbe Iris, instead of ap¬ 
pearing convex towards the cor¬ 
nea, as is generally the ca^c when 
tbe lens is remaining, appeared flat 
so that there was a large anterior 
chamber. I used said Mr. T.

many years after they seemed to be 
very little altered in appearance or 
size. I shall make a few remarks 
on the hydrocele on which 1 last 
operated. The enlargement as is 
usually tbe case began in the lower 
part of the scrotum, and without 
pain ; it «as in shape like a pear, 
its weight was not great, it was 
clear, and the testicle was posterior 
to the swelling. The injection 
used was 3 i sulpb. zinci to one 
Ibj. of water, but the sympathetic 
pain in the loins was not felt so 
soon alter injecting the tunic as is 
generally the case. It was seven 
minutes after tbe injecting before 
lie complained of any pain.

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IS THE OLFACTORY NERVE 
THE ORGAN OF SMELL?

To asW whether the Oiractory 
nerve is the org'an of smelh 
might at first vibw seehi to ex¬ 
pose the enquirer to ridicule. 
Who entertains a doubt on the 
subject y w’onld bo the answer; is 
it nota w'cll established fact ever 
nnce anatomy has taught us 
the course of this nerve, its 
distribution on the olfactory 
surfaces, its large size in 
those animals which have the 
sense of sniclljng nrt05:t per¬ 
fect, &c. &c. I must confess 
that had this question been pro¬ 
posed a month ago, 1 should not! 
have hesitated to answer in the 
afurmotive, and that 1 should 
hot have ventured to entertain a 
doubt respecting it: although 
In physiology and medicine, &c. 
it may not be useless to question 
the correctness of points which 
are apparently the best settled, 
l^et those who are unwilling to 
doubt, believe as implicitly as 
they ih'inffc fit. Wishing, how¬ 
ever, this yenr to demonstrate 
in niy lectures on ^perimental 
phyaielogy^ the diffecen't ptof 
fthrtiea of ^ neri^Bi tycfeoi^ 
IM ftainr i|^ 


direct proof that the olfactotjr ‘ 
nerve was the agent of smett, 
aq attempt<^faie1l to ^y know¬ 
ledge had not been made. 

My first experiment consisted 
in laying bare the olfactory 
nerves of a dog, twelve months 
did. 1 did not expect to find 
[ them sensible to the contact of 
foreign bodies, nor e ven to punc¬ 
tures ; the greater part of the 
hemispheres of the brain was 
insensible to these excitements ; 
indeed, neither pressure, nor 
deep punctures, nor extensive la¬ 
ceration i were followed by any 
jsymptom which indicated sensi¬ 
bility of tlpse nerves. 

1 was curious to see if the 
direct contact of a very fragrant 
substance would be attended 
with a similar result: with this 
view I placed a few drops of 
ammonia on tho nerve; the 
animal-at first did not appear to 
take any notice of it, but.it soon 
gave proofs that it felt veiy 
acutely. 1 perceived, this as 
soon as the liquid touched that 
sides of the nerve, and reached 
its inrerioT surface, and conse¬ 
quently the ethmoidal fdssm; 1 
therefore beKeved that the am<

AS is ^lOWfl, 
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and that superiorly the grey sub¬ 
stance had no sensibility. In- 
feriorly the white matter was 
endowed with this property. 

After having made these ob- 
servatiors, 1 took the means for 
entirely destroying- the olfac¬ 
tory nerves, being firmly per¬ 
suaded that the power of smell 
would be entirely annihilated. 
What was my surprise to find 
the animal on the following 
day sensible to the powerful 
odours J put i|^'fore it (ammo¬ 
nia, acetic acid, essential oil of 
lavender) ! The sensibility of 
the interior of the nasal cavity 
had lost nothing of its energy; 
the introduction of the stilet 
was followed by the same result 
as on a dog, whose olfactory 
nerves were entire. This 
strange phenomenon recalled to 
my recollection a fact to which 
I had paid little attention the 
preceding year, because it was 
in such direct contradiction to 
the recognized opinions, that 1 j 
attributed it, 1 know not why, to 
some fault in the experiment. 
I allude to a duck from which 
1 had removed the hemispheres 
of the brain, and which sur- 
eight days, presenting 
this period different 
entfoiu phenomena; It had

preserved the power of distin¬ 
guishing strong smells. 1 shew¬ 
ed this animal, and submitted it 
to these various tests in my course 
at that time. 

To be perfectly assured of the 
fact, 1 destroyed the olfactory 
nerves of several other animals, 
and the results were exactly the 
same ; but besides this, 1 made 
another iml-)brtani remark, that 
the sensibility which 1 had ob¬ 
served at llic inferior surface of 
the olfactory nerve, only existed 
along the outer edges of the 
cribrirorm jilatc of the ethmoid 
bone, and from this 1 was in¬ 
duced to think that it might 
belong, not to the olfactory 
but to a filament of the opthal- 
mic nerve, which {lasses from 
the orbit to the nose, by an open¬ 
ing in the cribriform plate 

This indication led me to sus¬ 
pect that the branches which the 
fifth pair sends into the nasal 
fossue, were the organs by which 
the power of smell is maintained, 
after the destruction of the nerves 
of the first pair. In the human 
subject these branches arc rather 
numerous, although of a mid¬ 
dling size; they are composed, 
first,—of t]|& ethmoidal branch 
of the nasal nerve ; second, 
the naso-palatine of Scarpa ; 
third, of RUQietoiu fllwnenti 
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‘wliich arise from the internal 
surface of the splieno-palatine 
g-ang-lion. AUog-cther they arc 
so arranged as to he distributed 
to all the parts of the pituitary 
membrane, i was not exactly 
certain as to the relation of the 
fifth jiair to the nose of a dog-.— 

I asked M. Dksmovlins, ox- 
trerncly expert in such niatler.s, 
to dissect with me this nerve, 
and wc found that tlio ethnioi.'hil 
twig- is much I.‘irg:cr than in iiicii, 
and that it furnished r.?.ther a 
larg-c number of divi.sinns 

in the upper part of the nasal 
cavity; we also found that the 
superior maxillary nerve is not 
formed by the spheno-palaliiic 
ganglia, that it rends into the 
inferior, lateral, and internal j 
parts of the nose numerous fila- * 
ments of n considerable size. 

It was thenanatoniically j) 0 : - 
stble that all t!rc scnsibllily of 
the pituitary membrane depend- | 
ed on the divisions of the nflh 
pair. But unatoiuiail cunjee- 
tiircs on the functions of or¬ 
gans arc of no value until they 
are proved by physiological ex¬ 
periments. I thought of cutting 
the nerves of the fifth pair, so 
that the animals might survive ; 
but it was easier to entertain this 
idea than to put it in execution. 
la their coma over th« bwe of 


the brain, the nerves are con¬ 
nected to the cavernous sinuses 
and the internal carotid. Never¬ 
theless 1 attem[)tcd to make a 
section oflthcm on some rabbits, 
and 1 was rortiinate enough to 
I divide the nerves of several aiii- 
I mals on both sides -witliout pro¬ 
ducing any serious accident. i 
performed the same cxp:*rinieuts 
on dogs, young cats, and Indian 
j)ig.s; 1 also diiicovered that, those 
nerves once llioroughly divided, 
all traces of the c.ctiori of power¬ 
ful smells disapjiearcd. 'J'lie ani¬ 
mals which sneeze, rub their 
noses,and turn tlieir hofidsa>vay 
when made to smell ammonia, 
or acetic acid, remain motionless 
after the section of the fifth pair, 
or merely manifest the actions of 
these odours on the larynx. Jt 
appears to me that the result of 
this exporinierrt, a counterpart 
of the preceding is, that sinell- 
lug, as relates to strong odours, 
is performed by the branches of 
the fiflli pair, and that the first 
pair of nerves does not perform 
this function in common with 
the fifth. 

Here one objection presents 
itself; the odours, which 
have employed, it will bo 
are very active ; they exert 
chemical action on the pititite^.

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conjunctiva when thej^ come in 
contact with it. Mi^ht it not 
be possible that in destroying: 
the sensibility of the membrane 
of the nose, you take from this 
membrane the property of re- 
cog'nizing', not odours, properly 
speaking, but the capability of 
receiving the impression of sti¬ 
mulating vapours and caustics,RS 
that of ammonia andacolic acid? 
This remark is founded on the 
use of the vapours above men¬ 
tioned, but it does not apply to 
the oil of lavender and Dippcl. 
—Ill no case, before my experi¬ 
ments, had it been presumed that 
the irritating vapours did not 
act on the sense pf smell. 

In order to answer this objec¬ 
tion by means of experiment, 1 j 
destroyed the olfactory nerves 
of a spaniel, whose smell was 
known to be acute, and I dis¬ 
covered as in my preceding 
experiments that he readily dis¬ 
tinguished strong smells. But 
1 wished to be certain if he re¬ 
cognized the smell of meat, of 
cheese, and food in general.— 
For this purpose 1 enclosed 
several portions in paper and set 
before the animal ; in 
instance did he undo the 
liiiter and get at the meat. I 


other times he appeared to 
me to want the power of smell 
to discover some moat which I 
put before him without his 
seeing me do it. In supi>osing 
this last result correct, it would 
not prove that the lifth pair is 
not the agent of smell, for the 
derungemeut produced by the 
destruction of the olfactory 
nerves, necessarily produces in-, 
flarnmutiun in tlic nasal cavity, 
and may thus, although secon¬ 
darily, injure the power of smell. 
1 then followed tip this point. 

I 1 removed from some fowls, 
ducks, and magpies, the hemis- 
])hcrcs of the bruin, and the 
whole of the olfactory nerves : 
these animals preserved the en¬ 
tire sensibility of the pituitary 
membrane, and gave evident 
signs of the action of powerful 
odours on the smell. 1 cannot 
conceive on what grounds the 
contrary has been recently as¬ 
serted. 

In fine, I am indebted to the 
politeness ofM. Ramon, visiting 
physician dc la Matson Royale 
de Charenton, for a fact which 
appears to me to prove that it is 
neither indispensable in the hu¬ 
man subject for the exercise of 
smell, that the hemispheres of 
the brain should be entire. 

, Aiier several years of mad- 
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I ness and delirium, it is very 
common to see pei'sons fall 
j into a stiff and torpid state, 
unalog'otis to complete drunken- 
; ness ; the legs totter, the 
movements are uncertain, tiic 
tongue impeded in its action: 
this slate, which nothing has 
been found to relievo, is fol¬ 
lowed by a total loss of the in¬ 
tellectual faculties; and i.i a short 
time death takes place. On ex¬ 
amining the body, the liemis- 
^ pheres are found gorged with j 
blood, the coverings of the brain 
inflamed, and frequently a com- 
i pletc alteration in the cortical 
substance, in individuals who 
present the train of symptoms 
above mentioned, W. Rajton 
has always found a continuance 
of tire sense of smell, not only 
for strong and irritating smells, 
but even for odours much more 
light and volatile. 

Such are the olisorvatious 
which 1 present to physiologists 
concerning the olfactory nerves; 
they are still incomplete, and 
require to be followed up. 1 
hope, at any rate, that tliey will 
be the means of inducing others 
to repeat them, and to neglect 
; no opportunity of repeating, 
confirming, or disproving them 
• by patbdogie&l observations. 

. l\ appears firott theso rosoarobas 


that animals, such as dolphins, 
in whom the olfactory nerves ar® 
entirely wanting, are probably 
not deprived of smell, as some 
naturali.<;ts have imagined. 

If it be confirmed that the 
sense of smell belongs to the 
fifth pair, it will reniairi to be 
determined what are t!ic uses of 
the olliictory nerves and lobes. 
Nothing is as yet known which 
might enable us to dclermitie. 
n^ey would in this case be class- 
1 cd among tliu;;o parts of the 
nervous system, the fiuictioris of 
which arc entirely unknown. 

On the Influence of the Fifth 
Pair of Ncrvcit on Nuirition 
and the Fanetions of the Ei/e, 
By M. Magenuii:. — Idem. 

It has been stated in the pre¬ 
ceding paper how I was induced 
to cut the ndrvcs of the fifth 
pair in the cranium, so as not to 
caiisc the death of the animals. 

I have been also led to observe 
phenomena, which arise entirely 
out of the generally received opi¬ 
nions concerning the functions ‘ 
of the nervous system. 

After having divided one of 
the fifth pair of nerves in a rab¬ 
bit, I perceived that all seu^l^,.; 
lity on the same side of the face ' 
was lost ; the interior of - ^ 
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Ste, were insensible to the 
t contact of hard bodies, and eren 
of sharp instnuneots. I wished 
to ascertain if the same defect of 
sensibility existed for very irrita¬ 
ting^ chemical agents. I therefore 
appl ied some ammonia on the eye, j 
and distinctly observed that 
it produced no impression. In 
order to see the difference, 
1. lightly touched the eye of 
that side on which the nerve 
had not been divided with 
a little ammonia, and imme¬ 
diately the animal shewed by 
its motions, its struggles, the 
copious flow of tears, the clos¬ 
ing of the eyelids, &c. the very 
acute sensibility of the organ. 
There was nothing like this on 
the opposite side; the eye was 
d^, and what is most singular, 
the motion of the eyelids, called 
winking, had ceased; the globe 
of the eye appeared to have 
lost all its movements; the iris 
was strongly contracted and 
motionless; in flue, the eye 
had the appearance of an arti¬ 
ficial one, placed behind lids 
which were deprived of all mo¬ 
tion, Completely puzzled by 
' the multitude of strange pheno- 
I had observed, 1 
.^nplEied till the next day my 
obMirtiatioiis. and en^vouied 
te what I had seem 

i V.i.J .. : i 
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The loss of sensibility in the 
surtboe of the eye was most 
easy to be understood; the dis¬ 
tribution of the branches of the 
opthalmic nerve to the lids, 
and the conjunctiia, satisfac- 
torily accounts for this plieno- 
menop ; which had also been 
recently observed by Mr. Mavo 
on pigeons. The suspension of 
the secretion of tears, could 
also be understood by the para¬ 
lysis of the lacrymal nerve; but 
the motionless state of the eye¬ 
lids and eye, the permanent 
contraction of the pupil, could ' 
not be so readily referred to 
the facts with which wo are 
acquainted. I was, however, 
suddenly arrested by the idea 
that probably in cutting the 
nervi trigemioi I had included 
the motores oculorum. 

The next day 1 examined the 
animal, and was not a little sur¬ 
prised to find things exactly in 
the same state as when 1 had left 
them; only the healthy eye, 
from the effect of the ammonia, 
was intensely inflamed; the op¬ 
posite eye, on the contraiy, ex¬ 
hibited no mark of inflammation. 
The lection of the nerves bad > 
there prevented the develope- 
ment'of the iniammatory’pro¬ 
cess, and this result waa sot less 
cttriooi than the pieoeding. Is 
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fifiler HitiiiUy to atady thea^ 
difrer^nt phenomena^ I divided 
PQ thii day the fifth pair on 
levtral rabbiti, Inaome^ono of 
the Pervfifl only, in others, both, 
and at the same time. It was 
by observing these animals -on 
the following days, that 1 dis¬ 
covered the'facts which I am 
going to relate—facts which 
will undoubtedly excite the in¬ 
terest pf physiologists. 

A. Twenty-four hours after 
the division of the nerve, the 
cornea began to be opaque; in 
seventy-two hours the opacity 
considerably increased, and in 
five days from the time of the 
experiment it was of the white* 
MSB' of alabaster. 

D. From the second day, the 
conjunctiva became red, appear¬ 
ed inflamed, and secreted a con¬ 
siderable quantity of pnrlform 
matter, somewhat resembling 
milk; the cye-lids were cither 
separated to a considerahio dis¬ 
tance from each other, and mo¬ 
tionless, or were glued together 
by the puriform discharge which 
had dried on their edges, and 
when they were opened a 
deal of matter escaped. . 

O. About tbeiecondday after 
the division of the nerve, the iris 
also became inflamed, and its^ 
vessels developed themselves. 


On its anterioV lurfiicd 
formed some false membranes, 
which had, like the iris, the 
shape of a circular body, per¬ 
forated in the centre. These 
membranes at last filled the 
anterior chamber of the eye, and 
contributed to give the cornea an 
opaque appearance. Is it not an 
extraordinary phenomenon that 
an inflammation should exist 
with suppuration and complete 
insensibility of the inflamed part, 
and which is caused by the sec¬ 
tion of a nerve! Before pro¬ 
ceeding any farther, 1 will just 
remark that the sudden opacity 
of the cornea appeared to me at 
first to depend on the long ex. 
posurc to the air. To be certain 
of this, I divided in a rabbit the 
seventh pair of nerves, which, 
according to the observation of 
Mr. Charles Bell, directs the 
motion of winking; but although 
the eye in this animal remained 
in constant contact for several 
days with the air, no opacity 
shewed itself on the cornea, nor 
any inflammatioD, either on the 
conjunctiva or the iris.

In order to aacertain if my con* 
jecture had any foundation 1 
performed an entire extraction of 
the lachrymal gpland on two rab¬ 
bits, bat no opacity manifested 
itself on the cornea during- eig-ht 
days after the experiment. There 
was no foundation tlion for the 
conjecture. Opacity of the cor¬ 
nea, inflammation, and suppiira- 
lionofthc conjunctiva, and iritis, 
are dependent on nervous influ¬ 
ence. 

D. Towards the eighth day 
after the division of the 
fifth pair, a visible change 
takes place in the cornea ; 
it begins to bo detatched from 
the sclerotic atils circumference, 
and ulceration in the centre fol¬ 
lows ; at the end of three or four 
days more, the humours of the 
eye, turbid, and]partially opaque, 
make their escape, and the eye 
becomes reduced to asinall tuber- 
clcocciipying only a very small 
part of the orbit, a circumstance 
which gives to the animals 
somewhat of a terrific appear¬ 
ance. If the eye is dissected 
at this period, it will be found 
only to ooniaia a matter

E. The tight appears to be, 
if not entirely destroyed, at least 
considerably weakened; and if^ 
a few hours after the soction of 
the nerve, a needle is intro¬ 
duced to the surface of the re¬ 
tina, the animal shews no sign - 
of feeling. * 

As soon as both nerves are 
divided on an animal, it ajipcars 
blind, and moves about in a most 
singular manner : it walks with 
the cliin firmly resting on the 
ground, making use of. its head 
for a guide, just as a blind per¬ 
son uses u stick. 

The step of an animal in this « 
state differs altogether from an 
animal simply deprived of sight:

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blind or not: whilst animals 
which have had the fifth pair of 
nervesdivided, move in one man¬ 
ner only, and instead of avoid¬ 
ing- all impediments, often ob¬ 
stinately pash against them for 
several hours, so as torubofftho 
skin from the front part of the 
head. 

F. The tongue is insensible on 
the side wheretbe nerve has been 
divided, and if a section be made 
of both nerves, the insensibility 
is general. In this case the 
tongue hangs out of the mouth, 
but the animal is able to draw 
it in towards tho pharynx.— 
Bitter substances produce no ap¬ 
parent effect on the anterior part 
of the organ, but they evidently 
act on the centre and base. In 
dogs and. cats the lower jaw 
hangs after the division of the 
fifth pair, which impedes deglu¬ 
tition, and sometimes prevents it 
altogether. They walk in the 
same manner as rabbits; but in-1 
atead of resting on the chin, they 
frequently rest on the tongue 
which owing to the depression 
of the lower jaw is lowest, and 
therefore rubs against theground 
in the,act of 'progiession.

H. 1 think that I have ob¬ 
served the hearing destroyed by 
the division of the fifth pair;

acoustic nerve is evidently only 
a branch of the trifacial. If this 
last result is correct, all the 
senses would then be under the 
influence of the fifth pair, and 
thus the general theory of sen¬ 
sation ought to be changed.

Trial of the Injection of Warm 
Water into the Veins, in a 
Case of Hydrophobia, by B. 
Gabpard, Doctor of Medi¬ 
cine at St. Etienne (Loire.) 

In November and December 
1823, a great number of wolves 
infested the north of the district 
formerly called Bresse Chfilon- 
naisc; they were regarded by 
some as wolves from the Py- 
rennees, which had follow8i|i jiifa .! 
army on its return from 
by others as wolves of the 
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ji^ltaiae, from whence the first 
^1f of snow had driven them ; 
others supposed them to be 
wolves which had escaped from 
a menug^erie. Many persons, 
who have had a near view of 
these animals, state that they 
found them smaller, thinner, 
weaker, >vith a shanicr muzzle, 
and hair more shaded than i.s 
observed in the common wolf. 
However this may bo, they were 
disting-iiishcd hy extraordinary 
liereeness and audacity .attacking- | 
men in the day-lime, continually | 
prowling about houses, into 
which they endeavoured to cflcct 
an entry. They seemed to have 
lost their natural instinct in pro¬ 
viding for their nourishment, 
they attacked the shc]>herd of 
a flock rather than tlio sheej), 
and one ofmycolleagues having 
opened one, which had been 
killed, found nothing but a fevr 
vvefMls and some earth in the 
stomach. 

In the beginning of lust De¬ 
cember, a farmer, named J. L. 
Guillemin, hearing his yard- 
iog bark very loudly, wont out 
with a pick-axe in his hand, 
snd: saw his dog fighting with 

A while he was aiming 
at wolf, that animal, 
sprung fiercely 
up^ master, and seized his 


, 1824 : 

right hand, which he would 
probably have bitten through, 
if the palm bad not been pro¬ 
tected by the agricultural in«- 
strument. 'J'hc back of the 
hand was much injured, being 
deeply lacerated in the inter¬ 
osseous spaces ; and the furious 
animal would no doubt have 
inflicted more serious woiuids, if 
the dog had not compelled him 
to letgf) liis hold, and reuowing 
the cciinliat, dragged him several 
times to the ground. The wolf 
then entered the house, the 
door of which was open, and 
after exciting great alarm, 
rushed out of it, and efleeted 
his csca|»c. At u short distance 
from the house he bit a young 
man in the thigh. 

As this wolf was not suspect¬ 
ed to be mud, Guillemin’s 
wound was simply dressed, 
without having been cauterised, 
and it very soon healed. This 
man returned to his ordinary 
pm-suils, c.xhibiting, however, 
so much fear at the approach of 
night, that he scarcely ven¬ 
tured to go out of the house. 
Five weeks after the wound 
had been inflicted, on the 14th 
of January, 1824, be complained 
of pains in the nape of the 
neck and shoulders, and he had 
llight fever, with shivering. 
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Nevertbeless he went the next 
day to a iii-iirlih-irir*'* house, to 
hill and cut up a pi^; but 
while he was crig'ag'cd in this 
occupation, he felt an unusual 
trembling' in liis hands, of the 
motions of which ho had not a 
perfect command; he drank, 
however, a bottle of wine with 
the master of the house. On 
his return home he was seized 
Witli sickness and fever, went 
to bed, and swallowed a little 
brandy in the evening ; in the 
middle of the niglit, liaving 
called for some water to drink, 
he was seized with the horror 
which marks an attack of hy¬ 
drophobia, on bringing the ves¬ 
sel to his mouth, and found it 
impossible to overcome his re¬ 
pugnance. On the IClh of Janu¬ 
ary the symptoms were continued, 
dread of water, sensibility great¬ 
ly increased, trembling of the 
limbs, great thirst, urine scanty, 
and thick, continued fever, copi- 
oiissweats; he swallowed solids, 
however, as easily as when in 
health; from time to time he 
fell into a slight dose, from 
which he jumped up in a state 
of horror, imagining that he was, 
surrounded by voracious wolves. 
On the morning of the 17th, the 
symptoms continued the same. 
1 was called to him in the middle 


of the day by my excellent friend 
and colleague. Dr. Petiot, aIld^ 

1 found him with the symptoms 
characteristic of hydrophobia 
without mania, and even with¬ 
out delirium, as 1 had seen two 
individuals affected with it in 
1806, and 1811, at the Hotel 
Dieii at Paris. The patient rea¬ 
soned very well, but while he 
aflcctcd confidence, he was in 
reality much alarmed; his coun¬ 
tenance was somewhat wild, his 
eyes distended and sparkling; 
pulse small, feverish, and very 
quick; skin clammy, no appe¬ 
tite ; tongue white, and moist; 
phaiy'nx not at all inflamed; de¬ 
glutition of bread, meat, and fruit 
very easy; burning thirst; great 
desire for drink, but impossi¬ 
bility to satisfy it, notwith¬ 
standing the most strenuous ef¬ 
forts pcrsevcringly continued. 
As soon as a vessel containing 
liquid approaclied the patient’s 
mouth, he was seized with a 
painful contraction of the pha¬ 
rynx, and especially the upper 
half of the oesophagus, or per¬ 
haps even of the glottis, with 
spontaneous constriction of the 
chest; sobs, convulsive motions 
of the face, trembling of thu 
limbs, and other nervous 'i jttp pjL 
toms. The horror of 
tjent was the same, wbeMma 
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milk, wine, or water, were of¬ 
fered to him; whether the li¬ 
quid were presented in a glass, 
or through a tiilws, in whatever 
way it was attempted to bo in¬ 
troduced into the mouth, and 
whether his eyes were open or 
shut. 1 made uii attempt with a 
piece of icc,whicli the patient put 
into his mouth without repug¬ 
nance, and letting it molt there, 
he swallowed the liquid Avithont 
difhculty ; but the swallowing 
of a second jiiccc brought on a 
convulsive paroxj'sm of liydro- 
pliobia. A lit would sometimes 
bo brought on by the mere noise 
of the water poured from one 
pot into another, bj' a slight in¬ 
flux of air, by the shaking of the 
bed-curtains, by the slightest 
unexpected contact of his body 
with any substance, &c. IJis 
sight, Ijowevcr, was not u^feclcd 
by the light of the sun, or the 
lire. 

It appeared evident to ns that 
this individual was affected with 
true hydrophobia ; the spitting 
of frothy mucus had not yet in¬ 
deed taken place, but it soon 
appeared, as 1 shall shortly state. 
Some persons have imagined 
man was not affected 
hydrophobia in conse- 
of the bite he received, 
consequence of the great 
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alarm which he experienced. 
It has been alleged in proof of 
this that the dog, which fought 
with the wolf, and the young 
man who was bitten in tho 
thigh after the patient, had not 
contracted liydrophobia, which 
is true nji to this liino, (Feb. 2, 
1821) it has been said also that 
many other persons wore bitten 
by wolves of the same kind, 
about the same time, and have 
not been affected with hydro- 
phnhhi; which is true to a cer¬ 
tain extent, but not strictly so. 
When 1 reflect, however, that 
in cases of liydrophobia caused 
by fi^ar, tho malady has appear¬ 
ed at the moment of some vio ■ 
lent emotion of tho mind, or 
very shortly afterwards ; while 
in this case the disease followed 
very exactly the ordinary course 
of h 3 *drophobia, communicated 
by a bite ; when I consider also 
the cases which have been well 
ascertained and reported by au¬ 
thors of great weight (Messrs 
Decnkr, SALfici-.s, Portal, 
&c.) of hydrophobia being pro¬ 
duced by the bite of animals, or 
even of men, who hav'c been 
merely irritated or enraged, and 
who have not been themselyes 
affected with liydrophobia ; 
wheii 1 reflect, moreover, that 
the patient was far from being a 
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pusillanimous man, tltat he be¬ 
trayed no extraordinary, nor 
sudden fear, that the sig'ht of 
his dog- at the time of the acci¬ 
dent was calculated to re-assure 
him, &c.: all these considera¬ 
tions convinced me that hydro¬ 
phobia had manifested itself in 
him in consequence of the bite, 
and not from the effects of fear. 

However this may bo, we 
considered that, in leaving- him 
to himself, his fate was certain; 
and that, in attempting to cure 
him, such means must be re¬ 
sorted to as might advance the 
progress of medicine. I com¬ 
municated to M. Pktiot the two 
experiments made by M. Ma- 
GENDiE on a man and on a dog, 
and he agreed with me that | 
this was a proper case to ascer- { 
lain the efficacy of water in- I 
jeeted into the veins as a remedy 
for hydrophobia. We proposed, j 
therefore, this means to the pa¬ 
tient, as calcnlatc'd to assuage 
the thirst with which he was 
affiicted, and he readily con¬ 
sented to it. Having laid bare 
the cephalic vein of the right 
arm, 1 injected at first very 
slowly about four otmccs of 
warm water, asking the patient 
every moment if he felt any ex¬ 
traordinary sensations, such as 
palpitation of the heart, diffi¬ 
culty of breathing, fainting, &c; 
ho assured mo constantly that 
he felt nothing unusual; it was 
not till the injection was con¬ 
cluded that he spoke to me of 
certain prickings, or a kind 
tickling sensation througl^bt 
the interior of the 8toB|p||^^l- 
though the pulse in 

the mean time undHergone any 
change in its frequency at ful¬ 
ness. Uneasy, however, as td- 


the consequences of this new 
symptom, 1 suspended the expe^ 
riment, and waitcid to see if any 
serious effect should manifest 
it! elf; but at the end of a quar¬ 
ter of an hour, no change hav¬ 
ing taken place, 1 injected 
again with the same slowness, 
and the same precaution, four 
more ounces of warm water. 
The uneasiness, or rather the 
tickling sensation, of the lungs 
did not increase, but continued 
the same; the motion of the 
heart was not augmented; tho 
pulse only became a little fuller, 
but the patient’s thirst did not 
at all diminish, nor his nervous 
and hydrophobic symptoms.— 

; Fearing, nevertheless, that the 
lungs wpuld be gorged, I sus¬ 
pended the experiment, to ob¬ 
serve the consequences of those 
pulmonary prickings which did 
not cease; and 1 had soon rea¬ 
son to be glad of having done 
BO, for at the end of another 
quarter of an hour the patient 
complained of vertigo, and a 
desire to vomit; he coughed 
three or four times without ex¬ 
pectoration ; and at length, 
forty-five minutes after the first 
injection, he was seized with a 
violent shivering, and In-iiibling 
of the limbs, attended with a 
very small and frequent pulse, 
paleness and coldness of the 
body, exactly as in a paroxysm 
of tertian or quartan ague.—

circumstances, deficnd on his

calculated to create alarm, and 1 
shonld have been myself alarmed 
at it, if 1 had not Fccollected the 
three experiments made on a 
man in 1770 by J. M. Regnatidot, 
in which the injection of various 
liquids into the veins produced 
uniformly at the end of half an 
hour, a complete parpxysm of 
fever, ron^ioting 'if the three 
stages <-f shiwniig, beat, and

sentially destitute of a nervons 
systbin : and which the minute¬ 
ness of their proportions con¬ 
ceals from our view. Among 
tliesc beings, many live iu infu¬ 
sions, oj develope themselves 
exclusively in them ; otliurs 
, swim in the purest water, or in- 
I habit, as well as the intestinal 
I organs of more complicjited and 
j important animals. The beings 
for which I have suggested the 
name of Zoosperrns in the third 
volume of the DictumnaireClatt^ 
fi'Hinfoire Naturelle, p, 
3.''<G, printed about a year ago, 
are of this ntimbcr. They form 
part of tlie family of ccrcarite, 
established in the same work. 

The cercurifs belong systema¬ 
tical I v to the second o^er of in- 
fusional or misroscopical beings, 
which is composed of species 
furnished simply with tails.— 
These species have in their tail 
a sort of locomotive organ, 
which may be considered as the 
first rudiment of members, but I 
have never distinguished, with 
the strongest glasses 1 could 
employ, any external indications 
of sight or hearing, or any nata¬ 
tory apparatus which could faci¬ 
litate motion; nothing which 
could induce us to suspect the 
existence of any system, whether 
of respiratiiin, circulation, di¬ 
gestion, or sensation; there can 
be no doubt, however, that the 
cercarta: do perceive impres¬ 
sions, and that they nourish 
thernsclvcK. 

The characteristics common to 
all the ccrcariee consist in a 
globulous body, perfectly dis¬ 
tinct, terminated by a tail pos¬ 
teriorly, simple, and essentially 
inarticulatcd. It is important to 
distiaguish this last feature^ iu 
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order to put circumspeet ob- 
servers on thoir g-iiard ag-ainst 
the ideas of incautious observers, 
'Who, exaggerating the functions 
which these spermatic ariimal- 
culas perform in the process of 
generation, may he tempted to 
find articulations in a tail, which 
might then be made llie embryo 
of a vertebral column, while the 
globuloiis part might be con¬ 
sidered the elenieutary part of a 
larger animal. 1 will not slop 
to consider the various genera 
which 1 have CEtablished in this 
family, which amount to tix.— 
'I'wo only need here occupy our 
attention. The tirst, the type of 
tVie family, is the cc?’rtirift of 
Mnller, and of all bis follo'wers. 
Its characters arc a body not ca¬ 
pable contraction, cylindrical, 
obtiute anteriorly, tuperiv^, poH- 
teriorhj, and terminating in a 
tail Jle.rihle instrimniing, equal 
to the length of the body, or 
rarely longer. The cerrarite 
properly so called, are perfectly 
transparent and colourless; they 
inhabit cither infusions, or fresh 
water. Muller had, by analogy, 
given the name of gyrinutt, 
to tlie most common species 
which is found among marsh 
weeds, because this s|)ecics re¬ 
sembles a small tadpole both in 
form and motion. Disregarding 
what had been written on the 
subject of spermatic animalciilic 
by Lewenbock aud his other 
predecessors, he referred the de¬ 
scriptions and figures given by 
these writings to his infusional 
aoioials. '1 bi.s fault has led suc¬ 
ceeding naturalists into error; 
they have concluded that the 
observers wlio spoke of sper¬ 
matic mumals bad only found , 
eercariw:.^ corrupted semea.-^ I 


This error, arising (irom want <of 
observation, is the greater, inas¬ 
much as all life, and even all 
susceptibility to tl)C devclope- 
inent of life ceases in puirilied 
semen, while all semen is in- 
Jiabited by myriads of animals, 
so long as it continues fresh. 

The second kind to which it 
i.s important to direct our atten¬ 
tion is that to which i have 
given in the work above cited, 
and in the Encyciojuidie Alctho- 
diqve the name of zoosperma. 
Us characters are a. body not ca¬ 
pable of coutraciitm, oval, much 
compreNtnd, tvith a tail like a 
brietle, long or much longer 
than the body. Jn other respects 
it resembles the rrrcrtri>, having 
the .same general aspect, the 
same motion, the same trans¬ 
parency without the-least colour; 
but the tail is inlinilely longer, 
jdanted on the body, and the 
compression of this body es¬ 
tablishes the principal dilTcrencc. 
This compression is .such that 
wficn tlie zootrpermtB turn on 
their side, they appear com¬ 
pletely lineal, wliich is never the 
case with true cercaria\ It 
is astonishing that this great 
difference should have escaped 
the observation of those whose 
attention has been especially 
directed to spermatic animal- 
ciilic : they have distinguished, 
indeed some species, as com¬ 
pressed, but they have not seen 
in this coniitressioii a character 
of the first importance, and the 
only one which really separates, 
with respect to form, the inha^ 
bitants of semen from 
ccrcarise, w hich coiild nottl|»^nF! 
tingiiished systematically 
out this peculiarity. 

The 
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out exception the seed of ani- | 
mals of all classes. It is in the i 
epididymes that they are cxclu- i 
sively found, and only in animals | 
in a state of puberty and fecnn- ; 
dity This fact has been alrea- j 
dy observed by the exact Gloi- 
chen ; 1 have ascertained, it for 
more than ten years [ia.st, by re¬ 
pealed experiments. 'Po eon- 
clude that the zoospenme are 
the necessary cause, of fecnndity, 
and that they are secreted by 
the testicles, would not bo sound 
loj'ic. Hydatids, leniie, See. arc 
not secrelird hv the viswra 
which .serve for their residence: 
tliey find a suitable nonrishnient 
there, and a habitat aj>propriated 
to their orfranizatiunthat is all. 

All that i.s is necessary to ob¬ 
tain a ffood view of the zwm- 
■jicvinrc. i.s to take a testicle 
either from a liviripr animal, or 
one that is just dead, or at least 
before decomposition has taken 
place, artd haviji‘:f made a 
slig-ht pimclnre in it, place on 
the oV»ject-.sland of a good mi¬ 
croscopic a ponion of the drop 
of liquid which will cs- 
rupe from it. 'I'lie zuutipermtv 
will be there in such abundance! 
that they will scarcely be able 
to move individually, and it will 
be difliciilt at first to dir tinguish 
them amidst the general agita¬ 
tion. But if this fro.-h semen 
be steeped in pure water at the 
temperature, or nearly at the 
temperature of the testicle, the 
animalciilie will be isclaied, and 
we shall then readily see tliein 
wUh a simple lens, a Ime in 
%^ness; they will appear like 
W^all grain of rice, and their 
reMUnblance to tadpoles will 
strike the observer,with asto- 
ni^meDt. If 'we employed 


water at a lower temperature, 
the new senMilion felt by the 
ziwHpvrmtF! would make them 
roll into globules, and become 
motionless. Aciduhited water 
would kill lliem immediately. 

It has been said, that tlic 
zoosjurnifT can live only a few 
niinii1.es on the objeet-stand of 
the microscope ; this is a mis¬ 
take: in general they live but 
a short time there, because the 
evaporation changing the nature 
of the liquid by thickening it, 
they cannot move in the mass; 
but if we keep semen, which 
has been either ejaenlaled, or 
taken from a lacerated tes¬ 
ticle, plunge*! in a gla.ss of wa¬ 
ter at the temperature of the 
animal, and afterwards, without 
attending to the grudiiul cool¬ 
ing, taking care only to prevent 
putrefaclio'i, wiiich can be done 
ft>r a con.'lderable length of 
time, the zmHpermet will live. 
1 lJa^ e in this way kept them in 
small vessels for eight or leu 
duy.s : and thi.s experiment has 
succeeded, not only with the 
zuoMpermte of frogs, but M'itfi 
thn.se of mamiTiiferon.s animals, 
and of man. 'I'lie mrujiCiil the 
[jroserved semen acquires the 
least smell, which is not pecu¬ 
liar to it, indicating the first de¬ 
gree of decoinpo^ilioii, the zudh- 
pennoi die irretrievably. 

'i'he ZouMpermof pass into the 
vcfcicnla^ .setninale.s, but they do 
notcx)nstitiitc semen : inhabiting 
the testicle.s, they are draw'n 
from them by the fluid, which 
those organs secrete, as certain 
intestinal animals arc drawn by 
difl'erent causes from the viscera 
which contain them. Perhaps 
their rapid motions may produce 
the mixture of diflTerent sub^ 
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stances winch compose semen 
capable of fecundating'; this is 
the function which we may sup¬ 
pose them to ijcrforrii in the 
animal economy. If these mo¬ 
tions arc wanting, the inixliire 
may not take fdaco, and tl»e se¬ 
men consequently remain im¬ 
perfect. 'I’o suppose that it is the 
animalcule wliich fecundates, is 
an idea hazarded,or revived by 
Ibtflon, wbicli is by no means 
conclusive. 

1 have ealculidiid lliat in the 
semen of a strong and liealthy 
man, a thousand ex¬ 

cessively pressed against each 
other, occupy the space of a 
square millimetre (half a line). 
U’lie size of zoosperm ft' is not 
proportional to tfiat of llie ani¬ 
mals, which nourish them. 'J’hat 
of man is nearly of tlio same size 
as that of the cock, and only 
twice as large as that ofllie silk¬ 
worm. 'I'he bull’s are somewhat 
larger than onrs: those of the 
horse are somew hat leSs tliuii 
those of the male ass, ami yet 
the horse ami tiii' ass iinpn'g- 
natc the same female, whicli 
would not happen if it was the 
animalcule which imp'i'egnaU d. 
The same thing would ii;tpf»en 
in tins case wliicli takes place 
with respect t(> globules of 
blood ,011 whicli 1 have remarked, 
as M. Dumas lias also judicious¬ 
ly done, that an animal will 
live if yon inject into its veins 
globules of blood of cfiual bulk, 
wherons be dies in convulsions 
if you employ for the injection 
globules of blood of a ditferent 
bulk from its own. In general, 
the size of the zonsf)€rmfe is in 
the inverse ratio of the size of 
the animal; the smallest ani¬ 
mals have nQOspermm propop- 


tionably larger, but many of 
them fewer in number. Rep 
tiles produce the most consider¬ 
able ; those of fish have the 
longest tails, though it is more 
Uillicult to perceive them. I 
shall shortly publish an engrav¬ 
ing in whicli about .00 species of 
corcariai will be carefully re- 
prcs(;nte(l and dt'seribed,— Jvur-

A child, named Alexandre 
'IVippel, aged eight years 
was mbnitttd into the Hospital 
in the month of Scqilernber, 
iS‘2*2, for a slight complaint of 
the howcl.s. A few days alitor 
its admission, wc; jicrceivod lic- 
hind the ear.s, in front of the 
rna.stoid processes, a deep run¬ 
nel-like cavity, the bedtorn 
of which was diircted upwards 
and inwards, ami by wliicb the 
[laticiit heard whetlu'r the na¬ 
tural opening was closed or not; 
a slilet introduced into Ibis ac¬ 
cidental cavity, penetrated to 
the depth of several lines. 

The cartilaginous portion of 
the ear had undergone no al¬ 
teration, only the opening of 
tho meatus uuditorius externus 
was thrown forward, and was 
narrower than comnion. The 
patient's hearing was hard, and 
he answered only in monosyl¬ 
lables. 

'J'lie child was on the point of 
qiiitiiiig the hospital, when 
was attacked by a maligiu^ 
Angina, which carried hiiii off 
in a few days. On a careful ex* 
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ftminatioD of the two cars^ we 
discovered the following ap¬ 
pearances. 

The accidcDtal opening, con¬ 
cealed entirely by the cartila¬ 
ginous portion of the ear wai 
enlarged, and tonninated in llu? i 
bottom of the meatus auditorius j 
externus, the cartilage of wluch j 
was interrupted in this place, as | 
>vc shall presently observe. 

'J'licre existed no inetiihrane of 
the tyinpaniiui, or .small bones of 
the ear: a \ery thin inucoii.s 
membrane lined tbe ea\ity of the 
tympamirri, and the two meatus, 
and was blended exferiorlv with 
the .skin ; the length of tlie ac¬ 
cidental iiiealiiN was from about 
four to live lines, that of Ihe 
right side was clo.sed bv lhi»*k 
ernsts, wbi<‘h could never be 
e\lr:tcted during the cliild s life. 

'J’he jneatiLS auditoniis exter- 
niis, sligblly eontracted, wjls 
from live ti> six lines in lenglb ; 
it wa.s bent anteriorly: the po.s- 
terior part of its cartilage, in- 
lerni|ded by the interna! orifice 
of llie accid.'nlal meal us, wa.s ut- 
taeln'd on one side to the base of 
the /.ygomalic process, and oii 
the other to the .summit of tlie 
iiiJisloidoiui eininenci*. Tliiseini- 
neiMc wy.s 1 10 1 lowed at its base 
1(t form the po.sterior parie.s of 
the accidental ineutus : the inas- 
toidean cells were only covered 
by u fine lamina of compact s:d»- 
stancc. The internal parietes of 
the cavity of the lympanuiii, and 
the opeiiiiig.s communicating 
with the labyrinth were observed 
at the bottom ol the meatus aii- 
ditorius externus.— Idem.

In the midst f»f the great 
r|ue.stion.s whicli divide at present 
(he majority of physicians, the 
nervous system, its functions .and 
diseases, hold tlie first rank. Hut 
the physiology ofthis great .ijipa- 
nilus ofthe animal economy being 
enclosed in triurh deeper obscii- 
ri ty oA'e ii t h anils p!it hoi ogy, has 
in a particular manner ntJraeted 
the attention of authors, Jt has 
been projioscd to determine t.lie 
respective uses, of each of the 
numerous finrts which enter into 
its composition. In Prance and 
several neighbouring nations, 
medical men have taken the! 
same object for their researches; I 
analogies drawn from nuatoiny, 
and physiology, experiments on 
animals, pathological observa¬ 
tions, nothing has been left un¬ 
tried to lead to the solution of 
the numerous difficiilties, which 
this subject presents. At present

the results of many of thesd 
labours sire known, and nu¬ 
merous theories have been pub¬ 
lished: blit it must be owned, 
that all these theories fouiided 
a|)pareiitly, on the most exact 
experiments, and strict bbserva- 
tions, are more or loss contradic¬ 
tory, and opposed to eacli other, 
so tliut after having rellectod on 
them, one arrives at a cornplcle- 
sceplicisin on 1)10 mujor part of 
the (picslioiis discussed. 

In this state of things, pliysi- 
clans, far from boingdiscoiiraged 
ought to direct their atltuilion 
l'.> the lUTvous system with a. 
new onlour, and make known 
all the facts vv.hich may lend to 
conlirm, modify, or destroy, the 
opinions juil iortii respecling its 
ruiicliou.s. It is with Ihis view 
that we pu'olish the following

Tiikrcsa Monix. in the habit of 
doing needle-work, fifty-two years of 
age, and who had ciijoytKl goo(f general 
health till 1HI9, when she began to feel 
laiicinatiikg jmins iii the abduineu and 
chest, site attributed these to the sup-

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preMioD of the mmntratl dischai^e, be¬ 
cause she had oflen experienced a nio- 
loentary relief by the application of 
leeches to tlie vulva. At the end of a 
few months these pains left thelliorax 
and abdomen, and manifestod tlwmselves 
with much more violence tliau before in 
the pelvis, and iower extremilie.s: but 
particular!y on the left side. The infei ior 
extremities became, from that period, the 
seat of the most varied idienoinena; 
they were at one lime cold, at another 
time stiff and burning, frequently the 
seat of an intolerable itching whlcli was 
exceedingly painful; they were either 
conqdetely niution1e.ss. or agitatwl with 
convulsive nioveiucriis; still possessing 
sufficient strength to snjiport the weight 
of the body, they could nol perform any 
progressive motion. At lust, towards 
the einl jc»f Janniiry, IrtjJI, llie limbs 
began to waste, and entirely lost both 
motion and .sensation. All the ]du-tit>- 
mena related above, wen' not constant, 
and dill not jirescnt exactly the same ap¬ 
pearances on tlieir return. The. patient 
suiuetimcs passed several days without 
experiencing anything but an itching, 
and darting ]>nins, which comineiiciiig 
from tlie pelvis appeared to follow the 
course of the nerves. 

The patient bad not left Imr be«l, for 
four months prior to her admission into 
the hospital (Nec'k.:r). At tliat time 
the lower extremities were quite stiff 
and could not be bent without producing 
considerable pain. They were lUKcnsible 
to all external irritation, hot always the 
seal of acute pains. Notwilhslaiidingthe 
siiffness of the limbs, the skin was soft 
and flaccid. The vertebral column 
pres<*nted no irregularity, and the patient 
felt DO pain in any jiart of the spine. 
The general healilt appeared pretty 
good. 

All these symptoms enniinued with¬ 
out presenting any change till the month 
of January 18:23, at wliich ]H'rind the 
legs began to be bent on tlie thighs, and 
the thighs on the pelvi.s; so much so, 
tl»t the flexion W'as carried to such a I 
point, that the heels were bent against 
the nates, and the legs raised to tiie 
chest; the forced extension of the limbs, 
becMpe as painful as the flexion had 
and as soon as they were strelch- 
fO^liL quickly returned to tlieir 
fhabw position. Tlie patient continued 
in tbb aigte till her death, which took 
plaoe on tte 6th of October, 1883, after I 
a loag iiiffeiiiig. 

Dttri^ tiw contmoMKo of this Itmg 
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tod Revere illness, the patient had, in 
the month of October 18ih2, a pleurisy 
of which she w*us cured. Two inontba 
before her death, several articulations 
•if the left carpus and metacarpus and 
that of the right knee bi camo inflamed, 
and the first suppurated for six weeks 
previous to her dissolution. For Sninr- 
lime the stryxlmiiio was employed which 
lesseneil the convulsive motions, and 
apiirnrcd to give a momcnlary relief to 
her sufferings. The acetate of mor^ 
phine was also adininisterixl in the dose, 
of a grain, without success.

Lungs ••xcavalt'd, and filled with tu¬ 
bercles.* Ijcft lung adhtTed throughout 
to the pleura costalis of the sideattackod 
with the inflaniination. 

The Biticiiliilioiis above-mentioned, 
contained u purulent liquid; their car¬ 
tilages were ineguhir, and appeared 
destroyeil in certain points. 

Tlifi brain was .sound; the cerebel¬ 
lum ill !i good -slate excepting that on 
eacii lobe, posteriorly, there was a small 
band, from an inch and a half to two 
inches long, of a white, finn. hard sub¬ 
stance, conqiosed of dccllssal(^d flbrra 
and which adlterod very iiisimately to 
each other. 

I'he .spinal marrow was healthy as far 
as the level of the tenth dorsal vertebra, 
where there was found on its posterior 
part a tumour contained bi^weeti two 
small folds of the arachnoid. This 
oblong tumour, about two indies in 
lenglli, and placed lengthways in the 
spinal canal was slightly furrowed on 
its Hurfiiee, of rather a Arm coiisi.slencr, 
a ri-ddi.sh white colour, intersected by 
small vessels w'hich penetraletl into its 
Ulterior. When cut, it appeared com¬ 
posed of a homogeneous matter some¬ 
what ri^einbling the substance of the 
brain, but more firm, of a light rose 
coiour, and presunl big when tom, small 
but very distinct granulations. There 
were luikiierons luuiuto vessds going in 
every direction; the tumour did iiol 
adhere in any point to the ipioal mar¬ 
row, which in every.part corresponding 
to it, was softened to the couaUrteoce of 
thick paste, to ilic extent of about two 
iuebes, and which towards the most 
bulky part of the tumour, appearod cat 
transversely, so that the two poitloaa 
separated by a small space representing

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two eonei reitln;; gainst earh other by 
tlieir tops. After a very attentiTe ex¬ 
amination of the Hofteneil portion of the 
marrow, no sinple fihra could be dis¬ 
covered, which iiiid not undergone this 
alteration. 

The. limbs were wasted ; the nerves 
did not appear diminished in size.* 

It appears proved by this, and 
four other cases on record, that 
limbs, the nerves of wliich have 
lost all connexion with the brain, 
by the spinal marrow bt>in«- dis¬ 
organized through its thickjic.ss, 
may preserve to a greater or less 
degree, and under certain cir¬ 
cumstances, seiKsation and mo¬ 
tion, nr one only of these powers. 
Thus the general opinion of the 
brain being the exclusive seat of 
these functions falls to the 
ground.

GUY’S HOSPITAL. 


The continuation of the case 
of F. P. in Liike\s Ward. 

June ‘23.—Since the introduc¬ 
tion of the full-sized catheter he 
has been very uneasy; there is 
a slight oozing into the cellular 
structure from the wound in the 
perinseum ; this was not much 
noticed by the dresser,and on the 
following day the scrotum >vas

distended to near half the sizej 
when the extravasation first took 
place, and it had spread into tho 
integuments of the penis, which 
was swollen to twice its natural 
size, although the bladder was 
emptied three or four times in the 
day. 

25th.—The .swelling is not di¬ 
minished, nor does it ap[>ear to 
be iricrcas(;d, the niauis in much 
fuiiri and the greatest part of the 
urine pusses by the wound in tho 
perimeiim. A cold lotion was or¬ 
dered to be laid over the swol¬ 
len parts. 

26lh.—The man is very rc.st- 
less ; get.s no sleep at night ;— 
tongue furred, but still white; 
he complains of much i>ain. The 
catheter was withdrawn to day, 
and the urine allowed to escape 
by the wound, as the catheter 
does not answer the purpose in¬ 
tended, and it is thought better 
to let the sore in perinajo become 
fistulous, until tlie extravasation 
is entirely got rid of. The swel- 
I ling is rather dimitii.shed to day. 

27tli.—Has again had a bad 
night ; looks very dejected, 
bis coiinteiianco is very pale, 
pulse about ninety. The swel¬ 
ling of the penis rather di- 
rainislied, but still gives him 
great pain. He continues to ap¬ 
ply the wash and takes his for¬ 
mer medicines. 

28th.—Last evening he had an 
addition of opium ordered, and 
had in consequence a more 
tranquil night; but his sleep has 
not been refreshing ; his tongue 
thickly furred, but white. 
voice is very much altered 
there is c\ idently a greet 
for the w'orse within the last^O 
or three days. He has the ap;- 
peaiaace of a man labottring un^ 
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de^ GXiensive visceral disease.— 
The urine is received ona spon^. 
but the.’C is still a quantity of 
p :i '2 >w and then from 
the wound. >V hen wc have no¬ 
ticed him voiding hisnrine^ it has 
appeared very turliid. The lower 
part of thejierimeuni is a little ex¬ 
coriated. Ho continues his for¬ 
mer medicine with an addition 
of opium and is on the middle 
diet. 

2'.)lh.—ITe slept hetlcr last 
nig'Iil than he has for some time, 
the sweUinjr of the poiiis is inudi 
diminished : I/ls pulse is eighty 
and soft, histong-uc is moist • 
he complains of being very weak, 
fomentations of popj).V are ap^ 
plied to the parts and afterwards 
a poultice.

poiiitofthe os liyoidc.>^/l'hew(>und 
was four inches in e.xleat, it ex¬ 
posed the uj)perpart of the thy¬ 
roid cartilage and the pomum 
udami, the broad lig'ament con¬ 
necting the os hyoides to the thy¬ 
roid cartilage was also e.xpose'd, 
and through it was a small open¬ 
ing into the larynx, ami the 
air came freely out at each ex¬ 
piration, In the upper part of 
the w<mnd on the left side hung 
a part of the submavillary 
gland, which >vas almost sc 
vered from the other part of the 
gland. He must have made 
.several cuts after the large se¬ 
micircular incision, as he had 
detsichi’d the integuments up¬ 
wards and forwards, toward the 
chin, and hud partly divided 
1 the anterior belly of the digas- 
I trieus. 'I'he insertions of the 
I omo-hyoidei were distinctly 
I seen. 'I'he parts were carefully 
washed and freed from l!ie hard 
coagnla, which had formed on 
the edges of tiie wound, and 
were brought together hy three 
.sutures, and by strai>s of adhe¬ 
sive plaster betw^een them ; a 
broad piece of adhesive plaster 
was put across the neck below 
tlic wound, and its end car¬ 
ried upwards, whicli effcctoally 
supported the integuments. A 
thin roller was lightly carried 
over the whole.—He has been 
very feverish within the last 
day or two, and has had also a 
slight cough.—He has taken 
some saline medicine, and house 
physic. 

'J'he other accidents admitted 

this week ftre, a dUlecation of 
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the hamerus into the axilla; 
this case was well marked by 
the flattenings of the shoulder, 
by the lengthenings of the arm, 
the elbow carried from the side, 
and by the head of the bone 
being felt' when the arm was 
raised towards a right angle 
with the trunk. It was easily 
reduced by taking hold of the 
hand and making extension, 
and by lifting the head of the 
bone, by placing tho heel in the 
axilla. A fracture of the ulna- • 
a contusion of the ancle—an in¬ 
jury to the scalp—a scald—a 
fracture of the clavicle. 

No operations have been per- 
performed here this week. 


ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL. 


We give here a short 
sketch of the case of B. R. in 
Ann’s ward, with the dissec¬ 
tion of the amputated limb, and 
the state of the patient after the 
operation. She is 32 years of 
age, of a fair complexion, and 
scrofulous habit; she was ad¬ 
mitted, June 17th, into Ann’s 
fjr the purpose of having the 
lower extremity of the left side 
amputated. She states, that 
eight years since she received a 
blow on her knee by ike falling 
of a door which she was endea¬ 
vouring to take down; that 
her knee swelled very much, 
and was so painful that she 
could not walk ; soon after this 
she came into St Th^as’s hos¬ 
pital, under the care of Mr. 
Chandler, and leeches were 
frequently applied to th« knee, 
also cold applications, then blis¬ 


ters. and lastly, issues were made; 
butal 1 to no purpose, theswelling 
was very little reduced at the 
end of six weeks, and she left 
the hospital just as lame as 
when she came in. It was 
proposed to amputate, hut 
to this she very properly ob¬ 
jected. She has since been 
under the care of various sur¬ 
geons in her neighbourhood; 
but the lameness mid pain have 
been gradually j. She 

lived in or near '*]■ i:ilii- lii> most 
of this time, undoubtedly a very 
had situation for a person of her 
description. About three months 
since an abscess burst about four 
inches below the head of the 
tibia, and in a month after ano¬ 
ther ; she could walk only on 
crutches, and then only a very 
short distance. She h^ a short 
cough and expectorated co¬ 
piously, occasionally streaked 
with blood; she could get no 
slepp at night, and had no ap¬ 
petite, but was always very 
thirsty. This was j ust her stale 
a little before she came into the 
hospital; she appeared very 
much emaciated, and complained 
of great pain in her knee, and 
the slightest movement of it 
made her shriek from the severe 
pain it occasioned. The open¬ 
ings before mentioned were ob¬ 
served below the joint and 
sinuses, leading from the open¬ 
ings into it. The knee was 
also partially dislocated for¬ 
wards, evidently poioting out 
that an ulceration of the l^ji- 
meats and cartilages had 
place.

MIDDLESEX HOSPITAL. 

Thursday, June 10th.—George 
Wotilfrey, a healthy lad, set.

fer much in size. For the purpose 
of more minutely examining' the 
nature and extent of the injury, 
and removing the insulated por¬ 
tions of bone, an incision was 
made upwards, tiirough the scalp 
(which had previously been sepa¬ 
rated from the cranium by the ac¬ 
cident), in the centre of, and. at 
right angles with its origin^ fkbe« 
lation or accidental divisibai^'A 
small branch of the tl^poral 
artery was divided by this pro(%ss» 
which gate out its bloed freely at 
first, but was speedily stopped bv.

Yes, the glans penis, fof ex¬

first importanee in'^ii^eil

The power of electricity in 
producing chemical changes, 
appears to ba overrated in many 
cases, aiid not sulSctently valued 
in othem, and as oiie of our ob¬ 
jects is to enable our readers to 
think for tiiemselVes on the theo¬ 
retical parte of chemical science, 
we shall not only state, oiir own 
doetrinesV the experiments on 
Which they are founded, and this 
new faete which develop tbeiin- 
selves in our own particular stu¬ 
dies ; blit those also Which we. are 
enabled to gather from olher^ and 
more val uable quarters.

ehase whb Know no bettor, and 
affording the opportunity to 
others, .who from a vitiated ap¬ 
petite, regardless of the conse¬ 
quences, need no persuasion to 
do so. it should be recollected 
also, that there arc many chil¬ 
dren ill the wards who ate always 
anxious to lay out the little mo¬ 
ney their friends may furnish 
them with in the first trash that 
is shown them. The result with 
them almost invariably is, a con¬ 
siderable irritation of the lining 
membrane of tlio stomach and 
bowels, and sometimes even 
ampuniihg to inflaraination with 
a corresponding constitutional 
disturbance \ and we must not 
suppose that even adults can 
escape with impunity. We have 
often observM great surprize 
manifested by the surgeon on 
finding the medicine whieh he 
had ordered produce just the op¬ 
posite effect to that which was 
anticipated, which has induced 
him to substitute a less eliicient 
remedy. Under the supposition 
that the former one has disagreed 
with the patient. By which cir¬ 
cumstance it happens tliat the 
patient is not only losing his' 
time, but tlie surgeon is also 
losing confidence in the reme¬ 
dies he employs. We beg, 
therefore, to direct the attention 
of the proper authorities to this 
abuse, in order that it may be 
revehled for the future. We 
avo before had occasion to no¬ 
tice thi.s practice, and for a time 
It was discontinue. A repetitibo 
of the occurrence, has rendered 
a repetition of the Caution neces¬ 
sary, and hope that this 


gentle reminiscencp wjll not be 
without its effect!

CLINICAL LECTURES 

July 7th.—I shall first read 
you to day, .said Mr. Tyrrell, 
a singular case of abscess in the 
male hrtast. The man is now in 
Abraham’s ward, his occupation 
that of a porter, 'I'wo years ■ 
since he was in this hospital 
under tlie care of Mr. Green, . 
with a small indoleitt tumour in 
the left breast. His habits are 
i pretty regular, and his general 
health not much disturbed. He 
has received no blow on the 
part, nor can he account in any 
way tor the appearance of the 
swelling. He has had rigors, 
followed by increase of heat, 
darting pains :in the part, and 
other symptoms usually indicat¬ 
ing the formation of matter. The 
tumour IS situated just below the 
left nipple, and appears to com¬ 
municate with it. Now this is 
usually the seat of scirrhus, but 
this case appears to me to be 
oiie of jsimple chronic infiam- 
matioii, which notwitiistandihg 
the employment of the nspal 
remedies, has gone into suppu¬ 
ration. I asked him if be l^d 
any affection of the testicle, pte- 
vious to the appenTance of the 
tumour in the breast, but^be 
said he never had any compfahiit 
tfaeirc. I ordered him tb take sbpie 
pills of calomel and eoloc^tii: 
three times in 
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also to ^ applied and aftor\vard» 
tl» spiiitVa^h. Fiiidiii;: tlii'iiu- 
pli^tioD of the leeches had not 
affoided the relief I antici¬ 
pated 1 ordered them to be 
put on ag^ain, and the second ap¬ 
plication eased the pain consider¬ 
ably. '1 he breast is sti 11 very ten¬ 
der and almost as pain To 1 on be¬ 
ing* tonclied as the irritable broafd 
of a Young female. 1 have once 
or twice seeii-similar casesoftliese 
ufTectionsof the mali> nipple,but 
the absorbents in the neighbour¬ 
hood do not become enlarged as 
in sfrirrhus; and in the present 
case the glands in the axilla are 
not at all affected. 


The next case is that of an ir~ 
ritabif ulerr on the tibia which 
1 suspect to be 

I. M. aged 17, was admitted 
into Isaac’s on the Ath of this 
month with ,an ulcer on the leg; 
he is a native of Cork, which 
place he left about two months 
since. Hi.s person is tall and ra¬ 
ther robust, his complexion dark, 
his habits have been on the whole 
regular, and his healtli good.— 
He has had incrustation on his 
left leg which h.*»s ulcerated, se¬ 
veral times, having healed and 
broke out a^ain. From theap- 
jpearauceoftne sore which I con- 
sideted suspicious, I quc.'tioncd 
Min about a syphilitic taint, but 
he denied ever lur ing any thing 
Of that kind. From some hesita- 


llbii; which my dre»er afterwards 
dij^vered, in his ajfjswcrs to 
[Ubations put to him, fie deter- 
■ letl oil examiniug biin, when 
thattbeib was a slight 
“ i from the urethra add a 
Kftoinababo ill the 


groin. The history of this case 
however is Very imperfect, and 
vvo could gid iiothiiiir more from 
him than wfiat 1 have now read 
to you. The sore being ir¬ 
ritable and the surfaco looking 
sloughy, and there being great 
comtitutioiial irritation pro .ont, 
1 ordered the liquor calcis with 
mucilage and liucUiri'- ofopiuin to 
be applied to the part, and over 
the whole a light poultice in 
keep the !iut iiioisd. lie look ca- 
I loiuel and o|>inm at night, and 
j the hou.se phy.siein tlu> morning 
now and then to regulate his 
bowels. The view which 1 took 
of this case proved correct, the 
man is improving rapidly under 
the treatment, and when the 
.sore looks healthy 1 shall treat 
itstill more decidedly a.sasyphi- 
litic an'cction. 

1 shall now make someobser- 
vationiis on the inflammation of 
the cellularmhstance arising from 
injury, which is u.-sually describ¬ 
ed as a mere extension of erysi¬ 
pelatous inflammation from the 
skin ; and on vriftipvhts in its 
true character. I'he ca.se which 
r shall presently give, will I 
think point out a great diffe¬ 
rence between the two diseases, 
and 1. shall make a.s i proceed 
fome remarks on tlie treatment 
required for each. 

The f )llowingc;i'.r will show 
the former of those affectiotts. 

R. F. aged 43, was admitted 
into Edwards last Thursday, his 
trade is that of a sawyer, he has 
lived regularly and his habits are 
good. Three weeks previous to 
his admission, whilst at work in 
the saw pit, he waji .':truck by a 
piece of timber, bui it only 
parfted the ikjui fi^Ri the shiu.

Inflammation of the leg*, sue> 
ceeded by a dull pain came on, 
this was folio wed by suppuration 
under g-rcat jMirt of the inte/Efu- 
ments of the leg, and on a pres¬ 
sure with the finger. produced 
the feeling of imperfect fluctua¬ 
tion. Ulceration came on in se¬ 
veral places, and the matter was 
discharged through the Oficnings 
along with the shreds also of cel¬ 
lular membrane which had 
sloughed. 

Granulations have now ap¬ 
peared, which look healthy, and 
will soon heal; a poultice is ap¬ 
plied ; ho is allowed porter and 
is on the middle diet, his gene¬ 
ral health is now good 

Thw inflammation differs from 
the ordinary en/sipelatous i ntlam- 
mation in several respects. It 
arises commonly from a wound, 
and that wound of a slight na¬ 
ture and is accompanied with a 
dull pain in the part. The inte¬ 
guments arc slightly discoloured, 
and an eflusion takes place into 
the cellular substance beneath, 
and this oodematous sort of 
swelling spreads over the limb 
and pits on pressure like com¬ 
mon anasarca. Pus afterwards 
forms in the cellular substance, 
the skin becomes more disco¬ 
loured, and now it is that the 
constitution suffers from the irri¬ 
tation. The integuments ulcerate 
in different parts, the matter is 
discharged through the openings 
and also the shreds of cellular 
tissue which have sloughed. 

In trysiptlas there is constitu¬ 
tional irritation preceding the 
eruption, the integuments ap¬ 
pear very florid, the inflamma¬ 
tion is very superficial, and ex¬ 
tends rapidly ; vesications appear 
on the cuticle, these vesicatioas 


arc numerous and contain a straw 
coloured fluid, but when they 
break the discharge is found to 
be of an acrid nature, and irri¬ 
tates the surrounding parts. Ery¬ 
sipelas occurs frequently without 
local injury, and proceeds gene¬ 
rally without the formation of 
matter. It occurs in debauched 
or debilitated habits, and often 
follows a mercurial course, and 
wc lliereforc frequently meet 
with it in the venereal wards. 
There appears to bo a state of 
atmosphere also favourable for 
its production. 

In X\\o etUular inflammation 
the mischief appears principally 
confined to that part, wheras in 
crysiprla^ the integuments suffer 
the most. In the first there is 
little constitutional irritation and 
even this does not happen until 
the suppurative process has com¬ 
menced, whereas the second, is 
generally preceded, but alw'ays 
accompanied by great constitu¬ 
tional disturbance. The inflam¬ 
mation attending those, goes 
into suppuration, and in the 
other terminates in vesications. 
The integuments are in the one 
only slightly discoloured .where¬ 
as in the other they ave of a very 
florid red colour. A case occurred 
last winter in a man called Good- 
air, who received a blow on the 
olecranon; an inflammation of 
the character 1 first described 
took place, and there was con¬ 
siderable effusion into the cellu¬ 
lar substance. The whole arm 
became inflamed, and 1 believe 
nearly all of its cellular structure 
came away. There bas^bee^ 
two castes in Williams’ simiUif iji|: ^ 
that of Goodair’s. Both 
ca^g showed the 

a principle, 1 fanyebeloS^^ 
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mentioned, rviz. the necessity 
there is of attention to the pre> 
vioqs habits of tbo patient. In 
one of these it was particularly 
shown ; the constitutional dis¬ 
turbance was so great as to cause 
dcliriutr, and here 1 might have 
been indnccKl to follow titc usual 
practice if I had liotinudi? myself 
acquainted before hruni with his 
former habits by which 1 found 
he hadbeen a great drinker, and 
as hp*was continually t rying for ' 
drink, I ordered a pint of porter I 
to be brought to him, which he I 
drank willi the greatest eager- ^ 
ness : he hod another in the ^ 
fotirse oftht; day. and afterwards : 
slept soundly and recovered. j 
I'he treatment required in 
these cases is as follows:—Sup- !

strictly enjoin you to attend to 
the position of the limb, as it is 
of the greatest importance in the 
treatment.

A Caic of Extensive Erysipelas. 

AVe briefly noticed this case in 
the report of accideuts of last 
week, but as we consider it a 
very important one, we think 
it deserves a more mi mile des¬ 
cription. 

1. H. by trade a plasterer, was 
admitted into Abraham's Ward 
oh the Iflth of July with a con¬ 
tusion of the leg; his habits had 
been formerly very irregular, but 
hot so much lately; his health 
however bad not been good for 
some time previous to the injury, 
his appetite bad, he slept IKtIc, 
and felt remarkably weak; he 
fell between two pieces of 
plank and received the blow on 
the upper part of the leg, and 
on the lower part also just above 
the ankle ; the injury was soon 
followed by extensive erysipela¬ 
tous inflammation, which spread 
as far as the groin of the same 
side ; the log was also very much 
swollen, and the swelling was 
attended with sharp pricking 
pains and a sensation of heat in 
the parts ; he was ordered to 
take Ext.col. gr. x. hydr submur. 
gr. ii. and to apply the spirit 
wash over the parts, and to take 
also calomel ii. and opilim 
gr. i. at bed time.

' loth.—The erysipelas had 
spread up the side nearly to the 
axilla, and round the sides of the 
chest. The pulse very quick, 
ope hundred in a minutp,jtoijr 
feeble, and great prostraM|||& 
streugth. On the dorsum 
fppt appeared to be Sk. 
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pdiition to gluigreoe, a lig-ht 
poplliee was to be applied. He 
was ordered beef steaks daily 
atid two pints of porter, Ihe sul¬ 
phate of Quinine was to be taken 
every four hours, with the cal, 
and Opium at night. 

nth. The pu1.se to day is 
fuller, and the patient feels much 
more comfortable, lie has had 
a better night than before.—

JJWhoever has seen this patient [ 
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must concur with usjn thinking 
that his situation at one time 
was pxceedii^ly critical, and 
tliJit the air with whieh he was 
surrounded was any thing but 
ravonrable for his recovery. If 
there is one case in the hospi¬ 
tal that requires a little better 
ventilated apartment than ano¬ 
ther, this is certainly the case. 
Instead of which, the man re¬ 
mains, not only in tiic worst 
w'iug, but also in the worst 
ward of the hospital. Has iiot 
Dr. Elliotson sufticient in¬ 
fluence to procure the removal 
of his jiatients from one ward 
to another, when necessary? Or 
is the ticket issued from tho 
hoad-i)uartersofPromptor Nash, 
to rctnaiti rivotted to the bed¬ 
stead at the upper end of a 
long narrow' ward (like Abra¬ 
ham’s), closed atone end/hav¬ 
ing windows only on one side, 
and only one entrance, and si¬ 
tuated on the tri'mini door?— 
Isa patient lll■el■.'•!>a^il^ to re¬ 
main in that very place where 
the mere dictate, of the sur¬ 
gery man, on the admission of 
an accident may direct ? Bad 
as the ventilation of the house 
certainly is. there are some 
w ards into which a greater num¬ 
ber of fresh breexes force their 
entrance,than into others; and 
we think it would have been 
much lietter to have paid more 
attention to this important sub¬ 
ject during the late repairs, 
than to have expended such a 
large sum of money in merely 
garnishing the brick walls, and 
the Ionic pilastres.

WbeD a child with a scro- 
foloas enlargement of an ab¬ 
sorbent gland of the neck, is 
brought to you for advice, 
you will treat it, if the com¬ 
plaint be of recent occurrence, 
like a case of common inflamma¬ 
tion. You will give rhubarb and 
calomel internally, and you re¬ 
commend evaporation lotions, 
for local applications. The best 
lotion you can use, is the liquor 
flumhi euperseef atwwith tpirits 
if wine and water. In this way 
the inflammation will be gra¬ 
dually subdued. But these 
glands are apt sometimes, not¬ 
withstanding all the means you 
employ, and all the care that may 
be taken of the child, to go into 
the suppurative stage. In this 
case you must give the rhubarb 
and carbonate of soda, twice a 
day« together with a small 
quantity of the hydrargyrus 
cum eretd (one grain) three or 
four times in the twenty-four 
hours. You must next consider 
what local treatment to employ 
if the gland suppurates. When 
you flod that there is a <hspqsi- 


tion to suppurate, evaporatisg 
lotions will not iucceedi and 
therefore must be diseontinaed. 
You should feel if there be 
any fluctuation; for the moment 
that there is thb slightest blush 
on the part and sense of fluctua¬ 
tion, indicating the presence of 
pus, you should make a small 
opening with a lancet, as in a 
common abscess; you should 
not wait for the skin to assume 
a livid hue, for then you will 
never be able to prevent scars.

I have froqiiently seen 
serious inconvenience occasioned 
by its being neglected. Remem¬ 
ber first, the time at whicli you 
are to make the puncture, and 
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the Vetter tvice a day. The diet 
ihonld he nutritious, but not in 
lUghteii degree stimulating. 
iV^ith respect to the ulcerative 
p^eoM, there is nothing particu¬ 
lar to remark ; fomentations^ 
poultices, and the ordinary 
means must be had recourse to. 
Your object, however, should be 
to prevent ulceration by the mode 
of treatment 1 have laid down, 
and it is only when it cannot be 
prevented that these means arc 
to be employed. 

Affection of the Mesenteric 
Glands. 

The glands which are afTected 
with scrofulous disease next in 
frequency to those of the neck, 
are the mesenteric glands. In 
young persons, they are most 
commonly affected at the age of 
six or eight months. This com¬ 
plaint is known by the belly be¬ 
ing tumid, and from the tender¬ 
ness on pressure ; attenuation of 
the skin, voraciousDess of appe¬ 
tite ; the limbs of the child at 
the same time wasting. The in¬ 
testines are equally irregular, 
being sometimes purged at others 
costive. Ill the motions are oc¬ 
casionally observed earthy mat¬ 
ter (a specimen of which 1 now 
■end you round) composed of 
oarbonate of lime. The caases 


which produce onlargemont Of 
the mesenteric glands arise from 
disease of the secreting glands 
of the intestinal canal, such as 
irritating food ; which irritates 
the mouths of the absorbent 
vessels of the intestines leading 
to the mesentery. With respect 
to the effects of mesenteric dis¬ 
eases, they consist at Grst in an 
interruption of the proces.H of 
absor[>tion. The chyle travels 
through the absorbents to the 
mesenteric glands, and when 
some of these are enlarged the 
I chyle is interrupted in its course. 
Although the child generally 
eats so voraciously, is it wonder¬ 
ful that there should be such 
emaciation independent of the ir¬ 
ritation, produced by the system 
being deprived bf nourishment ? 

Treatment of Diseased Mesen¬ 
teric Glands. 

As to the treatment, I advise 
you to direct that the child 
should take animal food, pre¬ 
pared so that it may be ekrifiy 
digested. Vegetable food is 
very improper. A little arrow- 
root may be taken, and nutri* 
tious broths. Animal fqqi£%ill 
generally best ajgree tbe 
childi if it be,^^iepafi^i^ the 
nianner by 
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dple im which you act^ is, that 
the child may take the most 
iiiGlntiotts food, and why ? Be- 
cause afafdrptioD being to a great 
degree preveuted, it is impor- 
taot that oothiog bat highly no- 
tritioaa food should be takeo, 
so that aatrimcnt may be cOUh 
veyed to the system. A.Diiiial 
food is more nutritious than ve^ 
getable food, therefore you give 
it io preference to the last. To 
assist the digestive process, it is 
desirable lb give some wine and 
water, to stimulate the stoiuach 
to secrete the gastric juice^ and 
to excite the action of the in¬ 
testines; in exdtihg the intes¬ 
tines, you have a two-fold object 
in view : stimulating the absor¬ 
bents, and producing the periil- 
taltic motion of tlw intesttnet. 
The best medicines in this dis¬ 
ease with which 1 am acquainted 
is the oatymuriaU of mercury 
given in small doses,‘and in 
combination with the tivxture 
of bark.

The 
abdomen should be covered witib 
a stimulating plaster, or 
qiiently rubbed with the 
in order to produce a gentle 
action in the part, and excite 
the absorbents. This is the 
treatment ofenlargedmcsentenc 
glands. 

Dropsy is sometimes connected 
withthis disease. Then iHtracen* 
tesisshould be performed; wbeo 
the patient generally recovers. 
Now and then a mesentoo 
gland suppurates, opens at the 
navel, and frequently oom- 
mtinicates with the intestinea, 
and thus an artificial anus Is 
produced. In these eases, wbeie 
there is an artificial anus, atarge 
proportion recovers. Poultices 
should be applied over the 
opening; and when ^e' infiam- 
mation is subdued, strips of ad¬ 
hesive plaster should be applied, 
so as to bring the edges of the' 
Wound together, but not until 
you think that all the matter 
has been discharged from the 
gland.

When the irritation has, 
by evaporating lotions, and other 
means, been lessened, no motion 
being at all employed, it will be 
necessary to put a spliutiindertbc 
limb, extending from the bam to 
the heel, and then to use friction, 
so that the joiut may in time 
be restored to use. If no 
friction or passive motion be 
employed, there will be no use 
of the limb any more.

Te&peet to eases of common in-

a disposition to a return of thcf^e 
last affections, that you slioutd 
never pve any pain in the 
naptioQ you use; the exercise 
should be so employed, as. n»'t 
to excite the lea&t uneasiness in 
talcinfr it. 

The next circumstance to be 
considered is, when does ampu¬ 
tation become necessary ?—For¬ 
merly limbs used to be »mpU' 
tated for scrofulous aflTeclioiis 
much more frequently than at 
the present day, and tiic reason 
of it is, that the affected limb 
may, with care and nianag^e- 
ment, bo often made moid use¬ 
ful than an artificial one. In 
enlarg'ements of the knee and 
ancle, it may be necessary now 
and then to amputate, but it 
ought never to be done unless 
the patient is labouring under 
great constitutional irritation, 
\vhich threatens destruction to 
his life,or the limb ha^ iindi. rgr.iut 
such changes that it is not likely 
to be useful hereafter. For in¬ 
stance, in cases of scrofulous af¬ 
fections of the ancle joint, the 
foot often remains extended, 
and the patient is only able to 
vriilk on tlie toes. Here an arti¬ 
ficial foot would be much bet¬ 
ter than the natural one. in 
scrofulous diseases'of the knee- 
joint, the .Mbia is often dislo- 
catftjdTorwards.

We concluded our remarks on 
electricity last >veek by slmvv* 
ing that that (he division of 
substances into electrics aiid 
non-ctectrics, is perfectly unne¬ 
cessary and iucorreeti since 
every substance in nature is elec¬ 
tric under certain circumstances; 
and hence npn-electric bodies, 
cannot exist. 

Wo have somewhere previ¬ 
ously remarked, that when 
a body is electrically excited, it 
will attract other bodies this 
fircti*. observed to obtain only to 
a certain extent; for we find, in 
some cases, that electricity will 
produce just the opposite effect, 
namely, it will repel other bo¬ 
dies which happen to bo placed 
within the sphere of tlsinfluence* 

The circumstances necessary 
for both those phenomena are, 
that the bodies them^lves shall 
be either in dtff'ereiu states of 
electricity, or tliat they shall be 
fulmUarlp electrified: in different 
states where they attract each 
other, and insimilar states wfaerP 
they repel eaeh other. The first of 
these phenomena may be shewn, 
by rubbing a wine g1.i«>s.-caliog 
wax, orglassrod, wsth a jiiec-e of 
flannel, as previously noticed^ 
and bringing it near light bodies 
which have not been excited, 
such as arc in a different state 
of electricity, for instance, 
as small bits of cork or fea¬ 
thers, under ordinary circum¬ 
stances. 'I'he second pbenoma- 
non — repulsion, and which is 
the Diost important one of the 
two, may he shewn by bringing 
bodies whid^i have been sin^ 
lariy excited, or chamd wi^ 

electricilyj uw eaph 
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Under these circumstances they 
will, mutually recede from 
eheb other; in other words, 
*^repel each other. The most 
Sirnplo method ot' shewing this 
fact, is to suspend two feathers, 
pith balls, or small bits of 
cork, .each by a length of 
cotton thread, from an insulated 
point (say the end of a glass 
rod) so that the two balls may 
lie' in contact with each 
other, as they hang suspended 
from the point. Let them now 
be similarly charged with elec¬ 
tricity, by bringing an excited 
body (say rubbed sealing wax) 
in contact with the upper ends 
of the thread by whieJj they are 
suspended. The electricity 
which has. been excited in the 
sealing wax, will pass dow'n 
through the thready which is a 
conductor, to the balls hanging 
from the Ipwer extremity; the 
balls by this means will both re¬ 
ceive the same portion of electri¬ 
city, and being insulated,and un¬ 
able to part with it, w’il! conse¬ 
quently become charged alike. 
The effect will bs, that they will 
instantly repel each other, and 
be driven apart with a force pro¬ 
portioned to the quantity of 
electricity employed; or, in elec¬ 
trical language, diverge in pro¬ 
portion to the intensity of the 
charge.

On the principle of electrified 
bodies repelling each other the' 
electrometer is constructed. Twd‘ 
slips of gold leaf are suspended, 
lying on each other within a 
glass jar, from a wire which 
communicates with a plate, 
placed on its mouth. The glass 
jar being itself a non-condnclor, 
the gold leaves are insulated, 
and the instrument is com¬ 
plete. When any body ex¬ 
cited, or charged with electri¬ 
city, is brought in contact with 
the plate on the mouth of the 
jar, which is technically called 
I the cap*’ of the electrometer; 
the slips of gold leaf become si¬ 
milarly charged, and instantly 
repel each other, and being very 
delicate and light. Indicate by 
their divergence the smallest 
quantity of electricity. 

It is worthy of remark here, 

' that if the metallic cap of an 
electrometer be rubbed, or re- 
I peutedly strhek with a dry silk 
I handkerchief, the leaves will in- 
I dicate electricity by their diver¬ 
gence. This fact decidedly 
proves that metals are capable of 
I being excited, and therefore are 
electricH: unless indeed wc snp- 
; pose that it is the silk, which 
has been cited, and communi¬ 
cated its electricity to the insu¬ 
lated metal plate. But this 
argument, if true, would hold 
io explanation if the rationale 
of the action of the cotoiinon 
electrical machine, which eyei^v 
one acquainted with thetMience; 
knows is indispensably inade ^ 
an electric body.. 

The fact that bodies, Wjjjjltt 
are in different states of elec^ 
city, attract each x^thbT; 
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tlmt similftfly electrified bodies 
rtpel eaeh other, is one of the 
last imiMflance to chemical 
science ; itis in virtueof this law, 
perhaps, that all combinations, 
and decompositions occur, in the 
chemical laboratory, »nd even 
those more sublime and iiiag-ni- 
ficent phenomena which take 
place in the great laboratory of 
nature.

It has been given in 
these cases in much larger doses

Jf 
you have gone to an ignorant 
person to have this removed,

All the varieties of which, are 
generally, but very improperly 
included under the term Fintula 
L*tfkrymalU' 1 will give you 
first my opinion as to the origin 
of this disease, it arises either 
from an extension of the in¬ 
flammation of the conjunctiva, 
through the piincta to the la¬ 
chrymal sac, from the mere con¬ 
tinuity of the membrane; or 
from the matter which is poured 
out from the meibomian glands, 
under a state of inflammation, 
being taken up by the ; uncta, 
and in this way extending the 
disease to the lachrymal pas¬ 
sage. This inflammation con¬ 
tinuing for a certain time be¬ 
comes chronic, and the result of 
chronic inflammation is to pro¬ 
duce thickening of tiie mem¬ 
brane, which, from its being 
surrounded by a bony canal, 
cannot enlarge externally, and 
consequently the calibre of the 
duct must be lessened ; as it gets 
thicker, the size of the canal is 
more diminished, and at length 
totally oDstructeJ. After this 
obstruction has taken place so 
completely that you cannot press 
any thing through the duct, you 


may even then sometimes suc¬ 
ceed in curing the disease by 
adopting the treatment used for 
chronic infljammation; another 
circiinistaiice in support of the 
opinion 1 have given, is, that in 
operating for the obstruction to 
the passage of the tears, you 
lind that you have not a mngle 
pemtofobstrnctionto overcome, 
like'a slnictur.* in the urethra ; 
but that the difficulty in passing 
the style is continued throagh- 
oiii the whole length of the 
duct. 

There have been more plans 
recommended for the cure of this 
disease, than almost any other 
in the body, and first it was re¬ 
commended to line small probes, 
made either of gold or silver, 
ZhWedijmnctapriihes: these w^ere 
small enough to be passed 
through the puncta into the la¬ 
chrymal sac. Now it appears 
to me, that the adoption of 
this plan of treatment, would be 
like attempting to cure the stric¬ 
ture in the urethra, with the com¬ 
mon probe. It is true, you might 
pass the punctnm probe through 
the stricture in the duct, and 
a small quantity of the teats 
might pass through. But unless 
this was repeated daily ,you could 
never .overcome the difficulty.— 
In addition to this, in the passage 
of the punctiim probe, how can 
any man tell whether he is pass¬ 
ing the probe through the mem¬ 
brane itself, or Uirough the natu¬ 
ral channel I The probe may 
certainly find its way into the 
nose, but bow it gets there k not 
so easy tq determine.

nerally know when you have 
got the tube into the nose, by a 
little blood or matter flowing 
from the nostril.

HhinoplaHtic Operation, per^ 
formed with sucresM at the 
fjonpilal St. Ehi dc Mont-' 
/wilier, by ProfesovrDclpeeh. 

We intend shortly to publish 
a complete treatise on this spe* 
cies of operation, on the use 
which may bo made of it in 
various mutilations, and on the 
attention which its 8Dcce.ssfD;l 
execution demands, according 
to the nature of the cases in 
which it may be employed. In 
the mean time we deem it use¬ 
ful to communicale the follow¬ 
ing^ case, as it furnishes an ex¬ 
ample of the application' of the 
principles which may be gene¬ 
rally adopted in the restoration 
of the soft portion of the nose. 

Charles Sychal, native of 
Toulon, a sailor attaehed to 
that port, aged 20 years, was 
admitted at the hospital St. Eloi, 
in June, 1818. The alas of hit 
nose were affected with ulee- 
nttoml^ which had a sjFtifiilitic 
apptearance, as to the origin 
of which there was at lint some 
doubt. Whether the patieot fear- 
IM ibMlId M 
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the hospital, or from whatever 
other cause, he constantly denied 
that he had had any intercourse 
with women before the apfwar-* 
ance of these ulcerations. He 
stated that his father had a 
gonorrhoeal running for seven 
years, fbr which he employed 
no remedy; and itwasevidoiitly 
his wish to persuade u$ that bis 
disease was congenital, lie 
bad had in his youth eruptions 
about the thighs, and glandular 
enlargements, which had dis¬ 
appeared spontaneously. Ac¬ 
cording to his own account, at 
the age of sixteen years, lie had 
experienced pains in the inside 
of the nose, which were fol¬ 
lowed, a long time after, by 
the appearance of the first iiU. 
ceration. The disease was 
of very old date, but it had 
made tittle progress when he 
was admitted, in the month of 
March, in the same year, at the 
hospital of Toulon, whore its 
character was ascertained, and 
he was treated by a mercurial 
course in the form of pills; he 
took liiO during the two months 
be remained at this hospital; but 
ho went out without deriving 
any benefit from this treatment. 

VVe kept the patient at St. Eloi 
long enough to procure a cer¬ 
tain effect from the internal ex¬ 
hibition of the sublimate, and 
to remove alt our doubts as to 
the character of the disease. 
He was then transferred to 
another hospital, in order to 
undergo ananti-syphilitic treat¬ 
ment. He remained a year in 
this hospital, where he was 
chiefly treated by topical hppli- 
caiioos ; and he was not cured 
when he again preseotdd bim- 
lelf tow, lioiiadtlMm lostaiU 
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the soft portion of the nose, 
and a great part of the corres- 
jponding cartilajre; he entreated 
very earnestly to perform the 
‘operation for the restoration of 
the nose, which he knew we 
had performed with success. 
But as the syphilitic diathesis 
was by no means removed, we 
were unwilling to undertake 
so delicate an operation while 
he was in this state. We gave 
him directions for the use of a 
mixture of mercurial , ointment, 
and soap, and of pills of subli¬ 
mate, with starch, in the pro¬ 
portion of a tenth of a grain in 
each pill, and we procured him 
some facilities for following our 
advice. He went away satisfied, 
in the hope of being operated 
upon at a jatcr period. 

Up to the month of May, 1823, 
the patient made use of the re¬ 
medies prescribed for him, but 
with mc'.ch negligence, and fre¬ 
quent interruptions, chiefly oc¬ 
casioned by his distress. He 
had used the mercurial frictions 
more steadily than any other 
remedy. The following tvas 
his state on his return, on the 
4th of May:— 

The whole of the soft portion 
of the nose was destroyed, with 
xhe exception of a narrow ridge 
round the nostrils, which was 
formed by a rempant of car- 
tillage ; a cicatrix confined this 
ridge, and pressed it towards 
the centre of the two openings. 
The whole circumference was 
livid, and still covered with 
ulcerations. ' Two of conside¬ 
rable extent, but in a course of 
cicatrisation bad existed on each 
side of the upper lip, for the 
last seven moaths; they were 
ledufied tp half 


We resumed the former treat¬ 
ment, which would no doobf 
have been completely saceessr 
ful, had it been properly fol¬ 
lowed up. In the course of a 
month the nicerations, and the 
copper colour of the cicatrices 
disappeared. We did not con¬ 
ceive this treatment to be suffi¬ 
cient to effect a complete cure, 
but we thought that in the pre¬ 
sent staU{ of things we could 
suspend the cure without incon¬ 
venience, proceed 1o the per¬ 
formance of the rhinoplastic 
operation, and re.sume the raer- 
ccirial treatment afterwards, to 
complete his cure. The patient 
was !U'i-nriliii:rly operated upon 
on the 4lh of June 1823, in the 
following manner:— 

Having placed him upon a 
strong chair, exposed to the 
light, we traced with ink the 
incisions which were to be made 
to receive the edges of the flap 
which was to repair the breach 
of the nose. We then cut out a 
paper model in the form of the 
portion of skin to be engrafted, 
and laying this model down on 
the forehead, and transposing it 
from one side to the other, we 
marked it out with ink; the 
forehead npt being very open, 
we were obliged to encroach a 
little upon the part of the skin 
covered with hair, which was to 
form the lower part of the nose. 

Every thiug bein^ thus ar¬ 
ranged we made the incisions as 
they w'ere marked out round the 
breach ; but our line havi.ag 
been placed on all sides in^^w 
convexity formed by tbeiatfitllaT 
inclination of the remnavt^J^ 
cartilage, in order to p<#dif 
anyiiefcininty, we avokl^ ew 
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of ^ excessj and removing- it 
entirely; we contented ourselves 
with paring the cicatrices, so as 
to atigment the surface to w hich 
the flap «-as to be adapted. 

The flap was then dissected, 
care being taken to make it as 
thick as possible, without how¬ 
ever laying bare tiio coronal. 
This portion of skin had the 
form of an ace of sfiados revers¬ 
ed ; the small portion destined 
to represent the cartilage an¬ 
swered to tlie tail of the spade, 
and its point was represented by 
the pedicle of the flap w’hich 
was prolonged between the 
eye-brows and the internal an¬ 
gle of the eyes. Th is prolonga¬ 
tion was extended to the point 
where the turning down and 
twisting of the flap could be 
made without difficulty. 

Three curved needles, with a 
single thread in each, were 
passed across the extremity of 
the little prolongation destined 
to make the lower edge of the 
cartilage, and around the loss of 
substance which had been made 
opfH>site the central point of the 
edge of the upjx-r lip.; and these 
three points of suture having 
been secured, this central por¬ 
tion of the bottom of the flap 
was adapted , and fixed the rest. 
Four similar points of suture 
were made on each side of the 
flap, and successively secured; 
they united the whole circnin-. 
ference. with the exception of 
the upper point formed by the 
pedicle. Kvery where the pro¬

We had taken great care not to 
make any useless waste of the 
forehead in a Iran verse direc¬ 
tion, while we took, however, 
what was necessflry to extend 
from one ala of the nose to the 
othor. The distance was great, 
and when the flap was ad^ted, 
the transverse retraction which 
it experienced, and to which 
nothing was opfiosed, reduced 
its extent in that direction, to 
the interval Which separated 
these two points in « straight 
line without any elevation ; it 
seemed that this portion of skin 
was much too narrow, and only 
fit to form a sort of‘valve before 
tlio opening of the nose. The 
assistants thought that the ope¬ 
ration would be unavailing, 
from this cauw, and pressed 
us strongly to put some lint 
under the flap, in order to 
push it forward, apd even to 
stretch it. We did not partici¬ 
pate in their fpars, and we 
yielded only from complaisance; 
we put behind the central point 
of the flap a few bits of lint, 
which we removed the next 
day without replacing them, 
lest by doing violence to the 
flap we should produce mortifi¬ 
cation. We had learnt to place 
confidence in the elTorts of na¬ 
ture, and our confidence was not 
dK-appointed.

After a short time, 
indeed, a considerable reduction 
tabes place in the length of the 
limb, the reason for.which you 
will immediately see. 

When you endeavour to as¬ 
certain whether disease of the 
hip-joint exists or not, you 
should first place the patient on 
his back, and examine whether 
the sides of the pelvis are 
equal; the pelvis will be lower 
on the diseased side. Having 
placed the patient in the recum¬ 
bent posture, you will then 
bend the knee towards the ab¬ 
domen, which, if there be 
disease of the hip-joint, will 
occasion considerable pain. In 
rotating the joint also, much 
pain will be excited in conse¬ 
quence of its stiffened state. 
You will then, turn the patient 
on his face, and observe whe¬ 
ther the nates are lower on one 
side than on the other: there 
is generally a difference of an 
inch or more on the diseased 
side. These are the common 
characters of this disease. On 


ing circumstances: in the first 
place a quantity of adeps is 
poured out about the joint; 
the ligaments are much thick¬ 
ened ; the synovial surface is 
inflamed, and often slightly 
ulcerated ; the cartilages of the 
joint are ulcerated : and, lastly, 
the bone itself is sometimes ab¬ 
sorbed, not only the head of the 
bone which enters the aceta¬ 
bulum, but the acetabulum it¬ 
self. You will find examples o^ 
all these appearances in the 
preparations on the table; there 
is one in wliich the head of the 
bone has been absorbed from 
ulceration, and another in 
which the cavity of the aoeta* 
bulum has undergone a reniark- 
I able alteration, the upper {>art 
of it having been absorbed.— 
Abscesses are frequently formed 
in diseases of the hip-joint, 
which take difl'erent directions; 
in general their course is down 
the thigh, between the trochan¬ 
ters, and the outer surface of 
the thigh, where they break. 
Sometimes they occur in the 
upper part of the thigh; there 
is an example in the Collection/ 
in which an abscess ocenn^ 
in the direction of the feoM^ 
artery, and, by its pressure^ 
cBsioned the ahsorption of «1 
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eofltiderable portion of the 
veisel itself. Sometimes the 
ebscess breaks into the reeinm; 
there is an example of this in 
a preparation on the table, 
where yon will perceive the 
rectum very considerably en¬ 
larged, at the place into which 
the abscess has broken. Ab¬ 
scesses sometimes take their 
course into the vagina, from 
whence the matter isdischarged; 
an instance of this kind occurred 
recently in a child of eleven years 
of age: it will be right, there¬ 
fore, to mention tp the friends 
of the patient that there is 
great variety as to the course 
which abscesses take in this 
disease. 

The cause of this disease is 
in general too much exertion; 
too long a walk, for instance, 
for the strength of the patient, 
which produces inflammation of 
the synovial surface. 

Treatment of diseateo of the 
Hip^oitU, 

With respect to the treatment 
of this disease, you will ebierve, 
during the inflammatoiy stages, 
the same plan which I have re- 
coihtiiiended to you in the treat-

for instance, you will not 
ceed at all. In the first place 
|he recumbent posture, and u 
much rest as possible, should be 
strictly enjoined. If there is 
much pain, leeches should be 
applied; evaporating lotions 
should also be employed in the 
first few days. If you do not 
find the inflammation yield in a 
few days, it will be right to put 
a large blister over the part, and 
to keep it open with the ungu- 
entum sabiom for a eonsiderable 
length of time. The surface 
kept open with the savine oint¬ 
ment, should not exceed the 
size of a crown piece, as you 
might Otherwise {^oduce too 
much irritation, and do 'more 
harm than good. Issues and ae- 
tons are more applied here 
than in other diseases of the 
joints. U is better to regulate 
the degree of irritation in this 
way, than to endeavour to pro¬ 
duce efteots by violent men^, 
which, by exciting fever, might 
only be adding fuel to the 
ilame. With respect to the 
treatment of abscesses, it is 
right in all diseases of joints, 
and especially in diseases 
of the bip-joint to postpone 
the opening of tfaOm u long 
• 
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ai ypu .can^ unless the abscess I contimied for any length of time 


is exceedinirly large ,it is best not 
to, opeo it at all. The reason 
fpr tl^is isj that if you open the 
abscess, early^ you expose the 
cavity of the Joint to irritation, 
whereas, if you delay the open¬ 
ing of, it, you suffer the abscess 
to. make its passage to a consi. 
derabie distance from the joint, 
so that the opOningof it will not 
be liable to excite much irrita¬ 
tion in the cavity of the Joint.— 
The irritation will be very slight 
if yon delay the opening, but if 
you make it early, the effect will 
bf just the same as if you were 
io make an incision into the Joint, 
Oiye time for nature to perform 
her task, and to fill the joint it- 
sblf With adhesive matter, as the 
abscess extends down the limb 
to a great distance from the joint. 
1 have made up my mind most 
decjdedly oh this point, having 
again and again had an oppor¬ 
tunity of contrasting both modes 
ot practice. When the disease 
is prbtracted, it would be cruel 
abd injnrious to the child to keep 
it iii a state of perfect rest, and 
it should therefore be allowed to 
use a^^prutch. This will prevent 
the rierangement of the general 
health, and that depression nf 
mind, which arise from long 
cQAflttem^nt* If the disease hpm 


it is not to be expected but that 
some lameness will remain. 

Of Vertebral Diaeaaee. 

A disease similar to the dis¬ 
ease in the joints occasionally 
occurs in the spine, sometimes 
beginning in the vertebral sub¬ 
stance, sometimes in the bone 
itself. The diseaseof the vertebral 
I substance has been accurately 
described by Mr. Pott, and I re¬ 
commend you to consult bis 
pamphlet, which contains a very 
admirable history of this disease. 
U is manifested in the following 
manner. The child complains 
of a fixed pain in the spine; the 
pain, however, is not confined to 
the 5pine> but it extends down 
on each side, in the direction of 
the nerve.'i itri. iiig from the spinal 
marrow. There is weakness, 
and pain in the back; pain on 
the sides, more on one side than 
on the other ; and the nerves 
arising from the spinal marrow 
are indamed in consequence of 
the pressure of the membmne of 
the spinal marrow. After a 
little time there is aprojeptipu 
of the spine backwards, one^^^ii^j 
or three of the spinous pro^g||^ , 
projecting more than 
It usually happens 
lower eAtrumitiM bp^Dpp.ain^ 
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ed ;,Beiisibility ii dimioifthed, and 
the niascles lose a portion of 
Iheir voluntary power. Thus a 
child affected with this disease 
is in the constant habit of falling 
in consequence of a waiit of doe 
power in the muacles. There is 
this difference between paralysis 
and the effect on the lower extre¬ 
mities from this disease, that in 
the former case all action of the 
muscles is suspended; in the 
latter there is diminished power 
and spasmodic contraction of 
the muscles. l*he patient sits 
with his limbs drawn under 
him, and his heels towards the 
nates; and there are, besides, 
spasmodic twitchings of the 
limbs. If the lumbar, or dorsal 
vertebrae, be affected, there will 
be difficulty in discharging the 
urine, and the faces will at 
length pass off involuntarily.— 
When the disease is in the 
neck, the head is the only part 
of the body, except the vital 
organs, which retains its power; 
volition is lost in all the parts 
of the body below the seat of 
tbe disease, and the patient is 
redu<ad to the most abject state 
of^/hiplesBtteM.

Tiiis 
absorption is the effect of pres* 
sure on the spinal , canal. A. 
curious change takes place, 
after a time, in the spinal^caakl, 
which is, that instead of being 
smaller, it is larger opposite the 
part in which the vertebras have 
given way. Iq cases where, a 
cure has been effected, the 
spinal canal is larger opposite the 
part where the yertebrss have 
been absorbed, than it ia above 
or below the diseased part.-— 
The mode in which the dis¬ 
ease becomes cured, is by the 
upper portipni. of the veitebvis 
fbliing on tbe, lower, anA lit 
this way anchyloiing.

This mutt 
be Tour object in the treatment 
of this diteaie. You should 
keep the spine of the child as 
much at possible at rest; with 
thif view the child should be 
kept as steadily as possible in the 
recumbent posture, so that the 
vertebrse may be suffered to fall 
into contact, and by coalesciogr 
efllect anchylosis. If you attempt 
to keep the spine straig-ht, you 
will defeat the object of nature ; 
do not keep the patient in a di¬ 
rectly straig^fat line, but rather 
assist nature in producing the 
union of the vertebre. Great 
attention should be paid to the 
general health of the child; it 
should have the best of nourish¬ 
ment, taking care to avoid any 
thing which may produce fever¬ 
ish excitement; and air in a car¬ 
riage, care being taken that the 
body should not be shakeu. If 
the child cannot be kept at rest, 
if the parents are unable, or re¬ 
fuse to observe these instruc¬ 
tions, the next best treatment 
will be to apply one of Cal¬ 
low s backs, which is worn upon 
the. spine, and fixed round the 
pelvis and shoulders. As to

All that you can 
do is to assist, or rather not to 
oppose the process of nature in 
producing anchylosis. Blisters, 
setons, and issues are commonly 
employed, but they frequently 
do more harm than good, by the 
irritation which they excite in 
the constitution; the means on 
which you should chiefly rely 
are rest and the recumbent pos¬ 
ture. The part of the spine af¬ 
fected is of no importance with 
respect to the cure; whether it 
be the neck, back, or loins, there 
will be no difference as to the 
treatment, except in the form of 
the mechanical means which 
may be employed.

Pres^re 
on the shoulder, Ihereforb, wUh 
n view of ri-inodyuig tbis ij^fSet, 
is a most absurd and unscientific 
practice; it may give pain, bat 
can do no possible gobd. TKe 
spine in the^c cases has givbh 
way in two directions, end the 
ribs on one side lire' , more 
curved than bin the btliek! This 
incurvation of the ribs, becaSioAs 
the alteration in the fernil of the 
scapula. The anterior pirt of 
the chest IS extremely prtjedb^; 
the sternum is sbmetiml^ sulbk 
in between the cartita^s of Ifib 
ribs, and sometimes advbnbes' ib 
as to form what is called a 
chicken bibast. The os liamSn, 
the radius and ulna, tne ibbidV, 
and the tibia, alt 
addi tional curvatofei Ahsbrfi'dqiii 
of some of the bbnbii’ 
takes palace, and notbidfg^ bAt 
cartilage remains. When yiu'fcM 
the 05 humeri' of a child dliidtfr 
this disease, it soems'as'^ if had 
bad t fell, iiid thv l)bEb 
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l)!een fracture^; the ossific mftt- 
is absorbedj and nothing 
but cartilage remains. The same 
appearance is frequently ob¬ 
served in the femnr« and knee 
joints of children, in the low 
alleys of this town, who are de¬ 
prived of healthy or proper nou¬ 
rishment, and get scarcely any 
thing, perhaps, but a little gin, 
which their mothers give them 
by way of comfort, though they 
give them nothing to eat. These 
are the miserable changes to 
which rickety patients are sub¬ 
ject. The cause of all this is a 
great deficiency in the powers 
of the circulation, in consequence 
of which the bones lose their 
phosphate of lime, and become 
sppngy at the extremities, and ' 
the joints therefore are exceed- | 
ingly enlarged. The ossitic mat- j 
ter binds down the cartilages, j 
so as to prevent their expansion; 
hence arises a diminution of the 
Qssific deposit, which leads to 
the. alteration in the form of the 
bones. With respect to the 
timatment of these cases, you will 
observe tbe same general prin¬ 
ciples which 1 laid down in the 
first lecture on scrofula, and you 
will also resort to mechanica] 
means. For the enlargement of 
head, it will be right to use 
lone sort of pressuie; a cap or I 


a roller round the head may be 
worn^ for the purpose of .pre¬ 
venting the growth of the head 
by the pressure of the arteries of 
the brain. The next point is to 
prevent the curvature of the 
spine, and for that purpose it has 
been the practice to keep chil¬ 
dren in the recumbent posture fo^ 
a gieat length of time. This is 
a plan which 1 by no means ad¬ 
vise; exercise is absolutely ne¬ 
cessary to the health of children, 
and I am glad to find that a re¬ 
spectable gentleman at the West 
end of the town, as well as a 
gentleman at Bath, have adopt¬ 
ed more rational principles in the 
treatment of this disease. The 
cause of this disease is debility, 
and deficiency in the circulation: 

I bow is it possible then to give 
I vigour to the circulation, if the 
child is kept in a confined at¬ 
mosphere, and prevented from 
taking exercise, and particularly 
of those amusements which are 
so essential to health ? Exercire 
should be freely allowed> taking 
care only that it be not protracted 
so as to occasion fatigue. How, 
it may be asked, can you allow 
exercise, and at the same time 
bring the spine into aithught 
position ? By giving arCfMii 
support to theapine. This i^ir 
be effected by two spriiigi ,cl 
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steel, added to stays, one on 
eaeh side of the spine, which 
may be worn by the patient in 
any position. Callow^s back is 
a g^ood mechanical contrivance; 
H fits to the back of the patient, 
and is passed round the pelvis 
without pressings on the sides ; 
the pressure is on the crista of 
the ilium, and not on the sides. 
In the use of mechanical means, 
the grreat object should be not 
to force the child into a certain 
position, but merely to prevent 
inclination on one side or the 
other. 1 have known children 
laid down for a leng^th of time, 
to the great injury of their ge¬ 
neral health, without producing 
any effect on the distortion. A ' 
lady of great talent, and great 
resolution, lay for twelve months 
in the recumbent posturOjand rose 
with her spine in the same state, 
but with an additional disease | 
in the bladder. The urine was 
loaded with an immense quan¬ 
tity of mucus, her natural deli¬ 
cacy having restrained her from 
making water as often as she 
had occasion. This was foU 
lo wed by a disease of the womb, 
which proved fatal. I have read 
a book lately with great plea- 
sq^, or rather 1 have looked 
mll^h it, for 1 cannot say that 
a book, in : 


which the author recommends a 
particular mode of exercise, with 
a view of bringing certain mus¬ 
cles of the body into action, so 
as to oppose resistance where 
there is any deviation from the 
natural form. The plan is 
founded on sound and rational 
principles, and is well calculated 
to have the efibet of opening 
the chest, keeping the shoulders 
well back, and bringing the 
spine into its natural position. 
Ill rickety affections of the 
knees, horse exercise is of great 
advantage; if the patient is very 
young, he may be allowed to 
ride the rocking-horse as long 
as he likes. The position on 
horseback throws the knees 
outwards, while the exercise i| 
beneficial to the general health 
of the patient. 

I shall detain you, Gentle¬ 
men, a few moments longer on 
my own affairs and those of my 
colleagues. Their feelings have 
been hurt by the observations 
which I made on the abuse of 
merenry in the treatment of pa¬ 
tients for gonorrhoea in these hos¬ 
pitals. Those observations hav¬ 
ing been made for many years in 
these lectures, are not appli¬ 
cable to them. Who are the 
men, gentlemen, against whom 
it has been supposed tfaut these 
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obscmti<n)9 were directed?— 
A re they men whom 1 could pos* 
sibiy feel du^ed to injure i Mr. 
Ti|iav£Ri is my Apprentice, Mr. 
Guken is my godson, Mr. Tvr- 
RELL is my nephew, Mr. Key is 
my nepheW:, Mr. Morg.vn was 
my: apprentice. 1 feel proud in 
having such men around me, and 
1 believe at no former period has 
the surgical department of these 
hospitals been so well filled as it 
is by them. 1 do not wish to be 
^understood as disparaging the 
abilities of former surgeons, but 
whatl do si^ is, that there have 
never at any one time, been so 
many persons officiating as sur¬ 
geons to this hospital, who have 
beent so properly educated to the 
profession, it is my wi&h to up- 
Wid the professioni and it is be¬ 
cause d wish to uphold it, that 1 
wish its abuses to be corrected. 
1 telieve much good: has already 
resulted from my observations 
oir tlie abuse or meroury. It is 
not my intention to retract my 
opinions, and 1 am happy in be¬ 
ing able to state that the present 
surgeons of St. Thomas’s and 
Guy’s have never pursued the 
system of treatment which 1 de¬ 
precated in the Lecture on Go¬ 
norrhoea, and that the venereal 
weeds of Guy’aare about to be 
opened within a week under 
neip and improved regulations! 
1 have spdken to the gentleman 
who rules over that hospital. and 
1 have the setisfacUon of stating 
that making patients spit three 
half pints a day will no longer 
be a part df the system, but that 
the Venereal wards wi ll be with- 
ina week opened under new and. 
improved auspices. I trust that 
hhriii^RBdnnaaianty will ever 
bejmeryedeioongMie Membeii 


of the Profeisicn, which are ea- 
sentiat for tWir mutual advan¬ 
tage, and the ;advantage of the 
publie,, apd. it shall not be my 
fault, if that harmony is ever-it 
disturbed.*

Tlie Lecture was puh- 
li$hed ill The Lamoict on the isih of 
May, and on the sflth of May, Sir 
Astley announced that the venereal 
wards atGuy’s would be opened wilbin 
a week under nsw aad improved regu* 
latiuns. That the profession and the 
public may judge of the nature of the 
abuse, df which the publicity given to 
it in The Lancet eilectod an imme¬ 
diate oorreciion, we will subjoin in 
this place some Of Sir Astaky’s obser¬ 
vations ill the Lecture on Gonor- 
riicna:—

our foul wards, many of whom coma 
into the Hospital with syphilis and go- 
nnrrfaOBB, and many, 1 am sorry to say, 
who have only gonorrhoea, but who 
are invariably oarrii d to these wards.

The Btectf^meter is an indis¬ 
pensable insirument for the huc- 
cessful study of the laws of elec- 
tricityj and should be provided 
by every one who is desirous of 
prosecuting the science with 
any satisfaction ; in fact with¬ 
out this instrument, and a con¬ 
siderable degree of pereonal ex¬ 
periment with it, no onoj strictly 
sf^eaking, can know any thing 
about electricity ; he may be¬ 
came acquainted, it is true, 
with a “ general knowledge'’ of 
electricity from books, or from 
attending Lectures nn the su,b- 
ject ; but as ** general know¬ 
ledge” commonly means ** ge¬ 
neral ignorance” we would not

ing the it |»odueed in the 
lart experiment, tbe balls will 
collafNie.

These expert* 
mehts are important,-*-an expla* 
nation of the phenomena in¬ 
volve at once the subject of post* 
live and fiegatwe electricity. 

It was at first conceived 
that these phenomena were pe¬ 
culiar to the substance by which 
they were produced ; and hence 
the power excited by rubbing 
glass was called vitreous elec¬ 
tricity, and that resulting from 
the friction on sealing wax 
resinous electricity. But it is 
now demonstrated that both 
powers are produced in every 
case of electrical excitation, and 
as their mutual action resembles 
an affirmative and a negative 
power, the terms positive and 
negative- electricity have been 
substituted for vitreous and resi¬ 
nous. The question, whether 
these counteracting phenomena, 
are produced by a plus and minus 
state of tbe bodies engaged in 
excitation, or whether there are 
two distinct fluids of difTereiit 
properties, called into action by 
friction, at present engage the 
attention of philosophers, and 
is far from being determined, 
either in favour of the first 
hypothesis, or the last—and, in 
until we know whether 
electricity is material, or simply 
M quaHteof matter, this qussitijNi 
wu-not he let at rest. 


HOSPITAL REPORTS. 
OUY*S HOSPITAL. 


Continwticn ^ the Case of fV. 
fV. in Lazarus. 

July 22. '1 be powerful twitch- 
ings of the muscles on the side 
of the neck continue just as 
before. He complains of not 
being able to sleep at night; 
pulse continues rather quick, 
and tbe tongue is furred; he 
says he cannot perceive any al¬ 
teration in the violence of the 
pain. 

July 24tb. Was yesterday 
cupped to the extent of fourteen 
ounces, since which he says he 
has been a little easier. Pulse 
80, but not bard; whilst lying 
on the pillow he is easy, but 
the slightest movement of the 
head or neck brings on the pain 
and the spasms ; he does not 
complain of being thirsty, and 
the secretions from the alimen¬ 
tary canal are natural. 

Jii]y26,th. He complains to¬ 
day of having pain also bn the 
left side of the neck, but prin¬ 
cipally on the right side, shoot¬ 
ing dow;n between the shoul¬ 
ders. He labours much to 
breathe during tbe violence of 
tbe paroxysm ; bis mouth is 
twisted in various directions, and 
bis whole trunk drawn towards 
the right side. A.seton has 
been introduced in the neck, 
opposite the spinous process of 
the second cervical vertebra.— 
His mouth is getting rather 
sore by the mercury. He con¬ 
tinues his former medicine, with 
au addition of Opium, at night. 

As flte improvanieDt in this 
ease iwiit be gndxiali w 
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ab&ll notice anjr favourable 
change when it occurs^ or any 
Clteraiion that may take place 
in the treatment. Without one 
or 'the other, daily notices would 
be only go many repetitions, 
which 'would be tiresome 
without alTording any informa¬ 
tion. 


Case of Dropoy of the L^er 
Extremityy from premure on 
the Extermil Iliac Vein. 

W. W., aged 40, was ad¬ 
mitted into Job’s ward, June 30, 
with a swelling- of the right log. 
He says that about two years 
since he was kicked by a horse, 
whilst at work in tlie stables at 
Greenwich; the blow given by 
one foot of the horse was re¬ 
ceived just above the crista of 
the ilium, and the other foot 
struck the right testicle, which 
produced great inflammation in 
it, and soon after the glands in 
the groin began to swell, and 
remained very large and hard 
for a considerable time. He ap¬ 
plied leeches and washes to the 
testicle, which reduced the in¬ 
flammation, but did not remove 
it; and about six weeks after 
an abscess formed, w^hich burst, 
and discharged, according to the 
patient’s account, a consider¬ 
able quantity of matter. This 
kept up the irritation in the 
gland, and will account for its 
remaining a long time enlarged. 
The gland, however, did not 
suppurate. For the live months 
preceding his admission, he says 
the limb was just as large as 
when he came in. It was then 
aisout twice the size of the 
other leg. The skin had a 
brawny feel and appearance, 
twellibg^ 


tense, but yielded to pressure, 
and immediately that pressure 
w-as removed, it recovered its 
former flgiire. The patient 
complained of its feeling very 
heavy, and of there being 
a great noinbness in the foot. 
There was also an enlarged 
absorbent gland, situated just 
beneath Poupart’s ligament and 
near its insertion into the pubes, 
in size as largo as a pigeon’s 
egg, and very bard. His tongue 
was moist, his pulse regular, his 
sleep good, his appetite unim¬ 
paired, looked florid, and his 
general health not at all dis¬ 
turbed. 

Sir Astley saw this patient 
to-day, July 2d, for Mr. Mon- 
gan, who is unwell, and at the 
side of the bed made the follow¬ 
ing remarks : Dropsy, it is said, 
arises from an increas^ action of 
the exhaleiits, or from a di¬ 
minished action in the absor¬ 
bents, and this in a general vi^ay 
is true : but the appearances of 
the dropsy produced by these 
causes, are very difTerent. In 
the one, you have a tetise, shin¬ 
ing, semi-ttaiisparentskin; and 
if you press your Anger on it, 
you will And it will Sink into 
the swelling, as if you were 
' kneading dough, and that de¬ 
pression will continue some 
time ; but in the other, or that 
which arises from a mechanical 
impediment on the tranks of 
the absorbents, you cannot pro¬ 
duce any pitting on pressure, 
and the skin has the appear¬ 
ance which you now see/*—

Sir Abtley also removed a 
largo steatomatous tumour, 
weighing about three, pounds 
and a half, from the fore part of 
the shoulder of a man. It rested 
].iarUy en the pectoral muscle, 
and ip part' on the upper arm. 

The jEupiemed Jltac Artery, 
on the left eide, was tied to-day 
by Mr. Key. 

The woman had a Targe 
aneurisin of the femoral artery 
very high up, which she said 
had only ekisfed three months.—

A small vessel, a branch of the 
external pudic, was now taken 
up with the tenaculum, and se¬ 
cured ; the surface being wiped 
clean, Mr. K. exposed, with very 
little additional dissection,’the 
tendon of the external oblique. 
This was divided in the same di¬ 
rection as the first incision, aiid 
the knife was then laid aside, 
and the finger jiassed through 
the internal ring upon the 
artery, which, with the assist¬ 
ance of a director, w'as sepa¬ 
rated sufficiently from its attach¬ 
ments to pass the aneurlsmal 
needle, with the ligature under 
it. The, ligature was passed 
under .the vessel in ten minutes, 
and the patient was removed 
from tlie table ia fifteen. We 
pulsation in the tumour im¬ 
mediately ceased. We have 
never seen Mr. Key o[)erate 
with more composure and con¬ 
fidence than in the present 
instance. 


The Theatre was filled with 
pupils, as much so as at any 
period of the winter season ;

During its forrna- 
iTtatioii, objects are ; s^n ae 
through a mist or through a 
gauze, and at this lime probably 
if yon look into the eye you wHI 
SCO no opacity of the lens ; hut 
in a short time, you may distin¬ 
guish aspeck'in the pupil, of a 
dirty white colour, and ^is gra- 
duatiy increases in e^ent and 
density, and the vision isgradu- 
allydestroyed.iDuriDgitsprogress 
the patient can sec but in a weak 
light, by vrhich circumstaneb 
you may distinguish it from 
amaurosis, for as the pupil dilates 
the rays of light pass through 
that part of the lens which re¬ 
mains Iranspairent, and* tberer 
fore the patient can diHinguish 
objects better: whereasin amau¬ 
rosis vision is little inflaencedby 
the degree of light. These cata¬ 
racts are divided from their dif 
^l•n•illlll■ll^it^linto 
or caseous, and Jlutd cataracts. 
The firm cataract occurs most 
frequently at the latter peri«>ds 
of life. The opacity is cireum- 
seribed in tim centre of the lens, 
and of a yeliowish or dotber co- 
loqts.. M looli 
pil fireid tft ^ of tiieey«« Iheic 
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appears a space between the 
opaque lens and the iris; and 
sometimes there is ashadowof the 
iris thrown upon the lens ; and 
by dilating the pupil with bella¬ 
donna you can sec the transpa¬ 
rent margin of tlte lens. In the 
soft or caseous cataract, the lens 
appears of a dense white, like a 
curdly matter ; it is very large, 
aiid sometimes increased to twice 
its natural size, so. that it pro¬ 
trudes more than the Arm cata¬ 
ract, and on looking into the 
posterior chamber,you do not see 
any space between tlic iris and 
lens. You may sometimes see 
spots of a whiter colour in this 
cataract. The fluid cataract is of 
a milky appearance has at the 
same time a bluish tint as the 
light shines in some degree 
through it. On dilating the pu¬ 
pil, the opacity isfound through¬ 
out the lens, and it has not a 
transparent margin like the Arm 
cataract; but there is, however, 
commonly a Arm nucleus, and 
in the dilated state of the pupil 
the patient can distinguish be¬ 
tween light and darkness. It is 
also larger than the Arm cataract, 
and has a somewhat Aocciilent 
appearance. Tne capnular ca¬ 
taract is commonly produced by 
blows, or wounds of the eye, pe¬ 
netrating the cornea, and reach¬ 
ing the lens. It occurs more fre¬ 
quently from inAammotion than 
lenticular cataract docs. The 
opacity may be either in the an¬ 
terior or in the posterior layer of 
the capsule, or it may be in both. 
>\hen the anterior layer alone is 
opaque, the opacity is close by 
the pupil, and it appears like a 
nebula, if you look at the eye 
from the front; but if you take 
a side view you impiodiately sue 


that tbe cornea is clear, and that 
the opacity is behind the pupil.' 
—^AVhen i he posterior layer is 
opaque, you may distinguish it by 
its depth and the apparent con¬ 
cavity of the lens. Whenever 
radii arc seen in c.ataracts, Beer 
has given tlicm as decisive marks 
of the cataract being capsular. 
But 1 have also found them to 
be lenticular, and tooccur in mid¬ 
dle aged persons. In its incipient 
state it is rather difficult to dis¬ 
tinguish capsular cataract from 
^lauvoma ; but it may be known 
from thatdiseaseh\ d>«rri -njiln- 
reAection of the r.i\' Iti 

glaucoma ifyou let the light fall 
through the centre of the pupil, 
you will see a whitish spot in the 
bottom of the eye; ifyou turn 
the eye a little to the right side 
you will see it then, and the 
same on the left side ; the spot 
follows the different motions of 
the eye, according as you turn it 
either to the right or left side. 
On the other hand, the capsular 
cataract will remain stationary, 
and will always be seen in the 
same situation however you may 
vary the position of the eye.— 
The patient also sees best in a 
bright day whilst the sun is shin¬ 
ing ; whereas a person with in¬ 
cipient capsular cataract can see 
best towards evening, when tbe 
pupil is more dilated. Ifyou ap¬ 
ply belladonna also to the eye, 
the sight will be only more con¬ 
fused in a person having glauco¬ 
ma ; whereas in cataracct, by di- ' 
lating the pupil, the vision will 
be more impro ved. 

Now the different operations 
for cataract are, that of solution, ■ 
where you adraUthe aqeous hu 
mourupon tbe lens by laceratiag 
its ospsale; deprenm, in which 
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you remove thelensfrom the rays 
of vision by poshing it into the 
vitreous hamour ; or eaetraction, 
in which yon remove the lens 
through a section of the cornea. 
There has been a fourth opera* 
tion described by Dr. Bowen, 
called hyatontjxid, which 1 think 
objectionable, on account of the 
inflammation likely to be caused 
in its performance. For further 
particulars respecting this opera¬ 
tion, i must refer you to the last 
number of Anderson’s Jour¬ 
nal of Foreign Medicine. I 
would only recommend you to 
try the three first. 

Previous to performing the 
operation, however, many points 
are to be considered. Before ex¬ 
traction , particularly, you should 
apply the belladonna, in order 
that the pupil may be dilated to 
its utmost extent. Tou obtain 
also a better knowledge of the 
internal state of the organ by this 
than by any other method ; and 
in all cases of amaurosis yon 
should apply it. 1 will mention 
to you a case which shows the 
necessity of doing this. A gen¬ 
tleman af>plied to an oculist^ in 
town for a dimness of vision; he 
examined the eye very attentive¬ 
ly, and told him he had incipient 
amaurosis. But not being quite

satisfied, he went to another who 
applied belladonna, by which 
there was a deep-seated circum¬ 
scribed opacity discovered, 
which was supposed to be in the 
capsule and therefore in all 
cases in which there is the least 
doubt, I sliotild advise you to 
apply belladonna. Byityouwill 
also detect the presence of adhe¬ 
sions between the capsule and 
lens, which were not discemi- 
bio before, and therefore, the 
utility of knowing this before 
operating is evident, as it would 
form an important objection to 
the performance of extrac¬ 
tion. In addition to becoming 
acquainted with these circum¬ 
stances, it will be also ne¬ 
cessary to know if the pati¬ 
ent be able to distinguish 
light from darkness sufficiently 
to tell where the window is 
placed, to tell if the hand or any 
other opaque body be placed 
before the eye, to tell if a candle 
be in the rcom, or to know 
light of the fire. The motimEm ' 
of the iris should be free before' 
you proceed to the operation of 
extraction. The cataract too 
should have formed witlmst 
pain, or any other symptom de¬ 
noting previous internal inflam¬ 
mation. The colour of the lens is 
alse of importance toattend to, as 
if glaucoma be present the lent 
wilt have a greenish tint, and this 
is the best diagnostic mark of it. 
It has been said that this it not 
of much couseqoence, but 1 have 
never seen such cases terminate 
favorably. You should see also 
that there are no varicose vessels 
on theglobeofthe eye,tbat there 
is no ophthalmia existing, and 
that there is no pain in the bead. 
You inayi after satist^ing your* 
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sdves >011 theiA points, ptoneed 
to the operntuMi of extraction, 
which 1 shall .now describe. 

(Tbemstranients required are 
thevknifeand the curette, having: 
one extremity curved and sharp 
like a needle, ezkI having a lit- 
tlo scoop at the other end. The 
knife which is commonly used 
is Beer’s of Vienna, it is of a tri¬ 
angular, figure, and cuts only on 
its lower edge, from its point 
backwards. Here is another 
(showing this and the fqnner to 
the pupiU) which was used by 
'Wenzel, who atone time made 
axHiual visits to this country to 
operate on persons having ca¬ 
taract ; it is in shape very much 
like the spear-pointed lancet, 
having a cutting edge on each 
sidov (Here Mr. T. showed the 
Gurette^ and observed. that the 
scpofi part of it was intended to 
remove any portions of^the lens 
which might remain in the an* 
tecior ebamber.) Here are also 
two small knives, having blunt 
extremities, for the purpose of 
enlarging the incision of the cor- 
i^a if necessary; these are con¬ 
vex and concave, but 1 prefer 
the.’one having the cutting edge 
om its concavity. 

Although the operation is 
ipost successful if the marks 
which 1 have given be present, 
yet if the eye is not safticientiy 
prominent, andlf the orbit |»o- 
jeott .Qmoh; if the lens is large, 
apdiprotudes much into the an¬ 
terior ; chamber, these would 
form, additional oliyectioQa. to the 
pe^fiprmance of the opovation. 
The steps of the operation are, 
thotO^:—the upper lid should be 
eievatod,aod fixed firmly against 
edge of the orbit, by. 


tentive .enough .to waidh the 
progress; Of the inciuon of the 
cornea; Coras soon as thatJs 
completed, he should immedir 
ately let the lid drop. /Vou 
should then, with the; fore and 
middle fingers of your left hand, 
depress the lower lid a little, 
and prevent the globe of the 
eye being turned towards the 
nose in the wsy which 1 recom¬ 
mended when speaking of the 
removal of foreign bodie.s from 
the cornea. Then hold the 
knife between the fingers and 
thumb of your right hand, just 
as you would hold a pen, and put 
your ring and little fingers on 
the outer part of the cheek, in 
such a way, that although they 
atford a proper suj)port to the 
hand, they must not prevent 
your being able , to carry the 
point of the knife straight 
through the cornea, without 
shifting the position of the hand; 
if you allow the knife to recede 
in the least degree, the aqueous 
faiimouFescapes, and the iris falls 
beneath the edge of the knife. 
You then intr^uce the knife 
from the outer part of the cor¬ 
nea, about a line beforo-'its junc¬ 
tion with the sclerotic, apd a 
little above the middle line of 
the cornea, giving , the. poipt of 
the knife at first a slight incli¬ 
nation inwards, then carry it 
gently, and with an equal mo¬ 
tion, across the eye towards the 
inner canthus ; bringing the 
point out rather below than 
above the transverse diameter 
the cornea. Still, however, 
tliere is generally a portion of 
cornea to be divided beneadi fh«, 
edge of the knife,and this sjbouid" 
be dope with a gentle oodulat- 
;ipg matitiA of W kniTe 
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WMvIs, Dot inaldDg ony pnes- 
sore OD the globe. 1 beve eeeii 
it diiFided on the finger* but this 
is e bed pmetSoe; for if the pati¬ 
ent should give a sudden twitch 
of the eye, the finger slips 
against the globe* and might 
cftiise the evacuation of a great 
paH of the vitreous humour. It 
is better* if you have any diffi¬ 
culty in finishing the section* to 
do it with the small curved knife* 
which 1 prefer to the scisscu^. 
You then introduce the curette 
with the convexity towards the 
cornea, and when you have got 
the point opposite the pupil* you 
turn it inwards* and lacerate 
freely the capsule of the lens* 
and then turn the convexity of 
the curette downwards, and thus 
carefully withdraw it. You now 
make pressure* on the upper part 
of the globe, w^ith the other ood 
of the curette* and as soon as 
you see the lens moving from its 
situation* you gradiially dimi¬ 
nish the pressure and the fens 
escapes. If you have any pro¬ 
lapsus of the iriSr yon desire the 
patient to close his eye as if 
asleep* and then you rub geutly 
on the lid* and that causes the 
iris to recover its proper shape; 
but if after two or three times 
you find it does not retract* you 
might then cautiously evacuate 
a small portion of the vitreous 
hmiiour, and this will generally 
succeed. 

When 1 was first elected to 
the Eye infirmary* it was the 
jR'actice there to bleed subse¬ 
quently to the operation; but 
this sometimes occasioned faint- 
ohtg; siekness often followed* and 
by vomitingthe vitreous humour 
weaafoffsed out* aadihe eye tost. 


cause, the mere act of sneezing* 
coughing, or any gentle exer¬ 
tion, will sometimes ^duoe a 
loss of the substance of the 
globe. On account of those 
trifiing injuries proving destruc¬ 
tive to the or^n after extrao- 
tioD* 1 was led to try what 1 
could do by.defpressioD, and tb|s 
had been also recommended by 
Hoy and Scarpa, and it appeam 
to me that.tlie objections urged 
to this operation m'e not yalid. 

L lately performed an operation 
for this disease with the needle* 
by which 1 lacerated the capsule 
of tbel lens as.in operating for soft 
cataraot; exposedthe lens to the 
aclbn of the aqueous hui» 
mour* by which a great part of 
it was absorbed* and afterwards 
depressed tbe firm nucleus.'^ 
I have operated on almost all 
ages between fortyrfivennd se- 
venty-tliree, and in every case 
with complete sncceis. Extrac¬ 
tion requires, great pracrice* and 
as smeh manual dexterity as any 
opeintion in surgery* and a p^f 
son witlioiit linvinu' seen it fre¬ 
quently done would find it very 
difficult to perform. On the other 
hand> a pwson who has once 
been shown the needle opera¬ 
tion, can easily perform it; and 
another reason for adoptiog .it 
would be* the shorter time whiob 
it requires in the performance. 

When the cataractis soft* of a 
cheesy consistence* or fluid, you 
perform another o peration,name¬ 
ly* that of jtolution, which 1 
shall now describe. This is 
sometimes called the needle ope^ 
ration* and there are three nee¬ 
dles in general use: Tbe first is* 
fitounders’ needle* which has a 
eottiog edge from the point to 
tbd ifao i ibima|> Aaa^ w 
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used by Sir William Adams, 
which cats down the sides as 
well as at the shoulders; and 
the third is Scarpa's, which is 
curved a little at its extremity. 
The small openings made in the 
g’lobe in this operation is not of 
sufficient importance to form an 
objection to it. If yon find there 
is much difficulty in raising* the 
lid, you may use a speculum for 
the purpose, which is introduced 
between..the tarsus and the up¬ 
per lid. The operation is per 
formed either anterior to the iris, 
when it is called keratonysis, or 
behind it, when it is called the 
posterior operation. In the an¬ 
terior operation 1 prefer Saun¬ 
ders' needle, and it is introduced 
a little above the place where 
you introduce the knife; you 
then pass it on to the opposite 
side of the pupil with its flat 
side towards the iris, then turn 
the sharp edg^e to the capsule, 
and draw the needle several 
times up and down the capsule, 
so as freely to lacerate it, and 
then turn the needle and with¬ 
draw it. lo the posterior ope- | 
ration, 1 generally use Sir Wm. 
Adams' needle; it is introduced 
just as much behind the anterior 
edge of the sclerotic as in the 
former operation it was intro¬ 
duced before it. You then carry 
the needle through the vitreous 
tumour to the lens, turn the 
needle freely between the finger 
and thumb, so as to break up 
thd structure of the ]ens> and 
lacerate its anterior capsule.; 
Previous to performing any of 
thesej|the belladonna should be 
appli^, and if you should disco¬ 
ver any adhesions between the 
iris and the capsule, you should 
take this opportunity, of detach? i 


ingthem, from all points bat 
one, as the iris will be drawn 
towards it, and a good pupil be 
left. The chief advantage of 
this operation appears to he, 
that the lens is not disturb¬ 
ed from its situation. You 
may generally judge of the 
laceration being sufficient by 
the iris becoming concave in¬ 
stead of remaining convex, and 
the aqueous humour becoming 
somewhat turbid. Fpr the third 
mode of operating, namely that 
by Depre$Hiont I generally use 
Scarpa's needle. This is intro¬ 
duced through.the sclerotic,about 
aline behind its junction with 
the cornea, then carried onwards 
to the lens, and when you have 
reached the centre of it, turn 
the curve of the needle down¬ 
wards and depress the lens with 
a little jerk downwards and out¬ 
wards by elevating the handle 
of the needle. There would be 
DO objection to the performance 
of extraction, after the anterior 
Operation, provided the nucleus 
of the lens did not, after a cer¬ 
tain time, appear* to be acted 
on by the aqueous humour. The 
common consequence of each 
variety of the needle operation, 
is iritis, which would yield to 
the treatment necessary for it, 
whether arising from common 
causes or from syphilis.—>Some- 
times after extraction or solution 
capsular oeieract takes place, 
without being iattended with in¬ 
flammation or pain, and will 
require an operation for its re¬ 
moval, which is just like that of 
the posterior operation, which 
1 have just described. You will 
recollect the case of the boy on 
whom l operated a week or two 
ago» who had ; 
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the divide capsule has been 
retracted by the fiction of the 
iris from the use of belladonna, 
and a very good pupil is now 
formed. 

The Congenital cataract is 
generally capsular, and if the 
operation be not performed in 
five or six years, the lens becomes 
absorbed. It often happens, 
after this operation, that por¬ 
tions of the cajjsule remain 
in the anterior chamber for 
years, without uiulrrgCfihi! any 
perceptible change. There is 
a young woman who comes 
occasionally to the Eye In¬ 
firmary who was operated on 
fifteen years since, and in the 
anterior chamber you may see 
the pieces of the capsule. I 
operated on seven of these cases 
last year ; and in one patient 
piirtiri.hiily, I wished to sec the 
cH'ri-l of .-i-moving the lens from 
its situation,and therefore! broke 
lip the opaque matter of the lens 
in one eye and pushed as much 
as 1 could into the anterior 
chamber, whilst I allowed the 
lens to remain in nitu in the 
other eye. In the first, 1 was 
obliged to repeat the operation, 
and in the other the absorption 
went on very well, and they 
both ultimately succeeded. 1 
bave, in addition to the nume¬ 
rous cases on which 1 have ope¬ 
rated, repeatedly seen the ope¬ 
ration performed by others, and 
have never observed any inju¬ 
rious consequences attend them. 
You may lacerate the lens and 
its capsule very freely, particu¬ 
larly in the young subject. Mr. 
Tyrrell performed the dif¬ 
ferent operations several times, 
on of sheep, to the dif¬ 


ferent parts of the class, and ob¬ 
served at the close of the lecture, 
that, he ;did not know whether 
he had been sufficiently explicit; 
but added, that if any gentlemati 
wished to see any part of the 
operations repeated, that he 
I should feel most happy in doing 
so, as it was his wish that the 
operations on such a delicate 
and important organ, should be 
thoroughly understood.*

A man aged about sixty was 
next brought into the operaliDg 
theatre, who about twelve years 
ago had suffered the loss of his 
penis, that organ having sloughed 
off as far as the pubes, after 
receiving an accidental bruise. 
Since that time the urethra had 
gradually become contracted at 
its external orifice; and the pa¬ 
tient slates that he had spent 
ab >ve 400/. in inelfeclually en¬ 
deavouring to procure relief, and 
was at last forced to upply to the 
hospital. 

From the time of bis admit¬ 
tance here, attempts to enlarge 
the urethra had been made, by 
means of bougies, but without 
success, although a small cat¬ 
gut one could, with very great 
difilculiy, be introduced. The 
cicatrix at the month of the ure¬ 
thra, was so unyielding as to 
make it impossible to dilate it, 
and at last an operation was pro¬ 
posed and consented to, as the 
only means of giving and pro¬ 
curing an abatement of the suf¬ 
fering, occasioned by the inabi¬ 
lity to discharge his urine freely. 

Mr. Lynn having, after 
great difficulty, introduced a very 
small probe, be, with a sharp 
pointed scalpel, made an indsion 
down upon it through the cica- ’ 
trix at the mouth of the urethra;

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 
OF CQTUGNIUS. 

This celebrated anatomist was 
born at Ruvp, on the 29(h of 
December 1736. His father, 
Michael Cotugniiii, was not rich, j 
hat he enfired netbifig ia order 
tofivalit ^ education. 


TUG Niue could speak the Latin 
tongue with fluency. At the age 
of eighteen, be contested for the 
situation of physician to the Ho»* 
pitttl des Incurables, at Naples, 
and succeeded in obtaining it. 
When only twenty years old, the 
governors of this hospital ap« 
pointed him to the chair of snr* 
gery, which had been once filled 
by the distinguished Marcus 
Aurelius Severin. In 170J, 
scarcely twenty-six years of age, 
CoTUGMUB published his dis¬ 
covery of the aqueducts of the 
vestibule and cochlea, which are 
also called the aqueducts of Co- 
TUGNius, in honour of the an¬ 
atomist who first disco\'ered 
them. At this period he also 
made known to the world that 
the labyrinth was filled by 
lymph, and not by air, as anato¬ 
mists, prior to the time of Cb- 
TVONius, had always imagined. 
In this same year (1761) he dis¬ 
covered the naso-palatine nerve. 
Scarpa discovered this nerve at 
; the same time as CoTUGNiUB,or, 
we believe, rather before him, 
and therefore the merit of the 
discovery is gejaerally given to 
Scarpa, although the investi¬ 
gations of CoTUGNius were 
made without hi* being in the 
least acquainted with those of 
the Pavian Professor. 

CoTuoMUB will be classed 
among the most celebrated me¬ 
dical men of Italy; fals labours 
on the car entitle him to hold 
the highest rank among anato¬ 
mists ; medicine is indebted to 
him for a valuable treatise on 
sciatica; and physics for ideas 
wbleb may have assisted in the 
dtslM^ery of galvanism; and

The 
abdomen was very much en¬ 
larged ; there was a considerable 
prominence midway Uetweeii the 
umbilicus and sqorbicular cordis, 
the edge of the liver could be 
distinctly felt, the lower ribs and 
scrobipulus cordis were pushed 
forwards, and on the external 
surface were several veins, which 
gave the swelling a blueisfa ap- 
pearanee.

^ Examination of the &ody. 

On the day after hie (tealki* 
the body was examined by 
Or. Elliotoon, in the presence, 
of three or four pupils, when 
the foliowing appearances were 
observed. On making a longi¬ 
tudinal incision through the in- 
tegumbPis of the abdomen, it 
was found th«i they tirongly 
adhered by means of a firm liga¬ 
mentous substance, to a tumor 
whidi existed in that cavity. 
After the skin was dissected 
back, a large tumour pi^sented 
itself to the view, occupying 
more than the upper half of the 
abddmen; having for its .bodn* 
daries superiorly, the diaphragm, 
to which it adhered, and wfneh 
it pressed so much upwards that' 
the size of tfae chest was eenV 
siderably dimiaished; laterally 
the iniferior ribs, and inferiorly 
the iatestinei. On examin¬ 
ing it more earefully, it waa 
found that thlf. aweUihg was 
composed of two parts, toe ia^. 
lobe of the liver forming the 
aitieribr and most prominent, 
and a large cyst the HtCerior and 
posterior part. The left lobe df 
the liver was, ihro.ughopt ito 
whole substance* iu a ioberf 
culaM itate, and had pn lu an¬ 
terior surface several prbmlineoces^ 
which were soft and fluctuatitijg’ 
to the feel, and were A^nd ta 
be distinct cysts containing soft', 
curd-like maiter. The lelt lobe' 
was sp nrtuch enlarged^ that it 
formed the whole anterior part 
=of the tumour, add fbfidd the 
nlgbajalieiif Uie dve# behind* 
Ilmtiii h* 
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i^n, until the left lobe was 
nised. The next part of the 
tanioor was composed of a largpe 
cyst formed of thickened peri- 
toneam, covered anteriorly by 
the posterior surface of the leh 
lobe of the liver, and containing* 
a large quantity of dark coagu¬ 
lated blood, and a little cheesy 
matter. This cyst was firmly 
eoanected to the duodenum in- 
ferioriy, and the stomach on the 
left side. Externally it was of a 
red and blue colour, being red 
in some parts and blue in others. 
On the upper part of its internal 
surface, there was a deposit of 
thick coagulable lymph. The 
tumour was now removed, in 
order to ascertain its weight and 
dlmeiisions. The whole mass 
(comprising the liver and cyst) 
weighed 16lb and a | avoirdu¬ 
pois.^ The larger circumterence 
of the tumour measured about 18 
inches, the smaller circumference 
12. The right lobe of the 
liver was rather smaller than 
natural, the external surface un¬ 
even, and covered with tuber¬ 
cles, which w^re in their inci¬ 
pient state. It was of a dark 
brown colour, and of a firm con¬ 
sistence throngfaout. The vena 
cava inferior, and abdominal 
aorta, were carefully traced: the 
vena cava was not compressed, 
nor was the aorta ruptured in 
any part of its course. With the 
exception of the kidneys, spleen, 
and pancreas, none ot the abdo¬ 
minal viscera had preserved 
their natural colour; the intes¬ 
tines, bladder,and stomach, being

of a greenislipiirpieebloar. There 
was a slight ellbtion of dark 
coloured ttiid into the cavity of 
the abdomen, and at the upper 
part of the left lobe of the liver, 
there was some coagulated blood, 
which wns surroundiug one of 
the cysts that had given way. 
The peritoneum all over was as 
diversified in its colour as the 
intestines. 

I’he chest was very much con¬ 
tracted from the pressure of the 
tumour; the lungs were healthy, 
excepting at the lower part, 
where they adhered to the dia¬ 
phragm. The heart was small; 
and on the external surface of the 
right and left ventricles, there 
was a kind of gelatinous sub¬ 
stance, which on minute exami¬ 
nation appeared to be composed 
of hydatids..

Sir, —In your .last number, a 
student complains, and 1 doubt 
not very justly, of the surgeons of 
one of the hospitals neglecting the 
fulfilment of their bounden duty, 
in oQ>itting to communicate to the 
pupils, whose money they had 
received, that information which 
the students had a just right to 
expect.

ashe went in. I have seen pupils 
anxiously' listening at the bed side 
for something that might lie said, 
and, in the moment of disappoint' 
roeiit, as anxiously enquiring oi 
each other what tlie case really 
was, hut without being able to 
gain the slightest satisfactory in* 
furinalion. Indeed, it often bap* 
pens that some of the pupils can¬ 
not even get a sight of Ihe patient. 
But is such a practice on the part 
of the surgeons just T Ought they 
to be perfectly indifferent whether 
the students obtain ttie infornia- 
tion they pay for, or not ? Does 
not every examination at the Col¬ 
lege imply at least the contrary ? 
What df)cs u young man enter at 
an Hospital fw? Is it to obtain 
information, or is it merely to 
walk into the wards aud then to 
walk out again? It is not expect¬ 
ed that a surgeon will stop and 
give a lecture dver every patient. 
But why is not some regulation 
adopted, by which all the stu¬ 
dents, in succession, may have a 
uight of ihe patient, and a gobri 
view of every local case which 
happens to .be an external and 
visible one? Why are they hot 
more frequently made acquainted 
with the name*, and real nature 
of the disease ; its history (so far 
as it can be collected from the 
patient), the means adopted for

! the cure, and the reasons why such 
f remedies are chosrn ? Why, in 
short, arc not observations of/irz/c- 
eical importance, more commonly 
made iu Ihe presence of the stu¬ 
dents, for their individual advan¬ 
tage ? We should not then hear 
some of the pupils say, " 7'here 
iu nothing to be learnt here!” 
ami others, We muot catch 
tchut we can” 

Upon Ibe wholes it must be 
manifest to every reflecting mind, 
that some sort of reform is want¬ 
ing ; a little more sterling bed¬ 
side instruction in exchange for 
that culpable silence aud reserve 
which is now so common. I must 
not, however, confine my com- 
piaiiits to the surgeons only. I 
have beard also repeatedly, the 
same kind of dissatisfaction ex¬ 
pressed by Students, ii regard to 
Hospital Physicians, tha ^ts. that 
they bestow little or no pains in 
giving instructtoii to tlieir pupils 
while passing through the wards. 

I rely on yonr impartiality, and 
am convini^ of your desire to 
assist the medical student in the 
important acquisitioii of that 
knowledge, which u necessary to 
enable him to practice with c^it 
to himself, and satisfaction to his 
patieiita,

Although dislocations generally 
arise from violence, and are ac¬ 
companied b^ laceration of the 
ligaments of the joint, yet they 
sometimes happen from rslcird- 
tion of ligaments only. This 
is especially likely to oebPr 
where there has been an abun¬ 
dance of synovia secreted, which 
must have the effect of distend¬ 
ing the capsule, thereby weaken¬ 
ing the articulation. The patella 
is sometimes dislocated from this 
cause.

When a bone is both fractured 
and dislocated,it is best to reduco 
the dislocation, without loss of 
time, taking care that the frac¬ 
tured part be strongly bandaged 
in splints, to prevent any in¬ 
jury being done to the muscles; 
for if this be not done at first 
it cannot afterwards, without, 
in all probability, disuniting 
the fracture. Disloccttions are 
sometimes partial, at other 
times complete.

TJha os bameri is sometimes 
thrown forwards against the 
coracoid process, resting on the 
edge of tbo glenoid cavity. 
Young persons, and persons ad¬ 
vanced in life, have more fre- 
qiieiitly fractures than dislo¬ 
cations. 1 have known a dis¬ 
location of the hip-joint occur 
in a child nine years old ; but 
these accidents are very rare; 
what are generally described 
as cases of dislocation arise 
usually from ulceration, as I 
explained to you when sj>eak- 
ing of disease in the hip-joint. 
A Compound Dialoeaiion is 
that in which the articulating 
surfaces are not only displaced, 
but in which there is also a 
division of the integuments and 
capsular ligament, by which 
. the cavity of the joint is laid 
open. It is generally attended 
with some danger from the in¬ 
flammation of the lacerated li¬ 
gament and synovial membrane 
which speedily succeeds; this is 
soon followed by suppuration, 
and granulations arise from the 
surface of the secreting mem¬ 
brane. But 1 should say that it 
was a very serious injury, or 
otherwise, according to the 
treatment which it receives. 
It vru the ptnctioe formerly to 


ponltice, but this. is now laid> 
aside, as it produced a train 
of bad symptoms, and seldom 
terminated favourably. After 
reducing the dislocation, bring 
the integuments closely toge¬ 
ther by adhesive plasters, and 
let the joiut remain undisturbed 
for several days, and it is proba¬ 
ble that adhesion will take 
place. If there should be 
great difliculty in reducing the 
dislocation, as, for example in 
the ancle, it is better to saw off 
the protruded portion of bone, 
especially when there is great 
spasmodic action of the muscles; 
the bone afterwards granulates, 
and if passive motion be used in 
proper time, a very useful joint 
may be restored. The elbow is 
not likely to do so well in this 
case as the ancle; but 1 shall say 
more on this subject when 1 
am speaking of the particular 
dislocations. The difficulty in 
reducing a dislocation is in pro¬ 
portion to the time which has 
been allowed to elapse after tho 
accident. In recent cases, it is 
easily effected, but if it has 
happened aJew days, or at most 
a few weeks, it is reduced with 
great difficulty. Still, however, 
difficulties arise Grom other causes,

Tus ought never to be attempted 
after throe months, bat if the 
patient be less muscular, four 
months should be the utmost 
limit. In the dislocation of the 
thigh two months may be fixed 
on as the time, beyond which it 
would be wrong to make any 
Attempt, except in a person of 
very relaxed fibre, when a little 
more time maj* be allowed. In 
these cases, when it has been i 
said the dislocations have been 
reduced a long time after 
the accident, the patient has 
never been able to use the Joint 
extensively. Difficulties like* 
wise arise from the head of the 
lone catching against the articu* 
lating cavity, as in the disloca¬ 
tion of the thigh bone into the 
foramen ovale, and isehiatic 
notch, where it is necessary to 
raise the head before it can be 
returned ; or where the head of 
the bone is larger than its cervix, 
as in dislocatioii8;'of the radius,

as the opening in it was suffi¬ 
ciently lai^e to allow the head 
of the bone to pass out, so 
it must also allow it to bo re.

ture. The peculiar ligaments 
of joints sometimes prevent the 
reduction of dislocations, as in 
the k nee, where the bone s hou]d 
be moved in such a directibu as 
to relieve that lijj|ament which 
remains entire. The ligaments 
of the ancle joint are of extraor¬ 
dinary strength, and the bones 
of this joint will often rather 
break than their ligaments give 
way. The muwelea form the 
principal obstacle to the reduc¬ 
tion ; the rigid involuntary con¬ 
traction of the muscles is im- 
nthose, and this power is pro¬ 
portioned, to the length of time 
which has elapsed after the -in¬ 
jury: it continues even some¬ 
time after death. This power 
is to be overcome by general 
relaxation elfected by constitu¬ 
tional remedies; and by gentle, 
but continued force. Hence the 
r great advantage of considering 
tbo power end direction of the 
larger muscles previous to mak¬ 
ing any attempts at reduetton.

The force 
should be gradually applied, and 
it is ill this way only that that 
state of fatigue and relaxation are

and often Ul^irected, and such 
force is more likely to produce 
a tearing^ of the parts, than to 
restore Uie bone to its former 
situation. First pass a wetted 
roller round the limb, and over 
this, buckle on the leather with 
the ring's to wlncli tlie ptiliics 
are to be lixed. Muving iixed 
them on, draw the cord very I 
grentiy,until youfeel the muscles 
making: some resistance, then 
rest two or three minutes and 
extend a^ain ; and so on until 
you' see the muscles beginning 
to quiver, and by a little further 
extension they will be overcome, 
and the bone easily slips into 
the socket. Sometimes the 
bone goes into the joint without 
producing any noise; therefore 
care should bo taken that the 
extension be not kept up too 
long. It is not necessary in 
recent dislocations, to use pul- 
lies, excepting those of the 
thigh, in which they should 
always be used i and they should 
be used also in dislocations of 
the shoulder, which have re-!' 
maioed long unreduced. The 
beat place to fix the puUios, is 
on the bone to be redaoed. The 
part from wbtbh the bone was 
l^locat^'iillwt be well s^rGd> 
Is witbotyO^ aid of biutdagei, ; 
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the bone will not remain in 
its situation until the muscles 
surrounding* the joint recover 
their action. After the reduc¬ 
tion, rest is necessary for some 
time, to allow the ruptured liga¬ 
ments to unite, which would 
be prevented by exercise. Rest 
is the principal thing to be at¬ 
tended to, and guard against au 
excess of infiammatory action 
in the joint and neighbouring 
parts, by an evaporating lotion, 
as the white wash, and by the 
application of leeches if neces- 
sary. 

I shall no'w speak of Disloca- 
tiom of the Spine, or of those 
accidents that arc usually consi¬ 
dered such. If dislocation of 
the spine do over happen, it is 
a very rare accident, and 1 have 
never met with a case of it.— 
Still it is possible that disloca¬ 
tion of the cervical vertobroe 
might happen as the articu¬ 
lating processes arc more 
obliqne in them than in the 
other vertebvm. Disloeations 
of the spine seldom occur with¬ 
out a fracture of the articulating 
processes, or of the arches of the 
verlebr®. Whenever f^ctore 
happens, displacement is gene¬ 
rally the immediate result, and 
the spinal marrow becomes com- 
preaaed by tho arches of the 
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Tertebne. When the cervical 
and dorsal vertebrae arc frac¬ 
tured^ the spinal marrow is ge¬ 
nerally tom, but in the luihbar 
vertebroD ttie liiedulla spinalis 
beebmes firmer, and is not so 
easily 1 acerated. The sympto ms 
produced by pressure on the 
spinal marrow, are a loss of aen- 
sibiiity and of motion in the 
parts supplied from that portion 
of the medulla below the acci¬ 
dent. The extent of the effects 
of the injury must therefore de¬ 
pend on its approximation to 
the brain. If the upper verte- 
brn be injured, sensation is lost 
in the upper extremities; if the 
dorsal vertebrae, or upper 1 umbar, 
the lower extremities become 
insensible, and if the lumbar be 
injured, the feces pass involun¬ 
tary, and the urine is retained: 
these phenomena may be ac¬ 
counted for in this way ; the 
nerves of volition supplying the 
sphincter ahi are injured, and the 
pb^er of retention is lost, whilst 
the involuntary peristaltic action 
of the intestines qontinues; the 
nerves supplying the accelera- 
tbi'jM urinm being in part derived 
from the cauda equina have 
their functions destroyed, the 
will has no influence on the 
bladder, and the evacuation of 
the urine is prevented, being 


oppo^ by the elasticity of the 
urethra. Whbn ^e patient be¬ 
comes very weak, and is almost 
dying, the urine passes away in 
stillicedio. frbm the elasticity of 
the urethra being diminished. 
Persons live sometimes three or 
four weeks after the accident; 
but in a case or two that 1 can 
recollect they lived between 
three and four months. One 
man recovered so far that he 
could change his place in bed, 
and dress hiin.sc1f, but he never 
recovered the use of the lower 
extremities. When the injury 
has been received on the dorsal, 
the intestines arc very much 
distended with air, and the func¬ 
tions of the abdominal viscera 
are very much disturbed. A 
person having a fracture of the 
dorsal vertebrae commonly lives 
about a fortnight or three weeks. 
One gentleman lived rather 
more than nine months after the 
accident. But the time you 
may expect your patient to live 
will depend Very much whether 
the injury is near Ur distant fbOm 
the cervical vertebrae—^whether 
tbe displacement is slight or 
otherwise, and upon the degree 
of injury the spinar marrow has 
sustained. If the cervtca/ver¬ 
tebrae be broken, death soon 
follows. Paralysb of the upper 
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exjtremities is sjore to be the re- 
salt* and aliso of the lower parts 
of the bod^j bat this paralysis is 
not complete. The fourth and 
fifth cervical are most commonly 
fractured; the intercostal mus¬ 
cles are paralysed^ r<;spiration is 
very difficultj and wholly per¬ 
formed by the diaphrag'ni, and 
the patient dies sometimes in 
about thirty hours, but g'eiierally 
from 3 to 7 days. The abdomen 
is also distended from flatulency 
as when the dorsal vertebrte 
have been injured. The other 
symptoms are the same as in 
fractures belowthe cervical as re¬ 
gards the lower extremities* 
the bladder and the sphincter 
ani. If any of the cervical ver¬ 
tebrae be broken above the fourth* 
death is immediately the result; 
the phrenic nerve is paralysed, 
and the action of the diaphragm 
consequently suspended* and 
respiration can be no longer per¬ 
formed. Fractures sometimes 
occur teitkout displacement, and 
by admitting of unnatural posi¬ 
tions of the spinal column pro¬ 
duce symptoms of irritation* and 
Bonietimes by allowing pres¬ 
sure cause death. This fractu^ 
f shewing a preparation) with¬ 
out displacement* happened in a 
child who lived nearly twelve 
months after the aedikni; he 


was obliged to walk very care¬ 
fully, and to support his head 
with his hand when he wished 
to turn towards any particular 
object. On dissection it was 
found that the atlas was broken 
through* and that the processus 
dcnlaius cf the second cervical 
I vertebra bad so far lost its sup- 
' port, that under the difTerent in- 
clinutions of the head* great 
I care was necessary to prevent 
its pressing on the spinal mar¬ 
row. Sometimes portions of the 
spinous-processes are broken off* 
but these affect thespinal marrow 
in no other way* than that the 
blow necessary to accomplish 
the one usually produces a con¬ 
cussion of the other. Eefraea- 
satioii sometimes takes place 
into the spinal canal f^om very 
severe blows upon the veriobrie* 
and if in any considerable quan¬ 
tity* produces the usual symp¬ 
toms of compression. From the 
cause just mentioned, thespinal 
marrow is also liable to 
sion. The lower extremities 
become f>aralytic in a degree 
proportioned to the violence of 
the injury. The patient lies in 
great pain* and unable to raise 
himself: if you desire him to 
draw bis thighs towards bis 
abdomen, he dpes so with great 
difficulty. A case of this kind 
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-was broug-bt into the otiter bos* 
pital; he was cupped repeatedly 
in the loins, and afterwards 
had a blister applied which was 
kept open by vtigt. saiineB, 
his bowels kept open with 
eahmel and other purgfatlves,

daily on the lower extremities. 
In six weeks the motion and 
sunsaCion of his lug^ had almost 
returned, and ho completely re¬ 
covered at the end of ten weeks. 
In one case of concussion it was 
found on dissection, that the 
spinal marrow was lacerated, 
and the person died with paraly¬ 
sis in the lower extremities and 
abdomen. It was found in an 
experiment which Mr. Cline 
made on the spinal marrow of a 
dog-, that it re-iinited after divid¬ 
ing it, by pressure. Mr. H. Cline 
was the first man who took a 
scienlific view of fractures of the 
vertebrae, attended with displace¬ 
ment. He proposed removing 
the arch of the displaced vertebra 
by Hey* 8 saw. Ho performed 
the operation once, but not suc- 
cesfoUy, and he had not an op- 
liortimity of rejwating it. Mr. 
Tyrrell very lately performed 
the same operation ; he made 
an incision on tho depressed 
bone, as the patient was lying 
on bis chest, and removed the 


arch; the patient lived three 
weeks afterwai^w On dissee- 
tion there was^leiisiTe perito¬ 
neal inflammation found, but 
arising from what cause it is dif¬ 
ficult to say. There is no reason 
why the operation should not be 
performed. It is not difiicuU; it 
give.s no pain, and the patient 
cannot recover unless it be tried ; 
it gives him therefore the best 
possible chance. There is a 
greater probability of recovery 
in the lumbar, than when the 
injury i.s received in the dorsal 
vertebree.

Ctute of Gunshot Wound which 
terminated fatally. 

James D. aged ‘29, patrolc, was 
admitted into Accident Ward of 
this Hospital, July 21st, under 
the care of Mr. Kry, with a 
wound of the left thigh. The 
wound was inflicted in the fol¬ 
lowing manner; w'^hilstthe man 
was drawing a pistol, w hich was 
loaded with slugs, from iiis belt 
on the right side, the pistol went 
off, and lodged the contents in 
the superior and anterior part of 
the left thigh. Profuse hemor¬ 
rhage took place, and the patient 
states that he lost two quarts of 
blood, which perhaps is rather 
more then he actually lout, and 
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tha^ H WAS quite black The blnoil 
ill one cuntiiiiicd strenm. 
The woondwiassituated between 
the reditis sArtorius, extend- 
< 1(1 nearlv five inches in Icng-th 
aiid tlin'c in breadth, and the 
half of the sartorius was 
nUa^ Inid bare. Some slogs 
haa been extracted before he 
came io the hospital, and at the 
tljhb of Ills admission the pulse 
was a hundred and full. Poul¬ 
tices were ordered at first, but 
afterwards Mr. Ke v directed that 
the oleum tcrcbinlhime should 
be put to the f)arl warm. 

July 22d. — Sl()pt a little

. August 1. Died this morning 
between eight and nine. | 

The limb was examined on 
the following day by Mr. Key. | 
There was great swelling of the i 
limb, and effusion under the in- ' 
teguments, together with con- j 
siderablc sinusscs between the 
vastus internus and rectus. The 
wound presented a largcslough- 
ing surface, with the sartorius 
muscle crossing the middle of! 
it, and extended nearly half I 
way down the thigh. Below 
the wound there was great dis¬ 
coloration of the integuments; 
the muscles in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the ityury were great, 
and could be easily torn by the 
linger. The leg was also 
swollen. The femoral artery 
was removed, and examined on 
the following day; it was 
wounded just at the point where 
it passes under the sartorius. 

The other parts of the body 
were not inspected. 

No operations have been per¬ 
formed here this week, and the 
principal accidents are a frac¬ 
ture of the ilium, and neck of 
the.thigh bone.

CLINICAL LECTURES. 

July 28.—The lecture this day 
chiefly consisted in demonstrat¬ 
ing the Operations for artificial 
pupil on the sheep’s eye, and in 
describing the different opera¬ 
tions for their performance, but 
the throng round the lecturer’s 
table was so great, that the re¬ 
marks were scarcely audible be¬ 
yond it.

to-day, in the female operating 
theatre, and at twelve o’clock, 
Mr. Tyrrell entered the room 
and addressed the class to the 
following effect. 

Gentlemen, 1 shall occupy 
your time this morning in speak¬ 
ing of the history and treatment 
of gonorrhoea, of its conse¬ 
quences, and the treatment re¬ 
quired for their cure. 

Gonorrhcpa. 

Gonorrhoea, as most other in¬ 
flammations, may be either acute 
or chronic ; it may appear either 
in the acute or chronic form, and 
it is not at all necessary that it 
should be acute at the onset.— • 
When gonorrhoea first makes its 
appearance, the symptoms are, 
as 1 doubt not you all well know, 
an itching and tingling sensation 
at the extremityof the penis, to¬ 
gether with some degree of pain 
just opposite to thefreenum.Tnere 
are also slight swelling and red¬ 
ness of the meatus, a smarting 
in passing the urine called ar^ur 
UTifuB, and at night painful erec¬ 
tions of the penis, which is some¬ 
what curved. The discharge is 
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yellow orgreeQj (I am speakings 
of the acate form of this com¬ 
plaint) and when the iodamma- 
tion is considerable, there is pain 
extending from the glans along 
the urethra to the perineum, a 
frequent desire to void the urine, 
chordee aud hemorrhage. Go¬ 
norrhoea is always produced by 
contagion ; 1 believe that this 
complaint w hen acute never acis- 
esspontaoeously. 1 will justenu- 
ineratc the consequences of go¬ 
norrhoea at present, but will 
treat of them by and bye ; they 
arc bubo, excoriations, irritable 
bladder, hernia Immoralis or 
swelled testicle, gohorrbceai 
opthalmia and gleet. 

Treatment of Gonorrhoea. 

In my own practice I never 
use stimulants or astringents in 
the early period of gonorrhoea, 
that is, if there is ardor urinie, 
frequent desire to make water, 
or pain in the penis and perineum; 
the plan 1 pursue is as follows. 
Ifthe symptoms are very severe, 

I bleed generally, this is however 
very rarely required, and freely 
open the bowels; the best ca¬ 
thartic 1 know of, is the common 
one used in these hospitals, com¬ 
pound extract of colocynth and 
calomel; and these should be 
followed by saline purgatives.— 
If there is chordee, 1 use opium 
internally, and to the part itself, 
and sometimes apply leeches. 1 
object to the use of cold in the 
early and acute stages of gonor¬ 
rhoea, on account of its liability 
ta pro^Q^ A sudden stoppage of 
thediscbaTge,forthenyou would 
probitblly have hernia humoralis, 
a^4i9eaae of a more troublesome 
nature than the gonorrhoea itself, 
la stage, it is of the ut- 


na 

most importance to enjoin the 
patient to keep the recumbent 
posture , with the penis and testes 
well supported. If the patient 
is in a situation of life so that be 
can remain at rest without any 
serious inconveniencaio himself, 
it will tend material^ te cut 
short the progress of tbo com¬ 
plaint, and to abate the violence 
of the symptoms which are usual¬ 
ly severe in the commencement 
of gODorrbcea; if from any cause, 
such as fear of discovery by his 
parents, &c. he cannot do this, 
be very particular in recommend¬ 
ing him to abstain from all vio¬ 
lent exorcise and excesses of any 
kind. In cases where these 
directions have been attended 
to, 1 have always succeeded in 
curing a gonorrhoea at the end 
of a fortnight from its first ap¬ 
pearance, but where they have 
been neglected, I have seen tbo 
complaint exist for weeks, 
months, and almost years. The 
way in which rest is of so much 
service to a patient labouring 
tinder the acute stage of gonor¬ 
rhoea, is by acting as direct 
sedative; exercise, on die con¬ 
trary, keeps up irritation, which 
already exists, and thus adds fuel 
to the fire. The diet should be 
attended to; the patient should 
be kept on a low diet, and he 
should not take animal food 
whilst the symptoms are se¬ 
vere, nor on any account in¬ 
dulge in the use of wine or 
any spirituous drinks. When 
the severity of the com¬ 
plaint has subsided, and the, 
discharge become of a light' 
colour,! begin with the copaiba, 
and after the inflammatory stage 
has passed away, 1 never use 
any other remedy, for 1 have 
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seldom found it 1 have 
tried eubebs exteiiseivciy, hut 
the result ef my ejrperience is, 
that it is in no respect a better 
medicine than the copaiba, and 
when you consider the quantity 
of cubebs necessary 1o be taken 
before any effect is jirodiiced, % 
think that Uwill be an additional 
ar^ment in favour of the co¬ 
paiba. Before the copaiba is 
^iven, the bowels should be 
freely opened, else sickness and 
nausea will come on. Whenl 
first came to these hospUals, 
nay, even till very lately, the 
copaiba was given clean, in a 
little peppermint water; few 
persons, particularly females, 
can take it in this way, for 
amoni* eight or ten who take 
it, six or seven arc made 
sick, therefore 1 now use a form 
which agrees with most sto¬ 
machs, the copaiba mixture; 
copaiba, subcarbonate of potash, 
and mucilage; few complain of 
this making them sick. 1 think 
tliat the copaiba does not pro¬ 
duce the desired effect on ac¬ 
count q| its being given in too 
small d&es; half a drachm and 
even a drachm may be exhibited 
at a time. The bowels should 
be kept open during the use of 
the copaiba, by a solution of 
sulphate of magnesia, or what 
1 use in private practice, sedlitz 
powders. Although 1 am fond 
of the copaiba, and think it a 
highly efficient remedy in the 
cure of gonorrhoea, it is of the 
utmost import/ince that the pre¬ 
cise time at which its exhibi¬ 
tion becomes proper should be 
distinctly known ; copaiba is 
improper in the acute stage 
of the complaint, for then it may 
produce an affection of the tes-j 


tide, and other complhintt mnii^ 
worse than thegodOf^OBa itiioff. 
But giim rnffaiii- 

mation hai anbrided, and 
will find it in general answer 
the purpose. When the copaiba 
does not stop the discharge, 
(which is very seldom the case) 
slightly astringent injections 
may be employed; if their use 
can be dispensed with, it will be 
better, for although they may be 
exceedingly weak, they are apt 
sometimes to produce hernia hu- 
moralis. The injections 1 prefer 
are those r'-iit.-.iiring alum, zinc, 
or nitrate of silver. These are 
the injections 1 have found 
most beneficial in similar afibc- 
tions of the conjunctiva, that is, 
when there is a copious dis¬ 
charge from it; and considering 
that this membrane closely re¬ 
sembles the lining membrane 
of the urethra, 1 in consequence 
employ them in gononhoaa 
vi'heo injections are necessary. 

1 before mentioned that go- 
norrheeamay occurin the chronic 
form, especially when a person 
has had it several times before. 
The fifth or sixth clap is not ttn- 
frequently of a very mild cha-

1 ad¬ 
vised him, however, to have 
recourse to his old practice, but 
to take gin in preference to any 
other spirit; this he did, and at 
the cud of a week, with the use 
of the copaiba which had before 
proved ineffectual, be perfectly 
lecovered. In this case the 
cojoaiioof itself was not sufficient, 
but with the addition of stimu¬ 
lus, to which he had been ac¬ 
customed, tlie patient speedily 
recovered. Chronic discharge 
from the urethra may occur 
without infection, |n the same 
way as discharge from the vagina 
and urethra in scrofulous chil¬ 
dren arise, and yields to those 
means which improve the ge¬ 
neral health.

After the 
acute stage of the complaint has 
left the testicle, a little harden¬ 
ing of the epididymis generally 
remains. It i.*! of some import¬ 
ance that this should be re¬ 
moved, because if the patient 
gets out of health, it may lay 
the scat of some malignant dis¬ 
ease, which might not have 
been the case if the complaint 
of the testicle had been per¬ 
fectly cured. 'I'he malignant 
disease of the testicle which I 
removed some time ago in this 
hospital, arose from hernia hu¬ 
moralis; this was the com¬ 
mencement of it: there remained 
after the swelling got better, 
considerable thickening and en¬ 
largement about the epididymis; 
the man lived very irregularly, 
staying up late at night, and 
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thus laid the foundation of the 
cotnplaint in the testicle, which 
afterwards required its removal 
for the cure. The testicle on 
dissectioi^ presented, as you re¬ 
collect, diflerent appearances, 
there worn hydatids, the har¬ 
dened, matter of Bcirrfaus, and 
the soft pulpy substance of scro¬ 
fula. In fact, the whole testi¬ 
cle waaconipleiely di8org;anized. 
If th^re . be ehronic enlar^re- 
ment of the testicle, yon should 
use stiiniilants toit; the muriate 
of ammonia and aceticacid. The 
common blue ointment Js also 
used, but this is likely to be 
taken into the system, which 
forms an objection to its use. 
I'here is a case of chronic en¬ 
largement at present in Isaac’s, 
whether from gonorrhoea, 1 
am not sure, I believe not; 
in which most remedies have 
been tried, and among them is 
the iodine, which appears to 
have had no cfTcct on it. The 
patient has derived no benefit 
from its application. 

If any of the gonorrhoeal 
matter be applied to the eye, a 
copidtts purulent discharge will 
take place, and an acute inflam¬ 
mation be excited in the organ 
similar to that which exists in 
the urethra. This disease of 
the eye requires more active 
treatment almost than any other, 
for it frequently runs on to the 
destrudtion of the organ. The 
treatment must be very active 
in the commencement, for if 
ecchymosis surrounding the cor¬ 
nea takes places all your treat¬ 
ment will be unavailing. I 
have seen some few cases of this 
kindi where the most active 
means were. used, when the 
patient was bled to syncope 


twice in the twelve hours, and 
thirty or forty leeches were ap¬ 
plied in a short space of time, 
all without any rOlief. iJl/ihen 
there is ecchymosis surroatidin^ 
the cornea, the complaint will 
go on to the destruction of the 
organ, and all you can do Will 
not prevent it. I merely men¬ 
tion this at present, that you 
may caution patients with 
gouorrhoea to be very coreful 
not to use towels or any cloth 
which may have matter on thorn 
about their persons . 

The next consequence of 
gonorrhoea which 1 shall treat 
of this morning is 

' Stricture, 

Strictures may be divided into 
spasmodic, and permanent ; 
each of these strictures may 
exist separately, or they may 
occur both combined. 

Spasmodic stricture is usually 
situated at the bulb of the 
urethra, or neck of the bladder. 
The common cause of this com¬ 
plaint is an irritable state of the 
uiethra, produced by the use of 
bougies, sounds, and injection. 
When gleet exists, the urethra 
is naturally irritable, and in a 
debilitated state, and cold or 
wet will increase this irritability, 
and sometimes produce spas¬ 
modic stricture. It most fre¬ 
quently occurs when there is 
permanent stricture, and after 
indulgence in spirits, or from 
exposure to cold or damp. The 
diagnosis of spasmodic strictures 
may be ascertained, by piiiiini; 
the following qaestioiis :^Dtd 
you pass your ttidsie :yeateKday 
in a full stream^ oz: did it ddtdile 
from you ? Has any pain been, 
produced, or viblpAEp nsed, in

1 should 
feel obliged to any geniieinan 
present if a case of spasmodic 
stricture should come under his 
notice, that he would try the use 
of the belladonna, and inform 
me of the result of the experi¬ 
ment whether successful or pot. 
If the remedies before mentibnod 
should hot relieve the patient, try 
the introduction,of the catlk^er. 
but on' BO account use violence; 
a gentle but steady presstire is 
all that you should employ. 

Permaheni stricture nltacks 
all parts of Ut0, urethra | the 
membranous part just uiider the 
arch of the pubis is the chief 
scat of this ebrnplaint. The 
stricture is Gpmposed of bands 
encircling the urethra to the ex¬ 
tent of a quarter of an inch, 
tometimes of half an inch, 
or even an inch. This form 
of stricture arises from chro¬ 
nic infiammatibn. and 1 be- 
live, most commonly ■ from 
chronic inflarmnation after gb- 
norrhoea; this take* place in one 
of the lacuiiec, a thickening of 
the passage ensues, and th^t it 
become# doted. Stricture may 
be known by the ditninuilbn of 
the stfeaitt of the urine, iti tor- 
tuouehesi and occasioBal dtffi- 
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culty in paftsing it. When a the point gets within it, the

same time more rapid/and their 
sensibility greater than in ihc 
healthy state; and notwithstand- 
ingf the incredulity with which 
it was long recciv^, it is now 
no loijg'cr doubtful, that where 
the disease has reached a hig-Ii 
degree of malignity, not only 
whole masses of the hair, hut 
even single liairs, will bleed if 
eiit off, and that too throughout 
their whole; length as well as at 
the root. 'I’he hairs growing 
rapidly amidst this corrupted 
mass, twist themselves together 
inextricably, and at last are 
plaited with a confused, clotted, 
disgusting-looking mass. Very 
frequently they twist themselves 
into a number of separate masses 
like ropes; and there is an in¬ 
stance of such a zopfc (tail) 
growing to the length of four¬ 
teen feet on a lady's head be¬ 
fore it could bo safely cut off. 
Sometimes it ai^umos other 
forms, which medical writers 
have distinguished by ipeelfic 
names ^ such as, the bird’a-oest 
jiliea. the turban plica, the Me- 
dusa-liead plica, the long-tailed 
plica, the club-shaped plica, &c. 

The hair, however, while 
thus ^ulicring itself, seems to do 
so merely from contributing to 
the cure of the disease, by being 
the cbaaoel through wJiich the 
corrupted matter is carried off 
from the body. From the mo¬ 
ment tiiat the hair begins to en¬ 
tangle itself the preceding symp¬ 
toms always diminish, and fre¬ 
quently disappear entirely, and 
the patient is comparatively 
well, except that he must sab- 
mit tothe inconveaWnce ofbt?ar- 
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ifig about with him this disgust¬ 
ing iiead-piecD. Accordingly, 
where there is reason to susfie^ 
that a weidutelzopf is forming 
itself, medical means are com¬ 
monly used to further its out¬ 
breaking on the head; and 
among the pc>asants, the same 
object is pursued by increased 
tilth and caiclcssncss, and oven 
by soaking the hair With oil or 
rancid butter. After , the hair 
has continued to grow thus tan¬ 
gled and noisome ^ a period, 
which is in ho case fixed, it gra¬ 
dually bocomesdry, healthy hairs 
begin togrow upiu^er the plica, 
and ftt last''push from its stool/* 
In the proce.w of suppuration, 
however, it unites itself so rea¬ 
dily with the new hairs, that if 
not cut off.at this stage it conti¬ 
nues hanging for yea^^, an entire 
ly foreign appendage to tlie 
head. There are many iristaucos 
of Poles, who, suffering under 
ailments, the forermuiers of an. 
approaching weAchselzopf^ have 
in vain sought aid in other coun¬ 
tries from foreign physicians, 
and on their return have found 
a speedy though very disagree-, 
able cure in the breaking out of 
the plica. 

But till the plica has run 
through all its stages, and has 
begun of itself to decay, any at¬ 
tempt to cut the hair is attend¬ 
ed with the utmost danger to 
the life of the patient. It not 
only affects the body, Ly bring¬ 
ing on convulsions, cramp.s, dis¬ 
tortions of the limbs, and fre¬ 
quently death., but the impru¬ 
dence has often hadrnadncbs for 
its result; and, in fact, during 
the whole x>fogress of the dis¬ 
ease, the mind is in general af¬ 
fected no less than the body^ 
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Yet, for a long* time, to cut off 
the liair was the first step taken 
on the approach of the disease. 
People were naturally anxious 
to rid of its most (ris:ii>linir 
symptom; and they the 

melancholy effects which uni¬ 
formly followed, not to the re¬ 
moval of the hair, but merely to 
the internal malady,iipoii which 
this removal had no influence: ^ 
medical men had not then learn¬ 
ed that this was the natural 
outlet qf the disorder. Even 
towards the end of the last cen¬ 
tury, some medical writers of 
Germany still maintained that 
the hair should be instantly cut; 
but the examples in which 
blindness, distortion, death, or 
insanity, have been the imme¬ 
diate consequence of the opera¬ 
tion, are much too numerous to 
allow their theoretical opinion 
to have any weight. The only 
cure known, is to allow the hair 
to grow till it begins to rise 
pure and healthy from tho skin, 
which indicates that the malady 
is over; it is then shaved off, 
and the cure is generally com¬ 
plete, although there are cases 
in which the disease has been 
known to return. The length 
of time during which the head 
continues in this slate of cor¬ 
ruption, depends entirely on the 
degree of malignity in the dis¬ 
ease. 


To the Editor of The Lancet. 

Sir,—I perceive in your last 
number some sensible observa¬ 
tions made by a student, on the 
inefficient miGUiner in which the 
physicians and surgeons of the 


metropolian hospitals discharge 
their duty to tbwr pupils, and 
the slender benefit td be derived 
from the mode at present adopted 
by those gentlemen in their 
visits round the wards. Your 
correspondent truly observes, 
** that the hurried pace from 
bed to bed—the superficial ex¬ 
amination of the patient, and 
the absence of all comments on 
the cases, however interesting 
they may be, are such, that the 
student comes out of the ward 
just as wise as when he went 
in.'^ This is so notorious a fact 
that what is commonly called 
walking the hospitals is a com¬ 
plete farce, and for the most 
part, the time spent by the 
pupil in going round the wards 
with the surgeons, is so much 
time thrown away. This, Mr. 
Editor, is an evil of no small 
magnitude to students who are 
compelled to enter a hospital, 
and who pay a considerable sum 
for doing it; and it.is certainly 
nothing more than just that 
they should receive some com¬ 
pensation for the money they 
pay. The surgeons are bound, 
as men of integrity and honour, 

! to adopt some plan differ¬ 
ent from the present, aud to 
leavo no means untried for the 
purpose of ■ ••ii.iun in¬ 

struction to the pupils whose 
money they are so ready to re¬ 
ceive. 

The object of this .communi¬ 
cation, is to recommend the plan 
adopted in some of the French, 
and most of the Italian schools, 
viz. that daily accounts of all 
interesting cases in the hospitals 
should be kept by person^ ex¬ 
pressly employed for that pur¬ 
pose by the surgeonsi and that 
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Mich Bcconnis should be read' 
by the stirgpeons; oii their visits 
to the hospitals, at the bed-side 
of the patients, or perhaps at a 
little distance from it. If the 
surgeons employed competeUt 
persons to take the cases, the 
mere recital of them would be 
extremely val uable, but coupling 
this, with tlic remarks which 
might be occasionally made by 
the surgeons, the advantage to 
the pupils would be considerably 
increased. It will- be imme¬ 
diately asked, but who are to 
take the cases ? This is not a 
question which belongs to a 
student to answer. If the sug¬ 
gestion 1 have just made bo a 
good one, it is the duty of the 
surgeons to see it carried into 
effect, smd 1 hope that students 
will continue through the me¬ 
dium of a free press to state the 
inconveniences to which they 
are subjected until they be re¬ 
moved. 

In conclusion 1 will remark 
that nothing can be more dis¬ 
graceful to the surgeons of the 
metropolitan hospitals, than the 
system of medical instruction 
w'hich is at present adopted. 
The surgeons of these hospitals, 
divide between them more than 
10,0002. per annum , taken from 
the pockets of the students.

The patient was kept quiet in 
bed, and the instrument retained 
in the bladder until next day, 
when it was removed and re¬ 
placed by one of elastic gum. 

, Every bad symptom had now 
abated—he felt easy—his mind 
was tranquil, and he expressed 
a wish to go down stairs, which 
he did for some hours, and he 
felt very little inconvenience 
from the exertion. At the end 
of two days he complained of the 
irritation the residence of the in- 
stument in the bladder occasion¬ 
ed, and entreated that it might 
be removed, which was compli¬ 
ed with. 

As 1 slept in the house, the 
instriimeni was pas^d as fre¬ 
quently as it was necessary, 
without the pain and anxiety of 
any delay; and my absences in 
the day did not exceed from three 
to four hours. His bowels were 
kept open and his skin permea¬ 
ble by proper medicines, and 
he had occasionally recourse 
to the hip bath. It is necessary 
here to mention, also, that his 
urine was perfectly clear and free 
from any appearance of blood 
since the second day of fail at¬ 
tack. 

At one o'clock in the mom- 
ing of the 2d of March I 
duced a catheter with the tame 
facility as 1 had been aecU8tiCp|ied' 
to do diirinf the last 
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and drew nff half a pint of per¬ 
fectly clear* urine. 1 left him 
comfortable and free from pain. 
A quarter of an hour had hardly 
elapsed when 1 received a sud¬ 
den summons to attend him. 
He was then suflreringr greater 
pain than ever from distension 
of the bladder, although it had 
been emptied so sliortly before; 
it was quite evident, therefore, 
that this must have been occa¬ 
sioned by internal hmmorrha^e, 
which was confirmed by the in¬ 
troduction of the catheter; and, 
as he had not lately complained 
of pain in the loins, we did not 
suspect the kidneys to be the 
source of it. 

1 now endeavoured, by in¬ 
jecting warm water, and by the 
frequent introduction of the wire 
of the catheter, to break down 
the coagulated blood, but to no 
purpose. ^ 

In this embarrassing sitna- ! 
tion, 1 proposed to Sir Astley 
Cooper, who was sent for, to ' 
cut into the bladder from above | 
the pubes — the deceased and 
enlarged state of the prostate 
gland alike precluding the ope¬ 
ration being performed either 
through the perinmum or rec¬ 
tum. This proposal was ac¬ 
ceded to, as the only chance left 
for prolonging the life of our 
patient. 

In the presence of that gen¬ 
tleman, therefore, 1 made an 
incision into the bladder of be¬ 
tween two and three inches, 
cutting between the pyramidal 
muscles, as in the high opera¬ 
tion for the, stone, and, with a 
table-sppnit scooped out up¬ 
wards of a pint of coagulated 
blood,y.t|^ not being more 


likewise contained. The ope¬ 
ration was not performed until 
upwards of twelve hours subse¬ 
quent to the hmmurrhage. On 
examining the interior of the 
bladder wiUt our fingers, we 
discovered two fungoid tumours 
projecting into this viscus from 
the prostate gland; and from 
which tumours, we conclude, 
^ibe heemorrhage must have pro¬ 
ceeded, for the bladder in every 
other part seemed perfectly 
healthy. TKe entrance of the 
urethra was situated betwecu 
the two tumours ; the left being 
about the sise of a hen’s egg, 
and the other that of a large 
walnut. 

A syphon was now made 
of a leaden catheter, one end of 
which was introduced into the 
bladder by the wound, and a 
calf’s bladder was made fast to 
the other, as a reservoir for the 
urine. The head and shoulders 
of the patient being raised by 
pillows, an opiate administered, 
and the instrument properly 
secured, we left him in a com¬ 
paratively easy and comfortable 
state, and the syphon performing 
its office efficiently. 

During the first three days 
after the o^ieration no case 
could proceed more favourably; 
the bowels were naturally open ; 
there existed no tension of the 
abdomen; the wound looked 
healthy ; the piitient’s spirits 
and relish for food were tole¬ 
rably good ; and, upon the 
whole, the general aspect of 
the case was favourable. 

On'tfae fourth day, however, 
from the operation, a great 
change took place: his spirits 
became depressed; he declined 
aUkiadofsiisteimDce; bisloolv 
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yiere sunken; kis pu1i» vras 
i'edble^ and a ^aiit of action in i 
fto wbuiuil Was bi:d too appa- | 
rebt; and, notwithstanding ;

We can, however, confi¬ 
dently assert that no dog kept 
under the above circumstances, 
has ever been attacked by hydro¬ 
phobia, uUlpss the disease was 
communicated by inoculation.

1 have seen many cases 
of this accident, and in must of 
them I have found that it has been 
thrown inwards, between the tra- 
j>exium and the root of the meta¬ 
carpal bone of the fore iing^.

The jaw is known to be eom<« 
pietely dialoeated by the meuth Ito- 
rag open, and the patient not being 
sfole to shut it, or by any preesiwe 
which'you may make on the chin. 
The lower teeth will be found in n 
line antexiorto the upper. You may 
depress the jaw a littie, but to n 
very inconsiderable extent. The 
appearance is just that of a person 
when yawning. There is a depres¬ 
sion just before Uie meatns audi- 
torius, foom the absence of the con¬ 
dyloid {vocess from its cavity, and 
there is a prsjjection of the cheeks 
from the coronoid processes being 
advanced towards the buccinators. 
The pain, although severe, is not at¬ 
tended with any dangerous conse¬ 
quences ; a considerable degree of 
motion is recovered by time, and 
the jaws nearly approximated. The 
saliva is very much increased in 
quantity, in consequence of irrita¬ 
tion of the parotid glands, and it 
dribbles over the mouth. A blow 
upon the chin when the mouth is 
widtily opened will cause this ac¬ 
cident.

When you are 
first called to this aocidesnt, the 
patient (nesents a very ludicrous 
appearance, from the twist which 
is given to the face; it is on the 
whole, however, a sisrio-comic spec¬ 
tacle. These dislocations are gene¬ 
rally reduced by w^pping a hand¬ 
kerchief around the thumbs, placing 
them on the coronoid processes, and 
'depressing the jaw,' you force it 
liaickwaids as well ns'downwards,

or the soft parts. I have also tisOd 
two forks for the same purpose, 
having -wrapped a towel or hand¬ 
kerchief round their joints, I ca#- 
ried their handles into the mouth 
on each side behind the molar teeth, 
they were then held by aii assist¬ 
ant, and drawing the chin towards 
the upper jaw, the Irene was easily 
and quickly reduced. 

Mr^ Fox, the late dentist, has 
used a le^^er of wood about a foot 
long: he placed the end of it on the 
molar tooth on one side, he theii 
supported the outer part of the piece 
of wood with one hand, and de¬ 
pressed the end on the tooth with 
the other, and with the force thus 
used he succeeded in reducing the 
jaw; he then did the same on the 
other side, and thus completely re¬ 
placed the bone. This mode is best 
adapted I think for the cases in 
partial dislocation; but 1 generally 
prefer the corks, the recumbent pos¬ 
ture and the elevation of the chin.

Young 
w'omen are generally the subjects 
of this complaint, and 1 have fre¬ 
quently found the ammonia and 
steel, with the shower-hath, and a 
blister before the ear, remove the 
disposition to the reappearance of 
the accident.

in the hiftoiy of surgery, and that 
imt very remote, in which the 
disloeation of the thigh bone wna 
considered an impoMibility; hut» 
gentlemen, such is the general ad- 
vancenumt of the science, and such 
are now the opjHirtuuities of acquir¬ 
ing informatitm, and such the im¬ 
provements of modern surgery, thjat 
pupils now know much luurc than 
their 7 >rq/ef$or$ formerly did. A* 
a proof of this I can tell you, that 
the dressers of Guy's Hospital a 
short time since, were not only ablo 
to distinguish this dislocation, bot 
they knew,also how, to reduce it, 
and actually accomplistied it with¬ 
out, even haying occ^oa to send, 
the surgeon.

you may restore the natural length 
of the limb, but the bnib is again 
shoi tened iinincdiately on your re¬ 
moving the extending force. If, 
when you have drawn down the 
bone, you rotate it, you can dis¬ 
tinctly feel a crepitus, but this 
ceases to be felt when tlie limb is 
allowed to be again shortened. 
Fractures of the neck within the 
cap^ar ligament occur but rarely 
except in advanced periods of life, 
and jwoduced by slight causes; and 
this is owing to the interstitire ab¬ 
sorption which this part of the bone 
undergoes in age. Thus then, you 
see, that the increased mobility of 
the parts, the easy extension of the 
limb, and its then producing a 
crepitus, will readily distinguish 
the one accident from the other. 
No man who possesses a gpod 
knowledge of anatomy, or who has 
paid attention to his profession, 
could ever confound dislocations 
arising from violence with diseases 
of the hip joint. Hie gradual pro¬ 
gress of the symptoms, the pain in 
the knee, the apparent elongation 
at first, and the real shortening

T%e conaequcncos of a disease of 
this kind, when it has existed ir 
great length of time, are each a 
change in the situation of die pairts 
from ulceration of the ligameiite, 
head of die bmie, and acetabulum, 
as to make the limb api>ear like a 
Relocation. But the history of tke^ 
case at once points out its natura. 

Tlie dislocaUon on the dorsmn 
ilii is produced by the patieut fall" 
log when the knee and foot arc 
turned inwards, or by a blow bebg 
received while die limb is in that 
position. The following plan is to 
be adopted in attempting to reduce 
this dislocation. Bleed the patient 
to twelve or twenty ounces, or moro 
if he be a very strong man. Next 
place liim in a w^arm bath, at 
100", gradually increase it to 110*, 
until he begins to feel faint. Whilst 
he is in the bath give him one grain 
of taitarisad antimony, until he 
feels nausea; then wrap him in a 
blanket, and place bam on a table, 
between two strong posts, into which, 
two staples have been fixed, or if 
you cannot find a convenient place 
for dais, place him on the floor, and 
screw two rings, about the distimce 
I have mentioned, into the floor. 
The plan 1 usually adopt is, to place 
him on a table covered with a 
blanket, on his back, then a strong 
girt is passed between his puden¬ 
dum and thigh, and this is fixed to 
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one of the staples. A wetted Hnen 
roller should be applied just above 
die koee, and on this a leather | 
strap is tu be budded, having turo 
straps with liags at right angles 
Tvith the circular part. The knee 
should be slightly bent, not quite at 
aright angle, aud brought across 
the opposite thigh a little above the 
knee. Tlio pullies are to be hooked 
Co die rings on the circular strap, 
and fixed to the other staple. You 
should now tighten tiie pullies, till 
you see the bandage is on die 
stretch, and the patient begins to 
complain of pain, then w'ait a litde, 
with the degree of. extension you 
have now made, to give the muscles 
time'to fatigue; then draw again 
gently, and when the patient com¬ 
plains uitich stop again, until the 
muscles yield, and so go on, until 
you find the head of the bone is 
brought just opposite the aoetabu- 
iuin. Let the some extension be 
kept up, by another person taking 
the string of the pullies, and then 
rotate the limb gendy, and the bone 
will generally slip into its place. 
You must not expect to hear a 
■nap when the bone is returned, as 
by using die pullies the muscles 
■re to much relaxed that they can¬ 
not act with sufficient violence; 
nad you can therefore only tell if 
it is reduced by loosening the band- 
iges, and comparing the length of 


difficulty in bringing the head of 
die bone over the edge of the ace¬ 
tabulum, you may pass your hand, 
or a napkin, under it, and lift it 
over the edge of the socket. You 
should take care in removing a 
patient to his bed, as from the re¬ 
laxed state of the muscles the dis¬ 
location would again happen, and 
that from a cause so trifling that 
you would not suspect it to hai e 
occurred. I consider it the ^rth- 
right of every man to diink and act 
for himself. Gentlemen, do 
let your opinions be shackled by 
prejudice, do not follow implicitly 
the dictates of any man; and if, 
when 5 'ou get into practice, you do 
not find the advice which 1 have 
given you on this, or any other 
subject correct, then throw it aside, 
as totally unworthy of your confi¬ 
dence, and strike out a new path 
for yourselves. Much as I respect 
the talents of Mr. Hey, and there 
is no man who thinks more highly 
of his zeal and acquirements than 
1 do, yet I cannot agree with him 
in recommending the mode which 
he practised. It is true, that in a

We intend at 
present to allude to some eutperi* 
tneuts which have been lately 
made, by M. Lassaiov k, wUh a 
view of ascertaining the piemncn 
of hydrocyanio acid in 
ahich have been poisoned by thia 
substance. The lest wfai^ ia 
usaa% made use of for this pur¬ 
pose is the sulphate of iron, and 
the manner in which the experi¬ 
ment is conducted is as fottowi: a 
little potash is put into the, liquid 
which is sumrased to contun some 
of the acid, and then some per¬ 
sulphate of iroir, dissolved in water, 
is poured into this, when a beaatifol 
blue colour manifests itself if there 
is any acid present. The intensity 
of tlw colour varies aeoording to 
the res^tive qnanddes of water 
and acid; and if there is but a 
slight quantity of the latter, some 
hours firequently elapse from the 
experiment before the blue colour 
isto be seen. But M. L.issaiuxe, 
in his experiments, tried anotlier 
test, with which it is possible to 
Idetect twice as small a quantity of 
the acid as with,the sulphate of 
^n. M. Labsaxonk's method 
is as fidlows: some potash is to be 
put into the liquid supposed to con¬ 
tain the acid, so as to slight^ al¬

Paper on Gout. By M. A. L. 

Bayle. 

In this paper, M. Batle relates 
live coses of gout, from which this 
distinguished .pathologist draws the 
fbllbwiog conclusions :—1. The na- 
. tore of gout is unknown to us, and 
none of the numerous theories in¬ 
vented to explain its. multtpHed 
aymptoms can completely satisfy 
the .mind. It is neither an iudasn- 
jnat^on, nor phlegmasia, nor orgaiiic 
lesion. In appreciating attentively 
the phenomena which it occasions, 
it may be considered as an altera¬ 
tion of some one of the humours, 
or as the result of a particular mor- 
- hid fluid produced under the influ- 
onoe of certain causes, and circu¬ 
lating with the other fluids of the 
economy. 

lliere are, indeed, produced, in 
a great number of gouty subjects, 
at a time more or less remote, ar¬ 


thritic depm^, varied in form, 
rewihhSinig ^italk, or gypsum, .Sec. 
and which me generally situated in 
the joints; sometimes, however, at 
a great distance from them. 

Professor Ouilbert, who has 
publislied an excellent wper on 
this disease, found several frag¬ 
ments interspersed among the fibres 
of a muscle in a person who 
died of this complaint. Haller 
states, that this matter has been 
seen in such large quantities, that 
it absolutely existed in the blood ; 
and in the Nuremberg commen¬ 
taries we find a case where blood 
drawn from the basilic contained 
small gravel. Zacutus also 
quotes a similar case. A great 
number of gouty subjects void 
urine which is white, and contains 
a ericareous matter. Baglivi 
relates the histoiy of a gouty per- 
souj virbo was entirely cured after 
having voided a large'quantity of 
thick urine, which soon coagulat¬ 
ed into the form of snow. The 
Memoirs of the Academy of 
Sciences (1747) present us with 
an extremely curious fact of this 
kind. A gouty person was en¬ 
tirely cured of his complaint, after 
having passed, during eight or nine 
months, about sixty pounds of a 
substance which, mixed with the 
urine, gave to it a milky colour, 
and which fell to the bottom of the 
vessel, and at last acquired tha 
consistence of soap.

To 
effect this, all motion of the body 
should of course be avuded; Inif 
tliis is impossible whilst the patient 
is obliged every now and .tiien to 
move himself in order to pass the 
feces. We entreat the surgeons 
of this institution, for thtir own 
credit, but more especially for the 
sake of those unfortunate patients 
who may suffer if it be nejd^ted, 
to use, in all those cas« which 
may require them, beds to con¬ 
structed that the feces may be 
voided without the least disturb¬ 
ance to the body. Let the surgeons 
make a ]»oper n^reseitfation to the 
committee, of the necessity which 
exists for beds of this kind, and we 
feel confident that they would be 
immediately ordered. If, however, 
the committee should refuse them, 
which we very much douht, the 
aurgeons diould, iulher than 1^ the 
patfeato suffer, proeure the beds 
themselves. The number of beds 
requited woidd not be very great, 
nor Mild the ei^tohse be heavy.

When you are 
aboot to pass a bougie for a patient, 
the penis should lie extended be¬ 
tween the thumb and fore-finger of 
the surgeon, and not kept at right 
angles to the body, so that the 
urethra should be in as straight a 
tine as possible. Hie point ^ tho 
bougie should be also slightly curv¬ 
ed, and for tins reason; when the 
bougie is carved, and its curved 
extremity kept against the upjper 
pmlion of tiie urethra, it passes 
with conriderable facility; bat on 
the contrary, when the bougie is 
straight, the point Is very apt to 
catch in the folds of the lower por¬ 
tion of the urethra. In passing a 
smuid, or catheter, you should re* 
cotiect that until the point gets 
under the arch of pubis, the 
battle is to he kept in contact with 
the abdomen; fer if it be kept at a 
distance thme will be great diffi¬ 
culty in passixig the instrument.

l>uease of the Prostate Gland. 

Tlie prostate gland, like other 
parts, may be the sujb(iect of acute 
ear chronic disease. Acute affec* 
tions of the prostate gland are not 
so £nquent as the chronic ; but I 
had at one time, and in the same 
ivard, two cases of acute inflamma¬ 
tion of the prostate gland, which 
tenninated in suppuration. Both 
of these patients W'ero under forty 
years of age. I have now a pa^ 
tient who occasionally attends, at 
my house, once the subject of in^ 
dammation of the prostate, which, 
aJthough not so acute as in the 
other two cases, terminated in sup¬ 
puration. The qrmptoms of this 
disease are, pain in the perinssum, 
increased on the passage of costive 
motions or haidened feces, extend¬ 
ing down the inside of the thighs, 
and up the loins. There is a gene¬ 
ral feeling of debility; the passage 
of a bougie is prevented ; and 
there is difficulty in voiding the 
urine. On looking into the pre- 
acriptimi book, I see that 1 gave, in 
one of the cases, copaiba at first; 
then the liquor potassse with opium, 
after the abscess had opened into 
the urethra. The patient was 
obliged, in this case, constantly to 
wear a gum elastic catheter in the 
urethra, on account of the inability 
to pass his urine, and the pain oc¬ 
casioned by the introduction of any 
instruineat; but 1 should not re- 
iDommeikl this to be done if it could 
be avoided. In ano&er case 
which,! ^ve attended, various re¬ 
medies were tried without any ef¬ 
fect. The copaiba, cubebs, and

Mtoa was then nude in the peri- 
uteun^ which, a,t firsts afforded a 
littie relief; but after the discharge

In these affections you should 
recommend opiate injections by the 
rectum, together wi& opium and 
alkalis iiitemally. The bowels 
should never be permitted to be 
costive, on account of the irrita¬ 
tion which the passsa^ of harden¬ 
ed feces is apt to excite. The pa¬ 
tient should keep them regular by 
castor oil every morning. If the 
pain be violent, the warm bath 
should be used, and leeches applied 
to the perinmum. Rest is abso¬ 
lutely necessary, the same as in 
irritable bladder. 

Cbromc enlargement of the pros¬ 
tate is very rarely met with in 
young perBmi8,and seldom before the 
age of forty-five or fifty^. This 
complaint may, through inattention 
or ignorance, be mistaken for stric¬ 
ture. In old persons there is a 
ftuqnent desire to void the urine, 
and tile urine can only be passed 
in small quantities at a time. This 
arises from the middle lobe of the 
prostate being enlarged, which 
acts as a valve and closes the blad¬ 
der ; it is only when the bladder is 
distended thatthe urine can be pass¬ 
ed, and thus it is never completdy 
emptied. If there is any difficuily 
in passing a sound in old persons, 
an exanunation should invariably 
be made with the finger by tiie 
reetum, when you vriU be aUe to 
detect the enlar^ state of the 
gknd if it exists. Ebng^^

are led to examine by the rectum, 
and you* find an. ealargeBoent of i 
the prostate.

ed, this you obviate by elevating 
the point of the inatruiiient with 
the fore-finger of the left hand, 
and thus you M'ill succeed in a 
few seconds wlien others liave l>een 
trying for hours without success. 
In some cases the prostate is so 
irritable that the patient cannot 
bear the passage of a catheter, and 
much mischief might be done if it 
were attempted ; if there is reten¬ 
tion of urine under such circum¬ 
stances the operation becomes ne¬ 
cessary. Be extremely careful, 
therefore, in old })ersons where 
there is any difficulty in passing an 
instrument into the bladder that 
you use no violence whatever, and 
be particular in examining by the 
rectum the state of the prostate 
l)efore passing the catheter. The 
remedies which are tried in this 
complaint are generally of little use. 
It is best, if die urine shows, by its 
aj^iearance, or which is still more 
certain, the immersion of a piece of 
litmus paper, that there is an ex¬ 
cess of acid, give alkalis; if, on the 
contrary that its alkaline properties 
predominate, exhibit acid. 

Retention of Urine. 

Retention of urine may arise 
either from stricture or enlaige- 
ment of the prostate gland. Tlie 
operations that are perfumed for 
this complaint are three, via. in the 
perinmam, by the rectum, or above 
the pafaia.

ner. The surgeon is to introduce 
the fore linger of the left hand up

Case of Fracture of the Cranium, 

July 30. —William Harkom, 
mtat. 7, was brought hem this even¬ 
ing in a state of insensibility from 
the kick of a horse. On examin¬ 
ing the head, it was found that the 
scalp had been divided over the 
superior posterior angle of the 
parietal bone of tbe right side. On 
introducing the finger into the 
w^ound it was discovered that the 
cranium at this point had been frac¬ 
tured, and that some of tlite portions 
of bone were <l(‘pn-sse(! :ib ■‘■\i hsif an 
iutsh. All inciniwii of .-.nn- Ifiigth 
was now made through tlie scalp in 
a vertical direction. The portions 
of fractured bone already alluded 
to were found driven upwards, and 
firmly wedged under the superior 
sound part of the pajrictal bone. 
A small trephine was now; applied 
at this point, but the insulated por¬ 
tions of bone could not be elevated 
or removed, wherefore it was again 
applied at an opposite angle, when, 
a&r the remov^ of another small 
angle by Hey*s saw, the whole of 
ike fractured pactionB.of bone were 
withdrawn, with the exception of a 
small part which had been but 
little depressed and which was 
elevated. The wound was then 
dressed with oiled lint.

transversely, rather below the mid¬ 
dle and broadest part. In six weeks 
after the accident he was enabled 
to walk about, with tihe assistance 
of crutches, and in fourteen more 
he was dischitTged from the hos¬ 
pital. 

On that event taking place, he 
tsould walk tolerably well, although 
there was a space of three-quarters 
of an inch between ihetwo.portions 
of the fractured bone, and this

found duable to rise, he was home 
here. On examination of the knee, 
the tendSdn the rectu.s iiiusclo was 
found to.,l^' liirerated, and com- 
pleielx sb^ated fi^ the fUf^iior 
pan of the patella, it havmg bM 
retracted rather more than ah inch 
up the thigh, in the cellular mem¬ 
brane, whilst the ligament between 
the tviro portions was completely 
firm and free from injury. 

A bandage was wound round the 
thigh, (after the leg bad been placed 
in a stAte of extension, so as to re¬ 
lax the lectus muscle,) from above 
downwards, and thus the tendon 
made to occupy its natural situation. 
Tliree weeks are now elapsed since 
the accident, and the patient seems 
in a fait way for a speedy recovery.

There have been several cases of 
accident taken in this week, the 
most important of which are, those 
dr a wom an with a Wound on the 
back part of riie head, occasioned 
by a blow having been received 
t^re, producing slight ^mptoms 
of concuBstoo, which, however, 
hate been removed by purging, &c. 

In another case the ^ula was frac¬ 
tured just above the malleolus ex- 
ternuB; and a boy also has been 
admitted with a considerable de¬ 
gree of injury in the shoulder joint, 
but from: the tusnified state of the 
parts, it is impossible at present, 
to ascertain its precise cha^cter.

Case of Hemorrhage into the 
Urinary Bladder^ from fan- 
goid Tumours of the Prostate, 
requiring the high operation 
for the removal of the Co- 
agula. By A. Cor {.an n 
Hutciiisux, Esq. 

No. 6, p. 190.j 
The report of this case coining 
from the pen of the above distin¬ 
guished surgeon, and the treatment 
which was adopted having been 
sanctioned by the still more diatin- 
guislied Sir A. CoorER, will con¬ 
tribute, in no small degree, to ex¬ 
cite the attention of the profession. 
Notwithstanding, however, the ce¬ 
lebrity of the surgeons engaged, we 
apprehend that ^w of their fellow- 
practitioneia will be ineUaed to pur¬ 
sue the same course of trenhaent as 
was here employed. The case 
was, doubdess, one of great ainbi- 
Kttity and difficulty; and, cmisidOT- 
Jglf iilhe shortness of time allowed 
IK nftfleetion, it is very probable 
Inat other surgeons would have 



acted in a sinular maniiflr,haid (hM 
been sbmhudy cireunuteneed. ft 
is not eiir doune, therefbie, to apaalc 
reprehenaifaiy of what baa been 
dune, farthw than to prevent h 
repetition of what we concdlve to 
have been a very serious, if not 
fatal, error. 

Fungous disease of the bladder 
and prostate appears to be of wry 
rare occnirence, this being only the 
third case which has fallen under 
the notice of Sir A. Cooper. The 
first wae that of a man in the neig^- 
Iraudbood of the Hospitals. A ca- 
thetm* was passed into the bladder 
of tills patient for retention of 
urine. Haring the remainder of 
the day, he passed nothing but 
blood. Otlier attacks having suc¬ 
ceeded this, at length he died; 
and, i^on examination, a fungous 
polypus was found growing from 
the base of the prostate gland.* 

The next case seen by Sir Ast- 
X.EY, and which he has probably 
forgotten, was that of Stephen W. 
in Jacob’s ward, St. Thomas’s Hos¬ 
pital, die history of which was 
given in No. 6, Vol. tit. of this 
publication. A difference of opi¬ 
nion having existed among the 
surgeons whether there was a stone 
ill bladder or not. Sir A. was 
desired to sound tlie man, wdiich 
be did one night, after surgical 
lecture, in the presence of Mr. 
Key, and several of the students; 
and, after a most careful examin- 
nation, declared there W'as no cM- 
culus.

No surgeon who 
places the slightest value on the 
welfare of his patients, or justly 
appreciates his own reputation, 
will ever perform an operation 
without having first considered 
what will be its probable or ^xissi- 
ble result; and unless there is 
a fair chance of its prolonging life, 
it ought not to be undertaken, espe¬ 
cially such an operation as the one 
now before us, being in itself of 
so formidable a nature, that it of¬ 
ten proves mortal. Now, by pro¬ 
longing life, we do not mean an 
hour or a day, but a period worth 
having, a time sufficient to compen¬ 
sate for the risk and suffering oc¬ 
casioned by the operation. Had 
Sir Astl^ and Mr. H. thus re¬ 
flected, we believe they w'ould not 
have ventured to perform the high 
operation in this instance; what 
are the facts ? Mr. H. says, it was 
evident from the first, that the 
prostate was diseased, that its en¬ 
largement could be felt through the 
rectum, and that its diseased con¬ 
dition prevented the operation from 
having been performed, either in 
the perinseum or through the rec¬ 
tum.

oppose any hospital surgeon’s ap> 
prentice.—Their reasons were spe< 
cious: 

I. That tlie chance of being sur¬ 
geon to the Hospital increased the 
apjflrentice’s fee, and that it was 
natural for, if not the duty of, all 
the oificers of the Institution to sup¬ 
port each other. 

II . Tliat a parent, who paid 500 
guineas for liis son to be an appren¬ 
tice, for five years, to an hospitfid sur¬ 
geon, had always this much desired 
appointment in perspective; and, 

III . That a young man, so edu¬ 
cated, must be more qualified, in 
every respect, for the office, than 
any one who had not received such 
advantages, but had been bred up a 
stranger to the Institution. 

To the first and second reasons 
1 reply, that because a man may af¬ 
ford to give 2002. or 3002, more than 
1 can as an apprentice fee, his son 
has no right to exclude mine from 
a situation to which merit alone 
ought to entitle him; for, perhaps, 
in no other profession, in no oti^r 
occupation of life, is it of so much 
consequence tliat wealth should sink 
under the superior weight and in¬ 
fluence of intellect. 

In respect to the last reason, 1 
deny that the education of an hos¬ 
pital surgeon’s apprentice is the 
best calmdated to qualify him for 
the office of surgeon to ^he Hospi- 
pital; for if it were so, we riiould 
not have seen many of these men, 
as we have for five-and-twenty years 
past, not only a diigrace to the 
situations they held, but likewise to 
the profession to which they were 
educated.

apprentice to an hospital surgeon. 

I was very intimate with sevei^ of 
them while 1 was at Bartholo¬ 
mew’s, and one who was after¬ 
wards surgeon to the Hospital,t Id 
me, that during the whole of hi^ 
apprenticeship he never received 
one word of professional informa¬ 
tion or instruction from his roaster; 
and another, at the same time, made 
use of these words, “ during the 
whole five years of my apprentice¬ 
ship, the tuition I have received from 
my master's mouth has not been 
sufficient to enable me to distinguish 
the right end of a probe irem the 
wrong.” 

No,—the surgeon who received 
the apprentice, received, at the 
same time, the more important ob¬ 
ject, the 500 pounds or guiueas; the 
youth was then turned into the 
hospital, as a wild colt is turned to 
grass, and Uiere he might graze, 
on professional pasture, as much as 
he pleased, and extract from it 
more or less nutriment according 
to the extent of his physical capa¬ 
city ; or he might fly off after other 
food, and vitiate his mental and 
corporeal powers, as the grossness 
of his appetite might impel him. 
The puidls, thus educated, might 
have great natural abilities, and 
strong habits of industry, or they 
might not; and the character and 
credit of the hospitals, and the 
welfare of the patients, w'ere thus 
submitted to the chances ,—to the 
production of a Pott or a Harvey, 
a Cooper or a Birch. The product, 
then^ of this highly privile^d edu¬ 
cation was, what was called a pure 
surgeon ,—a man, who, if ppasufKi^ 
of common ability, acobippdued 
with habits of iiidustiy, becadte, of 
course, a skfiful

There are two 
pmeons comnnmicated by venereal ^ 
poisbn ; one, the poison of gonor- 
hcea, which, falling on a mucous j 
surface, produces from it a discharge 
which is infectious; the other, the 
poison of syphilis, which, on being 
appUed to the skin, produces in* 
flammation and ulceration, forming 
a sore which is called Qhancre. 
(Chancres most commonly occur on 
the penis in males, and the labia 
and pudendum in females. They 
are, however, found on other parts, 
of body. Midwives and women 
who have assisted at the confine¬ 
ment of persons affected with 
chancres, not unfrequently have 
them on the hands or arms, pard- 
culaiiy if there be any scratch or 
wound in those parts. The chancre 
makes its appearance with a kind 
of pustule or pimple, and has a 
base more or less inflamed accord¬ 
ing to the part on which it is seated. 
If the chancres he on the glans, the 
inflamed base is in general small, 
on account of the little laxity of 
the surrounding parts; if it be on 
the prepuce, on the contrary, the 
aurrounding inflammation is gene¬ 
rally great. The chancre in its in¬ 
cipient state, that is, as long as it is 
merely a pimple, is attended wuth an 
itching, and when it becomes an 
ulcer there is seldom much pain 
unless it be irritable. The most 
common seat of chancre is in 
the neighbourhood of the fraenum, 
as the syphilitic matter is most 
easily lodged in that part. In a 
few days the pustule ulcerates, and 
the vlcer is sometimes attended 
with an aching pain, but this is: 
not severe, unless, as I have just

litic matter is apj^i^ to a sore or 
excoriation, the. chancre then has 
not the same appearances as it pre¬ 
sents when it is jn'odneed by the 
matter applied to an unbitdcm sur¬ 
face ; and chancres of this descrip¬ 
tion are extremely difficult to dis¬ 
tinguish from excoriations or simple 
sores; in fact, from the appearance 
of the sore itself you will not in the 
majority of cases be able to decide 
whether it is sypliilitic or not. In 
such case you must take care of 
the patient’s general health, merely 
applying simple local applica¬ 
tions to the part, and wait to see 
whether any secondary symptoms 
manifest themselves. When you 
can be certain that the sores or ex¬ 
coriations are also syphilitic, then 
they will require to be treated just 
as other chancres. The best marks 
for distinguishing between chancres 
and excoriations is the time at 
which the sore appears after con¬ 
nection. Chancre does not appear 
immediately after connection; there¬ 
fore, if rile sore which you suspect to 
be merely an excoriation, appears on 
the day after the person hi^d connec.- 
rion with a woman, it is probaUe 
I that your suspicion is well founded. . 
^ It has been stated, that several 
Weeks sometimes elapse from the 
time of connection l^fore the ap¬

In repeated in¬ 
stances, where mercury has beeu 
taken internally, 1 have known a 
diarrhoea occur, which rendered it 
necessary to omit the mercury; and 
that it has returned as soon as ever 
the medicine was again taken. 
These cases are of rare occurrence 
when the mercury is used exter¬ 
nally. The plan 1 recommend is, 
that the patient should get a pair 
of flannel drawers, and wear them 
continually dmng the mercurial 
course, which seldom lasts more 
than eight or ten days. Besides 
attention to diet, if you wish the 
effect of the mercury to he quidc 
and certain, you should not allow 
the patient to go into a cold tem¬ 
perature. Cold will put a stop to 
the visible effects of mercury on the 
constitution when 0)ey exist.

discharge. With respect to the 
operation, on no account whatever 
operate till the inflammation has 
subsided; for, if you do, a slough¬ 
ing will most probably ensue, to 
a considerable extent. It is better 
to subdue the inflammation in 
every case by rest, the recum¬ 
bent position, emollient applica¬ 
tions or cold poultices; for a good 
deal depends on your treatment 
during the inflammation as to the 
degree of thickening that remains | 
it is subdued.

direction, on the Inside of the thigh, 
commencing about two inches be¬ 
low Pouparl’s ligament, and imme¬ 
diately over the psoas muscle. At 
this point, after carefully separating 
the nerve wdiich lay on its outside, 
the femoral artery was tied. An 
incision was now commenc<;d at 
the posterior part of the thigh, and 
brought upwards, in a semilunar 
direction, till the knife met the 
point formed by the superior ex¬ 
tremity of the first incision; by thisj 
process the arteiy was divided below 
the ligature and above the origin 
of the profunda. Another incision 
through the muscles was now made, 
on the outside of the thigh, in a 
similar manner; the retractor was 
then used, and the bone divided 
by the saw. The artery was com¬ 
pressed at the groin, during the 
operation, by the fingers of an as¬ 
sistant. Two small arteries were 
then taken ujp and tied. About 
four ounces of blood were lost dur¬ 
ing the operation, which however 
speared to be princi|>ally venous. 
The flaps were now brought into 
contact, and the stamp dressed in 
tlie usual way. The patient was 
then replaced in bed, and an opiate 
draught given her.

part. Mr. Brodie laid bare the 
cranium, and found an extensive ex¬ 
foliation, accoiqpanied. by a slight 
degree depression. The trephine 
was applied, and afterwards the 
scalp closed over the part whence 
the hone had been removed.

I in the former. It occurs in 
one of advanced age, and it is 
;|i|jnistake to talk of its happening in 
v^uitg persons. Akhougli I have 
ilieen now thirty-nine years at GuyV 
!iw St. Thomas's HospitaLs, and 
i^ave had more tiian my share of 
practice of the metroixdis dar¬ 
ing that time, 1 have seen more 
than two Itundred and twenty-five 
oases of fracture of tlie neck of the 
thigh bone within the capsular liga¬ 
ment, yet 1 have only known two 
persons in whom this accident oc¬ 
curred under fifty years of age. 

: This fracture, then, rarely happens 
under fifty years of age, and dislo¬ 
cation seldom at a more advanced 
' period. But tlie most common 
: period at which fracture occurs is 
between fifty and eigh^. 

The reason why the bone breaks 
so much more readily in age« is, 

: that there is a peculiar process 
; taking place in age which is pro* 

[ dueing an entire alteration in the 
structure of the head and neck of 
the bone. The natural eba&ges 
wfaicb thus lake place in the bones 


and become lighter and n^knr iis 
the more advanced stages of life. 
You may cut the bones of old per- 
ieous with a penknife^ which you 
could not do at the adult period* 
ITie lieck of the bone undergoes an 
interstitial absorption by w'hidi it 
becomes shortened and altered in 
its relation with tlie sliaft of the 
bone, so that the head of the bone, 
instead of being .'Uiove the level of 
the trochanter. Rinks almost to its 
root. Indeed the bones of an old 
person may be readily distinguished 
in the skeleton fnmi tlioso of the 
middle period of life. 

ITie slightest causes often pro¬ 
duce firactui-cK in this state of the 
bone. The way in whicli they 
usually happen in London, is from 
the person slipping off the foou 
pavement, and though it is only 
the descent of a few inches the un- 
expect^l shock acting }>erpetidicii- 
larly on tlic cervix, wMi the ad¬ 
vantage of a lever, produces a frac¬ 
ture. The patient immediately 
falls, and the accident is very fre¬ 
quently improperly attributed to 
this circumstanee. Even turning 
suddenly round has produced it.

of)iitkw* It has been said, that, 
these firactoies will onita like frac¬ 
tures in other parts of the body, by 
bone. But 1 have tam^t ier tbo 
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last thirty years in these lectures, 
that, as a gaieraljprinciple, fractures 
of the neck of the thigh bone, of the 
patella, olecranon, coronoid process 
of the ulna and condyles of the os 
Irnmeri, unite by ligament, and not 
bone. In all the examinations 
wlkich I hare made of transverse 
fractures of the cervix femoris with¬ 
in the capsule, I have had my opi¬ 
nions confirmed, as I have not met 
with a single instance in which 
bony union had taken place. 1 
would not maintain its impossibility, 
but what 1 wish to be understood to 
say is, that, if it ever does happen, 
it is an extremely rare occur¬ 
rence, and that 1 have nm'er yet 
met with a single example of it. 
Whilst, to support a contrary opi¬ 
nion, only a single instance has 
been produced, having the shadow 
of plausibility; and in this case 
the same appearances were found 
in both the thigh bones, and even 
these resembled w'hat 1 have often 
obsen'ed in the dead body, arising 
from a softened state of the bones. 

There are several reasons which 
may be assigned for the want of 
ossific union in the transverse frac¬ 
ture of the cervix within the liga¬ 
ment. The ^rstf is a want of tlm 
proper ap^trioa of tlie fractured 
ends of the bone. As it is scarcely | 
possible to preserve the limb iii | 
apposition even for a few hours, ns 


the slightest change of position 
produces an instant contraction of 
the large and powerful muscles 
passing from the pelvis to the thigh, 
and the ends of tlie bone become 
immediately displaced. Tliis is 
also the case in fractures of the 
patella, where, notwithstanding all 
our efforts to prevent the retraction 
of the muscles, it very seldom 
happens that we can succeed in 
supporting a complete approxima¬ 
tion of the bones. Tlie second 
reason for a want of bony union, is 
the want of pressure of one bone 
on tlie other. Hven if the limb were 
preserved at its proper length, and 
admitting the capsular ligament not 
to be torn, this circumstance would 
operate to prevent an ossific union. 
There is a large quantity of syno¬ 
vial fluid secreted into the joint, 
this distends the ligament, and 
entirely prevents the contact of the 
bones. After a time this fluid be¬ 
comes absorbed, but not until the 
inflammatory process has ceased, 
and ligamentous matter has been 
effused into the joint from the sur¬ 
face of the synovial membrane. 
That cause, which so powerfully 
conduces to the union of other 
fractures, is wanting here^ viz. the 
pressure which the muscles piiitiidhce 
on the broken extremities of bdpp^ 
for if two broken. bones 
each otlier on that; side oa^i^ 
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tliey ai:€ presaed together, tljiere will 
be an abundance of c>£«ifk matter 
de|M>sitcd; but on the opj^oelte t»ide, 
on which there 18 no pressure ex¬ 
erted, scarcely any change will be 
observed. But the third and prin¬ 
cipal reason, is the almost entire 
absence of ossilic union in the head 
of the bone when detached from its 
cervix. 'Hu; principal supply of 
blood to tbc liead of the bone being 
derived from the ligamentum teres, 
which has onl}^ a feiv luinute ves- 
tsels ramifying from it on the bone. 
The natural supply of blood for the 
neck and bead of the bone is de¬ 
rived from the periosteum, and 
when the neck is fractured, and the 
{periosteum iorii through, the means 
of ussiBc action are necessarily cut 
off. No deposit of cartilage or 
bone, as in other fractures, is pro¬ 
duced, but there is a deposition of 
ligamentous matter covering the 
surface of the cancellated structure. 
On dissection of these accidents, 
you find that the cancclli arc ren¬ 
dered firm and smooth by friction, 
as in other bones which rub on each 
other when their articular cartilages 
are absorljed. Portions of bone 
remain attached by ligament, or 
are loose and floating in the joint, 
notjipiied by ligamentous matter ;

the elbow joints. The capsular 
ligament and the synovial mom- 
branc are very much thtckmted 
from the infiaaimatigji which they 
have undergone, and are thereffifo 
very miuh strengthened. This 
membrane is soiuetiines sepmtLtod 
from the fractured ]>ortions, so as 
to fuiui a thick band, passing from 
the fracturiKl eiilges of the cervix to 
tlie head of the bone, laganientous 
matter pusses also from the cancel¬ 
lated structure of the head to the 
neck, thus uniting, by a fle.xtble 
materi.il, the one broken {HNlion of 
bone to anotlier. It appears then, 
as a general priuci{>1e, tliut ossific 
mion is not produced. I have 
seen the tw’o preparations of Mr. 
St a X L F. Y , at Bartholomew's, 

which'were supposed to he speci¬ 
mens of that union, but these Imve 
tlie same appearances on each 
side; now it is very probable that 
age or disease might produce simi¬ 
lar effects in both bones, but it 
would be very difficult to suppose 
that accidents would do so. In 
experiments which 1 Lave made on 
animals in perfect health, the onion 
was always by ligaoient. One of 
the best proofs, however, is a pre¬ 
paration of Mr. Lanostai'p's, in 
which the bone is fractured wkhin, 
and without the capsular ligament; 
that without is united by bone, and 
that within the cajisuhi is m^tod 
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Iiy B g im eBt 1 have often geen 
tiiat^ppearance in the necks of the 
Uagh bones of old people, suf^iosed 
to irepresent the union of a ftaoture 
thniagfi the cervix by bone. But 
the truth is, that it is occasioned 
by the absorption of the neck of the 
bone in the way I have liefore de¬ 
scribed, allowing of the descent of 
the head of the bone just opposite 
the root of the trochanter major. 
Here, gentlemen, is the thigh bone 
of an aged female (holding it up to 
the class), in which this change 
has taken place; now where is tlie 
neck of this thigh bone ? Can you 
see it? No, 7 am sure you cannot, 
for it has gone to the tomb of ah the 
Capulets. 

I must defer speaking of the 
treatment of these aecidente until 
the next lecture.

thing new^ but in the article im¬ 
mediately succeeding it, on the 
** modes of activity of the facnl- 
des,” there are to be found some 
novel, ingenious, and forcible ar¬ 
guments, well calculated to silence 
the imbecile outcry hitherto raised 
against the phrenological science; 
our author is not less happy or 
conclusive in a short essay on 
Materialism, given at the end of 
this interesting work, and which 
we will here insert, for the benefit 
of our numerous readers. 

“materialism. 

“ The objection, that Phrenology 
leads to materialism, has been fre¬ 
quently urged against the science; 
but it appears singularly imjAilo- 
! sophteal, even upon die most super- 
I ficial consideration. Phrenology, 

I viewed as the asseition of certmn 
I physical facts, cannot, if unfound¬ 
ed, louii-alK Iciul to any result, 
except tlii> (iisgrarr and mortibca- 
I tion of its supporters. On such a 
I supiHisidon, it cannot overturn re- 
[ ligion, or any other irut/i; because, 
by the constitution of the human 
intellect, error coustandy tends to 
resolve itself into nothing, and to 
sink into oblivion; whito truth, 
having a real existence, remains 
permanent and impregnable. In 
diis view, then, die td^ection, that 
phtoBology leads tn materialjisiD, is 
ip^jpard. If, on the other bead, the 
mence m held to be a irue inter- 
ipreiaiion of iittfinT, andi^tt Is 
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in<o thfej—that nukterialiBin is the 
constitution ^ of nature, and that 
phrenology IS dangerous because 
It makes this constitution known. 

The charge tissumes a still more 
aukward appearance in oue shape 
in which it is frequently brotight 
forward. The objector admits that 
the niiud uses the body as an in¬ 
strument of coinuiunication witli 
external nature, and maintains tliat 
this fact does not necessarily lead 
tf) materialism. In this 1 agree 
with him; but I cannot perceive 
how it should lead nearer this 
result, to liold that each faculty 
manilesUi itself by a peculiar organ, 
til an hi believe that the whole mind 
acts oil external objects by means 
of the whole body or the whole 
brain. In short, in whatever point 
of view tile system is regarded, 
whether as true or false, the objec¬ 
tion of materialism is futile and 
unphilosophical; and one must 
regrets that it should have been 
brought forward in the name of 
religion, because every imbecile 
and unfounded attack against phi¬ 
losophy, made in this sacred name, 
tends to diminish tlie respect with 
which it ouglit always to be in¬ 
vested. 

Tlie question of materialism it¬ 
self, how<n'cr, as a point of abstract 
discussion, has of late excited con¬ 
siderable attention; and I sliall 
offer a few remarks upon its general 
merits. In entering on the inject, 
it is proper to take a view of tlie 
nature and extent of the point in 
dispute, and of the real effect of 
our decision upon it. Hie question 
thcai Uy. 'Whether the subttcMce of 
the thmking priacip^ is. 
^tfiiwqfed be matter or sj^t ? And 
dmt of cor decisionf let it be 
; hhmiih^is not to. o/ter the mUnre 
ttf iuhttoMetf imhatever U is^ 


but merely to adopt an opinion 
cimsanajit witli, or adverse to, n 
fact in nature over which we have 
no control. Mind, with all ..its 
faculties and functions, has e.'dsted 
since the creutiou, and will exist 
till die human race becomes ex¬ 
tinct; and no opinion of man, con¬ 
cerning the c«auHi‘ of its phenomena, 
can have the least inHuence over 
that cau.^^o. itself. The mind is in- 
vc.steti by nature with all its pro- 
(Hrrties and essences, niid these it 
will {xtsscs.s, and iniuufest:, and 
maintain, let men tliink, and s]>oak, 
and write what they will, concem- 
ingits siilwtance. If tlie Author of 
Nature has invested the mind with 
the quality of endless existence, it 
will, to a certainty, flourish in iu|- 
mortal youth, in spite of every, ap¬ 
pearance of |>nimature decay. If, 
on the ntlier hand, Nature has 
limited its existence to this passing 
scene, ami decreed that it shall 
perish for ever when the aipmating 
principle passes from the body,:then 
all our conjectures, arguiuents, dliB- 
cussions, and assertiuns, rospeetihg 
its immortality, will not add one 
day to its existence. The opinions 
of man, therefore, coHcermng the 
substance of the inmd, cun Itave 
no influence whatever jn changing 
or modifying that substance iteeif; 
and if so, as little cau opi¬ 

nions undermine the constitution of 
the mind, or iU reladpi^ ito . time 
and eternity, on wlikli^ . as thimr 
foundations, morjjdity aim'' 
must and do. nest, as oa ansimnii- 
table basis. Aqcording to 
lo^y, morality a^.natum 
originate in, and'cinaaalp 
primitive, coustitwticia of 
powam themwl^qik ■ 
ubservatious have 
faculties and; f;df*Benevo- 

leaee, H«fie, 
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'ftnd Reflection exist. Now, our 
believing that the mind will die 
with the body will not pluck these 
sentiments and powers from the 
soul; nor will our believing the 
mind to be immortal implant a 
single one more of them in our 
constitution. They would all re- 
' main the same in functions and 
constitution, and render virtue a- 
'miable and vice odious, although 
' w-e should believe the mind to be 
made of dust, just as they would 
’ do w'ere wc to believe the mind to 

* he a more immediate emanation 
. from the Deity himself. 

‘ ‘ In short, th erefore, this question 
of materialism is one of the most 
vain, trivial, and uninteresting, that 
' ever engaged the human intellect; 
and nothing can be more unphilo- 
fiOphical, and hiore truly detrimen¬ 
tal to the interests of morality and 
religion, than the unfounded cla¬ 
mour, or cant shall I call it; which 
has been poured forth from the 
periodical journals about the dan¬ 
gers attending it. A manly in- 
tellcat, instead of bowing Itofore 
prejudice, would dissipate it by 
showing that the question is alto- 
' gather an illusion; and that, adopt 
W'hat opinion we will .concerning 
the substance of the mind, every 
attribute belonging to it n^ust re- 
‘ main unaltered and unimpeached. 

** Blit not to stop in our investiga¬ 
tion till we have reached the got^, 
may inquire, whether it be pos¬ 
sible to discover the substance of

* iher it be material or immaterial ? 

* Previnus to doing so, howler, w-e

self authorised to publish the facts 
which tliey have observed. If these 
facts should ever be published, they 
will foim one of the subjects most 
deserving of the serious consider- 
atioii of the faculty and the aca¬ 
demy which is destined to foster 
and direct its advaneenieat.

GUY’S HOSPITAL. 


The coniinuatmi of the case of 
Aneurism of the Abdominal 
Aoriaf from No. 4, Vol. iv. 

In OUT last notice of this man we 
mentioned that he was, at the 
suggestion of Sir Astley Coover, 
ordered to take the subcarbonate 
of soda. This he has taken for 
more than a month, in doses of 
half a drachm, in mint-water, four 
times in the day, without appearing 
materially to disagree with him, 
until within the last fortnight, when 
it produced sickness and puiging, 
and was then denred by the dresimr 
to be left off.

you must arrest the progress of 
the disease as soon as you can, as 
it vrould othenvise destroy the 
palate and the voice, and cause ex> 
loliations of the palate bones. 

When there is pmeh irritability, 
I generally give calomel and small 
doses of opium, or if there is great 
increase in the heat of the skin, 
and the secretions appear to be 
locked up, then give pil. pluin- 
lueri with hyoscyamus or cmiium. 
Prevent the occurrence of debility, 
if you possibly can, as the slough* 
ing process easily follows ; there¬ 
fore during the exhibition of mer¬ 
cury, where you may expect de- 
.bility, you must afford your patient 
a nutritious, but at the same time 
not a stimuladng, diet. Slouching 
of ^e ulcers of Uie isoft palate may 
arise Jfroin debility, or on the other 
hand, from cin excess of action: if 
fiHHn debility, the treatment 1 Imve 
just meitrion^ be pursued; 
if from too much action, act upon 
the bowels by puiga^ves and take 
blood by cupping beiund the om*' 
toid procesfi, which will y^ty much 
dimmh .the loegi action. . Jhe. 


local applications usually made are 
in the ionn of gargles, but when 
there is a disposition to slough 
much any application can be better 
used by the syringe tlum as a gar¬ 
gle. The parts should be cleaned 
well from the mucus whiclr collects 
about them with a probe, to the end 
of wliich a small bit of liut must be 
attached. The best iiyections are 
those made with the nitrate of sil¬ 
ver, the oxymuiiate of mercury, lu 
the nitric acid diluted. 7'lie nitru- 
muriatic acid has been rcroni- 
mended, but it has no superiority 
to the common nitric i\cid. It has 
been extensively used in this Hos¬ 
pital, but there apftenred nothing 
in it to confirm the preference which 
had been shown it.

of is that 

Of the Palate Bones ; 
and this occurs by the extension 
of the disease from the soft })alate, 
or from inflammation of dieir own 
membrane, as hai>peus also in the 
bones of the nose. The membrane 
ulcerates, a sore is formed, the bone 
becomes exposed, and exfoliation 
is the consequence of this c.xpp- 
sure. 

When the bone is exposed, it is 
easily detected by the letid nature 
of the discharge, and by the horrid 
fetor |t gives to the breath of the 
patient; it is the worst smell that 1 
know, especially if mercury has 
been taken. The treatment here 
will be just die same as in tlie ui- 
ceiration of the soft palate, merely,

An instrument has been made 
by Mr. Weiss, to supply the defi¬ 
ciency of the palate bones, which 
very much removes the unsal sound 
of the voice; and it may be. here 
proper to mention that operations 
for the same purpose have been 
])crformed by Roux, Brodie, 
and Alcock. 

Of the Affection of the Larynx, 

There is a chronic form of ulcera¬ 
tion of the larynx, in whioh exfolia¬ 
tion of the cartilages takes place just 
in the same way as in the bones of 
the palate. There was a case in 
Lydia ward some time ago, in which 
Mr. Tra vehs, in my absence, was 
obliged to divide the trachea, in 
order to rescue the patient from 
siiffoeation. And immediatdy af¬ 
ter the operation I affected the 
mouth with calomel, and combined 
it at the same time with opium. 
I'he symptoms Mbsided; the wound 
healed, and site did perfectly well.

The first 
symptom complained of is a dry¬ 
ness of the nostril, then it bccoines 
painful, and there is a thickening 
of the membrane, this is succeeded 
by a diw'harge, which is at first 
thick like that firom the diroat, 
then it is mixed ivifh lilood, and be¬ 
comes more copious and very fetid;

knee and foot are turned outwards, 
and cannot be rotated inwards; 
but the most striking mark of the 
dislocation is, that the head of the 
thigh bone may be felt upon the 
pubes, above the level of Poupart’s 
ligament, to. the outer side of the 
femoral artery, and feels like a 
hard ball there, which will readily 
move on rotating or bending the 
thigh. Easy as tliis dislocation is 
to detect, I have known three cases 
in which it had been overlooked 
until it was too late. This could, 
only arise from great carelessness, 
and that man really deserves the 
appellation of a blockhead, who, 
in the ^uesent day, woidd allow 
such an occurrence to take place. 

This accident need never to be 
mistaken for a fracture of the neck 
of the thigh bone, as the head of 
the bone on the pubes will point out, 
to the most superficial observer, the 
nature of the accident. To reduce 
this dislocation, you place the pa¬ 
tient on a table, on his side; then 
carry a girt between the puden-, 
dum and . the ipner , part , of ther 
thigh, and fix it in a staple, a little, 
before the line of the body. : Tlie 
roller Is to be passed around the 
thigh, ; and the pulliea fixed as io.l 
the didocatktn . upwards, and the 
extension is to he made in a .line 
behind the axis of the body, the

thigh bone being drawn backwards. 
After this extension has been con¬ 
tinued some time, pass a napkin 
under the upper part of the thigh, 
whilst an assistant, resting one hand 
on the pelvis, lifts the head of the 
bone over the pubes and edge of 
the acetabulum. 

From what I have had an op¬ 
portunity of observing on the suIj- 
ject of dislocations, I think that 
the relative proportion of cases will 
be as follows : Now. if I take the 
number as tw'enty, there will be 
twelve on the dorsum ilii, Jive in 
the ischiatic notch, two in the 
foramen ovale, and one on the pu¬ 
les. From the frequency of the 
occurrence of these accidents, it is 
astonishing that they should have . 
escaped the observations of sur¬ 
geons of former times, and these . 
too of some eminence in the pro¬ 
fession. Is it not gratifying, on . 
the other hand, to contrast the pre¬ 
sent state of information in the pro-. 
fession with w'hat it w'as about 
fifty years ? What should we. 
think of a surgeon in this metro- : 
pdis, with all the opportunities of. 
seeing disease in thelarge hoepitals 
of this.dty; who doubted die bitis- 
tence of a dislocatiou of the thigh,.

It is nut only necessary accu¬ 
rately to distinguish these accidents 
from dislocations, with which they 
might be confounded, but also from 
each other. Three distinct species 
of fracture, very different in their 
nature and result have been de¬ 
scribed under the indiscriminate 
name of Fracture through the neck 
of the thigh bone.

it has been mistaken for a disloca¬ 
tion upwards. In this firactnre, 
the patient suffeis but little pain 
when at rest in the recumbent pos¬ 
ture. But on rotation a pain is 
felt, from the rough end of the bone 
grating against the synovial mem¬ 
branes lining the capsular ligament. 
The thigh may be perfectly ex¬ 
tended but flexion is more diflicult 
and attended witli pain; this is 
increased if the thigh be directed 
toward the pubes and lessened, if 
carried outwards.

The pustular form of the erup¬ 
tion is more rare-; it appeam, just 
as any other pustular mmple, witii 
the exception of tbe 4aik oolouMd:

there was but little pain, great in¬ 
flammation was generally induced. 
He also stated that he had often re¬ 
turned the same fluid into the sac, 
which he had j ust before drawiDIfrom 
it, and invariably found that a suffi¬ 
cient degree of inflammation was 
excited to effect a cure, as. well as 
if any other fluid were injected; 
and, therefore, that effect did not 
depend upon the quality of the in¬ 
jection, so much as ujmn the part 
beingsuddenly collapsed, distended, 
and collapsed again, by the opera¬ 
tion. Mr. G. then said that he had 
known many instances, in which a 
high degree of inflammation had 
taken place after the operation for 
hydrocele, and the parts had be¬ 
come perfectly united, yet the dis¬ 
ease had again returned; and in one 
case he laid the scrotum com¬ 
pletely open, and healed the wound 
by granulation, and yet the same 
occurrence had taken fdace. 

John Sharp, aged 35, wda last

Since his removal here his leg has 
been merely sprinkled with flour, 
and is now almost healed under 
this treatment; but as that has 
grown better, a pain has been felt

A 
blister was applied to the chest. 

23d. The blister rose w’ell, but 
no relief has been yet experienced. 

25th. The pain in the chest and 
palpitation are this day very great;

To effect 
this, he merely had to open the 
wound, aud io dissect the fractured 
parts of the bone out. with a 8cal(>el, 
no saw being used in the operation.

To reduce either of these dudoea- 
tions, you are to place the patieia

enables the cartilage to slip into 
its place, and the condyles of the 
femur are again received on the 
semilunar cartilages. This acci¬ 
dent is particularly liable to hap¬ 
pen again, and the return of it is 
best prevented by a bandage made 
with a piece of linen having four 
straps attached to it, and these are 
bound lightly above and below the 
patella. 

Of Cotn^md Dislocations of 
the Knee-joint I have only seen 
one example. This required an 
immediate amputation; and it is 
probable that in all these acci¬ 
dents, unless the wound is very 
small so as to allow of its ready 
closure and adhesion, that a ami- 
la^ practiee will be necessary.—

Fractures of the Patella ,—The 
patella is generally broken trans¬ 
versely, but sometimes longitudi¬ 
nally. 

In the first of these the upper 
part is drawn from the lower by 
the action of the muscles inserted 
into it, whilst the lower part remains 
fixed by its ligament. The degree 
of separation depends on the lace¬ 
ration of the ligament. The acci¬ 
dent is at once known by the de¬ 
pression between the two portions of 
bone, into which you may put 
your fingers, and by the upper 
part of the bone moving readily 
on the lower and fore-part of tlie 
thigh. The power of extending 
the limb is also lost; and the knee 
bends forwards from a loss of ac¬ 
tion of the extensor musclea Soon 
after the accident, extravasation 
takes place on the fore part of the 
joint, and produces a livid ap¬ 
pearance, but this is removed by 
absorption in a few days. There 
is afterwards considerable effusion 
from inflammation into the sur¬ 
rounding parts.

Compound Fractures of the Pa¬ 
tella are very dangerous accidents, 
frequently proving fatal to life from 
the violent degree of constitutional 
irritation which they occasion. 
They generally recovered from 

the following treatment: Bring 
the integuments together by a small 
suture, apply adhesive straps round 
the knee, evaporating lotions on the 
fore-part, and the limb kept ex¬ 
tended by a splint passed beneath. 
Whenever a joint is laid open, ex¬ 
cept by a valvular opening, that 
wound is always kept open by the 
synovia, and is therefore very diffi¬ 
cult to heal; but if the integuments 
are brought together by a suture, 
the parts beneath will heed by the 
adhesive process. The suture 
should not be kept in more than a 
■iveek. 

In Fractures of the Condyles 
of the Femurf extending into the 
jprnt, which are known by the great 
swelling that takes place Into the 
joint, by crepitus and the de¬ 
formity, you should place the limb

I sounded him when he first came

The namfier of stone* varies rery 
much : in the lii^^ cases ■ 
there is only one; but as many as 
100 have been found in a patient. 
When there are many present, 
th^ surface# are generally smooth, 
from friction. The surface of a 
stone has been found smooth, even 
when there' has been but that one 
in the bladder; but generally the 
surface Of a Stone is rough. 

The coinposition of stone is va¬ 
rious. Here arc some sections of 
stones, which have been analysed 
by my friend Mr. Dorsher’'(pass¬ 
ing dieih to the class). These are 
composed of lithic acid, fusible 
calculus; others having lithic acid 
for nuclei, surrounded by a de¬ 
posit of the triple phosphate. For 
a All! account of the analysis of 
the difierent species of calculi, I 
should advise you to consult Dr. 
Marcet^s work. 

ff a patibnt applies to you with 
fstone; and will not consent to have 
the operation performed, you must 
relieve him as well as you can; 
and, for this purpose, the means 
recommended for the relief of |rri- 
tahle bladder will be moat likely to 
•ueceed, as opiates, the warm 
bath, and the exhibition of alkalis 
acids, which you may know how 
to prracribe by testing the urine 
with litmus imper.

Wtten by a dog, just abov# tlm 
wrist, near Brixton, and was placed 
under the care of Mr. HAMll!to 3 i& 
of that place, who almost immo* 
diately excised the part, and alMr* 
wards applied caustic to the woimil; 
The dog was at the time smpemed 
of being mad, and great anxiety 
was felt for the man's safety. 

He sliowud no synjptom, how¬ 
ever, which could be consideml 
alanniug until within the last few 
days. On Friday he complained 
for the first time of an uneasiness 
and tightness about his throat, ap¬ 
peared mere irritable dian tisueJ; 
and had a restlesa night. On 
Saturday^ he took a cup of collite 
for his l^akfast and swallowed it 
in a great hurry, as if drinking 
sometUng very unpleasant. He 
had to cl^n fair maker's carriage 
and water his horses, but he coiud 
not aummen resolution to do «o, 
withemt being able particalady to 
«ay why he objected, and <m the 
followtiig day he could not> drink 
hb tea; Mr. CaelawaY' was 
called to hiimi and,tBonriclering the 
nature of the case, thought it beetoir 
fear him to be brought to the Hos¬ 
pital. 

He complained of great uneasi' 
ness and a feeling of eppessioit 
about the chest, more particidaHy 
in tlie region of the diaphriuiii; his 
iKwathing was hurried and ixaet* 
rs^ted by fnrqueut rorirtiUivt; siglit.

am willing to allow that mercu¬ 
rials are benehdsrl iu cases, 
much judgment must be exer¬ 
cised to determine iu what. That 
there is something peculiar in mer¬ 
curial cathartics is shown by the 
feces discharged ; for although iu 
jroiut of quantity, colour, and con-1 
sistency, tliey may be the same as I 
wheii>,other purges are used, yetj 
there^is a peculiar odour which they | 
possess, much more offensive than i 
that of Oie feces in a healthy state; 
80 that, by the smell alone, an ex-1

“ The bile is prevented from en¬ 
tering the duodcauni from too great 
a quantky of fcc4» l^ng collected 
iu the large intestini*, which 
stretches k, and ebsesthe orifice 
of die ductus communis choledo- 
ciius, but when these fei'^es are re¬ 
move by the ac^on of cathardcs, 
it flows cowards as fteely as before, 
and by caufung this removal it is 
that mercurials prove of benefit, in 
such a disease; hut any other ca¬ 
thartic, powerful enough to cause 
this, produces the same conse¬ 
quences, without being equally in¬ 
jurious ; and I am the more ready 
to dtink so, not mdy from tlie dis¬ 
ease being got rid of, but also from 
the feces being, as I have before said, 
of rite same yellow colour, and the 
same in every jespect, except as to 
the state of putrefaction, os wh«d^ 
the preparations of mercury are em¬ 
ployed.

. ^ble. T|^e ^osbiou however will 
require to he yari^ according to 
the situation of tlie wound. But if 
the bone bo comminuted as well as 
broken into the joint, and if there 
be bleeding from any large vessel, 
it will be proper to ;ainputate ipi- 
m^diately; more especially if the 
piatient be obliged to work hard for 
support, far after recovery from 
cantminution, the ihnb will hear 
but a sli^t degree of exertion. 

But still, if the constitution be 
good, and the porson be about tlie 
cmiddle age, it is xiglit to take away 
the small pieces, of bone, heal the 
wound by adhesion, and produce 
anchyloi^. In one case suppu¬ 
ration even followed, and the pa¬ 
tient did perfectlywell. 

If a compound fracture extend 
into the and tlie open¬ 

ing be la^, it will be necessary to 
nmputaft^, as. the cpnstitutioaal dis¬ 
turbance will'be exceedingly great, 
and run the risk ^ defraying the 
patient.

straiglit portion, and evaporating 
le^es and^lotibnt ai% lo be used 
to "subdue fhc IhHam'mation and 
swelling which necessarily attends 
this accident. Supposing the ex¬ 
ternal wound to have closed, you \ 
then apply pieces of pasteboard 
moistened by being soaked in umrm 
water, about sixteen inches longh¬ 
and broad enough to reach under 
the joint, and have them confined 
by a roller. When this dries, you 
will find it exactly adapted to the 
shapeof the joint, and it afterwards 
retains this form, so as best to con¬ 
fine the bones, i prefer the straight 
position in these cases, because the 
tibm presses the extremity of the 
broken condyle into a line with that 
which is not injured. 

Compound Fracturos of the el¬ 
bow joint generally happen through 
the internal condyles of the os hu¬ 
meri, and the fracture takes an 
oblique direction into the joint. In 
the most severe acddi^ntB of this 
kind, Urn o^titodon is generally 
able to supports, ifitbejudicipcs- 
ly managed ; 1 could mention to 
you several cases which would 
prove the success q^the pTijkctice of 
effeedag union by adhesion.

puUating on its lore port. Con¬ 
sidering the violoncp done to the 
joint, and the constitation of the 
patient; mid laen in such employ¬ 
ment, you know, in the habit of 
drinking largely of porter and spi- 
'' rits, andtlicrefoiv render tlieir rmi- 
-^itutions exceedingly irritable; 1 
■ old him, that 1 feared there was 
scarcely any chance of his reco¬ 
very, unless he couaeoted to have 
the limb removed; tliis he deter¬ 
mined howev^ not to eubmit to, 
and I tberefore did aU iu my 
power to save both his life and his 
limb. Tlie bones were easily re¬ 
placed, and the parts were brought 
carefully together. The limb was 
.' laid i^D a splint, a bandage was 
slightly applied, and the fbre-ann 
una placed at right ai^nlea with tlie 
np^r arm. The wound united 
without any untoward circum¬ 
stances; and. the only thing that 
happened, which appeared in the 
least to retard his recoveiy, was 
the fonnatioB of an abeeeae in his 
diouldei;, which was opened, and;

tic© was followed. 

A woman between fifty and sixty 
years of ago was admitted into 
Guy’s Hospital with a w'oaud of; 
the elbow joint, and fracture of 
both the condyles of the OS humeiik 
A piniltice was dimeted to be ap¬ 
plied, and fomentation ordered 
twice in the day. On the day fol« 
lowing the accident^ she had a 
considerable degree of fever. Oa 
the third day, the upper arm wan. 
exceedingly swollen, attended with, 
a copious sanioMS discharge fireia 
the wound. On tlie fourth day, 
her strength nras greiily reduced* 
and tlie wound had almost ceased- 
to discharge, but the arm wag yciy 
much swoUen ; and on the fifth 
day she died. 

In all cases of this accident, the 
arm should be bgqpiin the bent po¬ 
sition; forasanofaylMuiuagtoatec.

Konnd large, all the detached per* 
tioaa ol bone ehould be xemored; 
but in <dd people, when much in¬ 
jury tt done, there ie often not stif- 
£cieht atrength to support the sup* 
puratitv ]m)cefi8^ and amputation 
ahoald be recommended. The 
edges of the wound should be kept 
together by placing a piece of lint 
dipped in blood over them, and a 
bandage lightly applied, wetted 
with lEpirttB of wine and water. 
Even if it should suppurate, it will 
not be necessary to amputate, un¬ 
less any tiling particular should 
afterwards happen. 

A compound fracture extending 
into the wrUt joint is a very se¬ 
rious acmdent when the radius is 
much eommtmfted, but it is an in¬ 
jury which does very well when 
die radius is broken without being 
much shattered. I saw a case of 
this iiyory in t patient in the coun- 
tiy, where the mka met with the 
acddmit by ftdUng upon the back 
of his hand, and the ulna pro¬ 
truded ah inch and a half through 
the integuments ; the bone waS 
immediately reduced and bandaged 
lightly; the wound bckled by the 
ndhesive pr^ss, and the man re- 
oovoed the p^ect use of the 
limb. 1 reo^^ ano^er case of 
die same li^, which ^me under 
diecaw of &e 


odier Hflipital; I now forget in 
what iniBner the accidert ha^ 
pened, but the ulna prtyected 
through the integuments at the 
back of the carpus, and a com¬ 
pound fracture of the radius, with 
great comminution of the bone, 
was produced. The ulna was first 
I replaced, but immediately resumed 
its dislocated position on the back 
of the wrist, although it did not 
again protrude through the skin. 
Tile hand and forc-ann were placed 
in a poultice, and w ere ordered to' 
be fomented twice in the day. A 
copious suppuration ensued, at¬ 
tended with vioknt constitutional 
irritation; and Mr, Chan dler, in 
order to save the patient’s life, 
after a lapse of several wedcs, am¬ 
putated the limb. 

In a similar case, it w'ould be 
proper, when torn pieces of bone 
can be felt at the'extremities of tho 
I radius, that thew'ound should he 
enlarged for thedr removal; and 
instead of fomentations and pouU 
j dees being applied, that the wrist 
should be surrounded by lint dipped 
I in the blood, and a roller loosdy 
I api^ed. Tlie aim should be sup¬ 
ported on a sjdint, so as to keep it 
perfectly free from motion; evapo¬ 
rating lotions should be applied, 
and the limb should not be dis-- 
turbed tinlm the patient has symp-

ai uo^ll opening should ha .paile in 
'Ite iJbdoge to allow of ^ Jjeioape 
of piUy but still the bundles should 
1 m sufiFered to remain. The patient 
should bo bled from the arm, if the 
inflammation and constitvitioual ir¬ 
ritation be considerable, and leeches 
should be occasionally apjdied un¬ 
der tliese circuinstances. The bow¬ 
els should be kept geiuly open, but 
all active purging avoided. If the 
, su]>purative process have extended 
up the tendons of the fore-arm, it 
will be necessary to amputate. The 
operation should not be |>crfoTmed 
-where the tendons arc loose in the 
arm, but further up, in the muscu¬ 
lar part of it; 3^011 would otherwise 
have a sloughy irritable stump. 

Another untoward circum^auce 
is a high degree of injiammaiion 
attacking tlie neighbouring parts. 
If the patient’s general health be 
good,the inflammation -u'Ulnotex- 
^tend beyond a few inches around 
the accident; but if the patient be 
irritable, and the injury, for ex- 
am}ile, be in the 1 ^, the inflamma¬ 
tion will extend along the course 
of the absorbents to the groin, and 
I’ if there be efftmon at the same 
tram accompanying this, it must be 
considered as an indication of great 
danger. Such anpearances must 
ot be treated very aedve^ . 1 ^ de- 


the neighbourhood of the- wowadL 
Lotions also of the liquor animo- 
nisB acetaiis, with rectified spirits 
of wine, should be applied to the 
inflammation on the limb, whiist 
the iioultice is applied to the neigh- 
hood of the wound. At tlio same 
time, opium should be given to allay 
the coDstitutional irritability, - and 
a gentle diaphoresis promoted on 
the skin, by giving some saline 
medicines, as tiie liq, amman. acet-. 
Tlicse symptoms generally maka 
their appearance in persons who 
have lived irregularly, eitlrnr os 
regards their diet or their habits. 
Be very cautious altout the ad¬ 
ministration of purgatives, as they, 
disturb the patient very much; but 
if absolutely neoeasi^, give ran. 
enema. 

Another obstacle met /with in 
the treatment of conjfpewnd fracture 
is an excessive spatmqdic action^ii 
the muscles. This Mirion is some¬ 
times so violent as to render allyour - 
attemptb' to overcome it. absolutely, 
nugatory. In one case it disturbed, 
the limb so much as to render am¬ 
putation necessary, and on dissec-^ 
tion it -w as.found that there was a • 
piece of bone separated from the. 
other parts, and looked between the, 
extremities of the bone. 

It is sometimes neceisa^ to.am- 
putatc from a want of union ,be-, 
t^n thefiraotaredeadsof the bone y..- 
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aixi on tMs subject I can furnish 
;ycm ‘with the knowledge of a cir¬ 
cumstance that may be of the, 
greatest'im]Joitancc in your fbtnre 
practice. You may recollect hav¬ 
ing seen me amputate, a short time 
■ j£nce, the leg of a young w'oman in 
Dorcas’, for a great deformity of 
the limb; it unfitted her for any of 
the active duties of life, and she 
thereibre became desirous of having 
it removed. By some mismanage¬ 
ment or other the bone was frac - 
tored in the process of parturition, 
and ahhongh she is now about nine¬ 
teen years of age, there has not 
Been the least 'atteni|)t made tb- 
'Wards ossific ’ union. The part 
where the fraetdre took place is as 
flexible as a joint, and I therefore 
iviBh to put you on your guard, so 
that you may be very careful to 
avoid BO distresmng an accident. 

1 have met With other cases of a 
filmilar description, and therefore 
1 am inclined to think that it ik 
generally the result of fractures 
oCcmiiing at that period. 

The ordiiskry treatment of these 
cases Is, to hbnd^ the Hinb firmly, 
Buckle on a case of firm leather 
over the nmb,'iand adjust careflzHy 
a flplSmi on each side cl it, so 
xmo lateral m'ollon may he allowed. 
H it should in the 1^, let

pressure ron the ends of the Imne, 
tiring bn a sufficient degree cdT in¬ 
flammation to throw out adhesive 
and aflera'ards ossific matter. I be¬ 
lieve this is sometimes the result of 
continuing cold applications for too 
long a period to the part, thus check¬ 
ing that degree of inflammatory ac¬ 
tion which is absolutely necessary to 
bring about a restoration of the parts. 
But if properly managed it is gene- 
ralJy unnecessary to amputate in 
this state of the parts. Mr. Ay mes- 
bury’s splints will be found vtsTy 
useful in the treatment of such 
cases; they have been used at 
the bfber Hospital frequently, 
and T believe hove been success¬ 
ful ill accomplishing the desired 
olgect. 

It has beenTecommended to am- 
^putaie parts which have been in¬ 
jured by compound fracture when 
Mafias makes its appearance. But 
I adirise you never to do so, as in 
the cases in which 1 have seen the 
practice tried l^have not oBserved 
jit Buccesslbl. What'I advise you 
Taiiher tb do is, to put some of the 
extract td'fipitt^ HqUified by the 
additiontsf a'tilitie water, into the 
wound '; t have luinwn this succeed

If yon amputate at one hour 
after the accident, the patient will 
do better than if you leave it 
twelve hours. For this reason, 
If ; 4 amputate immediately, the 
constitation has but one «hock to 
. '<«tain, and in getioral rallies much 
better than when the amputation is 
delayed. But if you leave it eight 
or twelve, there ia a great degree of 
irritation previously set up, Tlie 
loss of h/ooditt rathtJT a faTonrable 
circumstance than otherwise to 
precede the operation. Uhe jnsr-

Case of a young womtin who has 
discharged, and continues to 
discharge from her stom<wh, a 
number of Insects, By Wit-

This A'ery extraordinary case is 
recorded in Uie last volume of the 
Transactions of the Association 
f\f Fellows and Licentmtes of the 
King and Queens College of 
Fhysicians in Ireland ; a very 
meritorious, valuable, and spirited 
work, and of which we shall take 
farther notice in some of our future 
numbers. 

The subject of tliis singular case 
is Mary Riordan, age^d 28 years ; 
she is of marked seiualnlity and 
melancholic temperament, or she 
may be desciib^ as Ubouriug 
under religious melancholy. As 
the patient is still living, and as 
her horrible afiEUction has not ter¬ 
minated, we shall defer giving the' 
whole of 0r. Fickells* detail to 
another opjmrtunity j our present 
extracts liowever will he more than 
sufficient to point out to our readers, 
the nature of this young' w'iunan^s 
most appalling malady. The first

A case of FraeUire of the Fibs 
and Scapula^ with JEniphgscma, 
W. C. aged a robust atlile- 
tic man, but of regular habits, was 
admitted into Accident ward. 

Sept. G.—He stated that he had 
jbeen thrown out of a gig, and had 
very much injured his side and 
back. On examination it was 
found, that the fifoh and sixth ribs 
on the left side were broken, and 
that there was also a fracture ex¬ 
tending through-the dorsum of the 
scapula, aboutniidwity between the 
spine and the islenor angle. By 
fixing the upper part of die bone 
firmly Avith one hand, and twisting 
the lower part of it with the. other, 
a crepitus could b^ distinctly felt. 

The air had ensaped from the 
chest through die wounded parietes, 
and had extended forw'ard and 
downAA'ard principally, but also a 
little ■ upwards, raised the integu¬ 
ments and cellular membrane, and 
yielded a distinct crackling sensa¬ 
tion on pressure. 

On the same evening he was 
bled to the amount of sixteen 
ounces, and had the left arm gently 
supported in a sUng. He passed 
the night without much pain, but 
bad a fowrfits of coughing, which 
shook him ve^ mu3), and dis¬ 
placed the broken extremities of 
die bonssv The emphysema had

I quently into the open air, and in the 
i evening, after receiving his wages, 
he went to a neiirhbiMirin'; public 
house, and had one pint of porter, 
and jtlst as he had drank it, h» felt 
suddenly such a weakness in his 
ancle joints that he couid not sup¬ 
port his w'eight, and foil to the 
ground. He was obliged to be 
carried home; the pain in his

The best treatment to pursue in 
this stage of the disease is, to inject 
the interior of the bone with the 
muriatic or nitric acid lotions, the 
latter is preferable, and at the same 
time insist on the observance of 
rest. Support the strength of the 
constitution, and avoid all those 
causes which would produce ini- ^ 
tatioo, either generally or locally. 

Abscesses in the shell of the 
Bone require to be treated in the 
same way, and their process of 
restoratioa occurs rather quicker 
than when the abscess is seated 
more internally. ^

Tile sreparation of the dead from

When these 
granulations reach the dead bone,

The {ffinciples which are to guide 
you in the treatment are these — 
quicken the progress of the granu^ 
lations a little, and act^chemicoify 
on the parts by the acids, and thftt 
acid w hich I have before named is 
the bert.

In the treatment 
of the fungous exostosis nothing can 
his d^ne but to palliate; the growth 
atp proceed in spite of local and 
constitutional remedies. Where the 
ejj^tOAis is cartilaginous, growing 
:om the periosteum, they cease to 
Increase beyond a certain extent, 
usually form at the insertion 
^ of tendons into bone, as at the in¬ 
sertion of the triceps abductor niag- 
jnuB. ’^pu should make an inch 
sipn dvough the integuments, cut 
through the muscle in the direction 
of itjS fibres, and hsp,ving reached 
die of the exostosis, you find 
thp knife easily sinks into it from 
itsJ^ing still partly cartilaginous, 
jnien slit down the muscle on each 
side, and apply .the circular saw

But do nut at¬ 
tempt this where the exostosis is 
excessively large; but it may be 
done with safety if it be not more 
than three or four inches in cir¬ 
cumference. 

Mollities ossium is an affection 
of a'hich we know very little. There 
ap[>eaTs to he a defect in the assi¬ 
milating powers of the system, 
whereby the proper portion of phos¬ 
phate of lime is not deposited; 
whereas in rickets there is an excess 
of cartilaginous material. What 
is often called mollities ossiiun is 
only rickets, and should be treated 
accordingly. 

Of Impotence .—Although this 
affection has been arranged in the 
syllabus with the sequelae of gonorr¬ 
hoea, yet 1 consider it a point of 
importance for you to become ac¬ 
quainted with, and shall speak 
tborefore of the causes usually pro¬ 
ducing it There are several causes 
whieb produce a destruction of the 
vir^e pQW'er. These may sometimes 
be traced to a peculiar sluggishness 
of constitution, to a general torpor 
of the procreative systejm, on w'hich 
the usually attractive anunal affi¬ 
nities exert no influence. To speh 
penpns a Venus might di^lay her 
charms, and on such her son inigh^ 
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cfxl^nst liis qi^rer, h Wn. Xo 
gttfial spring is here, do Uooniing 
sutomcr or Imdful autumn, but 
all is mnter—a dreary,desolate and 
barren Vinter—in which the springs 
of U£e are froEen up, and the animal 
propensities destroyed. Some men 
are so constituted that they may 
be said nerer to possess a Tenereal 
stimulus, and some of tlic other 
sex are equally frigid. I knew' a 
person who remained unwarmed 
by the flame from the liymenea! 
altar for seven years, and w'ho was 
incapable of performing the duties 
which devolved on him. 

Gentlemen, it is likely you may 
hereafter be consulted on these sub¬ 
jects ; but tliese are some of the 
arcana of the profession into which 
you will nbtreadilj be admitted.— 
No, it is not until you have con¬ 
tended long w'itli popular preju¬ 
dices that you will be made ac¬ 
quainted with such important se¬ 
crets. When forty years of practice 
mr perhaps more sliall have rolled 
over you, when you shall have the 
snow on the tops of the mountains, 
(here the esteemed professor, wi& 
great good humour, passed his 
hand throiigfa the white locks which 
gnee a front well fi^ed,)then itis, 
and not till then, that you will he 
required to give your <q)inion on 
Bubh wei^ty matters! (a laug^.)

Another cause which might pro¬ 
duce the Calamity wo are now coin 
sidering is, an excessive irritabiJti* 
ty of the vesienUe sesninalk, 
which produces a premature«xpnl>« 
sion of tho seminal fluid, and thi|;

cause. Sometimes it is the resulf^f' 
of debauchery, but most froquently' 
it occurs in irritable and delicate 
young men; in such cBses wo 
have to support the constitu^n, by 
a generous diet and bark, gfvtcig at 
dm same time opium to allay tho 
irritability. In aildition (0 which 
let the person stand over a large 
pan of cold water and dash it ever 
the genitals two or three times in 
the day.

These may he made of some harm¬ 
less material, and that if he will 
observe w'ha.t he has promised he 
is sure to get quite well. He 
takes two or three pills, but the 
very promise he has made, npd thiU 
impression made on his mind .hy 
the promise, induces him to do.jytm 
very contrary, and it seldom , hapr 
pens that ho can return with any 
complaint. ,

grees ceases to pi‘rceive the mo¬ 
tions of the child; and in almut 
ten days or a fort night after this 
event, she falls into labour, and a 
foetus, evidently dead for some 
time, is expelled,” ike. &c. 

Tlie subject of the alwve com¬ 
munication attracted my attention, 
when very young in the profession, 
and has continued to do so ever 
since. So early as the year 1789, 
when I u as re.sidcnt assistant at 
Dublin LyiiJg-in Hospital, I deU- 
vered a woman in Great Britain- 
street of aputild child, in the eighth 
month of pregnancy, which, she 
told me, had been the case with 
fkveral cluldren that she had had 


before, and that she despaired of 
having living issue.

I never attended any person who 
had dead children, that I sus¬ 
pected of venereal conqjlaints, who 
did not readily submit to mercury, 
so strong and general is tlie desire 
for posterity, except a celebrated 
courtezan who lived for several 
years with a fn'end of mine, and 
ejrery year produced a putrid child. 
As she was very comely in her 
person, of w'hich she w^as supposed 
to be liberal to many, and ^d not 
wish for living ofikpring, she never 
would use mercury. It wtvs re¬ 
markable of this lady that she fre¬ 
quently disordered men, but never 
my friend, except in the first C(B1- 
nexion. 

I In answer to the leampd author-g 
question, What are the most 
likely means to prevent the deitth 
of the fietus in utero ? *’ I would 
with diffidence^ and with that re» 
fpUCt to his opinion which 1 thizdc 
M'4|iKerits from every man engaged 
inu^ practice of midwifery, say, 
iiie 'ftOT of mercury. It has in 
bt^ety instance succeeded me, 
and 1 think will be fbuad to do so 
in the great nugoiity of cases. £ 
have not met with any case which 
1 to commit to the .ii^' ' 
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of sulphureous mineral waters, 
goat's whey, tepid bathing, decsSc- 
tion of sarsaparilla, nr blood-let¬ 
ting ; but that sncli cases may have 
oc(.urxed to other piactititmera, I 
am not disposed to doubt. 

I hare met with sd^erai cases 
wherein very delicate women have 
borne dead children at tliie seventh 
month, but not putrid; and have, 
w^here I did not suspect venereal 
tabit, constantly succeeded in avoid¬ 
ing' the accident by a rigid con- 
bnement, even to one floor, ami by 
a very strict attention to keep the 
bowels gently free, from the ear¬ 
liest period of gestation to the end 
of the eighth month; and several, 
to w'hom 1 gave permission to go 
out at that time, have thanked 
me, saying they wore never so 
hap|)y as in their confineinent, and 
would not acceirt of my o&red 
emancipation. 1 do not remember 
a single instance where good health, 
good looks, and a continuation oil 
bearing living children, were not 
the rewards a the conflnement. 

Every man engaged in my pro¬ 
fession must have met with dead 
and putrid children, the result ofj 
accidents, but they are not such 
as the learned au^or points out, 
and require no further notice;.

This action, at a dis- i 
tancft, is a key to the piincijmli 
phenomena of electricity. 

In our first inquiries, we re- 
maiked that electrized l^ies, at¬ 
tract, or seem to attract, allriieKg^ | 
nmltteiis presented to them, wim^] 
out its being necessary to devekrpe, 
in the latter, the riecrtric 
sdther by friction or rommuiiica' 
tion. But now we must comidOr,; 
that this development is sponta- 
neously effected by the mere in- 
ffuenee, at a distance of the duc- 
.trized body, on the eombiaed dec- | 


tricities of the small bodies around. 
Thus all the attractions, whether 
real or apparent, which we observe, 
take place only between electrized 
bodies. 

The next species of electricity 
to be considered, is Vo/taic e/ec- 
tricityf or Gulvanism. 

The accidental suspension of 
recently killed frogs, by coppd 
hooks, to tlie iron palisades of his 
garden, was the occasion of the 
celel>rated Galvani observing cer¬ 
tain convulsive movements in the 
limbs of the animals, W'hich no 
known principles could explain, and 
also of opening a rich and bound¬ 
less field in physical science to 
mankind. Galvani had ascribed 
the muscular movements to a se¬ 
ries of discharges of a peculiar 
electricity, inherent and innate in 
living beings, to which the name 
animal electricity, or the more 
mysterious term Galvanism, was 
for some time given. 

Volta, however, proved, that the 
phenomena proceeded from the 
contact of the two dissimilar ihe>^ 
tals, copper and iron, producing 
such a disturbance of the elec¬ 
trical equilibrium as was sufficient 
to effect the most delicate of all 
electroscopes, die irritability of a 
recently killed frog; iddiongh it 
was insensible to every electroscope 
of human construction. He fixiuly 
mtablished this fine theory, by 
showing that a few contacts of the 
■disrimilar metals zinc and silver, 
in the form of discs, fvtmished with 
insulated handles; were capable 
-of aifpf ting the condenser of elec¬ 
tricity. 

Galvani, however, anxious to 
defend his own hypothesis, which ' 
linked his name to the science, ad¬ 
duced some curious facts, which 
proved, that muscular contrpMiAfil 
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coiiM be prodiicefl in Uic lind>s of 
ilcati trogs altopcihcr iudvpnn- 
deot of metals. 'I'liis led Volta to 
the f’irther discovery, tliat other 
difisinitiar bodies, iH^oides metals, 
were capable, by contact, of dis¬ 
turbing the electrical etjuilibrium. 

To this subject all our preceding 
idectrical researches may be consi¬ 
dered merely us introductory. For 
t3«» V oHiuc battery is the instni- 
ment ^vhich constitutes the great 
link between electricifv and che¬ 
mistry, deriving, probably, its un¬ 
interrupted scries of iiu|mlsive 
tlir' l.asi'*’-, and consequently its 
marvellous power t)f chemical 
analysis, from the conjoined agen¬ 
cies of electricity and elective at¬ 
traction. 

We Khali, in our next paper, ex¬ 
plain the structure of this powerful 
engine in chemical ijivestigation, 
Sind give a brief accx)unt of some 
interesting exi>enmeiit8 made uii 
the uervoas system tltrougli its in- 
Huence.

Ip have done, without penetiating 
inti abdominal cavity, to pass 
finger of the left hand beyond 
tlbe fui^us of the uterus, to effect, 
by, this means, the separation of 
the :li|i.dus of the uterus from the 
peritoi^hi, and to separate the 
rectunit in the same manner, so as 
tOveisf^ with security the cutting 
instFoment, when the parts should 
^ be drav^ abroad. My intention 
was thtip only to remove the uterus, 
'and to' leave the ovaria and the 
ligaments, afief having detached 
them from the body of the uterus. 
Every thing being arranged, I pro¬ 
ceeded to perform the operation on 
the 22 d of January, 1822 , assisted 
by-M. Dist£L and my son. 

1 placed the patient horizontally 
across the bciU, the knees held by 
my assistants; the rectum and the 
bladder having been previously 
emptied. I tried first to depress 
the utenis by a finger acting os a 
crochet; but the fungi breaking 
away and bleeding, without any 
descent of the womb, 1 w'aa odib* 
polled by the failure to aband^ 
this plan. I then. introdneod the 
index and middle finger of the left 
hand under the pubes, up to the 
cul de sac of the vagina: 1 passed 
betvreen these fingers aj[;onrex 
knifr, rounded at the end, having a 


long and firmly fixed handle, with 
which I separated the vagina from 
the uterus, and.then immediately 
introduced one finger into the open¬ 
ing 1 had made all round the 
vagina. To destroy the lateral ad¬ 
hesions, I again introduced a finger 
into the uterus, to draw it down, 
while with the handle of the knife, 
or the right fore finger, 1 detached 
the cellular membrane. But the 
adhesion was so strong, that this 
method did not succeed. A mass 
of fungi was partly detached, and 
protruded at the vulva; I then 
employed the forceps, w ith which I 
seized the anterior parielcs of the 
neck, and I drew it, wliilst, with 
the handle of a knife or a piece of 
whalebone, I endeavored to sepa¬ 
rate the uterus from Hie bladder. 
But all efforts w'ere unavailing; the 
forcei)s escaped and brought with 
them a portion of the tumour. 

Tlie operation had been con¬ 
tinued more than half an hour, and 
I had not succeeded in effocting 
either the depression of the uterus, 
or its separation from the perito¬ 
neum. The patient lost her for¬ 
titude ; she was enfeebled by loss 
of blood, the greater pail of which 
came from the detachment of the 
fungi. At length, I changed my 
plan; 1 abandoned entirely tlie 
former attempt to depress and sepa¬ 
rate, and I determined to cut clean 
round the fundus of tlie uterus. 
To effect this, I introduced tw'o 
fingers of the left hand into the 
vagina, between the bladder and 
the utenis; between these I intro¬ 
duced .a scalpel, and seized with 
the bent forefinger a portion of 
cellular membrane, wdiich 1 cut 
close to the utenis, till the fingers 
entered the abdomen; then I cut 
at the same time, little by iitt^, tj^ 
peritoneum above ai^hbe^«) to 
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kfi highost natural adhedons with 
the uterus. At length I introduced 
the w'hoile of my left hand into the 
vagina; and penetrated, by the 
opening of die peritoneum, into its 
cavity, and I detached, from each 
side of the uteruB, the ovaria and 
the lateral ligaments. 1 then ap> 
plied my hand to the fundus of 
\ the uteniB and endeavoured to turn 
it forward. 

During this attempt, the patient, 
irritated by my hand, and by the 
agony, made a strong efibrt for ex¬ 
pulsion, as if in childbed; and I 
also found the intestines pressing on 
die back of my hand, and falling 
into the viigina. 1 re])! need them 
ill the alnioinen, and seized the 
uterus. Sucuiessive contractions of 
the lielly were accompanied by pro¬ 
trusions of the intestines after the 
reduction. 1 instantly begged the 
patient to abstain from similar ei- 
ibrts ; and while an assistant with 
one hand replaced and confined tite 
intestines, I attempted to rctrovert 
the uterus, and bring its fundus 
close to the opening of the va¬ 
gina ; the intestines followed also, 
and completely filled the cavity 
of the pelvis. An assistant re¬ 
tained them by means of three 
fingers introduced by the vagina. 
By this time I contrived with a 
sharp instrument to separate the 
uterus from its posterior attach¬ 
ment to the vagina, and the lateral 
ligaments; and tliis was done with 
ease and safety, the parts being 
exposed to view’. At length I com¬ 
pleted this dangerous, painful, ancl 
tedious operation. 1 rqdaced the 
intestines in their natural pusitiou, 
.and kept them there by pledgets of 
lint, to preserve them from the air 
^ and other irritants. The woman was 
% placed ,ip a horizontal position, 
whicli carefully Wept. With 
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the exception of the bleeding which 
I have mentioned, there was noie 
but what resulted from dividing a,

'I’be intes¬ 
tines could not be easily raised, 
owing to the memhranom par¬ 
tition separating the two cavities: 
thus, the small intestine strongly 
adhered, for a space about the 
ai*c of a small coin, by a grey¬ 
ish white membrane, half a line 
thick, which was separated with 
difliculty. This separation left no 
opening into the pelvis, nor was it 
attended by lesion of the gut. Be¬ 
hind this union, towards the rec¬ 
tum, there was an adhesion of the 
intestines, about the size of a crown; 
this could not be destroyed without 
opening into the pelvis. These 
viscera w’erc all qiute healthy, with¬ 
out contraction, and their hme* 
dons had never been impaked. 
The rectum passed to the right of 
the line of the median, and pre¬ 
sented no alteration. In examin¬ 
ing the pelvis from above down-^ 
wards, there was neither uleer nor

GUY’S HOSPITAL. 

The continuation of the cate't^ 
Disease qf the Cervical NewU, 
/romp. 243, vol. iv. 

Since our last tepuit of tliis ei|B, 
there is an evident alteration 
Uie better, he can keep lus 
now almost upright, and can lbink 
occasionally over Iris left shotMt.

id case of Chronic Inflamma¬ 
tion of the Testicle. 

W. 8. aged 30, was admttiad 
into Luke’s ward, August 27di, 
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with ^eat tcnderncsf;, and some 
enlargement of the left testicle. 
Tliere was also considerable tliick- 
i&ing of the epididymis, and ts 
was also painful to the touch. 

\About six weeks before his ad- 
inission, he had contracted a go¬ 
norrhoea, and this having continued 
^rather longer than he expected, he 
very imprudently used a strong 
distringent injection, which imine- 
(d^tely Btopp^the discharge,and in 
days after his testicle began 
tQlwell. Tliis swelling w'as treated 
a, surgeon with leeches, and 
aHjlrwards cold applications, for 
naft than a fortnight, but when 
he came into the house, his state

Two children w'erc brouglit to 
Guy’s this week who w-ere bitten, in 
the neighbourhood of Walworth, 
by a dog supposed to be mad.

19th. Last night he became 
delirums, to which succeeded a 
comatose state. His breathing 
stertorous; and his pupils perma¬ 
nently dilated. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances, the trephine was em¬ 
ployed, as the only means of ame¬ 
liorating the condition of the pa¬ 
tient, and as being perfectly war¬ 
ranted and pointed at by the urgent 
nature of the symptoms. It was 
found, after removing several frac¬ 
tured portions of Imne, that the 
inner table of the cranium had been 
more depressed at the anterior ex¬ 
tremities of the fracture than had 
at first l)eea imagined, or could 
possibly have been discovered with¬ 
out the employment of the trepliiue 
in tlie first instance. At this point, 
part of the fractured portion of the 
inner table was driven l)eIow and 
tightly w'edged under the sound 
portions of frontal bone. A small 
quantity of matter discharged itself 
on the removal of the above de¬ 
scribed portion of hone, which ap¬ 
peared to arise principally from the 
anterior part of the fracture already 
alluded to. Underneath, the in¬ 
jury to. the cranium, the dura ma¬ 
ter was suppurating and amarcntly 
a good deal ulcerated. The ster¬ 
torous breathing slightly diminish¬ 
ed after the q)eration; the other 
symptoms, however, still remained 
unrelieved, and unmitigated. The 
wound was dressed, in . the usual 
way, with oiled lint on the dura 
mater. 

In the evening hia pulse was

20th. Lies in the same sense¬ 
less state; respiration difficult and

Post moTlcm examimtion ,— 
Underneath the fracture, the dura 
mater was ulcerated to n consider¬ 
able extent; there was a collection 
of ma'tter in ;tlie septum, between 
the. hemispheres, and a considera¬ 
ble effusion on tlie pia mater, more 
especially on the right side. The 
vessels of the brain were turgid ; 
more particularly the roiiens. 
There was effusion on the sheath 
of the spinal chord. 

Nothing in the abdonieii could 
be found to account for the yellow¬ 
ness of skill, which presented itself 
a few' days prior to the death of 
this patient; which is the more re¬ 
markable as the same appearances 
were oliserved in the case of South- 
ill already described, and in this 
case too without leaving a trace of 
its origin to recompense the re¬ 
searches of the inoibid anatomist.
